In November, long-term entries from the U.S. 
(including overnight or longer bus and auto traffic and 
boat, train and plane entries) decreased by 2.0% froma 
year earlier to 412,000. Residents of countries other 
than the U.S. (excluding those arriving by land via the 
U.S. and entering and leaving on the same day) 
decreased by 15.5% to 59,000. Canadian tourists 
returning from the U.S. in November numbered 
593,000, down 5.1%, while Canadians re-entering from 
countries other than the U.S. declined by 7.6% to 
80,000. 

In the first 11 months of 1982, long-term (tourist) 
flows were as follows: 10.6 million U.S. residents ente- 
red Canada, down 3.8% from 1981; visitors from other 
countries fell by 6.1% to 1.7 million.

Labour Force Survey, December 1982 


Canada’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
edged up to a record level of 12.8% in December 1982 
from the previous high of 12.7% in November. The 
participation rate increased slightly to 63.9% from 
63.8% in the preceding month, while the employ- 
ment/population ratio remained unchanged at 55.7%. 
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For the week ending December 11, 1982, the season- 
ally adjusted level of employment was 10,416,000, up 
an estimated 21,000 from November. While this 
change is not statistically significant, it marks the first 
time in 16 months that employment has shown an 
increase. The level rose by 10,000 for males 25 years of 
age and over, by 14,000 for females 25 and over and by 
16,000 for females 15 to 24; estimated employment for 
males 15 to 24 decreased by 19,000. Employment in 
the trade industry was up 25,000 with the retail trade 
sector the main contributor to the increase. On a pro- 
vincial basis, the level of employment rose slightly in 
Newfoundland, New Brunswick and Alberta and show- 
ed little change elsewhere. 

Seasonally adjusted, unemployment was estimated 
at 1,533,000 in December 1982, up an estimated 16,000 
from November. The level increased by 14,000 for 
males 15 to 24 and by 13,000 for females 25 and over, 
while it decreased by 10,000 for males 25 and over. 
Unemployment rose in Quebec (+12,000), Alberta 
(+12,000) and British Columbia (+6,000), and declined 
in Ontario (-16,000). 

Seasonally adjusted unemployment rates for the 
provinces in December 1982 were as follows, with 
November rates in brackets: Newfoundland, 18.1% 
(18.8%); Prince Edward Island, 13.2% (13.2%); Nova 
Scotia, 14.6% (14.1%); New Brunswick, 15.0% (15.2%); 
Quebec, 14.7% (14.4%); Ontario, 12.1% (12.4%); Mani- 
toba, 10.7% (10.6%); Saskatchewan, 7.3% (7.1%); 
Alberta, 10.6% (9.8%); and British Columbia, 14.7% 
(14.3%). 

The unadjusted employment level for Canada was 
estimated at 10,249,000 in December 1982, down 
409,000 (-3.8%) from a year earlier. Unemployment 
climbed 51.4% to 1,494,000 from 987,000 over the 12- 
month period. The unemployment rate at 12.7% was 
up from 8.5% in December 1981, while the participa- 
tion rate decreased to 62.8% from 63.2% and the 
employment/population ratio fell to 54.8% from 57.9%.

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, November 
1982 


On a seasonally adjusted balance-of-payments basis, 
preliminary results for November 1982 show marginal 
fluctuations in both merchandise imports and exports. 
Exports were down 0.7% or $46 million to $6.52 billion, 
following an 11.9% decline in October and a 2.1% 
increase in September. Imports were up 0.9% or $42 
million to $4.95 billion in November, after declines of 
14.1% in October and 3.7% in September. The mer- 
chandise trade balance retracted by a further $88 mil- 
lion to $1.57 billion in November from $1.66 billion in 
October and $1.74 billion in September. Canada’s 
merchandise trade surplus for the January to Novem- 
ber 1982 period climbed to a record level of $15.98 
billion, far surpassing the $6.52 billion of the same 
period in 1981 and the $7.61 billion for the first 11 
months of the previous record year 1980. 

The short term trend for exports peaked in June 
1982 and has since declined at a faster pace — froma 
decline of 0.1% in July to one of 1.9% in September. 
The trend for imports also peaked in June, but dimi- 
nished more rapidly than exports, with declines acce- 
lerating from 0.9% in July to 2.5% in September. The 
monthly merchandise trade surplus continued to 
increase from the July 1981 low point of $490 million to 
$1.62 billion in September, but the pace of increases 
slowed substantially from $100 million a month at the 


beginning of 1982 to $5 million in September. Motor 
vehicle products (21.6% share of total domestic 
exports), as well as forestry products (13.7% share), 
cereals and cereal preparations (6.2% share), chemi- 
cals (4.8% share) and metal ores concentrates and 
scrap (3.5% share) have been the major contributors to 
the downward trend in exports from July to Septem- 
ber. Forimports, motor vehicle products (23.0% share) 
and crude petroleum (6.6% share) have been the major 
sources of further weakness between July and 
September. 

Commodity Analysis 

Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

On a domestic export basis, the largest increase 
recorded in November 1982 was for cereals and cereal 
preparations (up 28% or $105 million to $490 million, 
following a $60 million decrease in October). The lar- 
gest decreases were for cars and trucks (down 11.9% 
or $95 million to $700 million, after a $440 million 
decrease in October), metal ores, concentrates and 
scrap (down 38% or $90 million to $140 million, follow- 
ing a $60 million decrease in October), and precious 
metals (down 35% or $60 million to $115 million after a 
$40 million decrease in October).

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Short Term Trend 

End product exports (35.5% share of total domestic 
exports), after a November 1981 low point, reached a 
peak in June and registered faster paced declines 
since then, decreases accelerating from 0.6% in July to 
4.2% in September. This was basically a reflection of 
motor vehicle products (21.6% share), office machi- 
nery and equipment (1.1% share) and telecommunica- 
tion equipment (1.8% share) exports. Other contribu- 
tors to this downward trend were exports of aircraft 
(1.9% share) and agricultural machinery (0.7% share). 
Offsetting this, other end product exports (2.6% share) 
and industrial machinery (3.0% share), which both 
declined in the first half of 1982, bottomed out in the 
second quarter and registered small increases in the 
third quarter. Further, other equipment and tools (2.0% 
share) have been increasing but at aslower pace inthe 
five months up to September. 

After 11 months of consecutive decreases, exports 
of fabricated materials (34.3% share) bottomed out in 
May, peaked in August, and declined 0.3% in Septem- 
ber. The renewed decline was the result of faster- 
paced declines in lumber (4.2% share), iron and steel 
(2.5% share), and chemicals (4.8% share) — declines 
which could not be offset by smaller paced increases 
in petroleum and coal products (3.6% share), electri- 
city (1.6% share), and non-ferrous metals (6.3% share) 
in the recent months up to September. Rates of 
declines in the exports of refined nickel (0.4% share) 
and copper (0.5% share) have been much smaller in 
the third quarter. 

Crude material exports (17.5% share), which peaked 
in December 1981, receded further in the three months 
up to March and have continued to diminish since 
then, but ata slower pace. This is partly attributable to 
a five-month recovery in exports of crude petroleum 
(3.8% share) and a pickup in natural gas (5.8% share) 
and asbestos (0.6% share) in the third quarter. How- 
ever, exports of metal ores, concentrates and scrap 
(3.5% share) diminished at a faster pace — froma1.4% 
decline in April to one of 6.3% in September. Iron ores 
(1.0% share) were still on a very steep downtrend in 
recent months up to September. Copper ore exports 
(0.5% share), after peaking in May, declined at a faster 
pace — up from a0.8% decline in June to one of 3.7% in 
August and still posted a 2.6% drop in September. As 
well, coal exports (1.6% share), which had been regis- 
tering slower-paced increases up to June, declined at 
a faster pace in the third quarter. 

After a May 1982 peak, exports of food, feed, beve- 
rages and tobacco declined ata faster pace — up from 
declines of 0.2% in June to 4.1% in August and still 
posted a 3.4% decline in September. This is partly 
attributable to cereals and cereal preparation exports 
(6.2% share), which followed the same pattern. On the 
other hand, fish and fish product exports (2.3% share), 
after a February low point, showed accelerating gains 
up to May and then slowed down, from increases of 
10.9% in June to 0.7% in September. 

Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest increases in November imports were for 
crude petroleum (up 39% or $100 million to $360 mil- 
lion following a $135 million decline in October), pas- 
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senger cars (up 40% or $85 million to $300 million after 
a similar decrease in October), office machinery and 
equipment (up 28% or $50 million to $250 million), and 
petroleum and coal products (up 114% or $50 million 
to $90 million following a $45 million decrease in 
October). The largest import decreases were for motor 
vehicle parts, partly affected by the Chrysler strike 
(down 19% or $120 million to $505 million following 
declines of $260 million in October and $230 millionin 
September), and aircraft (down 27% or $50 million to 
$130 million after a $50 million increase in October). 
Short Term Trend 

End product imports (60.6% share), after a June 1982 
peak, declined at a faster pace since then, partly asa 
result of the downturn in motor vehicle products 
(23.0% share). After a May low point, the pickup in 
imports of aircraft and other transportation equipment 
(3.6% share) slowed in September. In the machinery 
and equipment sector (24.2% share), all the trends 
have been declining at a slower pace in recent months 
up to September except other equipment and tools 
(6.3% share) which declined at a faster pace. 

The July to August pickup in the trend of fabricated 
material imports (17.1% share) ended with a 0.1% 
decline in September as imports of iron and steel (1.4% 
share) and hardware (1.7% share) continued to drop 
sharply. The trend for chemical products (5.3% share) 
reached a low point in June 1982, but increases in the 
third quarter were less than 1% a month. Non-ferrous 
metals (3.1% share) continued to increase strongly, 
but the pace of increases slowed from 14.5% in July to 
9.9% in September as precious metals increases slow- 
ed from 38% in July to 18.5% in September. 

After small increases.in June and July, the trend for 
imports of crude materials (13.0% share) declined 
0.3% in August and 0.8% in September. The main 
contributors were energy commodities as imports of 
coal (1.7% share) peaked in July and have since decli- 
ned, while crude petroleum (6.6% share) declined ata 
much slower rate with decreases of 2% a month in the 
third quarter. The trend for metal ores (2.3% share) 
reached alow point in August after a 6% decline overa 
four-month period and increased 0.9% in September. 

Imports of food, feed, beverages and tobacco (7.1% 
share) continued to decline with average decreases of 
1.8% a month in the third quarter. Drops in the trend for 
fruit and vegetable imports (2.7% share) slowed from 
1.6% in May to 0.6% in September. 

Trading Partner Analysis 

Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The biggest movements recorded in November 1982 
exports were a 39% increase to “Other America” coun- 
tries (up $80 million to $290 million following a $110 
million decline in October) and a 33% decrease to 
“Other OECD” countries (down $60 million to $120 
million). Exports to the United States, EEC countries 
and Japan declined marginally.

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Short Term Trend 

After reaching a low point in January ($6.9 billion), 
exports peaked in June ($7.3 billion) and then declined 
0.2% in July, 1.2% in August and 2.0% in September. 
This is mainly attributable to exports to the U.S. and 
Japan which basically followed the same pattern. 
Exports to the United Kingdom were still posting 
heavy declines, while exports to the “Other EEC” 
countries declined at a slower pace in August and 
September. Exports to the “Other OECD” and “Other 
America” countries, which picked up slightly in mid- 
1982, have declined at a faster pace since then. 
imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 
Imports from the U.S., after a $790 million decline in 
October, increased 5.5% or $190 million to $3.61 bil- 
lion, while imports from “Other America” countries 
were up 72% or $185 million to $445 million following a 
$130 million decline in October, partly as a result of a 
$100 million increase of crude petroleum imports. 
Imports from other sources fluctuated marginally. 
Short Term Trend 

After a four-month recovery which ended in June, the 
short term trend for imports from the U.S. (71.6% 
share) declined at a faster pace up to September. 
However, imports from all other destinations declined 
at a slower pace or showed recoveries recently. The 
decline in the trend for imports from the U.K. (2.5% 
share) eased from declines of 6.6% in May to 1.5% in 
September, while imports from “Other EEC” countries 
reached a low point in August 1982 after an 18% 
decline over a 10-month period. The decline in imports 
from Japan (5.3% share) slowed from 1.6% a month in 
the three months up to July to 0.1% in September, 
while imports from “Other OECD” countries (2.8% 
share) also slowed from a 2.9% decline in May toa0.5% 
decline in September. Imports from “Other America” 
countries (6.3% share) reached alow point in July 1982 
after a 28.7% fall over a 12-month period and have 
since picked up with increases of 0.5% in August and 
1.9% in September.

Industrial Concentration in the Manufacturing indus- 
tries, 1980 — Advance Information 


The level of industrial concentration increased in 67 
manufacturing industries in Canada between 1978 and 
1980 but declined in 99, as measured by the percen- 
tage of shipments accounted for by the four largest 
enterprises in each industry (known as the “top four 
concentration ratio”). In three industries there were no 
changes in the ratio (rounded to one decimal place). 
The median top four concentration ratio in 1980 was 
47.4%, compared with 47.7% in 1978. 

Data users should note that an entreprise is a group 
of companies under common control. The concentra- 
tion ratio is a measure of the market share of the lar- 
gest enterprises in each industry and is often used as 
one indicator of the degree of competition in an 
industry. 


The accompanying table gives the concentration 
ratios for the 40 largest manufacturing industries for 
recent years.

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Quarterly Report on Energy Supply-Demand in 
Canada, Second Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 


Canadian production of coal in the second quarter of 
1982 rose to a level of 11 450 kilotonnes (KT), 18% 
higher than in the same quarter of 1981. Inventories, 
which declined by 5 745 KT between January and 
March 1982, increased by 3 953 KT in the second quar- 
ter. Imports of coal reached a total of 6 294 KT in the 
April-June 1982 period, while exports amounted to 
4757 KT. Most of the coal available in the second 
quarter for domestic consumption (8 605 KT or 95.3%) 
was used to produce electricity, steam and coke. 

Final demand for electricity increased by 4.2% in the 
first quarter of 1982 and a further 3.3% in the second 
quarter toa level of 80 790 gigawatt hours (GWh). The 
six-month total showed an increase of 3.8% from the 
same period in 1981. Industrial consumption of elec- 
tricity was slightly lower in the latest period, but this 
decrease was more than offset by an increase of 6.4% 
in the combined residential, agriculture and commer- 
cial sectors, leaving an increase in final demand for 
electricity compared with the same six months of 1981. 

Demand for natural gas also grew over the first two 
quarters of 1982, rising 16.9% and 3.5%, respectively. 
Industrial demand remained fairly stable, while com- 
bined residential, agriculture and commercial demand 
increased by 20.7% in total. 

Production of refined petroleum products (exclu- 
ding liquefied petroleum gases) decreased in the 
January-June period of 1982 by 16.9% to a total of 
42 535 megalitres (ML). It should be noted that inven- 
tories of 17 894 ML at the beginning of January decli- 
ned to 14 540 ML by the end of June 1982, represen- 
ting a draw down of 18.7%; in comparison, inventories 
in 1981 increased by 1.0% between January and June. 
Final demand for refined petroleum products ata total 
of 36 836 ML was down 9.5% during the six-month 
period of 1982: the decline can be attributed to a 
decrease in the use of fuels in the transportation sec- 
tor, mainly motor gasoline and diesel fuel. In the resi- 
dential, agriculture and commercial sectors, demand 
for refined petroleum products remained quite stable.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, November 1982 — Advance 
Information 


Retail sales without seasonal adjustment of all new 
motor vehicles in November 1982 totalled 72,150 units, 
down 30.1% from a year earlier. Sales of North- 
American manufactured passenger cars fell 35.0% to 
39,714 units and those of domestic commercial vehi- 
cles dropped 40.8% to 11,259 units.

In November 1982, North American manufacturers 
improved their share of the Canadian passenger car 
market compared to October 1982 but remained under 
70.0% with 69.2%, while Japanese manufacturers took 
23.4% and European manufacturers 7.4%. The corres- 
ponding percentages for the previous year were 
75.7%, 19.6% and 4.7%. 

Total value of new motor vehicles sold in November 
1982 decreased 28.3% from a year earlier to $765.2 
million. North American passenger cars sold for 
$389.0 million (down 35.2%) and commercial vehicles 
for $162.2 million (down 36.8%). Sales of passenger 
cars from overseas increased 1.7% to $182.7 million 
and those of commercial vehicles rose 4.7% to $31.4 
million. Included in total commercial vehicles sold 
were 114 coaches or buses (down 67.0%) valued at 
$12.4 million (down 44.4%). 


Cumulative sales of all new motor vehicles for the 
first 11 months of 1982 were 854,084 units (1,127,152in 
1981), with an accumulated value of $9,094.5 million 
(compared to the revised level of $11,225.0 million in 
1981). This represents a decrease of 24.2% in the num- 
ber of units and a decline of 19.0% in value from the 
January-November 1981 period. 

Seasonally adjusted sales in November 1982 of new 
passenger cars builtin North America increased 40.0% 
from October 1982 to 42,758 units. Sales of passenger 
cars manufactured overseas decreased 7.1% from the 
previous month to 18,774 units. Similarly adjusted 
total sales of new commercial vehicles were up 15.8% 
to 16,380 units.

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Second-language French Programs, 1981-82 


In the 1981-82 school year, some 1.6 million elemen- 
tary and secondary students in the nine provinces out- 
side Quebec were enrolled in second-language 
French programs. Of these, more than 42,000 were in 
immersion programs where French was the language 
of instruction for an average of 85% of the school week. 

Participation in second-language French has 
increased consistently over the past 10 years, to 48% 
from 40%. This increase resulted from substantial 
gains at the elementary level (to 51% from 31%), while 
participation for secondary students declined (to 42% 
from 56%). It should be noted, however, that the 
declines in secondary school participation over the 
decade occurred in the early 1970s; in recent years the 
rate has stabilized at around 42%. 

Considerable provincial variations exist in second- 
language participation, from alow of 8% in elementary 
schools in Saskatchewan in 1981-82 to a high of 72% 
for elementary grades and 66% for secondary levels in 
New Brunswick.

Help-wanted Index,Fourth Quarter 1982 (Published 
only in the Daily and Infomat) 


The seasonally adjusted help-wanted index 
(1969=100) plunged in the fourth quarter of 1982 to 69, 
the lowest level since 1963. The index was down by 7% 
from the previous quarter and by a substantial 66% 
from the same quarter in 1981. 

The annual index for 1982 dropped to 99, down 56% 
from 1981 and the index now stands at pre-1972 
annual levels. Decreases were posted in 1982 in all 
regions, ranging from 35% in the Atlantic provinces to 
65% in British Columbia.

Note to Users 


The Canadian Help-wanted Index is one indica- 
tor of changes in labour demand. Currently the 
Index is based on help-wanted advertisements 
from 18 selected newspapers in major metropoli- 
tan areas. 

Until now the Index has used 1971 population 
weights and 1969 newspaper column space ave- 
rages. However, 1981 Census population data 
have recently become available and a decision 
was taken to rebase the Index. The revised Index, 
using 1981 population weights and column 
space averages, will be published with the next 
data release. 

The revised Canadian Help-wanted Index will 
in the future be released monthly, on the second 
Thursday of the month following the reference 
month.

Industrial Corporations, Financial Statistics, Third 
Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 


Based on final survey results for the third quarter of 
1982, after-tax profits of Canadian industrial corpora- 
tions fell 51.2% from levels registered a year earlier: the 
third quarter figure was $2.0 billion, down from $4.1 
billion in the year-earlier period, and $5.2 billion in the 
second quarter of 1981, just before the recession 
began. 

Seasonally adjusted data show a more optimistic 
Current situation: quarter-to-quarter after-tax profits 
dropped 5.0% during the third quarter, following a 
decrease of 17.9% in the second quarter. Profits before 
taxes and extraordinary items actually increased 7.8% 
from the preceding quarter, the first upward move- 
ment since the recession began. The different changes 
in before-and after-tax profits is largely caused by 
corporations with loss positions in the third quarter 
not showing income tax recoveries on their income 
statements, thus lowering the after-tax profit. 

Third quarter results are now available on balance 
sheet data for corporations with assets of more than 
$10 million. These show that despite corporations 
paying out to shareholders greater proportions of net 
earnings, declining profits have forced corporations to 
cut back dividend levels to $1.3 billion in the latest 
quarter from $1.9 billion a year earlier. The proportion 


of profits paid out in cash dividends during this period 
rose to 91% from 62%. 

According to balance sheet data, corporations may 
be expected to borrow significantly more just to meet 
their current liabilities on long term debt payable. 
These liabilities have risen from $2.5 billion as of the 
third quarter 1981 to $4.8 billion currently. 

As may be expected, the return on shareholders’ 
equity in the third quarter of 1982 is running well below 
last year’s rate of 10.3%. The current quarter's annuali- 
zed return on equity is 4.6%. 

These data cover all non-government owned corpo- 
rations in Canada except those in agriculture, fishing, 
construction and finance industries. Complete income 
statement information is available, as well as balance 
sheet and income statement information for corpora- 
tions with assets exceeding $10 million. Detailed sta- 
tistics for 47 industry groups are now on CANSIM and 
will be available in catalogue no. 61-003.

Farm Cash Receipts, January-November 1982 — 
Advance Information 


Farm cash receipts for the January-November 1982 
period totalled an estimated $16,922.4 million, down 
1.9% from the year-earlier total of $17,242.6 million. 

Receipts from the sale of field crops declined 6% in 
the latest period to $7,815.8 million. This decline is 
primarily due to smaller Canadian Wheat Board pay- 
ments ($568 million paid in 1982 compared with $1,243 
million in 1981) and lower initial prices for wheat; 
partly offsetting were deferred grain receipts liquida- 
ted in 1982. Despite the decrease in the level of wneat 
board payments and initial prices, grain volumes are 
now 12% higher than in 1981 for barley and 16% higher 
for wheat. 

Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and lives- 
tock products were up 6% from the January-November 
1981 level. Higher hog and dairy prices (and conse- 
quently receipts) offset decreases in cattle and poultry 
receipts. 

Estimated farm cash receipts measure the gross 
cash returns to farmers from the sale of all agricultural 
products. They also include Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments, cash advances paid on farm- 
stored commodities, and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance 
has been made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 
producers’ operating expenses and depreciation 
charges, is published annually in catalogue 21-202.

Government Expenditures on Culture in Canada, 
1979-80 and 1980-81 


Canada’s federal government spent a total of $1,092.2 
million on culture during 1980-81, an increase of 11.3% 
over 1979-80. (Discounting inflation, however, expen- 
ditures decreased by 1.7% over the period.) Spending 
on culture represented about 1.8% of total federal 
expenditures for the 1980-81 fiscal year, little changed 
from the preceding year.

Fall Enrolment in Canadian Universities, 1982-83 (Pre- 
liminary) — Advance Information 

Preliminary data show that full-time enrolment in 
Canadian universities increased about 6.5% (25,850) 
in 1982-83 to some 428,800 students. Provinces which 
showed the most notable increases in enrolment were 
Newfoundland (+15%), Prince Edward Island (+14.5%) 
and Manitoba and Saskatchewan (+11.5%) with the 
other provinces recording gains ranging from 4% to 
10%. 

Part-time enrolment rose by about 2% (4,600) to 
258,100 students in 1982-83. The highest percentage 
increases were registered in Newfoundland (+15.5%), 
Manitoba (+10%) and Saskatchewan (+8%). Increases 
in the other provinces were marginal, while Prince 
Edward Island recorded a decline (-7%). 

Preliminary data on the number of students in 
Canadian universities are obtained prior to the regular 
annual survey of enrolments to meet a demand by 
national and international data users for timely infor- 
mation. It should be noted, however, that these figures 
represent rough estimates of final enrolment counts. 
In 1981-82, for example, part-time preliminary figures 
for Ontario varied from the actual numbers by 7.5%.

Retail Trade, November 1982 — Advance Information 


Retail sales in Canada without seasonal adjustment 
totalled $8,536.7 million in November 1982, up 4.1% 
from a year earlier. Sales advanced in 21 of the 28 
groups with the largest increases for automotive parts 
and accessories stores (+24.1%), used car dealers 
(+21.3%) and pharmacies, patent medicine and cos- 
metics stores (+21.2%). The largest sales decreases 
were reported for motor vehicle dealers (-16.6%), 
jewellery stores (-8.7%) and book and stationery 
stores (-7.2%). 

Retail sales in the latest month showed increases 
from November 1981 in all provinces except British 
Columbia (-2.6%), Alberta (-0.4%) and the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories (-7.1%), gains ranging from 3.7% 
in Saskatchewan to 12.3% in New Brunswick. In 
metropolitan areas, sales were higher in Winnipeg 
(+8.0%), Montreal (+5.5%) and Toronto (+0.3%) but 
dropped in Vancouver (-3.1%). 

Revised total retail trade for October 1982 was 
$8,273.9 million, an increase of 0.2% over October 
1981.

Seasonally adjusted, retail sales for November 1982 
were up 2.7% from the preceding month to a level of

gest decreases were in book and stationery stores

Undercoverage in the 1981 Census 


Population counts from the 1981 Census of Population 
were released in March 1982. Nowitis inevitable thata 
certain number of persons will be missed in any cen- 
sus. Table 1 provides estimates of the percentage of 
persons missed in the 1981 Census and therefore 
excluded from the counts released last March. The 
undercoverage rate is defined as the number of per- 
sons missed as a percentage of the population that 
should have been counted: this rate was estimated at 
about 2% for Canada (excluding the Territories), and 
varied from approximately 1% in Nova Scotia, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan to a little over 3% in British 
Columbia. A comparison with the corresponding 
figures for the 1976 Census shows that the overall 
undercoverage rate has remained almost unchanged 
at approximately 2% but that the variation between 
provinces is much smaller in 1981 than in 1976. Only 
British Columbia has maintained an undercoverage 
rate above the national rate in both censuses.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
Industries, November 1982 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show the value of new orders 
received in all Canadian manufacturing industries in 
November 1982, seasonally adjusted, increased 7.4% 
to $15,488.4 million from the revised level of $14,427.5 
million in October. In durable goods industries, new 
orders with an estimated value of $6,574.1 million were 
up sharply, showing an 18.2% advance over the revised 
October value of $5,561.8 million. Most of the increase 
was the result of an order for mass transit equipment; 
this, in combination with lesser increases in other 
industries that manufacture transportation equipment 
boosted the value of orders received by establish- 
ments classified to that group by $917.9 million or 
58.5%. There were increases in other durable goods 
groups as well: new orders for electrical products rose 
7.6% and those for primary metals were up 6.8%. In 
non-durable goods industries, new orders rose 0.5% to 
$8,914.3 million from $8,865.7 million. 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of Canadian manufacturers’ shipments in 
November was $14,783.3 million, up 1.1% from Octo- 
ber’s revised $14,620.3 million. While no major change 
was noted in any of the 20 major groups, shipments 
were higher in 14 and lower in six. Shipments of dura- 
ble goods industries increased 1.2% to $5,822.6 million 
from $5,751.1 million in October, while those in non- 
durable goods industries were up 1.0% to $8,960.7 
million from $8,869.2 million. 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of the unfilled orders backlog at the end of 
November was $17,859.8 million, an increase of 4.1% 
from the revised October estimate of $17,154.7 million. 
Unfilled orders in durable goods industries were up 
5.0% to $15,671.3 million from $14,919.8 million at the 
end of October, but those in non-durable goods indus- 
tries declined 2.1% to $2,188.5 million from $2,234.9 
million a month earlier. 


Inventory owned by manufacturers at the end of 
November was a seasonally adjusted $32,450.3 mil- 
lion, down 1.0% from the preceding month’s revised 
value of $32,791.7 million. Total inventory held 
decreased 1.1% to $33,910.9 million from $34,303.3 
million with decreases of 2.6% in goods in process and 
1.4% in finished products and a slight increase of 0.1% 
in the value of raw materials. 

The seasonally adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments at the end of November was 
2.20:1, down from 2.24:1 in October. The ratio of finis- 
hed products to shipments declined to 0.77:1 from 
0.79:1. . 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in November 1982 were estimated at 
$15,232.6 million, 0.3% higher than the revised Octo- 
ber 1982 value of $15,192.7 million. Cumulative ship- 
ments for the first 11 months of 1982 at an estimated 
$168,542.3 million were down 3.4% from the January- 
November 1981 total of $174,389.7 million.

Transactions with non-residents in outstanding 
Canadian securities produced a net outflow of capital 
from Canada of $113 million in November 1982, down 
from a $199 million net outflow recorded in October. 

Non-residents reduced their holdings of outstan- 
ding Canadian bonds by a further $103 million in 
November, bringing to nearly $600 million the net 
reduction in the latest four months. The November 
decline was more than accounted for by net selling by 
residents of Japan and the United Kingdom. A net 
outflow of $10 million was also recorded from trading 
in outstanding Canadian equities, a shift from a $38 
million net inflow in October. 

Residents of Canada increased their portfolio hol- 
dings of foreign securities during the current month, 
resulting in a net capital outflow of $62 million, the 
same as was recorded in the previous month. Resi- 
dents increased their holdings of foreign equities by 
$70 million during November, nearly twice the 
increase posted in October. These purchases conti- 
nue to be United States equities.

Department Store Sales and Stocks, November 1982

Department store sales were $1,073.6 million in 
November 1982, up 3.6% from November 1981. Sales 
were up in 28 of the 40 departments with the largest 
gains recorded in furs (+30.6%), repairs and services 
(+24.5%) and women’s and girls’ hosiery (+22.0%). The 
largest decreases were posted in jewellery (-16.3%), 
china and glassware (-10.2%) and piece goods 
(-10.1%). Sales were up from a year earlier in all the 
provinces with the exception of British Columbia 
(-1.8%) and the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
(-1.0%). The most notable sales increases were repor- 
ted in Saskatchewan (+13.9%), Prince Edward Island 
(+12.3%) and Nova Scotia (+11.2%). For the 10 metro- 
politan areas covered by this survey, the largest sales 
increase was in Halifax-Dartmouth (+15.7%), while the 
biggest drop occurred in Vancouver (-4.2%). 

Sales of major department store organizations in 
November 1982 totalled $708.6 million, up 3.3% from 
November 1981, while junior department store organi- 
zations had sales of $364.9 million, up 4.1% from a year 
earlier. 

The selling value of stocks held in November 1982 at 
$3,324.7 million showed a decrease of 3.3% from 
November 1981.

On a Current weight basis, domestic export prices 
increased 0.8% in November and import prices were 
up 1.7%. 

The seasonally adjusted export volume index fell 
2.1% in November after an October drop of 15.2%. 
Import volume rose 6.0% after an October drop of 
14.9%. Import volume increases were recorded for

The preliminary third quarter 1982 Chemical and 
Petrochemical Plant Price Index at 302.0 (1971=100) 
showed an increase of 3.3% from the revised second 
quarter level of 292.3, while the Chemical and Mineral 
Process Plant Price Index stood at 297.1, up 2.4% from 
290.2 in the preceding quarter. These changes were 
influenced by sharp increases in the construction 
labour components of the field erection and buildings 
categories of the indexes. Smaller increases of 2.9% 
and 2.3%, respectively, were recorded in the machi- 
nery and equipment components of the indexes, while 
the smallest rise of 1.3% was shown for the enginee- 
ring, design and administration component of both 
indexes. 

On an annual basis, third quarter 1982 over the same 
quarter of 1981, the Chemical and Petrochemical Plant 
Price Index rose 10.5% and the Chemical and Mineral 
Process Plant Price Index increased 10.1%. The 
machinery and equipment component indexes rose 
most steeply (11.4% and 10.7%), while the indexes for 
buildings showed the smallest rises (7.9% and 8.4%). 
Construction labour rates rose 9.9% and 8.7% in the 
indexes.

Cancer Incidence, 1979 — Advance Information 


A National Cancer Incidence Reporting System 
has been in operation at Statistics Canada since 


1969. The system is based on reports of newly 
diagnosed cancers from provincial tumour 
registries. 


Provincial registries, excluding Ontario’, reported 
43,518 new cases of cancer (excluding skin cancer 
other than melanoma) in 1979. The average incidence 
rate per 100,000 population was 264.7. 

Among the provinces, Manitoba reported the 
highest rate, 290.0, and Nova Scotia the lowest rate, 
227.4 per 100,000 population. It should be noted that 
some of the difference in reported incidence rates 
between provinces is due to differences in comple- 
teness of registration of new cases. 

More than one-half of cancers were diagnosed at 
ages 65 years and over, 10% were diagnosed before 
age 45 (see accompanying table). 

Cancers are usually classified by the site at which 
they occur and by the type of tissue they are composed 
of (histology). Up to the end of 1978 information on 
tumour site only was available at Statistics Canada, 
but starting in 1979, most registries reported the histo- 


logical type of cancers as well. Data show that the 
three leading cancer sites for each sex — cancer of the 
lung, prostate and colon in men and cancer of the 
breast, colon and uterus in women — accounted for 
almost one-nalf of all newly diagnosed cancers (other 
than skin cancer) in 1979.

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A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in the Statistical System 


Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the government and private sectors are making increased and 
more sophisticated uses of quarterly national accounts and of other macro-economic frameworks in order to 
evaluate the current performance of the economy and to detect its underlying trends. However, by the time 
users have access to the elaborate frameworks which allow them to analyze the economy in a relatively 
disciplined fashion, events with consequences for the near and medium term future may have already taken 
place. The first quantitative manifestation of current economic developments often occurs in a group of 
indicators that lead cyclical movements in the economy and that can be assembled rapidly as events unfold. 
Consequently it is not surprising that “leading indicators” have long played a role in assessing current 
economic conditions. In the last decade the increased severity of recessions worldwide has disabused most 
analysts of the notion that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled interest in the leading indicator 
approach to economic analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of organizations, both in Canada and 
elsewhere, that have developed indicator systems to monitor economic developments is quite impressive. All 
of this activity has stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being carried out and into possible 
directions of evolution of indicator systems. 

These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
minimized while preserving the maximum amount of lead time. A paper on these topics was published in the 
May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis (catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this note we 
can only be suggestive and indicate that a leading indicator system should be structured as much as possible 
like the framework (e.g. the quarterly national accounts) that it is intended to complement, and it must 
contain a broad enough range of component indicators to enable the system to warn of cyclical changes that 
may be generated by any of a large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the current version of Statistics 
Canada’s leading indicator system does not incorporate all the implications of the theoretical guidelines, 
along with the guidelines, it constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in Canada, and will become 
increasingly more so as the system evolves in accordance with the theoretical principles underlying its 
development.

appliances grew by 0.77%, but the downward trend in 
the volume of new motor vehicle sales steepened to 
-2.09%. In total, the volume of retail sales fell by 0.9% 
during the month. While uncertainty with regards to 
the outlook for labour income in Quebec could lead to 


(continued) 
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a further decline in consumer demand in the quarter, 
there are some factors nevertheless that should help to 
slow the drop in personal expenditure (off 1.0% in the 
third quarter) by the end of 1982. It seems likely that 
manufacturers’ rebates for appliances and discounted 
financing rates for cars across Canada in November 
and December should serve to raise spending on 
durable goods, while the firming of labour market 
conditions and the accentuated decline in interest 
rates in December also should help to slow the decline 
of consumption for other goods and services. 

The rate of decline of the index of residential 
construction? eased considerably for the second 
straight month, from -7.08% in September to -3.61% in 
October. This improvement was largely attributable to 
building permits, for which the volume rose by 3.98% 
in October. The non-filtered version of,permits has 
risen by 49% since the trough in June 1982. Housing 
starts followed this improving trend in October as their 
rate of decline slowed, reflecting a 30% increase in the 
non-filtered version. Due to lags in construction, 
however, most of this firming will not have a measura- 
ble impact on real outlays before the first quarter of 
1983. Even if much of the recent upturn of the indica- 
tors of housing is attributed to government aid pro- 
grams for housing, the outlook for 1983 is relatively 
good. The risks of having a considerable increase in 
mortgage debt payments at the time of renewal have 
declined in line with the steady easing of inflation 
beginning in 1982, and the expectation of lower infla- 
tionary premiums in nominal interest rates over the 
next few years, as indicated by the availability of long- 
term mortgages at lower rates. 

The indicators for the manufacturing sector conti- 
nued to retrench in October, as the weakness of the 
leading indicators of demand continued to accelerate. 
New orders for durable goods declined by 1.45%, and 
the trend of shipments followed this pattern, falling 
0.85% in response to two large drops in the non- 
filtered version in September and October. The auto- 
mobile industry accounted for most of these declines, 
while industries related to business investment also 
continued to record strong declines. The ratio of 
shipments to finished goods inventories was unchan- 
ged at 1.36 months, as there were offsetting declines in 
sales and stocks. The non-filtered version fell to 1.31, 
the lowest level in the current recession. Stocks of 
finished goods have declined by about $75 million 
since June 1982, while shipments have fallen $400 
million. The indicators of production continued to 
reflect this weakness, as the average workweek fell by 
0.22% and employment by 1.0% in October. There 
were, however, signs of an easing of these trends by 
the end of the fourth quarter as, according to the 
Labour Force Survey, employment and average hours 
worked rose in December. 

The improvement in the proxy of profit margins 
since July continued into October, as the percentage 
change in the price per unit labour cost rose by 0.19 to 
-0.42%. Moreover, the non-filtered version was posi- 
tive for the first time in 14 months, which augurs a 
further increase in profits in the manufacturing sector. 
The downward trend of unit labour costs has driven

this upturn, largely due to an improvement in output 
per person during the year. 

The recovery in financial markets, as reflected ina 
3.10% increase in the Toronto stock exchange index, 
continued into October, and accounted for most of the 
increase in the composite index during the month. The 
non-filtered version of the stock index has risen by 
33% since June, with large gains in most sectors. The 
real money supply declined by 1.08%, while the non- 
filtered version was little changed in September and 
October. 

The United States leading indicator recorded its fifth 

consecutive increase (+0.63%), although the rate of 
growth in October was little changed from the pre- 
vious three months. In October, the non-filtered ver- 
sion registered a marginal gain of 0.3%. An upturn in 
financial markets and building permits continued, but 
there were as yet few signs of recovery in consumer 
spending or business investment. The coincident indi- 
cators of activity have declined sharply since August, 
which has been reflected in the drop in Canadian 
exports to the U.S. beginning in September. 
1 The purpose of filtering is to reduce irregular move- 
ments in the data so that one can better judge whether 
the current movement represents a change in the 
business cycle. Unfortunately, all such filtering entails 
a loss of timeliness in warning of cyclical changes. 

We have attempted to minimize this loss in time- 
liness by filtering the leading index and its compo- 
nents with minimum phase shift filters so as to mini- 
mize false signals and maximize lead time (see D. 
Rhoades, “Converting Timeliness into Reliability in 
Economic Time Series or Minimum Phase-shift Filte- 
ring of Economic Time Series”, Canadian Statistical 
Review, February 1980). 

Over the period January 1952 to January 1982 the 
unfiltered index exhibited a six-month average lead at 
business cycle peaks, a two-month lead at troughs, 
and emitted 64 false signals. The filtered index emitted 
only 10 false signals over this period and had a five- 
month average lead at peaks and a one-month lag at 
troughs. Of the 361 months in the period January 1952 
to January 1982 the 10 false signals in the filtered 
version represent an error rate of 2.8%, whereas the 64 
false signals in the non-filtered series represent an 
error rate of 17.8%. 

All references to leading indicators are to filtered 
data unless otherwise stated.

Employment, Earnings and Hours, October 1982 
(Seasonally Adjusted) — Advance Information 


First estimates show the Canada industrial composite! 
index of employment (1961=100) declined 0.9% in 
October 1982 from the September level. Lower 
employment levels were recorded in all industry divi- 
sions except mining (including milling) and construc- 
tion which showed increases. With the exception of 
the Atlantic region, all regions decreased. 

Average weekly earnings at the Canada industrial 
level increased by 0.8% to $396.27 in October from 
$393.20 in September. Increased average weekly ear- 
nings were recorded in all industry divisions except 
forestry and mining (including milling) which reported 
decreases. All regions of the country contributed to 
the overall increase. 

Average weekly hours worked were up in manufac- 
turing and construction but down in mining (including 
milling). Average hourly earnings increased in manu- 
facturing and construction but decreased in mining 
(including milling).

Consumer Price Index, December 1982 

National Highlights 

The Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada stood at 
271.1 (1971=100) in December 1982, virtually unchan- 
ged from the level of 271.0 registered in November. 
The fractional change recorded between November 
and December extended the trend of moderating price 
increases which have averaged 0.5% monthly since 
July, compared to the average increase of 1.0% recor- 
ded in the first half of the year. The year-over-year 
increase, as calculated by comparing the index level of 
December 1982 to that of December 1981, fell to 9.3%, 
down from the 9.8% increase registered in November. 
Between November and December, lower food prices, 
a decrease in transportation costs and a decline in 
recreation, reading and education expenses offset 
increases in other components. The all-items- 
excluding-food index, which had registered increases 
of 0.8% in each of the previous two months, advanced 
by only 0.2% in December. The food index declined by 
0.4% in December, as compared to an increase of 0.3% 
registered between October and November. 

Lower prices for most pork cuts, fresh fruit (espe- 
cially for oranges), poultry (most notably for turkeys) 
and for soft drinks were largely responsible for the 
0.6% decline in the food-purchased-from-stores 
index. Other notable price declines were registered for 
prepared meat products, eggs, coffee and for tea. 
Dampening the impact of these price declines were 
higher prices for fresh vegetables, especially for let- 
tuce, certain beef cuts, fresh milk and for bread. In 
December, the food-purchased-from-stores index 
stood 6.7% above its level of December 1981. The 
food-purchased-from-restaurants index advanced by 
0.3% in the latest month, up 9.3% above its level of 
December 1981. As a result, the aggregate food index 
increased 7.4% over its level of December 1981, up 
from the 7.0% increase registered between November 
1981 and November 1982. The acceleration in the 
latest 12-month increase largely reflected the down- 
ward impact that the December 1981 food “price wars” 
had on that month’s prices (-0.8%). 

The all-items-excluding-food index advanced by 
0.2% in December, as lower gasoline prices, resulting 
from “price wars” in several urban centres, coupled 
with a decrease in travel/holiday expenses signifi- 
cantly dampened the impact of price increases in other 
commodities. Increases included higher shelter 
charges for both rented and owned accommodation, 
increased beer prices, especially in the province of 
Ontario, higher domestic gas rates in several Ontario 
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cities and increased air fares. Between December 1981 
and December 1982, the all-items-excluding-food 
index advanced 9.8%, down from the 10.5% registered 
between November 1981 and November 1982. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods declined 0.1% while that for services 
increased by 0.2%. As a result, between December 
1981 and December 1982, the price level for goods 
advanced by 8.1% while that for services rose by 
11.0%. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
rose 0.5% in December; this comprised a decline of 
0.2% in the food index and a 0.6% increase in the 
all-items-excluding-food index. 

City Highlights 

Between November and December, consumer price 
changes, in cities for which CPls are produced, ranged 
froma decline of 0.6% in Calgary to an increase of 1.2% 
in St. John’s. The larger than national average increase 
in St. John’s primarily reflected the increase in the 
provincial retail sales tax from 11% to 12%. Among the 
other cities, the major factors accounting for the varia- 
tion in city price movements were the differing rates of 
price change for food and gasoline. 


Annual Averages 
On an annual average basis, i.e. comparing the ave- 
rage of the 12 monthly indexes in 1982 to the average 
of the 12 monthly indexes in 1981, the all-items Con- 
sumer Price Index advanced 10.8%, down from the 
12.5% increase registered in 1981. The improvementin 
the 1982 annual average rate of change was largely 
concentrated in the latter half of the year, as noted 
above. The increase of 10.8% in 1982 comprised a 7.2% 
increase in the food. index, down from the 11.4% 
increase registered in 1981 and a rise of 11.8% in the 
all-items-excluding-food index, down from the 12.8% 
increase registered in 1981. Within food, the food- 
purchased-from-stores index advanced by 6.4% as 
compared to an increase of 11.9% in 1981. The annual 
average increases for 1982 among the 15 cities ranged 
from 8.8% in Winnipeg to 12.2% in Quebec City. 
Percentage increases, based on annual averages 
(1982 over 1981) were as follows: Canada 10.8%; St. 
John’s 10.0%; Charlottetown/Summerside 9.5%; Hali- 
fax 9.6%; Saint John 9.4%; Quebec City 12.2%; Mon- 
treal 11.6%; Ottawa 9.9%; Toronto 11.3%; Thunder Bay 
10.4%; Winnipeg 8.8%; Regina 9.0%; Saskatoon 8.9%; 
Edmonton 10.8%; Calgary 12.0%; Vancouver 10.5%. 
Main Contributors to Monthly Changes in the All- 
items Index, by City 
St. John’s 
The major contributor to the 1.2% rise in the all-items 
index was the increase in the provincial retail sales tax 
from 11% to 12% and the extension of this tax to some 
commodities which were previously exempt. Dampe- 
ning the impact of the tax changes was a decline in 
food-purchased-from-store prices, especially for 
pork, poultry and fresh fruit. Between December 1981 
and December 1982, the all-items index rose 9.6%.

Monday, January 24, 1983 


Charlottetown/Summerside 

Lower electricity charges coupled with a decline in 
food prices and travel/holiday expenses were major 
factors contributing to the 0.2% decline in the all-items 
index. Increases in gasoline prices as well as in air 
fares and shelter charges moderated the impact of the 
price declines. The all-items index rose 7.7% between 
December 1981 and December 1982. 


Halifax 

Higher shelter charges, increased clothing prices and 
advances in air fares and parking rates were among the 
main contributors to the 0.1% rise in the all-items in- 
dex. Virtually offsetting these increases were decrea- 
sed travel/holiday expenses and lower overall prices 
for food, notably for beef, pork, poultry and fresh fruit. 
Between December 1981 and December 1982, the all- 
items index rose 8.9%. 


Saint John 

The decline of 0.1% in the all-items index resulted 
largely from lower prices for poultry, cereal products, 
fresh fruit and soft drinks, coupled with decreased 
travel/holiday expenses. Dampening the impact of 
these declines were increases in shelter charges, ciga- 
rette prices and air fares. An increase of 7.6% was 
recorded in the all-items index between December 
1981 and December 1982. 


Quebec City 

The all-items index fell by 0.1%, largely reflecting 
lower prices for gasoline and food (especially pork, 
turkey, eggs, bakery products, fresh fruit and soft 
drinks) as well as for travel/holiday expenses. In- 
creases were noted for shelter charges and air fares. 
Since December 1981, the all-items index has risen 
8.9%. 


Montreal 

The all-items index declined 0.1%, as lower overall 
prices for food (particularly pork, poultry, fresh fruit 
and soft drinks), gasoline, cigarettes, furniture, selec- 
ted women’s wear and travel/holiday expenses vir- 
tually offset higher shelter charges and increased 
prices for personal care supplies.Since December 
1981, the all-items index has risen 9.2%. 


Ottawa 

The all-items index recorded no change as increased 
shelter charges and domestic gas rates, higher air 
fares, and increased prices for clothing and for beer 
purchased from stores were virtually offset by declines 
in travel/holiday expenses, and lower prices for gaso- 
line, cigarettes, and for food purchased from stores. 
Since December 1981, the all-items index has risen 
9.5%. 


Toronto 

Increased shelter charges, domestic gas rates and air 
fares, combined with higher prices for furniture, 
appliances, gasoline and for beer purchased from 
stores largely explained the 0.3% rise in the all-items 
index. Partially dampening these increases were 
declines in travel/holiday expenses and in prices for 
food (notably for beef, pork, poultry, fresh fruit and 
soft drinks.) The all-items index advanced 10.7% bet- 
ween December 1981 and December 1982. 


Thunder Bay 

A rise of 0.1% was observed in the all-items index, 
largely resulting from increased shelter charges, 
higher air fares and increased prices for furniture, 
appliances, certain men’s wear items, cigarettes and 
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for beer purchased from stores. A decline in travel/ho- 
liday expenses and lower average food prices modi- 
fied the impact of these increases. An advance of 9.4% 
was recorded in the all-items index since December 
1981. 

Winnipeg 

The all-items index rose 0.2%. Main contributors were 
higher gasoline prices and air fares, coupled with 
increased shelter charges and advances in furniture 
prices. Food prices declined, on average, as did the 
cost of liquor purchased from stores. Between 
December 1981 and December 1982, the all-items 
index rose 9.6%. 

Regina 

The all-items index rose by 0.1%, as increased gaso- 
line prices, higher shelter charges and advances in the 
prices of appliances, home entertainment equipment 
and cigarettes were largely offset by declines in trav- 
el/holiday expenses, furniture and food prices (espe- 
cially for pork, poultry, bread, oranges and soft 
drinks). Since December 1981, the all-items index has 
risen 7.3%. 


Saskatoon 

Advances in gasoline prices, air fares and shelter 
charges, coupled with higher prices for furniture and 
cigarettes were among the main contributors to the 
0.3% rise in the all-items index. Lower prices for beef, 
pork, poultry, bakery products, soft drinks and restau- 
rant meals as well as a decline in travel/holiday 
expenses had a notable dampening effect. From 
December 1981, the all-items index rose 6.5%. 


Edmonton 

The all-items index fell by 0.1%, largely due to lower 
travel/holiday expenses and declines in the prices of 
home recreation equipment, furniture, gasoline, clo- 
thing and lower overall food costs (particularly for 
pork and fresh fruit). Shelter charges rose, as did air 
fares and cigarette prices.Since December 1981, the 
all-items index has risen 8.7%. — 

Calgary 

The all-items index fell 0.6%, largely as a result of lower 
prices for gasoline, certain women’s wear items and 
for food (especially pork, fresh fruit and soft drinks). 
Shelter charges rose, as did air fares and certain men’s 
wear items. A rise of 9.1% was recorded in the all-items 
index between December 1981 and December 1982. 


Vancouver 

A decline in gasoline prices coupled with lower overall 
food prices and a decline in travel/holiday expenses 
contributed noticeably to the 0.2% decline in the all- 
items index. Moderating the impact of these declines 
were higher shelter charges, increased air fares and 
higher prices for certain women’s wear items. The all- 
items index stood 7.6% above its level of December 
1981.

Considerable evidence accumulated during the latest 
month to indicate that the recession may be coming to 
an end. It is difficult to say, however, whether recovery 
isimminentor is stilla few months away, as production 
was off sharply in October 1982 and some uncertain- 
ties remain in major sectors such as consumer spen- 
ding. Much of the positive evidence was reflected in 
the first upturn in 16 months in the index of leading 
indicators for October. In addition, the Conference 
Board of Canada’s index of consumer sentiment 
increased substantially in the fourth quarter. Consis- 
tent with the rise in consumer confidence, retail sales 
posted an increase in November. Also, employment 
rose for the first time in 16 months in December. Much 
of the firming in employment occurred in the trade 
sector, indicating that December was also a good 
month for retailers. Residential construction appears 
to be headed for an increase in the first quarter of 1983 
as housing starts climbed for the third consecutive 
month in October. Output in most industries outside of 
manufacturing had begun to increase by October. 

While the heavy toll on employment and earnings in 
the current recession has acted as a drag on consumer 
demand, the resulting improvement in productivity 
and unit labour costs has had a more beneficial effect 
on corporate earnings. The resulting reduction in ope- 
rating expenses, together with a refinancing of corpo- 
rate short-term debt in bond and equity markets, has 
helped to improve corporate profitability and liquidity 
in the third quarter, and these trends appear to be 
progressing into the fourth quarter despite a conti- 
nued high level of inventories relative to sales. The 
improvement in labour costs, and to a lesser extent in 
energy and financing costs, also has built some inertia 
against upward pressure into the current relatively low 
rates of inflation. 

Manufacturing firms, especially auto makers, 
implemented steep cutbacks in output in October to 
reduce inventories built up during the third quarter in 
apparent anticipation of an imminent recovery of final 
sales. Evidently the recovery in sales has taken at least 
two or three more months than manufacturers antici- 
pated. The major question now appears to be whether 
the positive evidence concerning consumer confi- 
dence and retail sales in the fourth quarter represents 
the beginning of a recovery in consumer demand. A 
sustained recovery in consumer spending may be 
delayed a few more months by several factors that will 
serve to reduce income of consumers in the first quar- 
ter, notably the increase in U.I.C. payments, the partial 
deindexation of basic income tax exemptions, and the 
rollback of public sector wages in Quebec. These 
effects will be partly offset by increased cash flow as 
mortgages are renewed at lower rates. 
¢ Real Domestic Product declined by 0.9% in October, 
with over half the decline attributable to cutbacks in 
auto assemblies. The steep drop in output matches the 
average monthly declines recorded since May, with 
the exception of a brief upturn in August. 
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e The indicators of personal expenditure on retail 
goods fell 0.9% in October after a 0.5% decline in Sep- 
tember. Weak demand for durable goods, notably pas- 
senger cars, led the decline. Over half the drop origina- 
ted in Quebec, where concern over future income 
prospects is most accentuated in the short-run. 
e The Labour Force Survey revealed further signs ofa 
firming of labour market conditions. Job losses slowed 
to -0.9% in the fourth quarter, leading up to a small 
(0.2%) increase in employment in December, the first 
gain in 16 months. As a result, the increase in the 
unemployment rate slowed to 0.2% to reach 12.8% in 
December. 
e The trend-cycle component of merchandise exports 
continued to deteriorate (-1.9%) in the fourth quarter, 
as nominal exports fell 0.7% in November after an 
11.9% drop in October. Slumping auto demand and 
weak sales of raw materials have led this weakness. 
The merchandise trade surplus has been sustained 
near record levels ($1,570 million in November) by 
continued slack in domestic demand for imports (up 
0.9% in November after a 14.1% drop in October), 
notably for motor vehicles, machinery and equipment, 
and crude petroleum. The terms of trade have impro- 
ved from a trough of 99.1 in June to 106.0 by October. 
e The indicators of manufacturing activity slumped in 
October, following asignificant reversal in September. 
Led by cutbacks in the auto industry and, to a lesser 
extent, in industries related to business investment, 
the volume of shipments sagged by 5.0% while new 
orders fell 2.3%. The rate of inventory reduction slo- 
wed from a peak rate of $200 million in August to $92 
million by October, and the inventory-to-shipments 
ratio rose to 2.23 in October. 
@ Housing starts continued to recover steadily from 
the trough of 86,000 units attained in September, tou- 
ching a level of 145,000 units at annual rates in 
December. Single-family homes continue to benefit 
the most from the stimulus of lower mortgage rates 
and house prices as well as government support. 
The leading indicator (1971=100) rose by 0.25% in 
October 1982 to 109.22, the first gain in 16 months. 
Four of the components rose during the month, one 
more than in September, and the non-filtered version 
continued to recover for the third straight month, 
rising 1.3% to a level of 111.8. While this pattern indi- 
cates that the economy will reach a cyclical trough in 
the near future, based on the behaviour of the leader in 
previous recessions, the recovery will likely not begin 
before the first quarter of 1983 at the earliest. Produc- 
tion in October, particularly in the manufacturing sec- 
tor, revealed accentuated weakness, which will likely 
characterize the fourth quarter as a whole. Moreover, 
the upturn in the leading indicator is explained largely 
by the components with the longest lead times, nota- 
bly the stock market index which has risen 33% since 
June in the non-filtered version. The outlook for a 
firming of activity in the first quarter in residential 
construction and profits remains favourable, but the 
(continued) 
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reversal of personal outlays is less evident due to the 
high rate of unemployment and the uncertainty of the 
prospects for revenues.

Railway Operating Statistics, October 1982 — 
Advance Information 


Canada’s seven major railways reported a combined 
net income from operations of $8.2 million in October 
1982. Operating revenues of $450.7 million were down 
by 11.1% from the 1981 level. 

Revenue freight tonne-kilometres declined by 16.0% 
in the latest month, freight train-kilometres decreased 
18.5% and freight car-kilometres by 15.1%. Average 
revenue per tonne-kilometre of freight was 2.045 
cents.

Railway Carloadings, Seven Days Ending January 14,

Revenue freight tonnages loaded by railways in 
Canada during the week ending January 14, 1983 
totalled 3.5 million t, a decrease of 6.3% from the 1982 
figure.

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Ownership and Control Series 

The series on ownership and control are very useful to show the relative position of both Canadian and 
foreign investment in the non-financial industries in Canada. The series on ownership show the amount of 
long-term capital invested by residents and non-residents in selected Canadian industries. Similarly, the 
series on control show how the control of this capital invested is distributed between residents and 
non-residents. From these items, ratios are derived to show the relative position of long-term capital owned 
as well as controlled by residents and non-residents. 

Other measures of foreign ownership and control include the Annual Report Under the Corporations and 
Labour Unions Returns Act (CALURA) — Part | — Corporations (Statistics Canada, catalogue 61-210). This 
publication presents data for major non-financial industry groups in terms of such characteristics as assets, 
equity, profits, sales and taxable income. The Multinational Enterprises Section of Statistics Canada has 
published several statistical series by country of control: these include some establishment-based series 
focussing on value-added, employment and capital expenditures and also a corporation-based series on 
import data. The Petroleum Monitoring Agency (PMA) also publishes information on the extent of foreign 
ownership and control in Canada’s oil and gas industry (the PMA requires larger petroleum companies — 
those with assets exceeding $10 million — to report their financial and investment data). The PMA uses 
annual revenue as the principal basis for the measurement of foreign ownership and control; this is in 
contrast to the estimates presented in the accompanying text which are based upon the book value of 
long-term capital employed in Canada. Moreover the PMA data exclude pipelines, while the data presented

Ownership and Control of Capital Employed in Non- 
Financial Industries, 1981 — Advance Information 
Preliminary estimates indicate that at the end of 1981 
foreign control of long-term capital employed in non- 
financial industries in Canada stood at 26%. This 
represented a decrease of two percentage points since 
1978 year-end, the last year for which data are finali- 
zed. The declines during this period stemmed from 
decreases in the primary resources and manufactu- 
ring industries. 

The book value of both equity and long-term debt 
(defined as capital employed in this text) in non- 
financial industries rose by 13% to $208.9 biilion at 
1978 year-end. Of this total, non-residents controlled 
only 28%, although they owned 33%. This is due to the 
fact that Canadian-controlled companies have borro- 
wed heavily in the foreign bond market. 

Of the $24.1 billion expansion in long-term capital 
employed in non-financial industries in 1978, about 
one-fifth or $5.0 billion was provided by non-residents, 
with $3.9 billion by United States residents and $1.1 
billion by investors in other foreign countries. Much of 
this additional capital from non-residents represented 
undistributed earnings, which had been reinvested in 
Canadian enterprises, and new placements of bonds 
and debentures with foreign investors. 


By Industrial Category 

Among the five broad industrial categories, during 
1978 decreases in the percentage of foreign-owned 
capital were recorded for petroleum and natural gas, 
other utilities and other mining and smelting. There 
was an increase in the railways sector while manufac- 
turing remained unchanged. In the control series, 


decreases in the proportion of foreign-controlled capi- 
tal were registered in petroleum and natural gas, 
manufacturing and other mining and smelting. 
Foreign control in railways and other utilities remained 
unchanged from 1977 year-end. 

Foreign-owned capital in the petroleum and natural 
gas industry, as a percentage of long-term capital 
employed in this industry, declined to 48% from 52% at 
the end of 1977. The decrease occurred in the percen- 
tage of United States ownership, falling to 38% from 
42%, while investors in other countries maintained 
their 10% ownership. Foreign control in this extractive 
industry fell sharply to 54% at 1978 year-end from 64%. 
United States control accounted for the drop of 10 
percentage points mostly as a result of the purchase of 
Phillips Petroleum Company’s holding in Pacific 
Petroleums Ltd. by Petro-Canada and the subsequent 
reclassification of two other enterprises to Canadian 
control as aresult of this acquisition. There were alsoa 
number of smaller repatriations of United States- 
controlled companies in this industry by Canadian- 
controlled companies. 

Foreign control in the petroleum and natural gas 
industry is projected to drop to 53% at 1979 year-end 
and then to fall during 1980 by two percentage points 
to 51% at the end of that year. With the tabling in 
Parliament of the National Energy Program in October 
1980, the reduction in control by non-residents in this 


. industry is projected to accelerate to 44% at 1981 


year-end.

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Among the major transactions in 1979 that contribu- 
ted to the drop in United States-controlled capital to 
40% from 41% at 1978 year-end were the purchase of 
the shares held by United States direct investors in 
Husky Oil Ltd. by Nova, An Alberta Corporation (for- 
merly The Alberta Gas Trunk Line Company Limited); 
the acquisition of control of Siebens Oil and Gas Ltd. 
by Dome Petroleum Limited and Canpar Oil and Gas 
Ltd.; and the acquisition of the Canadian assets of 
Miami Oil Producers Inc. and of Tesoro Petroleum 
Corporation by Norcen Energy Resources Limited. 

United States-controlled long-term investment in 
petroleum and natural gas is projected to fall to 38% at 
1980 year-end while the proportion under the control 
of residents of other countries remained at 13%, 
unchanged since 1977. Among the major acquisitions 
in 1980 by Canadian-controlled companies in the 
Canadian oil patch were the purchase of the control- 
ling interest in Canadian Utilities Limited by Atco Ltd. 
from I.U. International Corporation; the acquisition of 
control of Kaiser Petroleum Ltd. by Dome Petroleum 
Limited from Kaiser Resources Ltd.; and the takeover 
of Anschutz (Canada) Exploration Ltd. by Pembina 
Resources Limited (formerly Pembina Pipe Line Ltd.). 

During 1981 the proportion of United States- 
controlled capital in petroleum and natural gas is pro- 
jected to decrease by four percentage points to 34%. 
The larger transactions contributing to this contrac- 
tion were the purchase of Conoco Inc.’s interest in 
Hudson's Bay Oiland Gas Company Limited by Dome 
Petroleum Limited; the takeover of Can Del Oil Ltd. by 
Sulpetro Limited; the purchase of the Canadian assets 
of Uno-Tex Petroleum Corporation by Husky Oil Ltd,; 
and the acquisition of Alamo Petroleum Ltd. and Amax 
Petroleum of Canada Ltd. by Fairweather Gas Ltd. The 
proportion of the petroleum and natural gas industry 
controlled by residents of other countries tumbled by 
three percentage points to 10% at 1981 year-end. This 
fall was precipitated by the acquisition of control of 
Petrofina Canada Inc. by Petro-Canada from Petro- 
fina, S.A. of Belgium and by the purchase of the Cana- 
dian assets of Aquitaine Company of Canada Ltd. by 
the Canada Development Corporation from the 
Société Nationale Elf Aquitaine of France. 

The proportion of long-term capital owned by non- 
residents in mining and smelting decreased to 51% 
from 52% at 1977 year-end as a drop of three percen- 
tage points in United States-owned capital to 37% was 
offset partially by an increase in capital owned by 
residents of other countries to 14% from 12%. Follo- 
wing a decline of two percentage points in the previous 
year, foreign-controlled capital recorded another two 
percentage point drop to 51% at 1978 year-end. The 
percentage of foreign control in this extractive indus- 
try is projected to drop to 47% at 1980 year-end and 
then to fall to 46% at the end of 1981. During 1978 the 
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province of Saskatchewan continued to purchase a 
number of potash mines from non-residents. In 1980 
the British Columbia Resources Investment Corpora- 
tion purchased the shares of Kaiser Resources Ltd., 
while Cominco Ltd. acquired a controlling interest in 
Bethlehem Copper Corporation. Two of the major 
transactions in the mining industry during 1981 were 
the acquisition of the controlling interest in Cyprus 
Anvil Mining Corporation held by Standard Oil Com- 
pany, Indiana by Hudson's Bay Oil and Gas Company 
Limited; and the purchase of the Canadian assets of 
Patino N.V. by Northgate Exploration Ltd. 

Foreign-owned capital in the railways category rose 
to 24% at 1978 year-end from 21% while foreign- 
controlled investment remained unchanged at 1%. 
Foreign control in this industry is projected to remain 
at this level through to the end of 1981. The proportion 
of foreign-owned capital in other utilities declined to 
25% from 28% at the end of 1977. Foreign-controlled 
capital in the utilities industry, excluding railways, 
remained at 4% at 1978 year-end. This proportion will 
decrease during 1980 by one percentage point and will 
be at 3% at the year-ends 1980 and 1981. 

Foreign-owned investment in manufacturing com- 
prised 48% of the $55.5 billion in long-term capital 
employed in this industry at 1978 year-end, unchan- 
ged from the previous year. However, United States 
ownership had risen by one percentage point to 40% 
while ownership by investors in other countries nar- 
rowed to 8% from 9%. During 1978 foreign-controlled 
capital in manufacturing fell to 52% from 54% at 1977 
year-end. Foreign control in manufacturing, remai- 
ning the same in 1979, is projected to fall by one per- 
centage point each in 1980 and 1981 to 51% and 50%, 
respectively.

Crude Petroleum and Natural Gas Production, Octo- 
ber 1982 — Advance Information 


Canadian production of crude petroleum and equiva- 
lent hydrocarbons in October 1982 amounted to 
7 106 900 cubic metres, up 20.0% from 5 922 900 
cubic metres a year earlier. Alberta was the main pro- 
ducer with 83.7% of the Canadian total. 

Canadian refineries received 7012900 cubic 
metres of crude petroleum and equivalents in October 
1982. Imported crude and equivalents for the same 
month amounted to 1 200 200 cubic metres while 
crude oil and equivalents exported to the United States 
amounted to 1 092 600 cubic metres. 

Net new production of natural gas in Canada in 
October 1982 amounted to 7 925.6 million cubic 
metres, down 4.4% from 8 294.5 million cubic metres 
in October 1981. Alberta was the main producer with 
89.8% of the Canadian total. 


On the disposition side: exports to the United States 
in October 1982 were 1 838.6 million cubic metres; 
2 935.8 million cubic metres were sold to ultimate cus- 
tomers in Canada; and 1 426.4 million cubic metres 
were used in fields and processing plants.

Railway Freight Traffic, 1981 — Advance Information 


Revenue freight traffic handled by railways in Canada 
during 1981 totalled 246.6 million tonnes, down 2.8% 
from the 1980 level. Domestic loadings decreased 
2.3% to 230.3 million tonnes, while receipts from Uni- 
ted States connections fell by 8.8% to 16.4 million 
tonnes. 

A geographic breakdown of 1981 rail traffic shows 
that the only increases reported during the year were 
in Prince Edward Island (+13.5%), Newfoundland 
(+11.0%), New Brunswick (+0.2%) and Alberta (+6.1%). 

On a commodity basis, the crude materials group 
which accounts for 52.8% of all freight traffic posted a 
4.2% decline to 133.8 million tonnes while end pro- 
ducts recorded an increase of 4.5% to 7.3 million 
tonnes.

Quarterly Report on Energy Supply-demand in 
Canada, Third Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 


Crude oil made available to Canadian refineries during 
the third quarter of 1982 totalled 22 230 megalitres, 
down 15.5% (2 987 ML) from the 1981 period. For the 
first nine months of 1982 the decline amounted to 
15.9% (12 161 ML). Imports of crude oil continued to 
drop, down 31.0% (7117 ML) in the January- 
September 1982 period. The decline in crude oil made 
available (demand) mostly reflected lower sales of 
petroleum products, with gasoline sales down 8.0% in 
the third quarter, middle distillates down 8.4%, heavy 
fuel oil down 16.2%, aviation fuels down 6.1% and 
other petroleum products down 7.5%. 

The weak Canadian economy combined with 
energy conservation measures has reduced demand 
for most primary energy forms. High production levels 
have been maintained for coal due to significant 
export levels and a build-up of inventories by domestic 
users and at mine sites and export terminals. However 
the short-run outlook for coal indicates that produc- 
tion levels will drop as some mines have already 
announced cutbacks. 


Natural gas production in the third quarter of 1982 
declined by 2.3% from the year-earlier level. Sales of 
natural gas increased by 17.8% in January-September 
1982, a gain that is mainly attributable to colder wea- 
ther in the first six months of the year.

Information 

The total value of building permits issued by Canadian 
municipalities was estimated at a seasonally adjusted 
level of $1,107.2 million in November 1982, up 5.0% 
from $1,054.0 million in October but down 34.5% from 
the November 1981 total of $1,691.4 million. Building 
permits issued for residential construction continued 
to increase while non-residential construction inten- 
tions showed further signs of weakening. 

The number of new dwellings authorized in Novem- 
ber 1982 rose to 14,078 units, seasonally adjusted, 
from 12,085 in October, reflecting an increase in 
single-detached homes to 9,666 from 6,103 that was 
partly offset by a drop in multiple units to 4,412 from 
5,982. The increase in single-detached dwellings 
approved was due to declining mortgage rates and 
government assistance programs, while the decrease 
in multiple units was a reflection of rising vacancy 
rates in apartment dwellings. The value of all residen- 
tial permits issued in November rose 23.8% to $713.8 
million from $576.8 million in October with the largest 
increases occurring in Nova Scotia, Ontario, Manitoba 
and Alberta, although permit activity remained strong 
in all the other provinces. 

Non-residential permits continued to weaken in 
November, dropping 17.6% to a seasonally adjusted 
$393.4 million from $477.3 million in October. By cate- 
gory, industrial projects decreased 13.1% in value to 
$67.0 million from $77.1 million, commercial projects 
rose 3.8% to $151.4 million from the record low of 
$145.8 million in October, and publicly-initiated pro- 
jects declined 31.2% to $175.0 million from $254.4 mil- 
lion. The value of non-residential permits decreased in

Gross Domestic Product by Industry, November 1982 
(Seasonally Adjusted Data) — Advance Information 


Gross Domestic Product in constant 1971 prices 
increased 0.3% in November 1982 from the downward 
revised October level. The November data indicate 
that output in the Canadian economy stood 9.0% 
below the June 1981 peak. Since July 1981, GDP has 
recorded only two months of growth — August and 
November of 1982. A slight upward movement (0.3%) 
was recorded in industrial production during 
November. 

Most of the November increase in GDP originated 
among goods-producing industries where output 
advanced 0.7% following declines of 2.3% and 2.4% in 
the two preceding months. Service-producing indus- 
tries posted a slight 0.1% increase in November. 

Among goods-producing industries, major contri- 
butors to the November output increase included 
construction, mining, agriculture, and utilities. The 
gain in the construction industry was due entirely to 
increased residential building activity; non-residential 
construction was relatively unchanged from the pre- 
vious month. 

A significant increase in mining was recorded 
during the month due largely to increased production 
of copper and iron ore. However, metal mines output 
still remained substantially depressed compared to 
levels reported in the first five months of 1982. 

The gain in agricultural output in November was due 
primarily to increased livestock and grain production. 


A rise in electric power generation accounted for the 
growth in utilities output. 

The rate of decline in manufacturing slowed signifi- 
cantly in November, moving down only 0.2% compa- 
red to drops of 4.3% in October and 4.5% in September. 
Some significant production increases were reported 
by manufacturers of food and beverages, rubber and 
plastics, leather products, machinery and equipment, 
and non-metallic mineral products. However, these 
gains were offset by declines among producers of 
chemical products, wood and transportation 
equipment. 

Among service-producing industries, a significant 
increase in retail trade (up 2.4%) in November was 
offset to a large extent by a decline in wholesale trade 
(down 2.9%). Major contributors to the retail trade gain 
included new motor vehicle dealers (up 16.5%) and 
department stores (up 2.4%). In wholesale trade, signi- 
ficant declines were reported by wholesalers of motor 
vehicle parts and accessories, and machinery and 
equipment. Slight increases were reported in the 
transportation, COmmunication and finance 
industries.

New Housing Price Indexes, December 1982 — 
Advance Information 

The Canada composite new housing price index 
(1976=100) edged down 0.1% to 129.6 in December 
1982 from 129.7 in November, the 12th consecutive 
monthly decline for the index which stood at its lowest 
level since February 1981 (128.1). The Canada “house 
only” index declined to 129.0 in December from 129.5 
in November, while the “land only” index increased to 
130.9 from 130.4, the first advance in this component 
since January 1982. 

Compared with the preceding month, the largest 
increases in December in new housing prices were 
noted in Victoria (3.0%) and St. Catharines-Niagara 
(1.8%); minor advances of 0.2% were registered in 
Ottawa-Hull, Hamilton and Windsor, and 0.1% in Que- 
bec City. Eight cities showed marginal price declines, 
ranging from -0.2% in Montreal, London, Regina and 
Edmonton to -0.6% in Toronto and Calgary. 

On a year-over-year basis, the largest increase in 
new housing prices was recorded in Hamilton (11.4%); 
other increases ranged from 1.3% in Thunder Bay to 
5.6% in Winnipeg. The largest declines were posted in 
Vancouver (-17.7%) and Victoria (-15.2%); other 
decreases ranged from -0.7% in London to -8.5% in 
Calgary.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance Sta-

Unemployment insurance payments made to clai- 
mants in November 1982 totalled $863 million*, up 24% 
from October and a substantial rise of 129% from the 
$377 million disbursed in November 1981. Payments 
for 1982-to-date totalled $7.7 billion, up 77% from the 
January-November 1981 period. The average weekly 
benefit (based on the cumulative data) rose $% froma 
year earlier to $141. 

Preliminary data show that 1,230,000 persons* quali- 
fied for unemployment insurance benefits for the week 
ended November 13, an increase of 11% from the pre- 
vious month and up 73% from November 1981. 

Claimants filed 438,000 applications for benefits in 

November, an increase of 23% from October and 25% 
from November 1981. Claims received in the first 11 
months of 1982 totalled 3,531,000, a rise of 37% from 
the same period in 1981. Generally, claims increased 
at a higher rate in Ontario and the western provinces 
than in Quebec and the Atlantic provinces.

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Education Finance 1970-71 to 1979-80 
Education was the single largest item in total government expenditures during 
1970-71 at 22.1%. But by 1979-80 the largest portion of government spending was 
not on education but social welfare at 22.7%. As a proportion of the Gross National 
Product, educational costs decreased from 9% to 7.7% over the decade. 

The publication Decade of Education Finance 1970-71 to 1979-80 (catalogue 
81-560, $15) released today shows that expenditures on education increased 
steadily between 1970 and 1979, rising from $7.7 billion to $20.2 billion. During the 
same decade full-time enrolment declined from 6.3 million in 1970 to 5.8 million in 
1979. This downward trend is expected to result in 5.6 million students attending 
classes full-time in 1983. 

The increase in expenditures, coupled with the decline in full-time students led to 
a dramatic increase in costs per student. In 1979, expenditures per full-time 
student stood at $3,285, up 192% from 1970. According to preliminary estimates 
this trend seems to be continuing into the 1980s.

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Industry Selling Price Index, December 1982 and 
Review of 1982 Preliminary Data — Advance 
Information 

The Industry Selling Price Index for manufacturing 
(1971=100) rose 0.4% to a preliminary level of 292.3 in 
December 1982 from 291.2 (revised) in November. The 
year-over-year increase of 4.4% was the same as inthe 
previous month. The industries most responsible for 
this one-month increase were the wood (up 2.9%), 
food and beverage (up 0.4%), primary metals (up 0.9%) 
and miscellaneous manufacturing (up 1.8%) 
industries. 

The wood industries component index rose 2.9% in 
December, due primarily to a 4.6% increase in the 
sawmills and planing mills index. Prices in the food 
and beverage industries rose 0.4% to a level of 5.3% 
higher than in December 1981: increases were posted 
in the fish products industry (2.1%), feed industry 
(2.6%), bakeries industry (1.7%) and breweries (3.2%), 
while the slaughtering and meat processors index 
declined 0.6%. 

In December, the primary metal industries index 
rose 0.9%, mainly reflecting a 2.7% rise in the smelting 
and refining index, while miscellaneous manufactu- 
ring industries increased 1.8% as the result of a 4.4% 
jump in the jewellery and silverware industry index 
(the latter increase can be traced to the rising cost of 
precious metals).

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industry Selling Price Index, 1982 

In the following review of 1982, the measure used to 
describe price movements is the percentage move- 
ment from the same month in the previous year. While 
this method is subject to some volatility in any one 
month, it does, however, provide a better perspective 
of price trends during 1982 than measures based on 
averages over longer periods. 

Between December 1981 and December 1982, the 
ISP! rose 4.4%. The corresponding increases were 
8.4% in 1981 and 12.2% in 1980, signifying that price 
changes have been decelerating more or less conti- 
nuously for three years, from the peak of 16.7% in 
January 1980. This is the longest period for which the 
rate of price change has been declining since the ISPI 
began to be calculated in 1956. 

In the early months of 1982 price increases appeared 
to have stabilized at an annual rate of about 7% to 8%, 
slightly higher than at the end of 1981. From June 
onwards, however, the rate slowed noticeably as 
reported price declines became more widespread. 
Over the last six months the index has risen only 0.9%. 

The same pattern of price behaviour was observed 
across the whole spectrum of the manufacturing sec- 
tor, with prices in the basic industries having been

particularly affected. Even the petroleum index, which 
at +8% showed the largest 12-month movement, was 
up considerably less than the 31.3% rise registered 
during 1981. The only major groups to show a faster 
rate of price increase over the second half of the year 
were tobacco industries, transportation equipment 
industries — due to the introduction of new automo- 
bile models — and miscellaneous manufacturers, due 
to increases in precious metal prices starting in Sep- 
tember. Prices for clothing and furniture rose at annual 
rates of about 4% in the last half of the year, down 
substantially from earlier in 1982. Food prices fell by 
0.5% between June and December 1982 and in the 
export-oriented basic industries prices generally fell in 
the last six months — particularly for pulp and paper 
and metals. Only lumber prices showed signs of rever- 
sing this trend in the latter part of 1982.

Preliminary data show that the Raw Materials Price 
Index (1977=100) rose 0.4% in December 1982 to 201.6 
from a revised figure of 200.7 in November. The index 
excluding coal, crude oil and natural gas rose 0.9% in 
the month. 

All the component indexes showed increases in 
December except wood (-0.1%). The animals and ani- 
mal products index was up 1.1%: increased prices for 
hogs and fish were partly offset by price decreases for 
cattle and calves. The index for non-ferrous materials 
rose 3.7% reflecting higher prices for precious metals. 
The other increases were fractional and had little 
influence on the overall index movement. 


Raw Materials Price Index, 1982 

Between December 1981 and December 1982, the total 
index increased 8.2%, compared to increases of 13.5% 
during 1981 and 16.9% in 1980. The increase of 8.2% in 
the 12-month measure was up from the rate shown in 
the preceding months; this was because in December 
1981 crude oil prices had shown asharp but temporary 
drop. The component which had the largest modera- 
ting impact on the total movement was that of coal, 
crude oil and natural gas: although prices for crude oil 
continued to rise, from mid-1981 onward the increases 
were much more moderate than had occurred in the 
previous 12 months so that the increase during 1982 
was only about 15% compared to a jump of about 50% 
during 1981. Natural gas price rises also slowed in 
1982, though these advances were rather larger than 
the increases for oil.

The behaviour of the other component indexes was 
different, as price declines were generally observed 
rather than more modest price increases. The index 
excluding coal, oil and natural gas fell almost conti- 
nuously for the 18 months since June 1981, with a 
short interruption in the first few months of 1982. This 
increase which occurred from January to May was due 
to price increases for cattle, hogs and some vegetable 
products. By December 1982 only hog prices were 
substantially higher than at the beginning of the year, 
up nearly 30% from December 1981; the other price 
increases had been mostly reversed. Otherwise, prices 
for animals and animal products, vegetable products, 
textiles, wood and both ferrous and non-ferrous 
metals all declined almost continuously throughout 
1982, extending declines which had begun in mid- 
1981. Because of foodstuff price increases in the first 
half of 1982 and the increases in precious metals 
prices in September and since, the total index exclu- 
ding coal, oil and natural gas fell less during 1982 than 
in 1981, by 0.8% compared to 7.8%. At the end of 1982, 
however, prices for many commodities were still 
declining.

Native People, 1981 Census of Population 


The 1981 Census of Population revealed that more 
than 491,000 Canadians reported themselves as Native 
People, including over 25,000 Inuit, close to 293,000 
Status Indians, over 75,000 Non-status Indians and 
more than 98,000 Métis. This was the first census that 
specifically attempted to identify the Métis people, 
although the 1941 Census recorded 35,416 persons of 
mixed Native and non-Native ancestry. 

In censuses from 1911 to 1931, people with Native or 
mixed Native ancestry were reported as Native Indian 
or Eskimo, and the line of descent was traced through 
the mother’s side (non-Native ancestry was traced 
through the father’s side). Thus, in these earlier cen- 
suses persons of mixed ancestry would have been 
included in the total counts of Native People if they so 
reported. 

In the censuses of 1951 and 1961, persons of mixed 
Native ancestry were included in the count of Native 
People if they lived on an Indian Reserve. If they did 
not live on a reserve they were reported as a Native 
Person only if they could claim Native ancestry on the 
father’s side. This represented a marked change in 
procedure from the earlier censuses and may have 
resulted in lower overall counts of Native People in 
those two censuses. 

In 1971, the first self-enumeration census, Native 
People were reported as Native Indian (band), Native 
Indian (non-band) or Eskimo. There were no provi- 
sions for reporting mixed Native ancestry. Therefore, it 
is possible that many such persons were not included 
in the total counts of Native People in the 1971 Census. 

Table 1 reflects historical counts of Native People 
with cautionary notes on the degree of comparability. 
The censuses of 1941 and 1981 are the most directly 
comparable in that both made an explicit attempt to 
individually enumerate persons of mixed Native 
ancestry. While the total population increased by 109% 
during this 40-year period, Native People increased by 
205%. The most notable increase of 252% was among 


the Inuit, while Native Indians increased by 210%. 
These increases are due almost exclusively to natural 
causes such as higher fertility and lower mortality. 
Thus, itis interesting to note that the non-Native popu- 
lation has grown at a much lower rate even though it 
has also been augmented by immigration. 

The Métis population, as reported, has increased 
177%, a growth rate less than that of the Native Indians 
and the Inuit but considerably more than that of the 
non-Natives. 

These significant increases in the counts of Native 
People have taken place primarily since 1941. Earlier 
records indicate that this population was relatively 
stable during the 1901 to 1931 period when it averaged 
about 120,000 persons. 

Table 2 shows the number who reported themselves 
as Native People in the 1981‘Census. In that year they 
constituted about 2.0% of the total population. How- 
ever, the proportion varied considerably by province. 
In Prince Edward Island, Native People accounted for 
only 0.5% of the total, while in Manitoba they made up 
6.5%, the highest among the provinces, but lower than 
the Yukon (17.5%) and the Northwest Territories 
(58.0%). Just over one-third of the total population of 
the Northwest Territories is Inuit. Northern Québec 
and the northern Labrador region of Newfoundland 
are the only other areas with Inuit concentrations. 

Persons who reported that they have retained their 
rights as Status Indian are most numerous in Ontario 
and British Columbia although there are also signifi- 
cant concentrations in Québec and the Prairie 
Provinces.

A word of caution is in order with respect to the use 
of data for Status Indians, Non-status Indians and 
Métis. Since the terms Status and Non-status reflect a 
legal situation it follows that both of these groups may 
include persons who are of mixed or other than Native 
Indian ancestry. For example, a non-Native woman 
married to a Status Indian man legally gains status 
rights. Nevertheless, from the point of view of ethnicity 
she is still a non-Native. In such cases it is not known 
whether individuals reported themselves as Status 
Indians or some non-Native ethnic group. 

Generally, Non-status Indians are those people who 
have not maintained their rights as Status Indians, 
while Métis are descendants of the unions of Natives 
and non-Natives. As generations pass, however, and 
descendants associate more with cne Culture than the 
other it is possible that persons of mixed ancestry may 
consider themselves as either Indian or some non- 
Native ethnic group such as French or English. The 
Census count of Métis, therefore, reflects notso much 
the biological origins of the respondents as their iden- 
tification with the group. In the Prairie Provinces, 


where association with the history and certain legal 
rights of the Métis as a culture is stronger, numbers 
reported are relatively higher than elsewhere. In the 
other regions it is possible that a number of persons of 
mixed heritage may have reported themselves as Non- 
status Indians or as members of some non-Native eth- 
nic group, depending upon the cultural heritage with 
which they most identify.

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Foreign Direct Investment in Canada, 1979 — Advance 
Information 

Preliminary estimates — produced on the basis of avail- 
able data — indicate that at the end of 1981 foreign 
direct investment in Canada amounted to $62 billion, 
up moderately from $60 billion at 1980 year-end. 
These projections for 1981 and 1980 are based upon 
complete data for 1979, which appear in this release 
classified by geographical area of ownership and by 
industry group. 

The book value of foreign direct investment in 
Canada rose by over 12% to $54,237 million at the end 
of 1979. Present estimates indicate that the growth in 
undistributed earnings accruing to foreign direct 
investors was about $5 billion, accounting for an over- 
whelming portion of the over $6 billion increase in 
book value during 1979. Capital movements for 
foreign direct investment in Canada, as recorded inthe 
balance of international payments series, produced a 
net inflow of $675 million during 1979, a sizeable 
increase from the small inflow of $85 million in 1978. 
The balance of the increase in book value was due to 
other factors, such as investment abroad, revalua- 
tions, reclassifications and similar accounting 
adjustments. 

As inthe previous year, large outflows — amounting 
to over $750 million — were recorded in the direct 
investment in Canada series to account for the acquisi- 
tions by Canadian residents of the interests of foreign 
direct investors in Canadian enterprises, mostly in 
petroleum and natural gas. This sizeable capital out- 
flow was offset, however, by net capital inflows for 
other direct investments in Canada to produce the net 
inflow of $675 million for 1979. 


Geographical Distribution 

United States direct investment, which accounted for 
79% of tota! foreign direct investment, grew in 1979 by 
$4,444 million, or almost 12%, to $42,792 million. Most 
of the increase came from retained earnings as a net 
capital outflow of $328 million was recorded in the 
balance of payments for United States direct invest- 
ment in Canada during 1979. Direct investment by 
investors in the United Kingdom rose by 15% to $5,168 
million. Similarly the bulk of the growth was due to the 
reinvestment of undistributed profits as there was a net 
inflow of only $25 million for United Kingdom direct 
investment. 

Investment from West Germany, the third largest 
direct investor country, continued its rapid growth, 
rising by 31% to $1,393 million, following a 32% growth 
in 1978. Most of the increase in West German direct 
investment was concentrated in mining and smelting, 
and petroleum and natural gas enterprises. The 
Netherlands, in fourth position, recorded an increase 
of 16% to $931 million largely due to petroleum and 
natural gas while direct investment from Switzerland 
expanded to $789 million, mainly due to increased 
investment in manufacturing. 

France was the sixth largest direct investor country 
with its investment in Canada rising moderately to 
$698 million at 1979 year-end. Direct investment from 
Japan rose by one-fifth to $479 million, moving that 
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Foreign Direct Investment in Canada 


Foreign direct investment represents the book 
value of foreign-owned long-term capital by 
foreign direct investors in an incorporated or 
unincorporated entity in Canada, which is 
referred to as a direct investment enterprise. The 
size and nature of the investment give the direct 
investor the potential to influence or to have an 
effective voice in the management of the direct 
investment enterprise. 

Direct investment covers the long-term capital 
provided by or accruing to foreign direct 
investors, comprising long-term debt (bonds, 
debentures, loans, advances, etc.) and equity 
(common and preferred shares, and retained 
earnings). 


country to seventh position. Direct investors residing 
in Bermuda expanded their investment to $456 million. 
Even though investment from Belgium (including 
Luxembourg) grew by 11% to $448 million, it fell to 
ninth position from seventh at the end of the previous 
year. 


Industrial Distribution 
Foreign direct investment in the manufacturing indus- 
try in Canada expanded by 9% to $22,145 million at 
1979 year-end to comprise 41% of total direct invest- 
ment. For the nine manufacturing subsectors, direct 
investment in iron and products was by far the largest, 
at $7,178 million. The second largest sector, chemicals 
and allied products, recorded the biggest increase of 
22% to $4,031 million. Investment in wood and paper 
products was next largest, at $3,611 million, followed 
by vegetable products, at $2,686 million. Non-ferrous 
metals recorded the only decrease, falling by 8% to 
$2,055 million, due to reductions in direct investment 
from the United States and the United Kingdom. 

One-fourth of direct investment in Canada ($13,757 
million) was invested in the petroleum and natural gas 
industry. The bulk of the expansion of $2,428 million or 
21% in 1979 was due to the growth in retained earnings 
of the direct investment enterprises in this industry. 
Direct investment in mining and smelting rose more 
moderately by 5% to $4,435 million. Investment in 
financial enterprises appreciated by 13% to $6,938 mil- 
lion, compared to a 20% expansion in 1978. Of the $783 
million increase, over 80% resulted from investment in 
insurance concerns. Foreign direct investors also 
increased their investment in merchandising busi- 
nesses by $428 million to $4,150 million at 1979 
year-end.

Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act, Report 
for 1980, Part | — Corporations 


By all measurements the leading 500 non-financial 
enterprises maintained their market share in 1980, 
accounting for 53.2% of industry sales, 65.1% of 
assets, 68.8% of profits and 76.7% of payments to non- 
residents. The foreign-controlled sector was dominant 
within the leading 500, in financial terms, and accoun- 
ted for 273 enterprises. 

Differences between Canadian- and foreign- 
controlled enterprises were particularly evident in the 
leading 25 enterprises. Within this group, which 
accounted for 21% of total sales, 30% of assets, and 
26% of profits, the foreign-controlled sector had a turn- 
over ratio (sales/assets) almost twice as high as its 
Canadian counterpart and was more profitable. 

Some of the highlights of the report: 

Assets 

® In 1980, the share of total assets held by non- 
financial, foreign-controlled corporations declined by 
1.6 percentage points to 27.3%. Assets of foreign- 
controlled corporations rose by 8.5% to $126.5 billion, 
while those of Canadian-controlled corporations rose 
by 17.5% to $336.7 billion. 

Sales 

¢ The foreign-controlled share of total non- 
financial sales declined 2.1 percentage points to 31.5% 
in 1980. Foreign-controlled corporations reported 
sales of $172.5 billion, an increase of 6.1% over 1979, 


while Canadian-controlled corporations had sales 
totalling $374.3 billion, up 16.4% from 1979. 


Profits 

e The share of profits of foreign-controlled corpora- 
tions, at 38.4% in 1980, was down by 0.4 percentage 
points from 1979. Profits earned by foreign-controlled 
corporations rose by 9.4% to $16.2 billion, while profits 
of corporations identified as Canadian-controlled rose 
by 11.5% to $26.0 billion. Profits recorded by busi- 
nesses with assets under $10 million rose 6.4% to $10.1 
billion. 

Taxable Income 

e The share of total taxable income of non- 
financial industries generated by foreign- 
controlled corporations amounted to 44.7% in 1980, 
down 1.6 percentage points from 1979. The effective 
tax rate on book profits increased to 29.8% from 25.7% 
for foreign-controlled corporations with assets greater 
than $10 million and to 17.6% from 17.3% for their 
Canadian-controlled counterparts. 

Payments to Non-residents 

e Payments to non-residents, totalling $7,310 million 
in 1980, were $1,482 million higher than in 1979. 

e Interest payments continued to rise in 1980, reach- 
ing $1,617 million. This represented an increase of 
$483 million over 1979.

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© Dividend payments to non-residents rose by $508 
million to $2,915 million in 1980. 

e Business service payments increased by $490 mil- 
lion to $2,778 million in 1980. 

Within the Foreign Sector 

e Within the foreign sector, corporations classified to 
United States control have had a dominant position, 
particularly in terms of profits. In 1980 such corpora- 
tions accounted for 73.9% of the assets, 76.1% of the 
sales and 78.5% of the profits of foreign-controlled, 
non-financial firms. Corporations classified to British 
control accounted for a further 9.4% of assets, 9.4% of 
sales and 8.2% of profits.

Hospital Statistics — Preliminary Annual Report, 
1981-82 

Gross operating expenditures of public hospitals have 
almost doubled in the last six years, climbing to $10.5 
billion in 1981-82 from $5.6 billion in 1976. Average 
Operating cost per patient-day increased by 72.6% 
over the period to $217.14 in 1981-82 from $125.79 in 
1976. Salary and wage costs per patient-day went up 
by 67.7% at the Canada level during the period. 

The number of approved beds in public hospitals in 
Canada has increased to 161,879 in 1981-82 from 
155,408 in 1976. The rate of beds per 1,000 population 
was 6.6 in 1981-82 compared to 6.7 in 1976. 

Overall bed occupancy increased slightly during the 
period (81.8% in 1981-82 compared to 80.6% in 1976). 
The average length of stay of patients separated 
during the year increased to 13.1 days in 1981-82 from 
12.2 days in 1976. The number of separations (dis- 
charges and deaths) in all public hospitals in 1981-82 
was almost unchanged from the preceding year; 
however, the separation rate per 1,000 population has 
continued to decline during the period under review, 
moving to 145.9 in 1981-82 from 158.6 in 1976.

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, December 
1982 


On a seasonally adjusted balance-of-payments basis, 
preliminary results indicate that Canada’s exports 
increased 9.9% or $647 million to $7.16 billion in 
December 1982 following a0.7% decline in November, 
a 12.5% decline in October and an increase of 2.6% in 
September. Imports also increased in December, 8.2% 
or $407 million to $5.35 billion following a 0.9% 
increase in November, a 14.1% decline in October, and 
a 3.7% decline in September. As a result, Canada’s 
merchandise trade surplus rose $240 million to $1.8 
billion in December following surpluses of $1.56 bil- 
lion in November, $1.65 billion in October, and $1.79 
billion in September. 

1982 Merchandise Trade Surplus 

Canada’s $17.8 billion surplus (balance-of-payments 
basis) for 1982 was twice as large as the previous 
record surplus in 1980 and $10.5 billion higher than the 
1981 surplus. This is mostly the result of a 13.6% drop 
inimports, which contrasts with an average increase of 
12% a year in 1980 and 1981. Total exports (including 
re-exports) showed no increase in 1982; this follows 
increases of 10% in 1981 and 18% in 1980. The main 
reasons for the $10.5 billion increase in the 1982 sur- 
plus were: 


® A dramatic turnaround in motor vehicle product 
trade with the United States, which swung to a $2.9 
billion surplus in 1982 (customs basis) from a $1.4 
billion deficit in 1981. This marked the first surplus 
with the U.S. since 1972. The deficit of $0.7 billion in 
automotive trade with other countries (notably Japan) 
resulted in an overall $2.1 billion surplus for total 
motor vehicle products. 

© A 37.0% or $2.9 billion drop in crude petroleum 
imports to $5 billion and a 13% or $2.6 billion drop in 
machinery and equipment imports to $17 billion. 

As in 1981, other main contributors to the 1982 sur- 
plus were: 

e Forest products, $10.9 billion balance 

© Cereals and preparations, $5.7 billion balance 

® Natural gas, $4.8 billion balance 

e Non-ferrous metals, $3.2 billion balance 

e Petroleum and coal products, $1.6 billion balance 
e Electricity, $1.1 billion balance. 

In the fourth quarter of 1982, exports declined 9.1% 
or $2.03 billion to $20.2 billion following an increase of 
4.1% in the third quarter, a 4.8% increase in the second 
quarter, and a 4.2% decrease in the first quarter. 
Imports declined more steeply in the fourth quarter of

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1982, down 13.3% or $2.34 billion to $15.2 billion after a 
4.4% increase in the third quarter, a 0.5% decrease in 
the second quarter, and a 9.1% decrease in the first 
quarter. Consequently, the merchandise trade surplus 
continued to increase in the fourth quarter, up $304 
million to $5.02 billion after surpluses of $4.71 billion in 
the third quarter, $4.58 billion in the second quarter, 
and $3.51 billion in the first quarter. 
Short Term Trend 
The short term trend for exports peaked in July 1982 
after a 6.2% gain over asix-month period, and declined 
1.0% in August, 1.5% in September, and 1.8% in Octo- 
ber. After slight increases in the second quarter, the 
trend for imports declined at a faster pace, froma0.7% 
decline in July to a 2.6% decline in October. The trend 
for the merchandise trade balance continued to 
increase from the July 1981 low point, but at a slower 
pace, with increases in the surplus that averaged $90 
million a month in the first half of 1982 decelerating to 
increases of $10 million in September and $15 million 
in October, reaching a monthly level of $1.65 billion. 
Principal contributors to the downturn in exports 
were motor vehicle products (19.6% share of domestic 
exports), telecommunication equipment (1.7% share) 
and other equipment and tools (2.0% share) which 
peaked in the three months up to October. Also contri- 
buting to the downturn were non-ferrous metals (6.2% 
share), chemicals (4.8% share), and iron and steel 
(2.5% share). Contributors to the renewed weakness of 
imports were: motor vehicle products (21.2% share of 
total imports), crude petroleum (6.5% share), and 
industrial machinery (8.0% share). 
Commodity Analysis 
Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 
On a domestic exports basis, the largest increases in 
December 1982 were for motor vehicle parts (up 29% 
or $95 million to $425 million following a $55 million 
increase in November), lumber products (up 34% or 
$390 million to $355 million), iron ores, concentrates 
and scrap (up 29% or $70 million to $90 million, after a 
$45 million decrease in November), aircraft (up 50% or 
$60 million to $175 million, following a $60 million 
decrease in November), and petroleum and coal pro- 
ducts (up 24% or $60 million to $300 million). The 
largest decrease was for coal (down 49% to $55 million 
from $110 million). 


Short Term Trend 

End product exports (34.2% share of total domestic 
exports), after a November 1981 low point, reached a 
peak in June and declined at a faster pace since then 
—from a decline of 0.5% in July to one of 5.0% in 
October. The major contributors to this downward 
trend were motor vehicle products (19.6% share), tele- 
communication equipment (1.7% share), agricultural 
machinery (0.6% share) and other equipment and 
tools (2.0% share). Partly counterbalancing this, 
transportation equipment including aircraft (3.8% 
share) has been on a steady upward trend for at leasta 
year. Further, office machinery and equipment (1.1% 
share) continued to decrease but at a slower pace in 
the three months up to October. The small third quar- 
ter pickup in exports of industrial machinery (3.0% 
share) came to an end with a 1.0% drop in October. 
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After 11 months of consecutive decreases, the trend 
of fabricated material exports (34.9% share) reacheda 
low point in April 1982, increased up to September and 
then moved down 0.5% in October. This renewed 
decline was the result of faster paced decreases in 
chemicals (4.8% share) and iron and steel (2.5% share) 
and steady decreases in woodpulp exports (3.4% 
share) — declines which were not offset by smaller 
paced increases in petroleum and coal products (3.8% 
share) and electricity (1.7% share). 

For non-ferrous metals, the smaller increases in 
precious metals (2.3% share) as well as the recent 
pickup in copper and nickel fabricated metal exports 
(1.0% share) did not outweigh the recent downturn in 
aluminum exports (1.9% share). Newsprint exports 
(4.8% share) continued to decrease, but at a reduced 
pace between June and October. After a June 1982 
peak, the declines in lumber products (4.3% share) 
have been stronger up to August and smaller 
thereafter. 

Crude material exports (18.0% share), after a 
December 1981 peak, declined more rapidly in the first 
quarter than in the second and picked up again with 
increases of 0.3% in September and 0.2% in October. 
The main contributors to this recent turnaround were 
natural gas (6.0% share) and to a lesser extent, asbes- 
tos exports (0.7% share). Further, exports of ores, 
concentrates and scrap iron (4.8% share), copper 
(0.5% share), and nickel (0.1% share) have posted 
much smaller decreases in September and October. 
Crude petroleum exports (3.9% share) continued to 
register smaller paced increases, while coal exports 
(1.4% share) decreased at a faster pace since July. 

After a June 1982 peak, exports of food, feed, beve- 
rages and tobacco (11.8% share) declined at a faster 
pace up to August and then at a slower pace up to 
October. This was a reflection of cereal and cereal 
preparation exports (6.2% share), which followed the 
same pattern between July and October. Fish and fish 
product exports (2.2% share).reached an August peak, 
and then declined at a faster pace. 


Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest declines in imports for the month of 
December 1982 were for precious metals (down 63.2% 
or $90 million to $55 million), metal ores and concen- 
trates (down 33.8% or $45 million to $85 million) and 
coal (down 47.2% or $40 million to $45 million). With 
the end of the Chrysler strike, imports of motor vehicle 
parts were up 35% or $175 million to $670 million in 
December following a decrease of $115 million in 
November. 


Short Term Trend 

The trend for imports of end products (60.3% share) 
continued to decrease at a faster pace from the peak of 
June 1982, from a 1.4% decline in August to a 3.4% 
decline in October. The principal contributors were 
motor vehicle products (21.2% share) as well as indus- 
trial machinery (8.0% share). The decline in the trends 
of agricultural machinery (2.3% share) and office 
machinery (4.1% share) slowed substantially in the five 
months up to October. Imports of aircraft and other 
(continued) 
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transportation equipment (3.9% share) increased an 
average of 5% a month in the three months up to 
October, while telecommunication equipment (3.8% 
share) reached a low point in September after a 15% 
drop over a 12-month period. 

After a July to August pickup, the trend for imports 
of fabricated materials (17.8% share) decreased 0.6% 
in September and 1.9% in October. Chemical imports 
(5.5% share) stabilized in October after three months 
of increases from the June low point. Non-ferrous 
metals (3.1% share) increased strongly up to July and 
then slowed toa 1.1% increase in October, while hard- 
ware (1.6% share) peaked in June and has since decli- 
ned at a faster pace. The decline in the trend for iron 
and steel (1.3% share) slowed from 11.0% a month in 
June to 4.9% in October, while petroleum and coal 
products (1.2% share) reached a low point in August 
and increased 1.1% in September and 1.3% in October. 

The trend for imports of crude materials (13.0% 
share) declined at a faster pace — from 0.4% in August 
to 2.8% in October — as crude petroleum (6.5% share) 
also declined at a faster pace in the three months up to 
October. Coal imports (1.5% share) peaked in July and 
have since decreased, while metal ores (2.2 share) 
continued to decline from the April peak. 

Imports of food, feed, beverages and tobacco (7.2% 
share) continued to decline with monthly decreases 
under 2% a month for the five months up to October. 
The decline in the trend for fruits and vegetables (2.8% 
share) slowed from 2.4% a month in June and July to 
0.4% in October. 


Trading Partner Analysis 


Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

There were large increases in December in exports to 
the United States (up 3.4% or $150 million to $4.63 
billion), “Other OECD” countries (up 86.5% or $100 
million to $220 million following a $60 million decline 
in November), Japan (up 30.5% or $95 million to $410 
million) and the United Kingdom (up 57% or $90 mil- 
lion to $250 million). 


Short Term Trend 

The trend for exports to the U.S. (69.2% share) conti- 
nued to decline at a rapid rate from the July 1982 peak 
with a 1.9% decline in September and a 2.6% decline in 
November. The decrease in the trend for the U.K. (2.7% 
share) slowed substantially, from drops of 7.0% a 
month in July to one of 0.8% in October. The trend for 
exports to “Other OECD” countries (2.5% share) 
increased slightly (under 1% a month) since the June 
1982 low point. However, exports to Japan (5.4% 
share) and “Other America” countries (4.0% share) 
peaked in June 1982 and have declined since then ata 
more rapid pace, while exports to “Other EEC” coun- 
tries (5.8% share) continued to decrease by less than 
1% a month since June. 
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Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The large increase in imports from the U.S. in Decem- 
ber (up 3.7% or $135 million to $3.73 billion) was not 
sufficient to offset declines in imports from most other 
sources. Imports from Japan declined 21% or $60 mil- 
lion to $225 million, imports from the U.K. dropped 
25.4% or $40 million to $115 million, while “Other EEC” 
countries imports were down 14% or $45 million to 
$270 million. Imports from “Other America” countries 
decreased 9.0% or $40 million to $400 million after an 
increase of $185 million in November. 

Short Term Trend 

The trend for imports from the U.S. (71.5% share) 
continued to decline at a faster pace from the June 
1982 peak. Starting in August, the trends for “Other 
EEC” countries (5.7% share), Japan (5.2% share) and 
“Other OECD” countries (2.8% share) have decreased 
at a faster pace. The trend for imports from the U.K. 
(2.6% share) continued to move down, but at a slower 
pace, while the trend for “Other America” countries 
(6.8% share) reached a low point in July and has 
picked up since then.

Business Conditions Survey, Canadian Manufactu- 
ring Industries, January 1983 (Published only in the 
Statistics Canada Daily and Infomat) 


Canadian manufacturers reporting to the January 
Business Conditions Survey expressed more opti- 
mism about production for the first quarter of 1983 
than they showed for the fourth quarter of 1982. 
Results show that 29% of the weighted response 
expect production to be higher from January to March 
than it was in the October to December 1982 period; 
the October survey indicated that only 15% expected 
an increase in production. The proportion expecting 
lower production decreased to 29% from 50% in the 
October survey. When the results are classified by 
economic use or type of market served, manufacturers 
in all categories except durable and non-durable 
consumer goods exhibited much more optimism than 
they did in the October survey. At the provincial level, 
manufacturers in Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and Bri- 
tish Columbia were noticeably more optimistic about 
production in the current quarter than they were in 
October. 

Regarding new orders, at the Canada level the pro- 
portion reporting rising new orders increased to 20% 
in January 1983 from 8% in October 1982, while those 
reporting declining new orders decreased to 36% from 
59%. At the economic use group !evel, for all catego- 
ries except durable and non-durable consumer goods 
the proportion citing rising new orders was higher in 
January than in October and the proportion indicating 
declining new orders was lower. The provincial results 
indicate that in Ontario and British Columbia there 
was a marked increase in the proportion reporting 
rising new orders and a substantial decrease in those 
indicating declining new orders. 

In the January survey, the backlog of unfilled orders 
at the Canada level was reported to be higher than 
normal by 3%, lower than normal by 62% and about 
normal by 35%. In October 1982, 4% reported a higher 
than normal backlog, 68% lower than normal and 28% 
about normal. 
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From last October to January, there was little 
change in the assessment by manufacturers of the 
level of finished products inventory. In the latest sur- 
vey, this inventory was reported to be too high by 38%, 
too low by 3% and about right by 59%. 

Regarding production impediments, shortage of 
working capital was cited as a problem by 8% of res- 
pondents. However, 83% indicated no difficulties. 

Response from the January survey represented 
more than 6,400 manufacturing establishments whose 
shipments accounted for over 52% of all shipments 
reported to the 1979 Census of Manufactures. The 
October 1982 results published here include some 
responses received too late for the first release of 
results from that survey.

Salaries and Qualifications of Teachers in Public Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Schools, 1981-82 

Nearly 260,000 full-time teachers were employed in 
Canada’s public schools in 1981-82, down by less than 
1% from the previous year, but it is estimated that 3,000 
fewer teachers will be employed by 1983-84. 

Declines in the number of teachers have not corres- 
ponded to enrolment declines. The number of stu- 
dents in public schools has decreased every year since 
1970-71 (a loss of 858,000 students from 1971-72 to 
1981-82), while the number of full-time teachers conti- 
nued to increase until 1978-79 when the first declinein 
numbers was recorded. It is anticipated that teacher 
numbers will decline at least to the mid-1980s. 

The combination of reduced teacher demand cau- 
sed by decreasing enrolment and a reduction in the 
number of teachers leaving the profession has led toa 
sharp decline in staff recruitment. As a result, the ave- 
rage experience of teachers has been increasing to 12 
years in 1981-82 from eight in 1975-76. Teacher mobi- 
lity is likewise down: average experience with current 
employing school boards increased to eight years 
from five in the same period. Teacher recruitment from 
another province declined to 800 from 2,200, while 
acquisitions from universities and other education ins- 
titutions fell to 5,000 from 11,000. 

The drop in recruitment and the increase in reten- 
tion rates has resulted in an aging of the teaching 
force. Only 4% of 1981-82 teaching staff was under 25 
years of age compared to 10% of 1975-76 staff in the 
same age bracket.

The Non-residential Building Construction Input Price

The Non-residential Building Construction Input Price 
Index rose 0.5% to 288.7 in December 1982 from its 
November level of 287.4. The main contributor to the 
monthly increase was a 0.7% rise in the labour compo- 
nent index; the materials component rose 0.1%. 

On a year-over-year basis, the total index was up 
8.3%, largely due to a 12.0% increase in the labour 
index.

Farm Input Price Index, Fourth Quarter 1982 — 
Advance Information 

The Farm Input Price Index for Canada (1971=100) 
declined 1.5% to 300.9 in the fourth quarter of 1982 
from its revised third quarter level of 305.6, the second 
quarterly decline in a row. The decrease reflected 
drops in the component indexes for animal production 
(-5.2%), interest (-7.4%) and crop production (-2.3%); 
partly offsetting were increases in the indexes for 
machinery and motor vehicles (3.2%), supplies and 
services (2.7%) and lesser increases for building and 
fencing (1.1%) and for hired farm labour (1.1%). 

The price movements which had the largest impact 
on the quarterly change in the total FIP! were for farm- 
born inputs such as feed (-10.1%) and seed (-4.1%). As 
for the interest index, preliminary estimates suggest 
that the index for mortgages went down 1.8% and 
shorter term non-mortgage loans declined 13.6% in 
the quarter. The largest impetus for upward index 
movement came from petroleum products, which rose 
about 7%.

On a year-over-year basis, the Farm Input Price 
Index for Canada was only 2% higher than the same 
quarter of 1981. Decreases in the indexes for interest 
(-7.0%) and crop production (-3.0%) largely offset the 
effects of higher prices in the rest of the groups. The 
most significant increase was in the machinery and 
motor vehicles index (7.2%); in this group, higher 
petroleum prices more than offset a variety of dis- 
counts for farm machinery. 

The indexes for Eastern and Western Canada show- 
ed movements very similar to the national ones in the 
most recent quarter. Compared to a year earlier, 
however, the Eastern total index increased 2.5%, while 
the Western total decreased 1.6%. The principal diffe- 


rence arose from crop production inputs: whereas the 
seed index fell only 2.0% and the fertilizer index rose 
1.9% in the Eastern Canada index, seed and fertilizer 
fell 10.6% and 12.9%, respectively, in the Western 
Canada index. In addition, feed prices declined 9.2% in 
the East, but 12.3% in the West.

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Farm Energy Use Survey Results Available 
Now available are results of the Farm Energy Use Survey, conducted in July 1982 
by Statistics Canada to provide detailed information on energy use on Canadian 
farms. 

Survey results indicate that since 1978, an estimated 80,000 farmers have 
increased vehicle and machinery maintenance to obtain maximum energy 
efficiency. 

Farmers are taking other initiatives to conserve energy in agriculture, a major 
energy-using sector of the Canadian economy. During the 1978-1981 period, 
insulation was added to almost one-half (102,000) the 244,000 farm homes in the 
country and nearly 40,000 farm buildings other than homes. 

Although the 1981 Farm Energy Use Survey will not be repeated, Statistics 
Canada will be monitoring some major indicators of energy use on an ongoing 
basis using existing surveys.

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Social Security National Programs, 1982 


Released today is Social Security National Programs: 
Vol. 7, Other Programs (catalogue 86-511), one in a 
series of reports profiling social security programs in 
Canada. This report examines five programs — Vete- 
rans’ Assistance and Pensions, Indian Social Welfare, 
New Horizons, Family Planning Grants, and National 
Welfare Grants. 

Disability pensions and war allowances to veterans, 
civilians with war service and their dependents amoun- 
ted to $812 million in 1980-81, or 1.2% of federal 
expenditures. This compares with payments of $304 
million in 1971-72, which represented 1.6% of total 
federal expenditures that year. 

Veterans receiving disability pensions continue to 
represent approximately 14% of all war veterans, 
although the number of these pensioners has declined 
to 105,000 in 1980 from 162,000 in 1951. On the other 
hand, the proportion of veterans receiving war vete- 
rans’ allowances has risen to 6.7% in 1981 from 4.9% in 
1971, 4.4% in 1961 and 2.5% in 1951. 

The report indicates that the federal government 
spent $187 million on welfare services and assistance 
to registered Indians in 1980-81 (excluding assistance 
provided by Unemployment Insurance, Old Age Secu- 
rity and Family Allowances). It is estimated that 
approximately 60% of registered Indians on reserves 
and Crown lands received federally funded social wel- 
fare assistance during the year. 

Approximately three-quarters of all registered 
Indian children who were adopted in 1981, were adop- 
ted by families other than those of registered Indians. 
This proportion has remained relatively constant since 
the late 1960s but is substantially higher than the com- 
parable figures for the early 1960s. Some 6% of Indian 
children were in the care of accredited agencies in 
1980-81, as compared with 1% of children in care inthe 
total Canadian population. 

The New Horizons program, administered by the 
Department of National Health and Welfare, enables 
groups of retired people to design and participate in 
projects and programs such as drop-in centres and 
sports, recreational, historical, cultural, educational 
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and service activities. Federal contributions of $12.6 
million enabled approximately 300,000 people, most of 
them retired, to participate in nearly 2,000 such pro- 
jects during 1980-81. The average grant per project 
amounted to $6,500. 

Federal grants of $1.1 million to the Family Planning 
Grants program in 1980-81 funded 20 projects, mainly 
for staff training, research, public education and ser- 
vices in family planning. Almost one-half the amount 
went to national agencies, while the remainder was 
allocated to universities as well as provincial and 
municipal organizations. 

The National Welfare Grants program, also adminis- 
tered by the Department of National Health and Wel- 
fare, provided $1.5 million in 1980-81 in support of core 
administrative expenditures of national voluntary 
organizations such as the Canadian Co-ordinating 
Council for the Disabled. In addition, $3.2 million was 
provided to fund 99 welfare research and development 
projects conducted by public and private welfare 
agencies, treatment institutions, universities and pri- 
vate individuals. 

The publication issued today is one in a series of 
seven on national social security programs. Already 
released are Vol. 4: Family Allowances and Related 
Programs (catalogue 86-508); Vol. 5: Old Age Secu- 
rity, Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouses 
Allowance (86-509); and Vol. 6: Social Allowances and 
Services (86-510).

Full-time Enrolment in Postsecondary Programs of 
Canadian Community Colleges, 1982-83 (Preliminary) 
— Advance Information 


Full-time enrolment in postsecondary programs of 
community colleges increased 8.5% from the prece- 
ding year to a total of 291,100 students in 1982-83. 
Career program enrolment increased by 9.5%, while 
university transfer programs registered a 6.5% rise. 

This growth in enrolment was reflected in all pro- 
vinces except Prince Edward Island and Saskatche- 
wan. Alberta and British Columbia showed the largest 
percentage increases in their university transfer pro- 
grams (27.5% and 17.5%, respectively) and the largest 
percentage increase in career programs was in Onta- 
rio (13%). 

In absolute terms, Quebec gained 5,000 students in 
career programs and 3,000 students in university 
transfer programs. An even higher increase of 10,500 
was recorded in career programs of Ontario colleges.

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Participation, Unemployment Rates, Employment Ratio, Canada 


(Actual and seasonally adjusted) 
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Labour Force Survey, January 1983 


Canada’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
moved downto 12.4% in January 1983 from the record 
December level of 12.8%. The participation rate 
decreased to 63.6% from 63.9% in the preceding 
month, while the employment/population ratio remai- 
ned unchanged from the month before at 55.7%. 

For the week ending January 15, 1983, the seaso- 
nally adjusted level of employment was 10,416,000, 
unchanged from December. The level increased by 
16,000 for females 25 years of age and over, while it 
decreased by 10,000 for females 15 to 24 years, and by 
6,000 for males in the same age bracket. Employment 
increases in manufacturing (+16,000), and finance, 
insurance and real estate (+13,000) were offset by 
declines in construction (-16,000) and transportation, 
communication and other utilities (-14,000). On a pro- 
vincial basis, employment declined in Newfoundland 
(-4,000) and Alberta (-9,000), increased in Quebec 
(+10,000) and Manitoba (+6,000) and showed little 
change in the other provinces. 

Seasonally adjusted, unemployment was estimated 
at 1,481,000 in January, down 52,000 from December. 
(For a number of reasons, this decline should not be 
interpreted as indicating a significant improvement in 
the labour market; the January survey results actually 
indicate little change in the overall unemployment 
situation compared to December 1982.) 

Seasonally adjusted unemployment rates for the 
provinces in January 1983 were as follows, with 
December rates in brackets: Newfoundland, 17.3% 
(18.1%); Prince Edward Island, 14.4% (13.2%); Nova 
Scotia, 15.0% (14.6%); New Brunswick, 15.2% (15.0%); 
Quebec, 14.4% (14.7%); Ontario, 11.2% (12.1%); Mani-

period. The unemployment rate at 13.7% was up from 
9.5% in January 1982, while the participation rate 
decreased to 62.3% from 62.4% and the employment/- 
population ratio dropped to 53.8% from 56.5%.

Retail Trade, December 1982 — Advance Information 


Retail sales in Canada, without seasonal adjustment, 
totalled $10,612.7 million in December 1982, up 6.3% 
from a year earlier. Sales advanced in 23 of the 28 
groups with the largest increases registered by phar- 
macies, patent medicine and cosmetics stores 
(+21.3%), automotive parts and accessories stores 
(+16.8%), and household appliance stores (+15.9%). 
The largest sales decreases were reported by family 
clothing stores (-12.1%), book and stationery stores 
(-7.1%) and jewellery stores (-5.2%). 

Retail sales in December 1982 showed increases 
from December 1981 in all the provinces except 
Alberta (-1.7%), British Columbia (-3.3%) and the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories (-7.5%). Sales 
increases ranged from 1.9% in Saskatchewan to 14.4% 
in Prince Edward Island. In the metropolitan areas, 
sales were higher in Montreal (+10.2%); Toronto 
(+5.8%); and Winnipeg (+11.8%) but dropped in Van- 
couver (-3.0%). 

Revised total retail trade for November 1982 was 
$8,513.1 million, an increase of 3.8% over November 
1981. 

Cumulative sales for January to December 1982 
were $97,351.6 million, up 3.2% over the 1981 total. 

Seasonally adjusted, retail sales for December 1982 
were up 2.2% from the preceding month to a level of 
$8,409.4 million. The largest increases were recorded 
in furniture, TV, radio and appliance stores (+13.8%), 
family shoe stores (+10.0%) and combination stores 
(+4.2%), while the largest decreases were in hardware 


stores (-6.6%), personal accessories stores (-2.7%) 
and pharmacies, patent medicine and cosmetics 
stores (-2.6%). Compared with November 1982, sea- 
sonally adjusted sales were up in eight provinces, with 
Prince Edward Island (+4.5%), Quebec (+4.5%) and 
Manitoba (+4.3%) showing the most notable increases. 
Retail sales declined in Newfoundland (-0.3%), Alberta 
(-1.5%) and the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
(-1.9%).

Higher exports have maintained crude oil production 
levels during the January to November 1982 period, 
despite a decrease of 14.1% in demand by Canadian 
refineries. Preliminary figures show that as aresult ofa 
12.9% decline in production by refineries, crude oil 
receipts decreased substantially (-32.4% for crude 
imports and -6.5% for domestic crude). But weak 
domestic demand for crude petroleum did not result in 
an equal decline in Canadian production — a 31.8% 
jump in exports to the United States sustained domes- 
tic production which decreased only 1.5% during the 
first 11 months of 1982. 

Refineries in the Atlantic provinces substituted more 
domestic crude oil for imported crude, receiving 
1 150 000 megalitres between July and November 
1982. This surplus crude oil, available as a result of the 
decline in demand by refineries in Quebec and Onta- 
rio, was moved from Montreal to east coast refineries 
with the cost of transportation subsidized by the fede- 
ral Government. 

A drop in consumption of refined petroleum pro- 
ducts (motor gasoline, fuel oil, etc.) and a reduction in 
inventories of these products has cut back refinery 
output. Certain products have been affected more 
than others with sales of heavy fuel oil showing a 
notable drop of 18.9% in the January-November 1982 
period. 

Net recoveries of natural gas from fields totalled 
8 346 gigalitres in November 1982, up 7.9% from the 
same month in 1981. Comparison of data for the 
January-November period during 1978-1982 shows 
that natural gas production rebounded in 1982 (+2.3%) 
following two years of decline: 1982 production: 
78 477 GL; 1981: 76 694 GL; 1980: 77 870 GL; 1979: 
85 287 GL; and 1978: 79 231 GL. 
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The increase in 1982 is attributed to higher Cana- 
dian demand for natural gas by the residential and 
commercial sectors (+15%), especially during the 
January to April heating period; industrial demand 
declined 6.3%. Exports to the U.S. remained fairly sta- 
ble, showing an increase of 2.5% from the 1981 period. 

Coal production rose 8% during January to Novem- 
ber 1982, reaching a total of 39 008 kilotonnes, almost 
equal to the figure for the complete year 1981. Coal 
imports increased by 13.6% from the year-earlier 
period to 14 828 KT and exports were up 2.5% to 
14 785 KT. 

Electricity production in the first 11 months of 1982 
(32 820 gigawatt hours) was down slightly from the 
same period in 1981 (33 166 GW.h). Exports of electri- 
city decreased 3.1% while imports, although showing a 
large percentage change, remained quite small in 
volume.

Canadian Renal Failure Register, 1981 


The first annual report of the new Canadian Renal 
Failure Registry released today contains detailed 
information on patients with chronic renal failure, their 
treatment and the facilities providing treatment. The 
last time similar data were published was for 1976. 
Since then major changes have taken place in the 
patient population and in treatment. 


Highlights of the report 

® At year-end 1981 there were 5,719 persons with 
chronic renal failure under care in Canada. This is 
double the number of patients under care at the end of 
1976. 

© Of all patients under care, those with a functioning 
transplanted kidney (2,362 in 1981) accounted for the 
largest increase, 129%, in the five-year period. 

¢ During 1981, 482 kidney transplant operations were 
performed in Canada, an increase of 39% since 1976. 
¢ The number of patients on dialysis (3,357 at year- 
end 1981) increased by 92% in the five-year period. 
e Haemodialysis is still the most common form of 
treatment for renal failure patients but more and more 
patients are being treated with peritoneal dialysis, par- 
ticularly continuous ambulatory peritoneal dialysis 
(CAPD). The proportion of dialysis patients on perito- 
neal dialysis rose to 31% in 1981 from 15% in 1976. 

¢ During 1981, there were 1,163 new patients who 
started treatment for chronic renal failure, an increase 
of 61% since 1976. 

e A larger proportion of older patients is now being 
admitted to treatment for chronic renal failure; 37% of 
new patients in 1981 were 60 years of age and older, 
compared with 19% in 1976.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, December 1982 — Advance 
Information 


Analysis of Monthly and Quarterly Data 

In December 1982, retail sales (units) in Canada of all 
new motor vehicles without seasonal adjustment show- 
ed an increase for the first time since November 1981. 
Below market rate financing programs offered by 
North American manufacturers contributed to the ove- 
rall 4.8% sales increase from December 1981 to 66,818 
units. Sales of North American manufactured passen- 
ger cars were up 20.3% to 38,949 units, while those of 
domestic commercial vehicles decreased 16.9% to 
10,998 units. In contrast, sales of passenger cars built 
overseas decreased by 12.5% from the previous year to 
13,049 units, while overseas commercial vehicles were 
19.5% higher with 3,822 units sold. 

As a result of the voluntary agreement limiting the 
number of Japanese vehicles imported into Canada 
(which ended in December 1982) there were only a 
minimum number of Japanese-manufactured passen- 
ger Cars available during the month and sales declined 
by 13.7% from year-earlier levels. The import limita- 
tion, together with the below market rate financing 
offered by the North American manufacturers, result- 
ed in a substantial decline in the share of the passen- 
ger car market held by the Japanese manufacturers in 
December 1982 — 18.5% of the total unit sales, while 
the North American and European models had 74.9% 
and 6.6%, respectively. The corresponding market 


shares for December 1981 were 23.5% for Japanese, 
68.5% for North American and 8.0% for European 
manufacturers. 

Total value of all new motor vehicles sold in Decem- 
ber 1982 increased 5.1% over December 1981 to $729.5 
million. Sales of North American passenger cars total- 
led $393.9 million (+24.0%) while those of commercial 
vehicles amounted to $162.2 million (-19.2%). The 
value of overseas manufactured passenger cars sold 
decreased 6.0% to $138.6 million while that of com- 
mercial vehicles went up by 21.8% to $34.8 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 218 
coaches or buses (-37.9%) valued at $19.3 million 
(-6.9%). 

Despite the higher December sales, unit sales totals 
for the fourth quarter of 1982 were extremely low com- 
pared to the same quarter in 1981 (-18.0%), falling to 
the lowest quarterly level in 1982. There were 208,464 
new motor vehicles sold for a total retail value of 
$2,228.2 million, down 16.4% from the final quarter of 
1981.

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Seasonally adjusted sales in December 1982 of new 
passenger cars builtin North America increased 34.4% 
over November 1982 to 57,447 units. Sales of passen- 
ger cars manufactured overseas decreased 6.1% from 
the previous month to 17,636 units. Similarly adjusted 
total sales of new commercial vehicles increased 
23.1% to 20,171 units. 


Analysis of Annual Data 

The continuing recession prevailing in 1982 had a 
major impact on personal spending and consumer 
demand for new Cars. Total retail sales of new motor 
vehicles for the year 1982 (920,902 units) showed a 
22.7% drop compared to 1981. The retail value of these 
sales decreased 17.6% to $9,824.0 million. There were 
489,435 North American passenger cars (-24.3%) sold 
for $4,856.3 million (-19.5%) and 166,986 North Ameri- 
can commercial vehicles (-33.4%) for $2,423.0 million 
(-27.3%). Sales of overseas manufactured passenger 
cars decreased 12.9% from 1981 to 224,046 units fora 
retail value of $2,181.2 million (-2.6%), while sales of 
overseas built commercial vehicles increased 12.6% to 
40,435 units valued at $363.4 million (+16.7%). 

In 1982, 3,519 buses or coaches were sold (-15.4%) 
for $195.0 million (+20.3%). 

Calculated on an annual basis (for passenger car 
sales only), the market share of North American manu- 
facturers declined to 68.6% in 1982 from 71.5% in 1981. 
On the other hand, Japanese and European manufac- 
turers both registered an increase, with 25.0% and 
6.4%, respectively, in 1982 compared to 23.0% and 
5.5% in 1981.

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Travel Between Canada and Other Countries, Decem- 
ber 1982 — Advance Information 


Total non-resident visitors to Canada numbered 1.8 
million in December 1982, down 7.3% from a year ear- 
lier. Residents of Canada re-entering this country from 
international trips increased by 7.7% to 2.4 million. For 
the year 1982, non-resident entries dropped by 18.0% 
from 1981 to 34.4 million while the number of returning 
Canadians was down by only 0.7% to 34.8 million. 

Preliminary statistics for December show that 1.7 
million United States residents entered Canada, down 
7.0% from the previous year. Visitors from countries 
other than the U.S. declined by 12.4% during the 
month to 84,000. Canadian residents returning from 
the U.S. numbered 2.3 million, up 7.7% from December 
1981, while residents returning from other countries 
increased by 6.4% to 78,000. 

During 1982, international travel flows were as fol- 
lows: 32.4 million U.S. residents entered Canada, 
down 18.5% from the preceding year; visitors from 
other countries decreased by 7.9% to 2.0 million; 
Canadians returning from the U.S. dropped marginally 
(-0.8%) to 33.3 million; and residents re-entering from 
other countries numbered 1.5 million, up 0.8% from 
1981. 

In 1982, long-term entries from the U.S. (including 
overnight or longer bus and auto traffic and all plane, 
train and boat entries) decreased by 3.6% from 1981 to 
11.0 million. Residents from countries other than the 
U.S. (excluding those arriving by land via the U.S. and 
entering and leaving on the same day) dropped by 
6.3% to 1.8 million. Long-term Canadian re-entries 
from the U.S. numbered 10.4 million, down 4.6% from 
1981, while Canadian returns from other countries 
increased marginally (0.8%) to 1.5 million.

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Note to Users — Help-wanted Index 


The Help-wanted Index, adjusted for seasonal variation, measures changes in the demand for labour as 
reflected in help-wanted advertisements appearing in 18 selected newspapers in major Canadian metropoli- 
tan areas. 
This release provides an Index which has been calculated using 1981 population census weights and 
column space averages. This marks the first revision since Statistics Canada started to produce it in 1974. 
The Help-wanted Index is derived from help-wanted ads placed in the classified sections of newspapers 
included in the survey; thus, the measure excludes, for example, career advertisements. The basic unit is the 


column space which is weighted by the appropriate population weights to calculate Canada and regional 
indexes. The data are collected for each Saturday of the Labour Force Survey reference week. 

Starting with this release the Index will be published monthly. The data will be available on the second 
Thursday following the reference month.

Employment, Earnings and Hours, November 1982 
(Seasonally Adjusted) — Advance Information 


First estimates show that the Canada industrial com- 
posite’ index of employment (1961=100) increased 
0.2% in November 1982 from the October level. Higher 
employment levels were registered in manufacturing, 
construction, transportation, Communication and 
other utilities and service but employment declined in 
the remaining industry divisions. All regions except 
Ontario showed increases. 

Average weekly earnings at the Canada industrial 
level increased by 0.7% to $399.90 in November from 
$397.17 in October. Increases were recorded in all 
industry divisions except mining (including milling) 
and service which declined. All regions contributed to 
the increase. 

Average weekly hours increased in construction and 
remained unchanged in mining (including milling) and 
manufacturing. Average hourly earnings increased in 
mining (including milling), manufacturing and 
construction.

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Export (Domestic) and Import Price and Volume 
Indexes (Customs Basis), December 1982 — Advance 
Information 

Monthly Indexes 

Domestic export prices on a fixed weight (Laspeyres) 
basis decreased 0.8% in December. Import prices 
increased 1.6% after four consecutive monthly 
decreases. 

On acurrent weight (Paasche) basis, the December 
prices for exports increased 1.5% and import prices 
were up 0.8%. 

The seasonally adjusted export volume index 
increased 7.6% in December following decreases of 
1.0% and 15.7% in the two preceding months. The 
import volume index decreased 1.1% in December 
after increasing 6.0% in November and decreasing 
14.9% in October. 

Quarterly Indexes 

On a fixed weight basis domestic export prices drop- 
ped for the third consecutive quarter: fourth quarter 
1982 prices were down 1.2% after previous quarterly 
decreases of 0.6% and 1.1%, respectively. Import 
prices decreased 1.4% — the first quarterly decrease 
since the third quarter of 1976. 

On a current weight basis, fourth quarter domestic 
export prices increased 0.7% while import prices 
decreased 4.2%. 

The seasonally adjusted volumes of both exports 
and imports decreased significantly in the fourth quar- 
ter: export volume fell 10.9% after a third quarter 
decrease of 0.6%; import volume dropped 11% after a 
third quarter increase of 0.9%. 


Annual Indexes 

In 1982, ona fixed weight basis domestic export prices 
registered a decrease of 1.4%; this decrease follows 
annual price increases of 8.7% in 1981, 23.3% in 1980 
and 22.4% in 1979. Import prices continued to increase 
in 1982 but at a lower rate of 4.1% compared with 
average increases of 17% in the preceding three years. 

Seasonally adjusted domestic export volume edged 
up 0.1% in 1982 after increasing 2.5% in 1981. Import 
volume dropped 16.6% in 1982 following an increase of 
3% in1981. 

Data users should note that starting with January 
1983, advance information on price and volume 
indexes will not be published in the Statistics Canada 
Daily. The Daily will carry a monthly announcement 
advising when price and volume indexes will be 
available.

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Department Store Sales and Stocks, December 1982 
— Advance Information 

Department store sales in Canada were $1,608.3 mil- 
lion in December 1982, up 4.3% from December 1981. 
Sales were up in 27 of the 40 departments with the 
largest gains recorded in repairs and services 
(+39.9%), plumbing, heating and building materials 
(+30.8%) and women’s and girls’ hosiery (+16.2%). The 
largest decreases were posted in furs (-9.5%), 
women’s and misses’ coats and suits (-7.8%) and 
hardware, paints, wallpaper, etc. (-5.7%). Sales were 
up from a year earlier in all the provinces with the 
exception of Alberta (-3.0%) and the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories (-1.2%). The most notable sales 
increases were reported in Nova Scotia (+13.4%), 
Prince Edward Island (+11.4%) and Saskatchewan 
(+10.6%). For the 10 metropolitan areas covered by the 
survey, the largest sales increase was in Halifax- 
Dartmouth (+17.4%), while the biggest drop occurred 
in Calgary (-6.2%). 

Sales of major department store organizations in 
December 1982 totalled $1,009.3 million, up 3.8% from 
December 1981, while junior department store organi- 
zations had sales of $599.0 million, up 5.0% from a year 
earlier. 

The selling value of stocks held in December 1982 at 
$2,939.0 million showed an increase of 3.3% from 
December 1981.

Production, Consumption and Inventories of Rubber, 
December 1982 — Advance Information 


Canadian production of rubber in December 1982 
totalled 16 58S 000 kilograms, down from 19 158 000 
kilograms a year earlier. 

Consumption of rubber in December 1982 was 
19 897 000 kilograms.

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Farm Cash Receipts, January-December 1982 — 
Advance Information 

Farm cash receipts for the year 1982 totalled an esti- 
mated $18,521.8 million, down 0.9% from the 1981 level 
of $18,681.3 million. 

Receipts from the sale of field crops dropped 7% in 
1982 to $8,403.5 million. This decline is primarily due 
to lower Canadian Wheat Board payments ($568 mil- 
lionin 1982 compared with $1,243 million in 1981) and 
lower initial orices for wheat; partly offsetting were 
deferred grain receipts liquidated in 1982. Despite the 
lower wheat board payments and initial prices, grain 
volumes were 9% higher than in 1981 for barley and 
16% higher for wheat. 

Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and lives- 
tock products increased 6% in 1982 from the 1981 
level. Higher hog and dairy prices and, consequently, 
receipts, offset decreases in cattle and poultry 
receipts. 

Estimated farm cash receipts measure the gross 
cash returns to farmers from the sale of all agricultural 
products. They also include Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments, cash advances paid on farm- 
stored commodities, and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance 
has been made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 
producers’ operating expenses and depreciation 
charges, is published annually in catalogue 21-202.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
industries, December 1982 — Advance Information 
Preliminary estimates show the seasonally adjusted 
value of new orders received in all Canadian manufac- 
turing industries in December 1982 dropped 4.3% to 
$14,394.6 million from the revised estimate of 
$15,048.4 million in November. In durable goods 
industries, new orders with an estimated value of 
$5,568.8 million were down steeply, showing a 9.0% 
fall from $6,121.0 million in November. Most of the 
decrease was attributable to a drop of $848.9 million 
(-37.3%) in the transportation equipment group of 
industries which followed an unusually large advance 
in November. When the transportation equipment 
group of industries is excluded from the total, new 
orders received in the remaining 19 major groups 
showed a decrease in November but an increase in 
December; new orders were 23.8% higher in the pri- 
mary metals group and up 7.4% in metal fabricating. In 
non-durable goods industries, new orders had an 
estimated value of $8,825.8 million, down 1.1% from 
$8,927.4 million in November. 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of the unfilled orders backlog at the end of 
December was $16,921.9 million, down 2.8% from the 
revised November estimate of $17,412.4 million. Unfil- 
led orders in durable goods industries were down 2.9% 
to $14,792.5 million from $15,234.1 million, and those 
in non-durable goods industries decreased 2.2% to 
$2,129.4 million from $2,178.3 million a month earlier. 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of Canadian manufacturers’ shipments in 
December was $14,885.1 million, up 0.6% from 
November's revised value of $14,790.7 million. Among 
the 20 major groups of industries, shipments were 
higher in 10 and lower in 10. Shipments of durable 
goods industries were up 3.5% to $6,010.4 million from 
$5,806.7 million; a $140.5 million increase in the metal 
fabricating group of industries accounted for almost 


70% of this gain. A $78.5 million decrease in the petro- 
leum and coal products group of industries was the 
major contributor to a 1.2% drop in shipments in the 
non-durable goods industries which declined to 
$8,874.7 in December from $8,984.0 million in 
November. 

Seasonally adjusted inventory owned by manufac- 
turers at the end of December was $31,551.2 million, 
down 2.6% from the preceding month’s revised value 
of $32,378.3 million. Total inventory held decreased 
2.4% to $33,012.4 million from $33,837.6 million with 
decreases of 3.2% in finished products, 2.5% in raw 
materials and 1.4% ih goods in process. 

The seasonally adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments at the end of December was 
2.12:1, down from 2.19:1 in November. The ratio of 
finished products to shipments declined to 0.74:1 from 
O71:

Security Transactions with Non-residents, December 
1982 — Advance Information 

Transactions with non-residents in outstanding 
Canadian securities produced a net outflow of capital 
from Canada of $41 million in December 1982, down 
from a $113 million net outflow in November. 

Non-residents reduced their holdings of outstan- 
ding Canadian bonds by a further $37 million in 
December, well below the level of disinvestment 
recorded in the previous four months, which totalled 
almost $600 million. British and United States inves- 
tors were net sellers of Canadian bonds during the 
month, while residents of Japan, for the first time since 
June, were net buyers of Canadian bonds. A small net 
outflow was also recorded from trading in outstanding 
Canadian equities, similar to the previous month. 

Residents of Canada stepped up their purchases of 
foreign equities during December, resulting in a net 
capital outflow of $122 million, nearly twice the net 
outflow of the previous month. Canadians also increa- 
sed their holdings of foreign bonds by $19 million 
during the latest month. 

During the year 1982, non-residents reduced their 
holdings of outstanding Canadian bonds by some 
$100 million, in sharp ca@ntrast to net purchases 
exceeding $1 billion in each of the previous two years. 
This development arose from a sharp reduction in net 
bond sales to residents of Japan and a large disin- 
vestment in bond holdings by U.S. investors. 

In 1982 the net outflow from the disposal of Cana- 
dian equities by non-residents moderated to about 
$400 million, well below the $1.2 billion disinvestment 
recorded in 1981. Included in the latest year were out- 
flows relating to the redemption of preferred shares by 
a major Canadian petroleum company.

Wholesale Trade, December and Annual! 1982 —

December 1982 
Sales by Canadian wholesale merchants for Decem- 
ber 1982 decreased by 1.1% from the December 1981 
level. Lower sales were recorded in four provinces, 
losses ranging from -0.8% for Ontario to -21.4% for 
Saskatchewan. Significant sales increases were 
recorded in Prince Edward Island (+21.9%), New 
Brunswick (+11.3%) and Quebec (+8.6%). 

Wholesale inventories in December 1982 showed a 
decrease of 7.9% froma year earlier. 


Annual 1982 
Sales by wholesale merchants during 1982 dropped by 
6.1% from the 1981 total. Nine of the provinces recor- 
ded decreased sales, drops ranging from -1.3% for 
Quebec to -13.4% for British Columbia. Only New 
Brunswick registered a marginal increase of 0.9%.

Consumer Price Index, January 1983 


National Highlights 

The Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada stood at 
114.1 (1981=100) in January 1983, down 0.3% from the 
level of 114.4 registered in December 1982. The 
decline of 0.3% in January was the first decline in 
consumer prices since September 1978 and further 
extended the trend of moderating prices which has 
been observed since July 1982. The year-over-year 
increase, as calculated by comparing the index level of 
January 1983 to that of January 1982, decelerated to 
8.3%, down from the 9.3% increase registered between 
December 1981 and December 1982. Between 
December 1982 and January 1983, decreases in clo- 
thing prices, transportation costs and recreation, rea- 
ding and education expenses more than offset 
increases in the other components. The all-items- 
excluding-food index declined 0.3% between Decem- 
ber and January, after advancing by 0.2% in Decem- 
ber. The food index, which declined by 0.4% in 
December, increased by 0.2% in January. 

Within food, the food-purchased-from-stores index 
remained unchanged from the level registered in 
December as lower prices for certain beef cuts, fresh 
milk, certain fresh fruit (most notably oranges) and for 
certain fresh vegetables (especially for lettuce and 
tomatoes) offset price increases for most other food 
items. Among those food items recording price 
increases were soft drinks, turkeys (both reflecting the 
ending of seasonal promotions), pork cuts and for 
certain bakery and cereal products. In January, the 
food-purchased-from-stores index stood 5.6% above 
its level of January 1982. The food-purchased-from- 
restaurants index advanced by 0.8% in January, up 
9.4% above its level of January 1982. As a result, the 
aggregate food index advanced 6.7% over its level of 
January 1982, down from the 7.4% increase registered 
between December 1981 and December 1982. 


Note to Users 


As previously announced, effective with the 
release of the January 1983 index, the official 
time base for the Consumer Price Index has been 
converted from 1971=100 to 1981=100. Accor- 
dingly, all Consumer Price Index series which 
had a time base period prior to 1981 have been 
converted to 1981= 100. Rebasing is strictly an 
arithmetic procedure which neither alters histo- 
rical nor current percentage changes, other than 
for minimal differences attributable to rounding. 
Asaconvenience to users, Statistics Canada will 
continue to publish the all-items indexes for 
Canada and for the 15 cities for which CPls are 
produced on a 1971=100 time base (1974=100 for 
Charlottetown/Summerside). This rebasing 
does not affect the weighting used in the CPI 
which continues to reflect 1978 expenditure 
patterns. 


The decline of 0.3% in the all-items-excluding-food 
index was largely attributable to seasonal promotions 
for certain goods and developments affecting prices of 
energy related products. Clothing prices declined, on 
average, 2.3%, largely reflecting post Christmas sales. 
Furniture prices also declined as did air fares and 
prices for package holiday trips. On January 1, 1983, 
the federal government reduced the Petroleum Com- 
pensation Charge by $2.50 per barrel. This resulted in 
a decline in fuel oil and gasoline prices. As well, local 
“price wars” in several urban centres further reduced 
gasoline prices in these centres. In Ontario, the impact 
of these factors on gasoline prices was somewhat off- 
set by an increase in the gasoline tax. The national

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods declined by 0.5%, while that for services 
increased 0.1%. Asa result, between January 1982 and 
January 1983, the price level for goods advanced by 

. 7.4% while that for services increased by 9.5%. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, the all-items index 
declined 0.3% in January; this comprised an increase 
of 0.4% in the food index and a decline of 0.3% in the 
all-items-excluding-food index.

(especially pork, poultry, dairy products, bakery pro- 
ducts, soft drinks and restaurant meals).

Toronto 

Main contributors to the 0.3% decline in the all-items 
index were lower prices for certain men’s and women’s 
wear items, gasoline and fuel oil, decreased air fares 
and travel/holiday expenses, and lower prices for fur- 
niture and for cigarettes. Charges for rented accom- 
modation, water, domestic gas and electricity advan- 
ced, as did food prices. Between January 1982 and 
January 1983, the all-items index rose 9.4%. 


Thunder Bay 

Lower fuel oil and gasoline prices, decreased travel/ 
holiday expenses and a decline in prices for certain 
men’s wear items were among the main contributors to 
the 0.3% decline in the all-items index. Lower prices for 
food, especially for beef, dairy products, eggs and 
fresh vegetables also had a notable impact. Charges 
for owned accommodation and electricity advanced.

The decline of 1.2% in the all-items index was largely 
attributable to lower gasoline prices, decreased 
charges for domestic gas, and to lower prices for cer- 
tain men’s and women’s wear items. Increased water 
rates, health care charges, and higher prices for food 
were observed. An increase of 7.7% was recorded in 
the all-items index between January 1982 and January

Regina 

No overall change was recorded in the all-items index, 
as the impact of higher prices for alcoholic beverages 
purchased from stores, increased charges for shelter 
and water, and higher prices for food purchased from 
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restaurants and prescribed medicines were offset by 
lower prices for clothing, gasoline and air fares. Prices 
for food purchased from stores recorded no overall 
change. From January 1982 to January 1983, the all- 
items index rose 6.9%. 

Saskatoon 

Higher food prices, particularly for pork, fresh pro- 
duce and soft drinks, increased shelter charges and 
higher water rates, coupled with advances in 
travel/holiday expenses, increased local transit fares 
and higher prices for alcoholic beverages purchased 
from stores were the main contributors to the 0.5% rise 
in the all-items index. Clothing prices declined. Since 
January 1982, the all-items index has advanced 6.8%. 


Edmonton 

The 0.4% rise in the all-items index largely reflected 
increased gasoline prices, higher recreation charges, 
increased local transit fares, and higher owned 
accommodation charges. Prices for clothing declined, 
as did charges for domestic gas and air fares. Within 
food, prices for poultry, coffee and restaurant meals 
rose, while those for beef and fresh produce declined. 
Since January 1982, the all-items index has risen 8.3%. 
Calgary 

The all-items index rose 0.2% largely as a result of 
increased gasoline prices combined with advances in 
local transit fares, travel/holiday expenses and electri- 
city charges. Higher prices for bakery products, fresh 
fruit and soft drinks were also observed. Moderating 
these increases were declines in clothing prices, air 
fares, shelter charges and gas rates. Since January 
1982, the all-items index has risen 8.0%. 


Vancouver 

The 0.4% rise in the.all-items index was largely attribu- 
table to higher gasoline prices, increased travel/holi- 
day expenses and higher prices for cigarettes, and 
restaurant meals. Dampening the impact of these 
increases were lower prices for certain men’s and 
women’s wear items, fuel: oil, food purchased from 
stores as well as decreased rented accommodation 
charges. The all-items index rose 6.8% since January 
1982.

Machinery and Equipment Price Index, Fourth Quarter

The preliminary combined (domestic and imported) 
total Machinery and Equipment Price Index 
(1971=100) stood at 265.5 in the fourth quarter of 1982, 
up 0.5% over the third quarter of 1982 and 5.2% above 
the fourth quarter 1981 level. 

Data users should note that updated machinery and 
equipment price indexes, by industry of purchase, are 
now available for the period from the first quarter of 
1980 to the fourth quarter of 1982. The indexes for the 
period 1980 to 1981 incorporate updated and correc- 
ted price and other data. The price series from 1971 to 
1980 are now final, while the 1981 data will become 
final in 1983. Users should also note that the revision 
policy for the machinery and equipment price indexes 
has been modified. A recent review of this index series 
has indicated the necessity, at least for the foreseeable 
future, to extend the revision period from the existing 
six months to a period of five quarters.

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The Canadian Composite Leading Index (1971=100) 
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A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in the Statistical System 
Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the government and private sectors are making increased and 


Consequently it is not Surprising that “leading indicators” have long played a role in assessing Current 
economic conditions. In the last decade the increased severity of recessions worldwide has disabused most 
analysts of the notion that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled interest in the leading indicator 
approach to economic analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of organizations, both in Canada and 
elsewhere, that have developed indicator systems to monitor economic developments is quite impressive. All 
of this activity has stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being carried out and into possible 
directions of evolution of indicator systems. 

These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
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minimized while preserving the maximum amountot| 


ead time. A paper on these topics was publishedinthe 


May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis (catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this note we 


can only be suggestive and indicate thata leading indicator system should be structured as much as possible 
like the framework (e.g. the quarterly national accounts) that it is intended to complement, and it must 
contain a broad enough range of component indicators to enable the system to warn of cyclical changes that 
may be generated by any of a large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the current version of Statistics 
Canada’s leading indicator system does not incorporate all the implications of the theoretical guidelines, 
along with the guidelines, it constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in Canada, and will become 
increasingly more so as the system evolves in accordance with the theoretical principles underlying its 


development.

The composite leading indicator (1971=100) rose by 
0.69% to a level of 109.40 in November 1982. represen- 
ting the second straight month of increase after 15 
consecutive months of decline. The non-filtered’ ver- 
sion rose by 2.0% to 113.4 in November as seven com- 
ponents increased. The upturn of the composite indi- 
cator is so far less rapid and less broadly based than at 
a comparable stage in 1975 and 1980, largely due to 
continued weakness exhibited by indicators of labour 
income and manufacturing activity and the relatively 
weak upturn in the United States leading indicator. 
The indicators of final domestic demand posted 
increases comparable to the gains during the past two 
recoveries, led by the rapid expansion of housing 
demand in central Canada. The sharp drop in interest 
rates in North America in December and the firming of 
employment in Canada in December and January 
should help to sustain this trend. Overall, the leading 
indicator results support an impression that an end of 
the current severe recession may be nearing. 

The indicators of personal expenditure improved in 
November. Sales of furniture and household 
appliances rose by 2.05%, while the rate of decline of 
new motor vehicle sales slowed considerably from 
-2.42% to -1.10%. The non-filtered data in November 
indicated upturns of 6.3% for furniture and appliances 
and 21.3% for cars. The upturn in personal expenditure 
(continued) 
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remains tentative as it appears to be mainly due to 
price reductions in the form of rebates and reduced 
financing rates. Consumer demand for other goods 
and services that have not been subject to rebates nor 
are interest rate-sensitive was weak in the fourth quar- 
ter, reflecting the continued decline in real wages and 
salaries. The reduction in interest rates in December 
and the firming of employment in December and 
January, however, should help to sustain a generally 
improving trend in consumer demand. 

The index of residential construction? rose strongly 
in November (+2.86%), a reversal from the trend of the 
last 16 months. The 80% increase in the non-filtered 
version of residential building permits since last July 
indicates the strength of the recovery in this sector. 
Housing starts began to reflect this upturn beginning 
in October, which has led to increases in the non- 
filtered index of residential construction activity in 
October and November. Up to November, the impro- 
vement was concentrated in single homes in central 
Canada, especially Quebec, which probably is due to 
the provincial government aid programs specifically 
for new housing in this region of the country. The 
sharp drop in mortgage rates during the autumn and 
the reappearance of some longer term mortgages 
improve the prospects for a more sustained and dif- 
fuse recovery across Canada, as these factors will 
come to play a greater role in the housing recovery. 

Following marked declines in September and Octo- 
ber, the rate of decrease of indicators of manufactu- 
ring activity slowed in November. The change is attri- 
butable to higher new orders for durable goods 
(+0.06%), particularly transportation equipment, 
although orders in industries related to housing and 
consumer goods also seem to be firming in line with 
the indicators of final demand. The indicators of pro- 
duction such as the average workweek (-0.09%) and 
employment in manufacturing (-1.13%) remained 
weak, as most of the increase in new orders was, oddly, 
reflected as an increase in unfilled orders in the non- 
filtered data, the first since 1979. Total shipments 
continued to decline at a rapid rate as well, although 
the non-filtered version rose by 1.4%, with an impres- 
sive diffusion of the gains, notably among non- 
durables. The ratio of shipments to inventories of 
finished goods was unchanged for the fourth straight 
month at 1.36. 

The improvement of the indicators of profit margins 
in manufacturing continued in November, as the per- 
centage change in price per unit labour cost rose 0.15 
from -0.43% to -0.28%. The rate of increase slowed 
down somewhat reflecting the behaviour of the non- 
filtered version, which was unchanged in November. 
The slowdown is also partly explained by large cut- 
backs in output in automotive and business 
investment-related industries in September and Octo- 
ber. The cutbacks resulted in large drops in output- 
per-person-employed in these industries, and conse- 
quently also pulled down profit margins. Also, as these 
industries pay relatively high wage rates, measured 
average hourly earnings for manufacturing were held 
back, contributing to the improvement in profit mar- 
gins. The ongoing trend of moderate wage settlements 
should help to sustain a recovery of profit margins. 
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The recovery of financial markets continued in 
November, as reflected in the 5.38% increase in the 
Toronto Stock Exchange Index. The real money sup- 
ply fell by 1.09%, comparable to the declines in the last 
three months. 

The leading indicator forthe U.S. registered its sixth 
consecutive increase in November (+0.55%), although 
the rate of growth continued to be little changed from 
preceding months. The non-filtered version was vir- 
tually unchanged in November (+0.2%), and the indi- 
cators of financial markets and building permits 
remain the most positive influences. In December, 
however, the published version recorded a more subs- 
tantial and diffuse gain, while the downward trend of 
the coincident indicators slowed considerably by the 
end of the fourth quarter. This evolution may indicate 
an upcoming recovery of our exports to the U.S. 


1 The purpose of filtering is to reduce irregular move- 
ments in the data so that one can better judge whether 
the current movement represents a change in the 
business cycle. Unfortunately, all such filtering entails 
a loss of timeliness in warning of cyclical changes. 

We have attempted to minimize this loss in time- 
liness by filtering the leading index and its compo- 
nents with minimum phase shift filters so as to mini- 
mize false signals and maximize lead time. See D. 
Rhoades, “Converting Timeliness into Reliability in 
Economic Time Series or Minimum Phase-shift Filte- 
ring of Economic Time Series”, Canadian Statistical 
Review, February 1980. 

Over the period January 1952 to January 1982 the 
unfiltered index exhibited a six-month average lead at 
business cycle peaks, a two-month lead at troughs, 
and emitted 64 false signals. The filtered index emitted 
only 10 false signals over this period and had a five- 
month average lead at peaks and a one-month lag at 
troughs. Of the 361 months in the period January 1952 
to January 1982 the 10 false signals in the filtered 
version represent an error rate of 2.8%, whereas the 64 
false signals in the non-filtered series represent an 
error rate of 17.8%. 

All references to leading indicators are to filtered 
data unless otherwise stated.

Consumption of diesel oil by Canadian railways was 
down 2.4% in 1981 from the 1980 level to 502.1 million 
gallons (2 281.0 million Ly. 

There were 4,154 locomotives in service at the end of 
1981, a-decrease of 13 from a year earlier. All were 
diesel except for 14 electric units. 

There were 179,105 owned and leased freight cars in 
service on Canadian railway lines at the end of 1981,a 
decrease of 175 units from a year earlier. Average 
Carrying Capacity of these cars increased by 1.6 tons 
(1.4 t) in 1981 to 69.5 tons (63.0 t). 

Passenger train cars totalled 1,405, a decrease of 
175 from the preceding year. Of the 1981 total, 1,302 
units were of the Ppassenger-carrying type, while the 
remaining 103 cars were used for baggage, express 
and mail services. 

The length of the first main track (route miles) 
decreased 432.0 miles (695.1 kilometres) in 1981 to 
41,243.3 miles (66 371.5 km). Total miles of all track, 
including multiple main tracks, yard tracks and sidings 
amounted to 57,423.7 miles (92 414.6 km) or 588.3 
miles (946.7 km) less than in 1980.

Crude Oil and Petroleum Products 

Preliminary figures for 1982 showa significant change 
in Canada’s crude oil and petroleum products position 
compared with 1981: highlights were a drop of 10.7% in 
domestic demand for refined petroleum products and 
a jump of 31% in crude oil exports. 

Domestic sales of refined petroleum products total- 
led 83 896 megalitres in 1982, the third consecutive 
annual decline from the record level of 103 046 ML 
reached in 1979. Changes in consumption habits and 
the economic recession contributed to the decline in 
consumption of energy derived from crude oil. 

Canadian refineries operated at lower levels during 
1982, producing 90 448 ML of refined petroleum pro- 
ducts, 13% less than in 1981. Deliveries to refineries of 
Canadian crude oil decreased by 6.6%, while imports 
of foreign crude plummeted by 33%. The latter 
decrease reflects the slowdown in the activities of refi- 
neries east of the Manitoba border. 

Despite these decreases, Canadian crude oil pro- 
duction maintained a level comparable to 1981, 
buoyed by stronger exports to the United States which 
totalled 12 398 ML in 1982, 31% higher than in the 
previous year. 

Natural Gas 

Despite a decrease in Canadian industrial demand for 
natural gas in 1982, higher consumption in other sec- 
tors resulted in increases in all components from reco- 
very to sales. Preliminary statistics show sales of natu- 
ral gas for residential and commercial use (22 415 
gigalitres in 1982) showed a strong increase of 12.5% 
over the 1981 total of 19 924 GL. Industrial sales, in 
contrast, declined by close to 6% to 21 662 GL from 
22 963 GL in 1981. 

Net recoveries of natural gas from fields totalled 
87 003 GL in 1982, an increase of 1.7% over 1981 
(85 494 GL). Comparable figures for 1980 were 
86 868 GL; for 1979, 94472 GL; and for 1978, 
88 291 GL. 

The stability in the production level despite actual 
recession is attributable to colder weather conditions 
during the heating months of January to April of 1982 
and conversions away from oil, spurred by federal and 
gas utility grants. 

Exports of natural gas to the United States in 1982 
amounted to 22 201 gigalitres, 2.8% higher than in the 
previous year (21 584 GL). 

Electricity 

In 1982 Canadian generation (production) of electri- 
city declined slightly by 0.8% from the 1981 level — the 
first decrease since 1975. 
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Preliminary figures show production of electricity in 
Canada during 1982 was 375 449 gigawatt hours with 
hydro plants accounting for 255 136 GW.h or 68% of 
the total. Provincially, Ontario led the way producing 
110 663 GW.h, Quebec followed with 100 019 GW.h. 

Exports to the United States decreased slightly from 
the preceding year to 34 214 GW.h or 9% of total elec- 
tric power production in 1982. The major portion (74%) 
of deliveries was of a secondary (surplus) nature, and 
not under firm contract. Ontario exported 
11 168 GW.h, Quebec 8 530 GW.h, British Columbia 
6 171 GW.h, Manitoba 5 255 GW.h, and New Bruns- 
wick 3 029 GW.h. 

Coal 

Canadian production of coal reached a record level of 
42 814 kilotonnes in 1982, an increase of 6.8% over 
1981, and more than double the level of a decade 
earlier. 

Alberta contributed close to 47% of total Canadian 
production in 1982, while Britisn Columbia supplied 
27%; Saskatchewan, 17%; and Nova Scotia, 7%. A 
breakdown by type shows 52% of the coal was bitumi- 
nous, 30% subbituminous and 18% lignite. 

Coal exports reached a level of 16 004 kilotonnes in 
1982, accounting for 37% of total production. British 
Columbia exported the majority (62%) with Japan the 
destination of 67% of Canadian exports of coal. 
Imports of coal rose by 4.3% in 1982 to a total of 
15 481 KT, most of which was consumed in Ontario 
and Quebec for industrial use (coke) and electrical 
generation. Overall, Eastern imports were offset by 
Western exports of coal.

International Travel Receipts and Payments, 1982 — 
Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates for 1982 show that Canada’s 
deficit on international travel amounted to $1,282 mil- 
lion, an increase of 14.9% from the 1981 deficit level of 
$1,116 million. This country earned $3,724 million 
from international travel, slightly less than the $3,760 
million in 1981, while Canadians travelling abroad 
increased their payments by 2.7% to $5,006 million. 

In the fourth quarter of 1982, preliminary estimates 
show that Canada posted a deficit of $340 million, 
slightly less than the $348 million deficit recorded in 
the year-earlier quarter. Receipts from the United 
States amounted to $382 million, while receipts from 
all other countries totalled $192 million. Payments by 
Canadians abroad were estimated at $566 million to 
the U.S. and $348 million to other countries.

Canadian production of crude petroleum and equiva- 
lent hydrocarbons in November 1982 amounted to 
7 217 600 cubic metres, up 10.5% from 6 533 200 
Cubic metres a year earlier. Alberta was the main pro- 
ducing province, accounting for 85.6% of the Cana- 
dian total. Imported crude and equivalents for the 
same month amounted to 1 682 000 cubic metres, 
while crude and equivalents exported to the United 
States amounted to 1 189 500 cubic metres. 

Canadian refineries received 7 597 900 cubic 
metres of crude petroleum and equivalents in Novem- 
ber 1982. 

Net new production of natural gas in November 1982 
amounted to 9 044.6 million cubic metres, up 4.7% 
from 8 636.4 million cubic metres in November 1982. 
Alberta was the main producer with 87.9% of the 
Canadian total.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance Sta- 
tistics, December 1982 — Advance Information 


Benefits paid to unemployment insurance claimants in 
December 1982 amounted to $892 million*, an 
increase of 3% from November and 87% from Decem- 
ber 1981. Disbursements for the calendar year 1982 
reached a record level of $8.6 billion, up 78% from the 
$4.8 billion paid out in 1981. Residents of Quebec 
received 34% of the total payments; Ontario, 28%; the 
Atlantic provinces and British Columbia, 14% each, 
and the Prairie provinces, 11%. 

Claimants qualifying for benefits for the week ended 
December 11 numbered 1,364,000*, up 11% from the 
previous month and 55% from a year earlier. The 
monthly average of beneficiaries for 1982 was 
1,133,000, an increase of 57% from 1981. 

Claims filed by persons applying for benefits in 
December totalled 388,000, down 11% from November 
(increases of about 7% were recorded between these 
months in 1981 and 1980). Claims received in the 
calendar year 1982 totalled 3,919,000, a rise of 33%

from 1981: above-average increases were recorded in 
Alberta (up 86%), British Columbia (up 47%), Mani- 
toba (up 45%) and Ontario (up 41%).

Industrial Corporations, Financial Statistics, Fourth 
Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 

Fourth quarter 1982 results indicate a significant slo- 
wing in the rate of decline in profits of Canadian indus- 
trial corporations: quarterly net profits after taxes were 
down 27.5% from 1981 levels compared to declines of 
91.2% and 53.3% for the two preceding quarters. After- 


For 1982 as a whole, sales of industrial corporations 
slipped 2.0% to $490.9 billion, while profits after taxes 
declined 45.4% to $9.5 billion. 

Fourth Quarter Results: 1982 Compared to 1981 

Firms in the manufacturing sector posted the worst 
year-over-year results with net profits declining 63% 
from 1981 levels. The underlying cause was poor 


tax profits of industrial corporations fell to $2.4 billion 
from $3.3 billion in the same quarter of 1981. In the 
second quarter of 1981, just before the recession 


demand and weak prices, partly due to international 
competition, which depressed sales volume by 7%. In 
the trade and services sector the after-tax profit 


began, profits were at a level of $5.2 billion. 

Seasonally adjusted data confirm a change in the 
profits trend that had developed over the recession. In 
each of the first four quarters following the start of the 
recession in mid-1981 seasonally adjusted book pro- 
fits before taxes and extraordinary items marched 
rapidly downwards at the rate of about 16%. In the last 
half of 1982, however, this indicator bottomed out, 
rising 7.8% in the third quarter and falling 5.2% in the 
current quarter for a net increase of 1.0% for the past 
ralf year. (Seasonally adjusted profits data have the 
advantage of eliminating seasonal factors that can 
sloud the current picture for this otherwise very vola- 
ile indicator.) 

If the effects of the transportation equipment indus- 
ry (which had experienced unusually higher seaso- 
lally adjusted profits in the third quarter) were remo- 
ed, the trend picture is even clearer for the third and 

Ourth quarters of 1982: seasonally adjusted profits 
_lovements would have been +3.1% and +1.5%. 

The main source of strength in profits in the latest 
uarter occurred in the mineral fuels and related 
\dustries, primarily because of recent oil price 
lcreases in Canada. The main source of weakness 
as in metal mining and in most manufacturing 
dustries. 


decline was moderate (-18%). 

There were some bright spots among particular 
industries, however. Mineral fuels recorded the largest 
increase in year-over-year profits: oil price increases 
over the year helped push revenue up 22%, and this, 
combined with cost-cutting efficiency programs and 
reduced exploration costs led to a 58% climb in net 
profits to $640 million. 

In the related pipeline industry, sales rose only 5%, 
but net profits, benefiting from unusually high receipts 
of Canadian dividends from the mineral fuels industry, 
more than doubled to $192 million.

In the severely depressed metal mining industry, the 
net loss of $235 million in the fourth quarter of 1981 
was reduced to $134 million for the last quarter of 1982. 
However, this amelioration was not caused by an 
improvement in operations but rather reflects the 
extraordinarily large write-off by the industry of 
foreign plant and equipment at the end of 1981. Poor 
demand and low prices, in part due to competition 
from Soviet and Third World exporters, continued to 
adversely affect sales which declined 22%. 

The worst year-over-year decline in profits was 
recorded in the paper industry. Fourth quarter 1981 
profits of $156 million turned to a $103 million loss for 
the 1982 quarter. The sales decline of 11% reflected 
weak demand and excess capacity in the industry. 
European producers are aggressively increasing 
exports which have severely reduced Canadian pro- 
ducers’ sales both overseas and in North America. 

Foreign competition also played a role in the 73% 
drop in profits of the chemical industry which in 
Canada is being squeezed by rising oil-based feed- 
stock costs. Foreign producers, on the other hand, are 
benefiting from falling world oil prices and are thus 
able to undersell domestic producers.

Raw Materials Price Index, January 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Raw Materials Price Index (1977=100) reached a 
preliminary level of 206.6 in January 1983, up 2.4% 
from 201.8 (revised) in December and 7.0% higher than 
the year-earlier level of 193.1. The Raw Materials Price 
Index excluding coal, crude oil and natural gas rose 
1.3% in the latest month to stand 0.1% higher than in 
January 1982; this marked the first month since 
August 1981 that the year-over-year change registered 
an increase. 

The main contributor to the January increase in the 
total index was a 3.2% rise in the coal, crude oil and 
natural gas component. An increase of $4 per barrel in 
the wellhead price of crude oil, partly offset by a 
decrease of $2.54 in the petroleum compensation 
charge, resulted in a net increase of about 4% for oil 
and a 3.2% rise in the index level for this component. 
Other significant increases were posted during the 
month for non-ferrous metals (+7.2%), vegetable 
materials (+2.8%) and wood materials (+1.3%); partly 
offsetting these increases was a decline of 0.6% for 
animal materials. 

The non-ferrous metals index rose 7.2% in January, 
led by sharp increases for silver (+18%), gold (+9.0%) 
and copper (+10%). Recent price increases for these 
three metals have resulted in the first year-over-year 
ncrease (+6.4%) shown for this group since November 
1980. However, prices for other metals were still below 
heir levels of a year earlier. 

The 2.8% rise in the vegetable materials component 
n January was largely due to a marked price increase 
about 25%) for imported fresh vegetables. This, toge- 
her with advances for grains and oilseeds was only 
lightly offset by decreases of about 4% for both coffee 

nd raw sugar. Despite the increase, the vegetable 
laterials price index remained 14.1% lower than in 
anuary 1982. 


Wood materials, up 1.3% in January, but still down 
3.5% over the year, reflected an increase for logs and 
bolts (+3%) and a decrease for pulpwood (-2%). The 
12-month decline was the smallest since April 1981. 
After falling for a period of a year, prices for logs and 
bolts have stabilized in recent months. 

The animal materials price index fell 0.6% in January 
to a level 6.1% above January 1982. The monthly 
decline was the result of price decreases for hogs 
(-5%), poultry (-3%) and cattle and calves (-1%); these 
were substantially offset by a 7% increase for fish.

Output Price Indexes of Non-Residential Construction 
(Selected Buiidings), Fourth Quarter 1982 — Advance 
Information 


Selling price indexes for selected classes of non- 
residential construction increased fractionally at the 
Canada level in the fourth quarter of 1982. By type of 
structure, the index (mid-1976=100) for the commer- 
cial building rose 0.3% from the preceding quarter to 
161.6, while that for the industrial building advanced 
0.6% to 161.6 and the index for the institutional buil- 
ding rose 0.2% to 162.8. 

On an annual basis (fourth quarter 1982 compared 
to fourth quarter 1981), the index for the commercial 
building increased 4.9%, while the indexes for the 
industrial and institutional buildings advanced 3.2% 
and 4.5%, respectively. These increases were conside- 
rably less than the yearly changes recorded for the 
second quarter of 1982 when the index for the com- 
mercial building rose 11.9%, while the industrial buil- 
ding and institutional building indexes increased 
10.1% and 10.7%, respectively. 


Regionally, prices rose most in Ottawa where during 
the fourth quarter component indexes increased bet- 
ween 0.5% and 1.0%. Generally, prices increased least 
in Montreal, followed by Vancouver. 

By type of construction activity, price increases 
during the latest quarter were largest for the architec- 
tural trades where two-thirds of the increases excee- 
ded 1%. Two-thirds of the increases for the mechanical 
trades were less than 1%. Three-quarters of the struc- 
tural indexes declined between 0.2% and 1.4%. Seven 
of the electrical trade component indexes declined, 
four between 1.4% and 3.4%.

Industry Selling Price index, January 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Industry Selling Price Index for manufacturing 
(1971=100) reached a preliminary level of 292.5 in 
January 1983, up 0.1% from the revised December 
-ndex of 292.2. As a result of this latest moderate 
‘Ncrease, the 12-month rise between January 1982 and 
January 1983 stood at 3.8%, the lowest annual move- 
nent (along with October 1976) since December 1971. 
“he monthly change of 0.1% was the net result of 
-@veral increases, and substantial decreases in two 
Omponents. Among the increases, the most signifi- 
ant were for the primary metal industries (+1.7%), 
food industries (+2.9%), non-metallic mineral pro- 
ucts industries (+2.4%) and food and beverage indus- 
ies (+0.4%). A 4.5% drop in the petroleum and coal 
roducts industries and a 0.8% decrease in the paper 
fd allied products industries exerted a significant 
Ownward pull on the total ISPI. 
_ The primary metal industries index increased 1.7% 
January but was still only 0.3% higher than a year 
irlier. The increase mainly reflected a 4.1% rise in the 
nelting and refining industry; price increases of 


12.2% for precious metals and 10.9% for refined Ccop- 
per were responsible for the index increase in this 
industry. The higher copper prices also had an impact 
on the index for the copper and copper alloy rolling, 
casting and extruding industry which increased 4.1%. 
The wood industries index rose 2.9% in January, due 
primarily to a 4.9% increase in the sawmills and pla- 
ning mills index: spruce and hemlock prices were both 
up more than 7% and most other softwood prices also 
registered increases. Prices in the sawmills industry 
have now risen more than 10% in the last three months. 
Prices of non-metallic mineral products were up 
2.4% in January, principally reflecting increases of 
5.6% for cement manufacturers, 2.6% for ready-mix 
concrete manufacturers, 2.4% for miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products and 2.1% for glass and glass 
products manufacturers.

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The food and beverage industries index increased 
0.4% in January and stood 5.1% above the year-earlier 
level. This rise mostly reflected a 2.9% increase in the 
breweries industry; the feeds industry (up 1.6%) and 
biscuit manufacturers (up 6.2%) also contributed to 
the increase. Lower prices for pork and pork products 
more than offset higher beef prices, resulting ina0.4% 
decline in the slaughtering and meat processors index. 
The higher target price (effective January 1) for indus- 
trial milk, which resulted in higher butter and skim milk 
powder prices, was responsible for a 0.3% increase in 
the dairy products industry index. (Increases in 
February can be expected for other dairy products as 
the effect of the higher target price for industrial milk is 
felt by the dairies.) 

The petroleum and coal products industries price 
index decreased an estimated 4.5% in January to stand 
7.7% higher than in January 1982. This was due to a 
drop of $2.54 per barrel in the Petroleum Compensa- 
tion Charge in response to recent lower imported oi! 
prices. (The effects of a $4 per barrel increase in crude 
oil prices in January as scheduled by the National 
Energy Program will not be felt in this index until 
March.) 

The paper and allied products industries index was 
down 0.8% in January, to stand at a level 4.5% lower 
than a year earlier. Woodpulp prices were down 2.5% 
in the month and newsprint in rolls decreased 1.6%. 
The 1.3% drop of the U.S. dollar relative to the Cana- 
dian dollar from December to January had the most 
significant downward effect on the indexes for these 
industries since many of the export prices received for 
these products are expressed in U.S. dollars.

1981 Census Data: Nuptiality, Fertility, Education, 
Mobility, Labour Force Activity, Occupation, Industry 
and Housing — Advance Information 
As noted on the front page of today’s Statistics Canada 
Daily, advance data compiled from information collec- 
ted from one in five Canadian households in the June 
3, 1981 Census are now available. 

Some of the highlights appear below. 
Education 
e Almost 20% of the population (age 15+) achieved 
secondary school graduation as their highest educa- 
tional qualification; over 10% received a trades certifi- 
cate or diploma; 9% had another non-university certi- 
ficate or diploma. 
© Over 4 million people in Canada, nearly 20% of the 
population 15 years of age and over, have not attained 
a level of schooling beyond grade 8. 
@ One in 12 Canadians (age 15+) had a university 
degree in 1981; 1.2% received Masters degrees and 
0.3% earned Doctorates. In addition, other degrees 
granted (0.4%) include degrees in medicine, dentistry, 
veterinary medicine or optometry. 
¢ Between 1976 and 1981, the number of persons with 
university certificates or degrees increased by 34% 
compared to a 5.9% increase in the population. 
® Over one-half of the 15-24 year age group was not 
attending school in 1981; 42% were attending school 
full-time and 5.8% were attending part-time. 
® Between 1971 and 1981, full-time school attendance 
figures for females (age 25+) increased by 70% compa- 
red to a 35% increase for males in the same age 
bracket. During the same period, the increase in part- 
time attendance for females (age 25+) was 146% com- 
pared to 55% for males. 
e The province with the highest proportion of its 
population holding university degrees was Alberta 
(9.6%) while the Yukon had the highest proportion of 
its population with schooling beyond the elementary- 
secondary level with 45.8%. 
Labour Force 
® Slightly more than 12 million Canadians (age 15+) 
were in the labour force at the time of the Census, fora 
participation rate of nearly 65%. 
@ The lowest participation rate among the provinces 
was recorded in Newfoundland with slightly over 57%, 
while the Yukon recorded the highest with a participa- 
tion rate of over 76%. 
e Among Canada’s Census Metropolitan Areas the 
highest participation rate was recorded in Calgary at 
76%. Chicoutimi-Jonquiére in Quebec recorded the 
lowest, at 57%. 
e Across the country, unemployment rates at the time 
of the Census were lower for university graduates as 
compared with other educational levels. For persons 
age 25 and over with less than secondary school gra- 
duation the rate was approximately 7% and for univer- 
sity graduates, it was 3% or less. 
® Over 80% of the working population (age 15+) was 
employed on a full-time basis in 1980. 
e The Yukon had the greatest proportion of full-time 
workers (85%) while Saskatchewan’s full-time work 
force was the lowest in Canada at 77%. 
® Approximately 93% of the labour force were classi- 
fied as paid workers, 6.4% were self-employed, and 
0.6% were unpaid family workers. 
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e A full 50% of the experienced labour force were 
employed in white-collar occupations, 47% in blue- 
collar, and 3% did not state their occupation. 

e Managerial occupations were held by 4% of the 
experienced labour force, while 9% reported they were 
in professional occupations. 

® About 49% of the experienced female labour force 
continues to be concentrated in health, teaching, and 
stenographic/clerical occupations. 

@ There has been considerable growth since 1971 in 
the proportion of women in many male-dominated 
occupations. For example, between 1971 and 1981, the 
proportion of female bus drivers grew from 10% to 25% 
and the proportion of female lawyers grew from 5% to 
15%. 


Mobility 

® Aiberta’s French (mother tongue) population has 
increased by 34% since 1976, up by 15,120. 

® Newfoundland lost 655 people whose mother ton- 
gue is French, a 24% decrease in this group since 1976. 
e Almost one-half of Canadians were in the same 
dwelling they had occupied five years earlier, while the 
other half had moved to different dwellings. 


Housing Characteristics 

¢ Approximately 550,000 occupied private dwellings 
were identified as requiring major repairs, and 1.4 mil- 
lion requiring minor repairs. 

© About 68% of all private dwellings were built before 
197 1% 

® The number of private dwellings with 9 or more 
rooms increased to 766,000 in 1981 from 386,000 in 
1971, representing an increase to 9.3% from 6.4% ofall 
private dwellings. 

¢ The number of private dwellings using oil or kero- 
sene as house heating fuel decreased from 3.4 million 
(57%) in 1971 to 2.8 million (34%) in 1981. 

@ The number of households using piped or bottled 
gas as a heating fuel increased to 3.1 million (38%) in 
1981 from 1.9 million (32%) for 1971. 

® The biggest gain was household heating by electri- 
city — up from 5.8% to 24.2% of all dwellings since 
1971 — to slightly over 2 million dwellings. 
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Steel Ingots, Week Ending February 26, 1983 —

Preliminary estimates show steel ingot production for 
the week ending February 26, 1983 totalled 216 824 
tonnes, an increase of 7.3% from the preceding week’s 
total of 202 041 tonnes, but down 28.6% from the year- 
earlier level of 303 781 tonnes. 

The index of production based on the average week- 
ly output during 1967 of 166 221 metric tonnes equal- 
ling 100 was 130.4 in the current week, 121.5 a week 
earlier and 182.8 a year earlier.

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Gross National Product, Fourth Quarter 1982 


Preliminary estimates show that Gross National Pro- 
duct at market prices rose 2.0% in the fourth quarter of 
1982 to a level of $356.7 billion, seasonally adjusted at 
annual rates. In real terms, that is, after allowing for the 
change in the overall implicit price index, GNP fell 
1.1% and ended the year 7.5% below its peak in the 
second quarter of 1981. 

The quarterly decline was the sixth in a row, and 
while its magnitude was about as large as in the prece- 
ding two quarters, its composition was more consis- 
tent with the growing belief that the recession, which 
began in the summer of 1981, is nearly over. Final 
domestic demand (the sum of consumer spending, 
government spending and business fixed investment) 
rose in real terms for the first time since the second 
quarter of 1981, and while the increase was a modest 
0.7%, sustained growth here is important to economic 
recovery. The decline in the quarter was mainly due to 
a fall in real net exports, as both exports and imports 
declined very sharply, and to a faster rate of inventory 
disinvestment, particularly among durable goods, 
where manufacturing stock-to-sales ratios have been 
persistently high. Monthly industry output data to be 
released later this week will likely suggest that domes- 
tic production strengthened during the latter part of 
the fourth quarter. At the same time, however, perso- 
nal disposable income is growing slowly and the out- 
look for business fixed investment in plant and equip- 
ment remains very weak. 

Real personal expenditure was virtually unchanged 
in the fourth quarter, with services up 1.0% and goods 
down 0.3%. Within goods, the durables component 
rose a moderately strong 2.1%, due largely to higher 
expenditure on furniture and household appliances, 
which may be associated with lower interest rates and 
the upsurge of activity in the housing market. Pur- 
chases of new and used automobiles also rose. 
Weakness was widespread among semi- and non- 
durable goods; there were declines in sales of clothing 
and footwear and home-heating fuels and gasoline. 

Constant dollar expenditure on housing rose 10.4% 
in the fourth quarter but this was almost exclusively 
due to increased real estate commissions earned in 
resale markets which reflected lower interest rates and 
government home ownership stimulation programs. 
Work-put-in-place was little changed from the pre- 
vious quarter. Housing starts rose strongly throughout 
the quarter, but most of this activity will not be reflec- 
ted in the data until the first quarter of 1983. 

Business expenditure on plant and equipment in 
real terms was little changed during the quarter, follow- 
ing three quarters of declines. This left the level 16.7% 
below the fourth quarter of 1981. Expenditure on 
machinery and equipment was down fractionally, but 
the post-strike recovery in activity led to a marginal 
increase in non-residential construction. 
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Real stocks of non-farm business inventories were 
reduced by $4.4 billion in the fourth quarter as final 
domestic demand rose slightly and production conti- 
nued to decline, particularly early in the quarter. 
Approximately three-quarters of the drop in invento- 
ries occurred in durable goods industries and was 
widespread at all stages of fabrication in manufactu- 
ring and in wholesale and retail trade. Stocks of auto- 
mobiles dropped sharply at the retail level in line with 
curtailed production. 

Merchandise exports fell 10.9% in volume and mer- 
chandise imports declined 10.8%. Real net exports fell, 
but the terms of trade moved sharply in Canada’s 
favour, so the current dollar surplus on trade in goods 
and services rose slightly to $3.1 billion in the fourth 
quarter. The reduction in real exports and imports was 
basically in end products, largely in motor vehicles 
and motor vehicle parts. 

The usual measure of overall prices — the implicit 
price index for GNE — has been distorted in the quar- 
ter by weight-shift effects among exports and imports. 
If these effects are discounted overall prices appear to 
have risen about 2%, compared to the GNE implicit 
price index which rose 3.1%. A more representative 
picture of price movements in the quarter is provided 
by examining the other components of GNE. For 
example, the implicit price index for consumer goods 
and services rose 2.0%, down from 2.6% in the third 
quarter, and residential construction prices declined 
fractionally following a 2.0% drop in the third. 

Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income 
rose 1.3% in the quarter, and were only 3.6% above the 
level a year earlier. A termination of strike activity in 
the construction industry helped to boost labour 
income following the small decline last quarter, 
although the rate of decline of employment also slow- 
ed during the quarter. Average hourly earnings conti- 
nued to decelerate rapidly, notably in the manufactu- 
ring sector. 

Corporate profits before taxes jumped 17.5% in the 
quarter. Strong gains in the financial and trade indus- 
tries led the increase, more than offsetting a large 
decline in manufacturing. 

Total government expenditures, excluding inter- 
governmental transfers, rose less rapidly in the fourth 
quarter than in the third due to a slower rate of growth 
in transfer payments to persons and interest on the 
public debt and a large drop in the oil import subsidy.

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Total government expenditures, excluding inter- 
governmental transfers, rose less rapidly in the fourth 
quarter than in the third due to a slower rate of growth 
in transfer payments to persons and interest on the 
public debt and a large drop in the oil import subsidy. 
Total revenues declined marginally, reflecting 
decreases in personal income taxes and petroleum- 
related indirect taxes and a slowdown in investment 
income growth. As a result, the total government sec- 
tor deficit, on a national accounts basis, rose to a level 
of $27.4 billion. 


1982 Annual Gross National Product 
Gross National Product at market prices rose 5.3% in 
1982, to a level of $348.9 billion. This increase compri- 
sed a rise of 10.6% in overall prices, anda drop of 4.8% 
in the volume of goods and services produced. The fall 
in real GNP was the first for a calendar year since 1954 
and the most pronounced annual decline since 1933. 
Final domestic demand dropped 4.2% in volume, as 
consumers and businesses cut back outlays sharply in 
reaction to weak income flows and record interest 
rates. Consumer spending slumped by 2.5% following 
five years of weak growth; residential construction fell 
23.5%, and business investment in plant and equip- 
ment declined by 11.5%. The largest declines in 
domestic demand occurred in the most income- and 
nterest rate- sensitive components, notably consumer 
ourchases of durable goods and homes, and business 
outlays for machinery and equipment. 
_ Total non-farm business inventories declined by 
53.3 billion in volume in 1982, equivalent to more than 
‘alf the drop in GNP. High rates of liquidation were 
ecorded through the year in all major industry groups. 
“he largest declines occurred in the motor vehicle and 
usiness investment-related industries, although 
tocks of finished goods in the manufacturing sector 
lid not begin to decline rapidly until the second half of 
1e€ year.

‘se imports was very widespread and reduced import 
| netration in real terms, as measured by its share of 
‘NE, from 19.2% in 1981 to 17.2% in 1982. 
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The growth of wages, salaries and supplementary 
labour income slowed markedly from 13.9% in 1981 to 
6.9% in 1982, the lowest rate of increase since 1963. 
Steep cutbacks in employment, particularly in the 
goods-producing industries accounted for most ofthe 
slowdown. Average hourly earnings also began to 
Subside rapidly in the second half of the year, and 
labour income in the goods-producing industries fell 
marginally in 1982. 

A sharp 22.9% increase in government transfer pay- 
ments to persons, notably from unemployment insu- 
rance and welfare programs, helped to brake the slow- 
down in personal income growth to 9.7%. With 
nominal personal spending up only 7.8%, the personal 
Savings rate rose from 12.4% in 1981 to 13.7% in 1982. 

Corporation profits before taxes declined 33.3% in 
1982, returning to levels not recorded since 1977. The 
sharp drop in corporation profits, together with the 
weakness in labour and farm income, restrained the 
growth of total factor incomes to 3.8%, the slowest rate 
of increase since 1961. The only component of net 
national income to record substantial growth in 1982 
was interest and miscellaneous investment income, up 
by 10.2%, reflecting the high yield that existed through- 
out the year on most interest-paying financial 
instruments. 

Total government expenditure grew by 17.1%, about 
the same rate as the previous year, due toa doubling of 
unemployment insurance payments and a sharp 
increase in interest on the public debt. Total govern- 
ment revenue rose by 6.6%, a sharp deceleration from 
the 18.8% growth a year earlier. This slowdown was 
largely caused by lower income tax growth as wellasa 
considerable weakness in all categories of indirect 
taxes. The government sector deficit, on a national 
accounts basis, rose sharply to a record level of $18.6 
billion.

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Private and Public Investment in Canada, Outlook 
1983 — Advance Information 
Capital expenditures by all sectors of the Canadian 
economy during 1983 are estimated to total $72,745 
million, 3.2% below the level of $75,123 million in 1982 
which was, in turn, down 5.6% from $79,604 million in 
1981. The forecast for 1983 is the first estimate based 
on a survey conducted between November 1982 and 
January 1983. The current totals for 1982 and for 1981 
are updates on earlier estimates of $80,578 million for 
1982 and $78,512 million for 1981. 

The construction portion of capital spending in 1983 
is expected to be $45,362 million, down 2% from 


$46,288 million in 1982, which was a decrease of 3.3% . 


from the $47,860 million in 1981. The residential part of 
the total is projected at $10,727 million (+8.5%), a turn- 
around following the 24.7% 1982 decrease to $9,891 
million from $13,135 million in 1981. The number of 
housing starts used in these estimates are 145,000 for 
1983, 125,900 for 1982 and 178,000 for 1981. The 
remainder of the construction program — represented 
by non-residential building and engineering struc- 
tures — is estimated at $34,635 million for 1983, down 
4.8% from $36,397 million for 1982 which was up 4.8% 
from $34,724 million for 1981. Totals for machinery 
and equipment are $27,383 million for 1983, down 5% 
from $28,835 million for 1982 after a drop of 9.2% from 
$31,744 million for 1981. 

The business sector reflects an even larger decrease 
in 1983 than in 1982: the total of $50,337 million this 
year is 6.9% below the $54,092 million last year, which 
was 4.0% below the $56,340 million in 1981. In 
contrast, the social capital of institutions and govern- 
ments reflects an increase of 4.9% in 1983 te $11,681 
million from the 1982 total of $11,140 million, which 
was, in turn, up 10.0% over the 1981 figure of $10,129 
million. 


in the Business Sector 

In the business sector, the mining, quarrying, petro- 
leum and gas wells group shows an increase of 3.9% 
for 1983, mostly as a reflection of an expanded pro- 
gram for petroleum and gas wells, and to a much smal- 
ler extent for coal mining. This net increase of $366 
million reverses the drop of $540 million or 5.4% in 
1982 when gains for coal mining and uranium were 
more than offset by decreases for petroleum and gas 
wells and other industries in the mining group. 

The other broad groupings of business show overall 
declines in 1983. The manufacturing sector shows a 
drop of $1,968 million or 17.7% compared with a 
decline of $1,611 million or 12.6% in 1982; a large part 
of the decreases originates with the paper products 
group, primary metals, petroleum and coal products 
and wood products. The area of trade-finance- 
commercial drops by $1,139 million (-11.7%) compa- 
red with a decrease of $1,164 million in 1982 ora 10.7% 
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Note to Data Users 


Advance national estimates of capital expendi- 
tures for 1982 and 1983 in this issue of the Statis- 
tics Canada Daily were compiled for an initial 
release at this time. These advance totals are 
subject to revisions during the current detailed 
provincial compilations now under way, but the 
earlier information shown here is considered to 
be adequate for an indication of the emerging 
patterns for the year ahead. 

All amounts shown are in current dollars 
without any adjustments for price increases in 
1982 or in 1983. 

As soon as the detailed estimates by province 
are completed in the week of March 14, the data 
will be made available to users on CANSIM for 
the capital expenditures and also for the repair 
expenditures charged to operating expenses. 
That information and further special tables will 
then appear in Private and Public Investment in 
Canada, Outlook 1983 (61-205, $6.35), to be 
released in early April. 


decrease from 1981. Transportation-communication- 
other utilities, as a group, currently indicate a reversal 
of the 10.2% increase in 1982 (+$1,659 million) for a 
decrease of 4.6% (-$824 million) in 1983. While the 
programs for electric power, oil pipelines and urban 
transit show some strength for the current year, they 
are more than offset by reductions for gas pipelines, 
telephone and telegraph, and air transport. 

Spending on social capital — represented by institu- 
tions and governments — is expected to reach $11,681 
million for an increase of 4.9% in 1983 compared with 
an increase of 10.0% in 1982. Capital spending by all 
three levels of government, and by hospitals accounts 
for almost all of the increase. Universities reduced 
their programs in both 1983 and 1982 while the total for 
schools increases by only $6 million in 1983 compared 
with a gain of $71 million in 1982.

New Housing Price Indexes, January 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Canada composite new housing price index 
(1976=100) declined 0.1% to 129.5 in January 1983 
from 129.6 in December 1982. As a result, the index 
stood 4.5% lower than the year-earlier level of 135.6. 
The Canada “House Only” index edged up 0.1% to 
129.1 in January from 129.0 in December, while the 
“Land Only” index decreased 0.4% to 130.4 from 130.9. 

The most significant increase in prices of new 
houses in January 1983 was recorded in Quebec City 
(1.2%). Advances of 0.5% were registered in both Mon- 
treal and Kitchener, while Vancouver had an increase 
of 0.4% and smaller advances were noted in Ottawa- 
Hull (0.3%), Edmonton (0.2%) and Toronto (0.1%). The 
most notable decline between December 1982 and 
January 1983 was posted in Calgary (-1.8%). Other 
monthly declines were observed in Victoria (-0.4%), 
Saskatoon (-0.1%) and Winnipeg (-0.1%). 

On a year-over-year basis, the largest increase in 
new housing prices was recorded in Hamilton (11.4%); 
other increases ranged from 0.7% in Regina to 5.7% in 
Kitchener. The largest yearly decreases occurred in 
Vancouver (-17.1%) and Victoria (-15.5%), while other 
declines ranged from -0.7% in London to -10.3% in 
Calgary.

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Prevention Key to Health Care in the Future 
By the year 2031, one in five Canadians will be 65 years of age and over. If present 
lifestyle and health care trends continue, this 20% of the population could 
consume 60% of total hospital resources at that time. 

According to Perspectives on Health (Catalogue 82-540E; Canada: $8; Other 
Countries: $9.60) released today by Statistics Canada, for the next few decades, 


planning of health resources may be affected as much or more by changes in age 
structure as changes in population size. As well, because lifestyle factors such as 
the use of tobacco and alcohol contribute to the incidence of disease, demand for 
health care services could be eased by a further shift towards preventative medi- 
cine and increased lifestyle education.

Canada: $8; Other Countries: $9.60) 

In 1978, it was estimated that one Canadian drinker in 
20 (635,000) was an alcoholic. During that year, alco- 
hol consumption was the direct cause of 2,520 deaths 
and the indirect cause of 5,668 deaths due to incidents 
such as traffic accidents and falls. Indeed, one in 10 
deaths in Canada is related to alcohol. 

Smoking among Canadian women continues to 
increase, though it is levelling off among men. In 1965, 
teenage male smokers outnumbered females two to 
one. Today, the numbers are equal. 

Three in 10 Canadian adults both smoke and drink. 
More than 600,000 of these smoke at least 23 cigarettes 
a day, and consume 14 or more alcoholic beverages 
per week. 

While several serious diseases can be prevented 
through immunization, yet almost one-quarter of all 
Canadians, for instance, are not immunizéd against 
polio. Other diseases can be detected early through 
routine tests and treated successfully, yet less than 
half of all Canadian women in 1978, forexample, hada 
Pap smear test to detect the possible presence of ute- 
rine disease. 

Since a large number of health problems are linked 
to lifestyle, personal health care practices could goa 
long way to determining the health of the nation, this 
report concluded. 

Some of the other highlights of the report: 

e By the year 2022, every hospital bed now available to 
the general public could be filled by an elderly person. 
® Anestimated 1.4 million persons, or one adult drink- 
erin 10, now suffers from an alcohol-related handicap. 
® For every Canadian killed in a motor vehicle acci- 
dent, approximately 36 others are injured. 

e Women use tranquilizers, sleeping pills and laxa- 
tives at twice the rate of men. 

® Canadians report an average of 16 disability days 
per year resulting from short-term illness. 

® In 1978, 35 million workdays were lost because of 
health problems, five times the number lost to strikes 
and “lock-outs”. 

e The rate of venereai or sexually-transmitted 
diseases has doubled since the 1950s and 1960s. 

® Health care expenditures account for over 7% of the 
Gross National Product.

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Gross Domestic Product by Industry, December 1982 
(Seasonally Adjusted Data) — Advance Information 


Gross Domestic Product in constant 1971 prices 
increased 0.3% in December 1982 from the level recor- 
ded in November. Industrial production, which advan- 
ced 0.6% in November, fell 0.8% in December. In the 
month, increases were reported in agriculture, mining, 
construction, trade, community, business, and perso- 
nal services, and public administration and defence 
services. These gains were almost offset, however, by 
declines in forestry, transportation, communication 
and other utilities, and finance, insurance and real 
estate services. 


Gross Domestic Product by Industry, Fourth Quarter 
1982 (Seasonally Adjusted Data) 


Canada’s GDP in constant 1971 prices declined for the 
sixth consecutive quarter in the fourth quarter of 1982. 
However, this 0.9% decline is the smallest quarterly 
decline in the current recession. Within the last three 
months of the year, only October output declined, 
whereas November and December are the only two 
consecutive months where GDP has increased since 
the recession began. Most of the strength during these 
two months was in construction, retail trade and 
mining. In the quarter, finance, mining, trade and agri- 
culture were the strongest industries. In contrast to the 
economy’s performance in each of the three previous 
quarters of 1982 — when output declines were wide- 
spread — the fourth quarter results indicate that most 
of the weakness was in durables manufacturing, 
transportation, accommodation and food services, 
and services to business management. 

Manufacturing output deteriorated at a rapid pace in 
the fourth quarter as production of non-durable and 
durable goods declined 0.9% and 10.5%, respectively, 
from their third quarter levels. 

Most of the fourth quarter weakness in manufactu- 
ring was concentrated among producers of motor 
vehicles and motor vehicle parts, electrical products, 
iron and steel, metal fabricated products, and machi- 
nery and equipment. For motor vehicles and motor 
vehicle parts, production was halted at one major 
manufacturer by a five-week labour dispute. Passen- 
ger car production was down for both the domestic 
and export markets (down 27.0% and 37.0%, respecti- 
vely) and truck output fell by almost 26.0% as well. 
Exports of automobiles and trucks slumped almost 
38.0% in the fourth quarter, marking the first quarterly 
decline in these exports for the year. Motor vehicle 
dealers’ sales this quarter rose 1.3% from the third 
quarter level, but were 14.4% below the corresponding 
period in 1981. 

The machinery and equipment industry remained in 
a severe slump, as production decreased for the sixth 
consecutive quarter. However, the 5.4% decline in 
output this quarter was the smallest decline in 1982. 
Production cutbacks occurred among manufacturers 
of office and store, agricultural, and miscellaneous 
machinery and equipment. Exports of both industrial 
and farm machinery fell significantly during the fourth 
quarter as well. 
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Among primary producers, iron and steel mills 
reported the most significant drop in output during the 
quarter, falling 9.5% to the lowest level since the first 
quarter of 1972. Both domestic and export shipments 
of raw steel products were down considerably from the 
previous quarter’s level, and a sizeable drop in new 
orders for iron and steel was also reported. Domestic 
steel shipments, especially to some consuming indus- 
tries such as the transportation equipment industry, 
were sharply reduced in this quarter. Output in steel 
pipe and tube mills and iron foundries was reduced 
considerably as well. Smelting and refining operations 
experienced an upsurge in activity for the first time 
since the third quarter of 1981, but the increase stem- 
med mostly from increased production of refined cop- 
per; refined nickel and aluminum production remained 
at low levels. 

The prolonged weakness in the metal fabricating 
industry, which commenced in the third quarter of 
1981, continued in the fourth quarter of 1982. Produc- 
tion cutbacks were especially significant among 
manufacturers of fabricated structural metals, orna- 
mental and architectural, and wire products. Produc- 
tion of electrical products fell off substantially during 
the October-December period, with manufacturers of 
communications equipment, electrical industrial, and 
miscellaneous electrical products reporting output 
declines. 

Industries providing transportation services proved 
to be the second weakest sector of the economy 
during the fourth quarter of 1982. The quarterly 
decline (-3.9%) for this industry was one of the sharp- 
est in 1982 and left the output level 11.7% below the 
corresponding quarter of 1981. Most of the fourth 
quarter 1982 decline originated among industries offer- 
ing transportation services — such as air, railway, 
water, truck and pipeline transport. By far the largest 
single contributor to the output decline was air trans- 
port which was off a substantial 8.5% from the third 
quarter level. A decline of almost 25.0% in regularly 
scheduled passenger traffic accounted for the fourth 
quarter output decreased; charter travel was up slightly 
from the third quarter. Railway transport recorded its 
seventh consecutive quarterly decline, falling 1.7% in 
the final quarter of 1982: significantly lower carloa- 
dings for grain, coal, pulpwood, iron and steel, machi- 
nery, automotive products, and potash accounted for 
much of the drop. The decline in pipeline transport 
mainly reflected lower throughput of natural gas, and 
to a lesser extent crude petroleum. 

In the fourth quarter of 1982, community, business 
and personal service industries reported an output 
drop of 0.8%, the largest decline since the first quarter 
of 1980. Most of the decline was in accommodation 
and food services, with output in this already weak 
sector down 2.9% this quarter, following declines in 
each of the six preceding quarters. Elsewhere, esta- 
blishments providing services to business manage- 
ment showed continuing weakness in the fourth 
quarter. 

During the fourth quarter of 1982, several industries 
began to show some modest improvement in output. 
these industries included finance, mining, trade, agr!- 
culture and forestry. A significant gain occurred in 
mining which saw increased production of copper, 
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iron ore, crude petroleum and natural gas and potash. 
Although the increase in metal mines was substantial, 
the level of output remained approximately 44.9% 
below the last peak reached in the first quarter of 1982. 
Output in the forestry industry began to pick up in the 
fourth quarter, particularly in sawlog and pulpwood 
production. 

‘A notable area of improvement in the final quarter 
was in retail and wholesale trade which showed an 
upward movement of 0.8% over the previous quarter. 
Since the third quarter of 1981, successive quarterly 
declines of at least 2.3% had been posted in trade. The 
modest turnaround in the last quarter was due in part 
to improved sales by wholesale merchants, motor 
vehicle dealers, and department, furniture, drug and 
auto parts stores. 


Gross Domestic Product by Industry, 1982 


In 1982, GDP declined by 5% from 1981 or a drop of 
$5,981.7 million in constant 1971 prices. This marked 
the first downward movement of the Canadian eco- 
nomy for a calendar year since 1954. Hardest hit were 
the goods-producing industries which registered a 
decrease of 9.4% compared to growth of 3.1% in 1981. 
The first decline since 1971 was recorded in service- 
producing industries as output fell by 2.3% in 1982. 

For industrial production — the aggregate measure 
of mining, manufacturing and utilities’ output — a 
decline of 10.8% was reported in 1982, making this the 
sharpest annual decline since 1945. As a result,indus- 
trial production stood only fractionally above the level 
recorded in 1976. Most of the weakness in industrial 
production was centred among manufacturers, which 
accounted for 54.1% of the overall GDP decline in 
1982. 

Manufacturers of both non-durable and durable 
goods have borne the brunt of the recession as pro- 
duction declined 12.3% in 1982, the steepest decline 
since 1945. All major industry groups within the manu- 
facturing sector reported falling output during the 
year. Following a modest 1.3% rise in 1981, man ufactu- 
rers’ shipments tumbled 9.3% in 1982, while new 
orders were off 10.4% from the previous year. Manu- 
facturers succeeded in achieving some inventory 
liquidation, and by year-end, stocks were approxima- 
tely 12.0% below the level at the beginning of the year. 
The decline caused plant utilization rates to fall from 
83% in the second quarter of 1981 to 67% in the third 
quarter of 1982, increasing idle plant capacity by 
almost 20%. 

Output of durable goods manufacturers slumped to 
its lowest since 1972, with substantial weakness 
among producers of primary metals, metal fabricated 
products, machinery, transportation equipment, non- 
metallic mineral products, and electrical products lead- 
ing the downward movement. Among non-durable 
producers, sharply declining production was reported 
for textiles, paper and allied products, and chemical 
products. 
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In primary metals production, Canadian steel- 
makers were forced to make sharp production cut- 
backs during the year. Producers were faced with 
declining demand from major domestic steel consu- 
ming industries as well as falling exports. The deferral 
or cancellation of some major energy projects also 
contributed to the weakened 1982 output position. As 
a result producers’ shipments and new orders were 
down substantially from 1981 levels. The rapid deterio- 
ration in steel output over the year resulted in nume- 
rous large-scale layoffs throughout most of the year. 
Steel mill consumption of iron ore was down almost 
31% in 1982. Smelting and refining operations finished 
the year with production declines in refined copper, 
nickel and aluminum. Exports of refined nickel and 
copper were off sharply as well. The extremely weake- 
ned position in primary metals production was reflec- 
ted in asharp drop for metal mines output, and nume- 
rous mine closings took place during the year. 
Production levels for iron, copper, nickel, lead and 
zinc ores were severely depressed in 1982. 

Metal fabricating industries reported substantial 
production losses in 1982 as well, especially among 
manufacturers of metal stamping, hardware and tool, 
fabricated structural steel, and wire products. 

Machinery and equipment manufacturers reported 
output down 19.1% from the 1981 level. Contributing 
largely to the decrease was a substantially lower pro- 
duction level for output of industrial machinery and 
equipment. Exports of machinery and equipment were 
down almost 20% from 1981 and machinery and 
equipment wholesalers reported a significant drop in 
output as well. 

Output of the transportation equipment industry in 
1982 slumped to its lowest level since 1972. Production 
decreases were recorded by manufacturers of aircraft 
and parts, automotive products, and railroad rolling 
stock. By far the largest decline occurred in the auto- 
motive industry where production fell by 7.0%. Motor 
vehicle manufacturers posted production increases in 
each of the first three quarters of 1982; however, out- 
put in the fourth quarter plummeted 33.1%. By 
December 1982, manufacturers had reduced inven- 
tory levels about 5.6% from the previous January. 
Motor vehicle manufacturers assembled some 46,000 
fewer units in 1982 than in 1981. A total of only 1.28 
million automobiles came off Canadian assembly 
lines, making this the lowest number of vehicles pro- 
duced since 1970. Passenger car production edged up 
slightly by about 4,500 units, but commercial vehicle 
output was down more than 50,000 units from 1981. 
Manufacturers enjoyed a healthy increase in automo- 
bile production for the export market (up 12.4%) while 
vehicles produced for the domestic market declined 
almost 37%. Truck production followed a similar trend 
with export-destined vehicles increasing, and 
domestically-oriented units declining. Following 
declines of 5.2% and 6.1% in 1980 and 1981, motor 
vehicle dealers recorded a 19.6% drop in sales for the 
year 1982. In terms of units, auto dealers sold 
approximately 251,000 fewer vehicles than in the pre- 
vious year, with both North American built and 
offshore-produced vehicle sales declining 
significantly. 
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Motor vehicle parts and accessories manufacturers 
recorded a slight decline in output during the year, in 
spite of a modest rise in export sales. The decline in the 
year was attributed to poor demand from Canadian 
motor vehicle manufacturers. 

Textiles and apparel related industries, including 
clothing, knitting and shoe factories, all sustained 
depressed production levels during 1982. The 
weakness among textile and apparel manufacturers 
was in part a reflection of weaker sales of clothing and 
footwear at the retail level and stiffer competition from 
imports. 

Output of the paper and allied products industry 
declined in each of the four quarters of 1982 and ended 
up with a year-over-year production drop of 9.0%. Sof- 
ter market conditions abroad were instrumental for 
much of the production setbacks in the pulp and paper 
industry, as newsprint production and exports drop- 
ped 9.4% and 12.0%, respectively. Newsprint stocks at 
Canadian mills totalled 265 000 tonnes at year-end, up 
36% from the December 1981 level. Canadian news- 
print mills operated at 82% capacity in 1982, down 
from 94% in 19811. U.S. daily newspapers’ consump- 
tion of newsprint in 1982 slipped by 1.8%. A 9.8% 
decline in domestic newsprint shipments was reflec- 
ted in an output decrease of 8.4% in the printing and 
publishing industry. 

Woodpulp production declined for the second 

consecutive year, as shipments to both domestic and 
foreign markets were sharply cut back. Exports of 
woodpulp, which accounted for almost 80% of total 
shipments, were down about 10% from the 1981 level. 
The operating rate for Canadian woodpulp mills ave- 
raged about 76% in 1982 compared to 87% for 1981. 
Production of fine papers was down about 4.0% from 
1981. 
Substantially reduced output levels were reported 
by manufacturers of non-metallic mineral products in 
1982. Production of cement, ready-mix concrete, and 
glass, concrete and insulation products were all down 
in the year, mostly due to weak demand from the 
construction and automotive industries. Construction, 
the major consuming industry for non-metallic mine- 
ral products, slumped 8.3% in 1982 following a 7.1% 
rise the previous year; the 1982 decline was due toa 
substantial drop in residential construction activity. 

The poor economic climate in 1982 also prompted a 
production downturn among manufacturers of chemi- 
cals and chemical products. Particularly strong output 
decreases were recorded for producers of industrial 
chemicals, and plastics and synthetic resins, resulting 
in some extended layoffs throughout the year. Manu- 
facturers of rubber and plastic products also showed a 
significant production drop in 1982. 

The 1982 recession severely depressed output in the 
wholesale and retail trade industries. Declines among 
wholesale merchants were widespread, but were par- 
ticularly strong among wholesalers of motor vehicles 
and accessories, and industrial, agricultural, and elec- 
trical machinery and equipment. Also affected, buttoa 
lesser extent, were suppliers for the housing industry 
— including lumber, plumbing supplies, hardware and 
other construction materials.

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Output among retailers was off substantially in 1982, 
falling about 5.0% from the 1981 level. The slump in 
output by retailers during 1982 was the worst in more 
than three decades and encompassed virtually all 
store-types. Consumer resistance to purchases of big- 
ticket items was most evident as motor vehicle dealers 
and furniture, TV, radio and appliance stores reported 
large output declines. Department store sales were 
also much lower, with consumer spending on apparel 
and home furnishings lagging far behind the 1981 
pace. Modest output increases were reported among 
food and drug stores. 

Demand for transportation services was substan- 
tially reduced in 1982, as output of railway, truck, air 
and water transport industries dropped sharply. 
Freight shipments of primary and manufactured 
goods were significantly lower, reflecting the output 
cutbacks in manufacturing, mining and forestry. Pas-

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Current Economic Analysis, Monthly Review (Based 
on data available as of February 11, 1983)! 

There were increased indications in November and 
December 1982 that the recession was bottoming out. 
The monthly indicators of output and employment 
rose in November and December, respectively, but it is 
uncertain whether these gains mark the formal begin- 
ning of asustained recovery. The hesitant nature of the 
recent improvement in consumer spending is a reflec- 
tion of its narrow base, largely confined to durable 
goods where transitory factors have played a large 
role, as wages and salaries have remained weak. The 
housing sector appears to be more definitely in the 
midst of recovery, as was evident from a sharp 
increase in sales of homes and housing starts in the 
fourth quarter. The prospects for export growth in the 
first quarter of 1983 are bolstered by the upturn in the 
auto and housing sectors in the United States; a broad 
recovery of exports, however, may be delayed until the 
development of a more diffuse recovery in the U.S. 
economy. 

The signs of a developing recovery in final demand, 
and the uncertainty about its timing, are exemplified in 
recent indicators of consumer spending. Retail sales 
— notably demand for passenger cars — rose in 
November and December, as did output and employ- 
ment in the wholesale and retail trade sectors. Part of 
the increase in retail sales in November appears due to 
the transitory stimulus of low auto financing rates. 
Some of these gains dissipated in January, however, 
as domestic auto sales and employment in trade 
retreated somewhat. These contradictory monthly 
movements appear to reflect the countervailing forces 
at work in the determination of personal expenditures. 
Lower interest rates and an improvement of consumer 
confidence encouraged a recovery for durable goods 
in the fourth quarter, although sales were also boosted 
by temporary incentives to purchase. On the other 
hand, lower rates of increase for hourly earnings have 
contributed to steady drops in demand for other retail 
goods. If inflation and interest rates continue to sub- 
side in the first quarter, the firming of aggregate 
employment conditions evident in the data for 
December and January should encourage a sustained 
recovery of consumer demand. 

In addition to uncertainty about the prospects for a 
sustained recovery of final demand in the first quarter, 
there are also signs that, even if demand improves, 
firms will be hesitant to boost production and 
employment due to the severe nature of the recession 
up to this point. This hesitancy is reflected in the unu- 
sual tendency for many manufacturing industries to 
absorb an upturn in new orders by raising unfilled 
orders rather than boosting output. A strong recovery 
in output and employment is unlikely to develop in the 
near term in view of the desire of firms to restrain 
Outlays and raise productivity to help repair their 
balance sheets. At the same time, the severe nature of 
many of the cutbacks and layoffs in the recession may 
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have increased the short-term technical difficulties in 
re-assembling the labour and materials necessary to 
resume increased production. Evidence of a recovery 
in the unemployment rate is likely to be elusive, as 
labour force participation will probably resume its 
secular increase when labour demand begins to 
improve. 

e Employment was stable in January following a0.2% 
increase in December, according to the Labour Force 
Survey. The improvement in employment conditions 
and in consumer confidence late in 1982 was not evi- 
dent in participation rates, and the labour force fell by 
0.4% in January. This explains the drop in the unem- 
ployment rate from 12.8% to 12.4%. 

e The indicators of personal expenditure on retail 
goods rose 1.3% in volume in November, recouping 
most of the declines in September and October. All of 
the gain originated in durable goods (+4.7%), notably 
sales of passenger cars and furniture and appliances, 
in a continuation of the recovery for durables that 
began with the drop in interest rates in August. 
Demand for semi-durable and non-durable goods 
continued to decline. 

e Housing starts rose for the fourth straight month in 
January, to a level of 165,000 units at annual rates, 
compared to the trough of 86,000 units in September. 
A strong recovery in house sales in the fourth quarter 
should lead to an increase in residential construction. 
® Real Domestic Product increased 0.3% in Novem- 
ber, and aggregate output should record a slower rate 
of decline in the fourth quarter compared to the third. 
Most of the improvement in November originated in 
goods-producing industries (+0.7%), as construction 
and primary industries continued to recover while 
manufacturing activity showed signs of stabilizing. 

@ Following a sharp retrenchment originating in the 
auto industry in September and October, an improve- 
ment in a number of manufacturing industries related 
to housing, consumer, and export demand became 
evident in the aggregate statistics on manufacturing 
activity in November. Real new orders jumped by 9.0%, 
and unfilled orders increased 4.3%, although these 
gains were magnified by extraordinary increases in 
transportation equipment. Shipments rose by 1.4% in 
volume, while inventories fell at a rapid rate of $200 
million despite a significantly reduced rate of decline 
in production (-0.2%). 

® Both nominal merchandise exports and imports 
turned up in December, rising by 9.9% and 8.2%, res- 
pectively, although the recent indications of a reco- 
very in export and domestic demand have not been 
sufficiently established to influence the rapid rates of 
decline in the trend-cycle data. 

@ Inflation continued to slow into December, particu- 
larly at the retail level as the Consumer Price Index was 
(continued) 
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stable in the month and rose only 1.6% in the fourth 
quarter. An easing of cost increases, notably unit 
labour costs, has allowed manufacturing firms to 
begin to rebuild profit margins while at the same time 
limiting price increases (up 0.4% in December follo- 
wing small declines in October and November). 

The Canadian composite leading indicator 
(1971=100) rose by 0.69% to a level of 109.40 in 
November, representing the second straight month of 
increase after 15 consecutive months of decline. The 
non-filtered version rose by 2.0% to 113.4 in November 
as seven components increased. The upturn of the 
composite indicator is so far less rapid and less 
broadly based than at a comparable stage in 1975 and 
1980, largely due to continued weakness exhibited by 
indicators of labour income and manufacturing acti- 
vity and the relatively weak upturn in the U.S. leading 
indicator. The indicators of final domestic demand 
posted increases comparable to the gains during the 
past two recoveries, led by the rapid expansion of 
housing demand in central Canada. The sharp drop in 
interest rates in North America in December and the 
firming of employment in Canada in December and 
January should help to sustain this trend. Overall, the 
leading indicator results support an impression that an 
end of the current severe recession may be nearing.

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Building Permits, December 1982 — Advance 
Information 


Canadian municipalities issued building permits esti- 
mated at a seasonally adjusted $1,289.3 million in 
December 1982, up 0.7% from the revised total of 
$1,280.1 million in November, but down 31.3% from the 
December 1981 level of $1,876.5 million. (The latter 
figure included a score of rental housing projects certi- 
fied under the MURB Program which terminated at the 
end of 1981.) 

Spurred by lower mortgage interest rates and 
government stimulation plans, housebuilding inten- 
tions rose 6.0% to a seasonally adjusted $865.8 million 
in December from $816.8 million in November. The 
rise in residential permits value was centred in the 
single dwellings category which jumped to 12,717 
units from 10,427. Permits for multiple dwelling types 
remained weak at 4,533 units (5,153 units in Novem- 
ber). The December figures indicate that residential 
construction continues to be strong in Nova Scotia, 
Quebec, Ontario and Alberta, and the situation is 
improving in British Columbia. 

Non-residential permits value continued to decline 
in December, totalling $423.5 million, down 8.6% from 
a seasonally adjusted $463.3 million in November. By 
category, proposed industrial construction dropped 
38.7% to $55.1 million in December from $89.7 million 
in November, and commercial projects decreased 
5.6% to $177.4 million ($187.9 million), but publicly- 
initiated projects value rose 2.9% to $191.1 million 
from $185.6 million. 

In 1982, building permits issued in Canada totalled a 
preliminary $12.8 billion, down 31.7% from $18.7 bil- 
lionin 1981. By category, residential permits recorded 
the largest decline, down 37.5% to $6.1 billion from 
$9.8 billion, followed by industrial developments 
which declined 36.7% to $1.1 billion from $1.7 billion, 
and commercial projects which. were down 33.4% to 
$3.5 billion from $5.2 billion. Publicly-initiated projects 
value rose 5.8% to $2.1 billion from $2.0 billion.

Railway Carloadings, Seven Days Ending February 21, 
1983 (Published only in the Daily) 


Revenue freight tonnages loaded by railways in 
Canada during the week ending February 21, 1983 
totalled 3.7 million t, a decrease of 11.8% from the 1982 
figure. Loadings were down in the East by 12.3% and in 
the West by 11.3%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) tonnages, included 
above, increased in the East by 5.2% and decreased in 
the West by 17.2%, with an overall national decrease of 
2.4%. 

Rail freight loadings for January 1-February 21, 1983 
at 24.8 million t showed a drop of 8.5% from the year- 
earlier level. Piggyback cars loaded decreased 7.1%.

Capacity Utilization Rates in Canadian Manufactu- 
ring, Fourth Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 


Capacity utilization in Canadian manufacturing indus- 
tries dropped again in the fourth quarter of 1982, 
continuing the decline which began in the third quar- 
ter of 1981: the decrease for total manufacturing indus- 
tries was 5.4% to 63.2% from 66.8% in the third quarter 
of 1982. 

Durable manufacturing industries showed a sharp 
fall of 10.0% in capacity utilization to 53.8% from 
59.8%, while the rate for non-durable manufacturing 
industries dropped by 1.4% to 72.9% from 73.9%. _ 

Data are available on CANSIM from the first quarter 
of 1961 to the current quarter by major manufacturing 
group according to the 1970 Standard Industrial Clas- 
sification, with aggregates for durables, non-durables 
and total manufacturing.

Note to Users 


Data users should note that the statistics presen- 
ted in this release are estimates and not opera- 
ting ratios based on either engineering measures 
— such as productive machine hours — or survey 
results. In addition, it should be noted that the 
indexes are preliminary and could be revised as 
final statistics on production, investment and 
prices become available. 

Given the many conceptua! and measurement 
problems surrounding the notion of capacity uti- 
lization, the rates shown are indicative of trends 
and cycies in the utilization of capital. The indica- 
ted level is only a statistical approximation and 
should be viewed as such. For example, a rate 


close to 100% indicates a high level of capital 


utilization which is considered a peak for the 
period observed.

Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian Balance of Inter- 
national Payments 
Fourth Quarter 1982 
On a seasonally adjusted basis, the record current 
account surplus of the previous quarter was maintai- 
ned in the fourth quarter of 1982 as increases in both 
the merchandise surplus and the non-merchandise 
deficit virtually offset one another. The increase to a 
record high in the merchandise surplus reflected the 
weakness of the economy with imports declining fas- 
ter than exports. in the capital account', there was a 
marked reduction in the inflow of new bond borro- 
wings from abroad, as Canadian residents shifted 
some of their requirements to the domestic market 
where relatively easier credit conditions prevailed. 
This also encouraged Canadian borrowers to repay 
some of their short-term borrowings from abroad, lea- 
ding to net outflows of short-term capital. 

The main quarterly features were: 
® On a seasonally adjusted basis, a slightly higher 
current account surplus of $1.1 billion, composed of a 
$5.0 billion surplus on merchandise trade and a $3.9 
billion deficit on non-merchandise transactions; 
@ An increase of $0.3 billion in the merchandise trade 
surplus. This was caused by a 13% reduction to $15.2 
billion in imports, which was partly offset by a 9% 
decline to $20.2 billion in exports. Imports declined to 
their lowest level since the third quarter of 1979 while 
exports were at their lowest level since the third quar- 
ter of 1980; 
¢ Among imports, large declines in automotive pro- 
ducts, non-ferrous metals, industrial machinery, crude 
petroleum and fabricated metal products; increases 
were recorded for agricultural machinery, fresh vege- 
tables and communication and related equipment; 
e Among exports, decreases in automotive products, 
woodpulp, fish, coal and aluminum while increases 
were registered for natural gas and copper; 
¢ In volume terms both imports and exports fell by 
11%: 
© An increase of $0.2 billion in the deficit on service 
transactions, due mainly to higher net payments on 
investment income; 


e Unadjusted for seasonal variations, a shift of $1.4 
billion from the fourth quarter of 1981 in the current 
account balance to a surplus of $1.2 billion, entirely 
attributable to lower merchandise imports; 

® Inthe capital account, a $1.5 billion reduction inthe 
net inflow from long-term capital transactions to $0.5 
billion, by far the lowest net inflowinthe last yearanda 
half. This was attributed to the 40% decline in the value 
of new bond borrowing from abroad; 

e A turnaround of $4.4 billion to a net outflow of $3.3 
billlonin short-term capital transactions, which can be 
partly related to the narrowing of short-term interest 
rate differentials as Canadian rates fell more than their 
United States counterparts. Net outflows of $2.6 billion 
and $0.7 billion resulted from the reduction in the net 
foreign currency liability position of the banks and 
from a net redemption on Canadian money market 
instruments, respectively; 

e A statistical discrepancy (net errors and omissions 
in the recorded estimates of current and capital tran- 
sactions) equivalent to a net inflow of $2.1 billion; 

@ An increase of $0.5 billion in net official monetary 
assets which was reflected in the reduction of the outs- 
tanding liability to foreign banks; 

® An appreciation of the Canadian dollar which rea- 
ched a high of 82.15 U.S. cents in November and decli- 
ned in December to close at 81.38 U.S. cents, slightly 
higher than the September close. 


Year 1982 

In 1982, the current account registered the highest 
surplus on record. This broke the continued pattern of 
deficits which prevailed since 1973 and peaked in 
1981. The shift from 1981 was due to a more than 
doubling in the merchandise trade surplus as imports 
declined sharply while exports remained unchanged. 
Partly offsetting this movement, there were, in non- 
merchandise transactions, higher interest payments 
(continued on next page) 
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related to a substantial increase in new bond borro- 
wings from abroad in both 1981 and 1982. There was 
also in the capital account a slackening of take-over 
activity by Canadian investors, which led to a much 
lower direct investment net outflow than in 1981. This 
corresponded to a sharp reversal to a net outflow by 
the Canadian chartered banks as they decreased part 
of their large net liability to non-residents incurred 
over the years, especially in 1981. 

The main annual features were: 
e A shift of $8.0 billion in the current account to a 
surplus of $2.7 billion as the surplus from merchandise 
trade transactions increased by more than $10 billion; 
© A 13% decline to $66.7 billion in merchandise 
imports while exports remained at $84.5 billion, pro- 
ducing a $17.7 billion merchandise surplus. This 
contrasted sharply with the pattern of annual growth 
recorded in both imports and exports since the late 
1950s; 
e Anincrease of $7.5 billion to a record $11.1 billionin 
the merchandise trade surplus with the United States, 
as imports declined for the first year since 1970 and 
exports continued to rise. Part of this movement was 
explained by the automotive trade which shifted toa 
surplus; 
e Among imports, major declines in crude petroleum, 
automotive products, iron and steel, construction and 
metal working machinery, and tractor engines and 
parts. In total, these commodities accounted for two- 
thirds of the total decline in imports. Increases were 
registered for purchases of computers and office 
equipment, printed material, and coal; 
e Among exports, large increases in motor vehicles 
and parts, wheat, natural gas, steel, aircraft, and crude 
petroleum. Notable declines were registered for sales 
of woodpulp and iron ores and concentrates; 
e In volume terms, imports fell by about 15% while 
exports remained virtually unchanged from 1981; 
e An increase of $2.2 billion to $16.5 billion in the 
deficit on service transactions, caused largely by 
higher interest payments on new bond borrowings 
from abroad. This was partly offset by a doubling in the 
surplus on freight and shipping transactions and lower 
net payments on all the other service accounts, inclu- 
ding dividends and miscellaneous income; 
¢ Among long-term capital transactions, a $9.3 billion 
decline to $1.2 billion in the net outflow from direct 
investment due to a reduction in the value of take-over 
activities; 
e A stepping-up from record levels of new bond bor- 
rowings from abroad — providing an inflow of $16.0 
billion. In the secondary market, however, non- 
residents for the first year in the last decade did not 
add to their holdings of Canadian bonds; 
@ Among short-term capital transactions, a reversal of 
$22 billion to a net outflow of $4.4 billion, as the Cana- 
dian chartered banks reduced their net foreign cur- 
rency liability to non-residents; 
e Acontinued build-up of deposits abroad from the 
Canadian non-bank sector, leading to a net outflow of 
$3.1 billion, down from the unusually high net outflow 
of $6.7 billion of the previous year; 
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© Ashift of $4.2 billion to a net outflow of $1.5 billion as 
non-residents reduced their holdings of Canadian dol- 
lar deposits ($0.7 billion) and Canadian money market 
instruments ($0.8 billion); 
e A statistical discrepancy (net errors and omissions 
in the recorded estimates of current and capital tran- 
sactions) equivalent to a net outflow of $2.5 billion; 
© A decrease of $695 million in net official monetary 
assets. Monetary authorities sold a sizeable amount of 
foreign currencies in the first half of the year, drawing 
from their standby credit arrangements with banks. 
These were entirely repaid over the balance of the 
year; 
e A depreciation in the value of the Canadian dollar 
which plummeted to its lowest historical level in June 
1982 (76.80 U.S. cents) and regained some strength 
thereafter. On average, the Canadian dollar traded at 
81.03 U.S. cents during the year, 2.37 U.S. cents lower 
than in 1981.

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, January 
1983 


On a seasonally adjusted balance-of-payments basis, 
preliminary results indicate that Canada’s exports 
declined 5% or $355 million to $6.78 billion in January 
1983 following an increase of 9.6% in December anda 
0.7% decline in November. Imports rose 3.2% or $170 
million to $5.52 billion in January 1983 after increases 
of 7.7% in December and 0.7% in November. Conse- 
quently, the merchandise trade surplus retracted by 
$527 million to $1.26 billion in January following sur- 
pluses of $1.79 billion in December and $1.54 billion in 
November. 

Short Term Trend 

The decline in the short term trend for exports from the 
July 1982 peak eased in November with a 1.7% decline 
compared to a 2.0% decline in October. After the June 
1982 peak, the decline in the trend for imports also 
eased in November with declines slowing from 2.2% in 
October to a 1.7% decline in November. The trend for 
the merchandise trade balance peaked in August 1982 
atarecord monthly surplus level of $1.64 billion follow- 
ing an increase of 235% over 13 months and declined 
$25 million in November. 


The recent easing in the decline of exports is mainly 
attributable to smaller declines for motor vehicle pro- 
ducts (18.9% share of total exports), woodpulp and 
newsprint (8.3% share), cereals and cereal prepara- 
tions (6.4% share), chemicals (4.9% share) and tele- 
communication equipment (1.8% share). Recent 
increases in lumber products (4.6% share), copper 
(1.1% share) and office machinery and equipment 
(1.2% share) also contributed to the smaller overall 
decline in exports. The main reasons for the smaller 
declines in imports were a recent pickup in telecom- 
munication, office machinery and other equipment 
(14.8% share), crude petroleum (6.8% share), textiles 
(1.9% share), iron and steel (1.4% share) and petro- 
leum and coal products (1.3% share), combined witha 
smaller decline in motor vehicle products (20.3% 
share).

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Commodity Analysis 

Exports (Seasonally Adjusted, Customs Basis) 

The largest declines for exports in January 1983 were 
for: petroleum and coal products (down 38% or $115 
million to $190 million); metal ores concentrates and 
scrap (down 37% or $115 million to $195 million follow- 
ing an increase of $165 million in December); aircraft 
(down 50% or $90 million to $85 million after an 
increase of $60 million in December) and wheat (down 
18% or $65 million to $295 million). The largest 
increases were for passenger car exports (up 51% or 
$240 million to $715 million) and for coal (up 123% or 
$70 million to $125 million following a $55 million 
decline in December). 

Short Term Trend 

After reaching a June 1982 peak, declines in the trend 
of end product exports (33.7% share of domestic 
exports) accelerated in the months up to October and 
then eased in November. The main contributors to this 
easing in the decline were: motor vehicle products 
(18.9% share) and telecommunication equipment 
(1.8% share). Other contributors were agricultural 
machinery (0.7% share) which continued to decline 
but at a slower pace and office machinery and equip- 
ment which reached a low point in October and picked 
up again in November. On the other hand, industrial 
machinery (3.0% share), other transportation equip- 
ment, including aircraft (3.7% share) and other equip- 
ment and tools (2.0% share) registered faster paced 
declines after peaking in the third quarter of 1982. 

After an August 1982 peak, declines in fabricated 
materials (35.2% share) accentuated with a 1.0% drop 
in November. The main contributors were aluminium 
exports (1.8% share), iron and steel (2.3% share) which 
both peaked in the third quarter of 1982, and electricity 
(1.7% share) which turned down in November after a 
30% increase over a six-month period. Chemicals 
(4.9% share) was another contributor to the decline. 
Partly counterbalancing this, copper and nickel fabri- 
cated metal exports (1.1% share) continued to pick up 
after an August 1982 low point, and lumber products 
(4.6% share) after a 6.6% decline in the third quarter, 
increased 0.8% in October and 3.1% in November. 
Woodpulp (3.4% share), newsprint (4.9% share) and 
hardware exports (0.7% share) continued to decline 
but ata slower pace in recent months up to November. 
Petroleum and coal products (3.9% share) slowed 
substantially from an increase of 13% in July to one of 
0.4% in November. 

Exports of crude materials (18.5% share) continued 
to increase marginally and at a slower pace in the three 
months up to November, partly as a result of a similar 
pattern of growth for natural gas (6.2% share) and 
asbestos exports (0.7% share). Over the same period, 
metal ores, concentrates and scrap (3.5% share) and 
coal exports (1.4% share) registered slower paced 
declines. Crude petroleum exports (3.9% share) peak- 
ed in October after a 36.8% increase over a six-month 
period and declined 2.2% in November. 

Declines in the exports of food, feed, beverages and 
tobacco (11.7% share) slowed from a 4.2% decrease in 
August to a 2.3% decrease in November. Cereals and 
cereal preparations (6.4% share) peaked in May 1982, 
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declined 26.5% up to October and turned up again with 
a 0.6% increase in November. Fish and fish product 
exports peaked in August and declined at a faster pace 
since then. 

Imports (Seasonally Adjusted, Customs Basis) 

The main contributors to the $500 million increase in 
imports for January 1983 were: passenger cars (up 
55% or $145 million to $405 million); precious metals 
(up 305% or $160 million to $215 million, after a decline 
of $90 million in December) and crude petroleum (up 
37% or $125 million to $465 million). Imports of aircraft 
were down 37% or $60 million to $100 million. 


Short Term Trend 

The decline in the trend for imports of end products 
(59.9% share of total imports) slowed from an average 
of 3.0% a month in the three months up to October, toa 
decline of 2.4% in November. This slowdown in the 
decline was partly attributable to a recent pickup in 
telecommunication equipment (4.0% share) and other 
equipment and tools (6.6% share), thus ending a full 
year of continuous declines. Further, office machinery 
and equipment (4.2% share) picked up as well after a 
14% decline between April and September 1982. Ano- 
ther contributor was imports of motor vehicle products 
(20.3% share). Increases in imports of aircraft and 
other transportation equipment (6.6% share) slowed 
from an increase of 5.0% in August to one of 0.7% in 
November. The trend for imports of industrial machi- 
nery (8.0% share) declined at a steady pace of 2.0% a 
month between July and November. 

The trend for imports of fabricated materials (18.2% 
share) has remained at the same level for the past six 
months. Iron and steel (1.4% share) reached a low 
point in October after a 68% decline over a 12-month 
period and picked up again in November. Textiles 
(1.9% share) and petroleum and coal products (1.3% 
share) both reached low points in August and have 
since increased. Chemicals (5.6% share) increased 
slightly for the fifth consecutive time and non-ferrous 
metal imports (3.3% share) slowed from increases of 
14.2% in July to a 2.2% increase in November, due 
mostly to precious metals. After a July 1982 peak, 
hardware (1.5% share) registered declines of 9.0% a 
month in September and October and posted a 7.4% 
decline in November. 

The trend for imports of crude materials (13.1% 
share) peaked in July and has since declined as metal 
ores, concentrates and scrap (2.1% share) and coal 
(1.4% share) continued to decrease at a faster pace in 
the four months up to November. Imports of crude 
petroleum (6.8% share) increased slightly in Novem- 
ber after a 51% drop over a 17-month period. 

Imports of food, feed, beverages and tobacco (7.2% 
share) continued to decline at a pace of less than 2.0% 
a month. Fruit and vegetable imports (2.8% share) 
reached a low point in September after an 8.6% decline 
Over a six-month period.

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Trading Partner Analysis 


Exports (Seasonally Adjusted, Customs Basis) 

A large increase in exports to the United States of 4.6% 
or $220 million to $4.90 billion in January 1983 was not 
sufficient to offset larger declines in exports to other 
destinations. Exports to Other O.E.C.D. countries 
declined 58% or $130 million to $90 million following 
an increase of $100 million in December, exports to 
Japan declined 22% or $90 million to $330 million after 
an increase of $105 million in December and exports to 
Other E.E.C. countries were down 20% or $75 million 
to $315 million. 

Short Term Trend 

The trend for exports to the U.S. (69.4% share of total 
exports), which peaked in July 1982, continued to be 
the main contributor to the overall decline with an 
average decline of 2.0% per month in the three months 
up to November. The trends for Other E.E.C. countries 
(5.7% share), Other O.E.C.D. countries (2.4% share) 
and Other America countries (3.7% share) all declined 
at a faster pace in the three months up to November. 
The only counterbalancing trend was for exports to 
the United Kingdom (2.9% share) which reached alow 
point in September 1982 and increased 0.5% in Octo- 
ber and 2.7% in November. 


Imports (Seasonally Adjusted, Customs Basis) 

The large increase in imports for January 1983 was 
mainly due to large increases in imports from the U.S. 
(up 7.4% or $275 million to $4.01 billion) and from 
Japan (up 37% or $80 million to $305 million after a $60 
million decline in December). Imports from Other 
America countries dropped 26% or $105 million to 
$295 million. 
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Short Term Trend 

The trend for imports from the U.S. (71.2% share of 
total imports) continued to register declines of about 
2% a month in the four months up to November. The 
trends for imports from Other E.E.C. countries (5.7% 
share), Japan (5.2% share) and Other O.E.C.D. coun- 
tries (2.8% share) all declined at a faster pace in the 
three months up to November. The decline in imports 
from the U.K. (2.6% share) slowed from a 4.5% decline 
in July to a 0.6% decline in November, while the 
increase in the import trend for Other America coun- 
tries (6.8% share) slowed from a 2.7% increase in Sep- 
tember to a 0.4% increase in November.

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Farm Cash Receipts, January 1983 — Advance 
Information 

Farm cash receipts for January 1983 totalled an esti- 
mated $2,709.2 million, up 13% from the year-earlier 
level of $2,388.3 million. 

Receipts from the sale of field crops climbed 17% to 
$1,962.3 million in the latest month. This advance was 
primarily due to higher wheat receipts and Canadian 
Wheat Board Payments ($582.5 million paid in 1983 
compared with $456.0 million in 1982). Despite lower 
prices, grain volumes were 57% higher than in 1982 for 
barley and 253% higher for wheat. 

Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and live- 
stock products rose 8% from the January 1982 level to 
$724.0 million. The increase mainty reflected a 41% 
increase in hog receipts. 

Estimated farm cash receipts measure the gross 
cash returns to farmers from the sale of all agricultural 
products: also included are Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments; cash advances paid on farm- 
stored commodities, and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance 
has been made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 
producers’ operating expenses and depreciation 
charges, is published annually in catalogue 21-202.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, January 1983 — Advance 
Information 


Retail sales in Canada of all new motor vehicles, unad- 
justed for seasonal variations, totalled 53,005 units in 
January 1983, up slightly by 0.9% from the same month 
a year earlier. This marked the first time since June 
1981 that an increase was registered for two consecu- 
tive months (total sales in units were up 4.8% in 
December 1982). The main factor contributing to the 
increased sales was the extension of low cost finan- 
cing programs to 1983 models by the North American 
manufacturers. Sales of North American manufactu- 
red passenger cars rose 12.8% to 28,643 units, while 
domestic commercial vehicles dropped 14.8% to 9,790 
units. Sales of passenger cars built overseas decrea- 
sed 7.9% from the previous year to 12,288 units and 
sales of overseas commercial vehicles recorded a 
slight decrease of 0.8% to 2,284 units. 

The share of the Canadian passenger car market 
taken by North American manufacturers in January 
1983 was 70.0% compared to 65.5% in January 1982. 
Japanese manufacturers had 24.7% of the market and 
European manufacturers 5.3% in January 1983 com- 
pared to percentages of 28.3% and 6.2% for the pre- 
vious year. 

Total value of new motor vehicles sold in January 
1983 decreased 0.6% from a year earlier to $580.2 mil- 
lion. North American passenger cars sold for $295.0 


million (up 13.7%) and commercial vehicles for $138.3 
million (down 21.1%). Sales of passenger cars from 
overseas decreased 2.1% to $125.7 million and those of 
commercial vehicles increased by 3.4% to $21.2 mil- 
lion. Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 
136 coaches or buses (down 36.7%) valued at $11.3 
million (down 22.3%). 

Seasonally adjusted sales in January 1983 of new 
passenger cars built in North America fell 27.6% from 
December 1982 to 38,519 units and sales of passenger 
cars manufactured overseas decreased 4.8% to 17,055 
units. Similarly adjusted total sales of new commercial 
vehicles were down 17.2% from the preceding month 
to 15,591 units.

Retail Trade, January 1983 — Advance Information 


Total retail sales in Canada, without seasonal adjust- 
ment, were $6,965.5 million in January 1983, up 4.8% 
from the January 1982 level. Among the 28 kinds of 
businesses surveyed, 23 showed increased sales, with 
the largest gains for furniture, TV, radio and appliance 
stores (+21.3%), pharmacies, patent medicine and 
cosmetics stores (+20.5%) and used car dealers 
(+20.1%). The largest sales decreases were reported 
by garages (-4.2%), service stations (-2.5%) and family 
clothing stores (-0.8%). 

In the latest month, retail sales were up from a year 
earlier in all provinces except British Columbia (-3.3%) 
and the Yukon and Northwest Territories (-2.6%), 
advances ranging from 1.4% in Alberta to 13.9% in 
Prince Edward Island. In metropolitan areas, retail 
sales were higher in Toronto (+9.4%), Winnipeg 
(+4.1%) and in Montreal (+1.6%) but dropped in Van- 
couver (-4.2%). 

Revised total retail trade for December 1982 was 
$10,642.0 million, an increase of 6.6% over December 
1981. 

Seasonally adjusted, retail sales in January 1983 
rose 1.0% to a level of $8,513.2 million from $8,432.6 
million (revised) in December 1982. The largest 
increases were recorded in general merchandise 
stores (+12.1%), family clothing stores (+10.8%), 
hardware stores and book and stationery stores (both 
registering +10.1%), while the largest decreases were 
in garages (-8.0%), jewellery stores (-5.8%) and house- 
hold furniture stores (-3.4%). 

Compared to the previous month, seasonally adjus- 
ted sales were up in six provinces with the highest 
increases in the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
(+6.6%) and Saskatchewan (+3.2%), while Prince 


Edward Island (-4.1%) and Manitoba (-2.7%) showed 
the most notable decreases.

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Federal Government Employment, Fourth Quarter 
1982 — Advance Information 

Employees of the federal government (including 
members of the Canadian Armed Forces) and 
government enterprises numbered 583,752 as of 
December 1982, an overall decrease of 6,567 (-1.1%) 
from December 1981. General government employees 
increased by 4,142 (0.9%), while those in government 
enterprises decreased by 10,709 (-7.3%). 

The growth in general government employment in 
the latest period was due primarily to increased esta- 
blishment in a number of departments: Employment 
and Immigration; External Affairs; Environment; 
Transport and Fisheries and Oceans. This was offset 
to some extent by decreases in term employment: in 
Canada Post Corporation; National Defence; National 
Health and Welfare and Statistics Canada. The decline 
in government enterprise employment was due largely 
to the laying-off of employees by the Canadian Natio- 
nal Railways, Canadair Limited, de Havilland Aircraft 
of Canada Limited and Air Canada. 

Gross payrolis (including overtime and retroactive 
payments) for October-December 1982 totalled 
$4,047.9 million, an increase of $690.2 million over the 
corresponding quarter in 1981. The increase was 
mainly due to an extra pay period for general govern- 
ment employees in December 1982. 

The October-December 1982 issue of the publica- 
tion Federal Government Employment (72-004, 
$5.30/$21.20) will be released at a later date. Data are 
presently available from CANSIM data bank: quarterly 
data are located in matrix 2717, monthly data by pro- 
vince in matrix 2718 and Canadian Armed Forces data 
in matrix 2720.

The Labour Force, February 1983 


Canada’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
rose slightly to 12.5% in February 1983 from 12.4% in 
January. The participation rate increased to 63.8% 
from 63.6% in the preceding month and the employ- 
ment/population ratio moved up to 55.8% from 55.7%. 
For the week ending February 19, 1983, the season- 
ally adjusted level of employment was estimated at 
10,443,000, an increase of 27,000 from January. The 
rise in employment was concentrated among persons 
25 years of age and over, with an increase of 18,000 for 
males and 9,000 for females. Employment increases 
were registered in service (+21,000), and finance, insu- 
rance and real estate industries (+18,000), while 
declines were posted in manufacturing (-14,000) and 
puhlit administration (-10,000). On a provincial basis, 
higher employment was recorded in Nova Scotia 
(+7,000), Saskatchewan (+6,000) and British Columbia 
(+8,000), while Alberta showed a decline (-5,000). 
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Seasonally adjusted, unemployment was estimated 
at 1,497,000 in February, up by 16,000 from January. 
The level increased by 7,000 for persons 25 years and 
over and by 7,000 for males 15-24 years of age. Provin- 
cially, unemployment declined by 7,000 in Nova Scotia 
and 6,000 in British Columbia, but rose by an estima- 
ted 21,000 in Ontario and 4,000 in Newfoundland. 

Seasonally adjusted unemployment rates for the 
provinces in February were as follows, with January 
rates in brackets: Newfoundland, 18.8% (17.3%); 
Prince Edward Island, 12.9% (14.4%); Nova Scotia, 
13.1% (15.0%); New Brunswick, 15.3% (15.2%); Que- 
bec, 14.6% (14.4%); Ontario, 11.6% (11.2%); Manitoba, 
10.1% (10.0%); Saskatchewan, 7.6% (7.7%); Alberta, 
10.1% (10.1%); and British Columbia, 13.8% (14.2%). 

The unadjusted employment level for Canada was 
estimated at 10,139,000 in February 1983, down 
275,000 (-2.6%) from a year earlier. Unemployment 
climbed 42.0% to 1,585,000 from 1,116,000 over the 
12-month period. The unemployment rate at 13.5% 
was up from 9.7% in February 1982 and the participa- 
tion rate was up to 62.6% from 62.4%, but the employ- 
ment/population ratio declined to 54.1% from 56.4% 
last year.

Capital expenditures in Canada during 1983 are now 
estimated to total $72,766 million, 3.1% below the level 
of $75,079 million in 1982 which was, in turn, down 
5.7% from $79,604 million in 1981. The forecast for 
1983 is the first estimate based on a survey conducted 
between November 1982 and January 1983. 

Changes during 1983 in capital spending for the

Note to Data Users 


The current release of estimates of capital 
expenditures in Canada for 1983, 1982 and 1981 
replaces the advance estimates published in the 
Daily of March 2, 1983. Following that earlier 
release, detailed estimates for the provinces and 
for repair expenditures were compiled, with 
inclusion of further survey response and infor- 
mation which resulted in some minor revisions to 
the published national totals. 

Estimates are now available from the CANSIM 
data base for industry groups in each of the pro- 
vinces and nationally, along with further provin- 
cial and national detail according to private and 
public categories. Also available on CANSIM are 
the estimates for non-capitalized repairs. 

All amounts being released are in current dol- 
lars without any adjustments for price changes 
during the years covered.

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A Note to Users of Employment Statistics 
The implementation of Statistics Canada’s new Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH) is 
entering an important new phase. 

During September, larger firms with 20 or more employees, and educational institutions were mailed the 
SEPH questionnaire for the first time. Smaller establishments and health and welfare institutions began 
receiving questionnaires in March 1982. 

The broad-based SEPH, designed to answer the current needs of users and reduce respondent burden, 
will cover most of the Canadian economy. Exceptions are hunting, fishing, agriculture, private households, 
religious organizations and the military. 

The new survey will provide Canada’s first current employment, earnings and hours information for small 
as well as large firms. These data will be used to produce estimates of labour income, which accounts for 
about 60% of the Gross National Product at market prices. 

SEPH will provide further benefits to users through the availability of overtime hours and wages informa- 
tion and average weekly and hourly earnings that exclude overtime. These data will enhance Statistics 
Canada’s widely-used measures of productivity. 

With SEPH, four of Statistics Canada’s existing employment surveys will be combined into one, resulting in 
a reduction of 30,000 in the number of respondents to employment surveys. The SEPH design will also 
streamline the processing of data, resulting in more timely and comprehensive estimates. 

Response burden will also be reduced through the use of a questionnaire designed to take advantage of 
employers’ record-keeping practices. Further, only larger firms, and firms with more than one industrial 
activity or operating location, will always be asked to answer the survey. Most other firms will report for one 
year only, and then be replaced by other establishments. 

Statistics will be provided at the national, provincial and subprovincial levels, subject to sampling reliability 
and Statistics Canada’s confidentiality restraints. 

Beginning with the April 1983 survey reference month, SEPH will entirely replace Statistics Canada’s old 
employment surveys. At that time, information now contained in the monthly publications Estimates of 
Employees by Province and Industry (catalogue 72-008) and Employment, Earnings and Hours (catalogue 
72-002) will be incorporated into one volume. Thus, Estimates of Employees by Province and Industry will be 
discontinued in July 1983.

Employment, Earnings and Hours, December 1982 
(Seasonally Adjusted) — Advance Information 


First estimates show that the Canada industrial com- 
posite” index of employment (1961=100) increased 
0.5% from November to December 1982. Higher 
employment levels were registered in all industry divi- 
sions except trade, finance, insurance and real estate 
and service, which recorded decreases. All regions 
contributed to the overall increase. 

Average weekly earnings at the Canada industrial 
level increased by 1.9% to $407.51 in December from 
$400.00 in November. With the exception of finance, 
insurance and real estate, all industry divisions posted 
higher average weekly earnings. All regions participa- 
ted in the overall increase. 

Average weekly hours and average hourly earnings 
increased in all three industry sectors — mining 
(including milling), manufacturing and construction. 

Data users should note that with respect to the 
implementation of the new employment program (see 
Note to Users of Employment Statistics), a new ques- 
tionnaire was used commencing with the survey 
month of September. This had an impact on the cur-

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A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in the Statistical System 


Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the government and private sectors are making increased and 
more sophisticated uses of quarterly national accounts and of other macro-economic frameworks in order to 
evaluate the current performance of the economy and to detect its underlying trends. However, by the time 
users have access to the elaborate frameworks which allow them to analyze the economy in a relatively 
disciplined fashion, events with consequences for the near and medium term future may have already taken 
place. The first quantitative manifestation of current economic developments often occurs in a group of 
indicators that lead cyclical movements in the economy and that can be assembled rapidly as events unfold. 
Consequently it is not surprising that “leading indicators” have long played a role in assessing current 
economic conditions. In the last decade the increased severity of recessions worldwide has disabused most 
analysts of the notion that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled interest in the leading indicator 
approach to economic analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of organizations, both in Canada and 
elsewhere, that have developed indicator systems to monitor economic developments is quite impressive. All 
of this activity has stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being carried out and into possible 
directions of evolution of indicator systems. 

These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
minimized while preserving the maximum amount of lead time. A paper on these topics was published in the 
May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis (catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this note we 
can only be suggestive and indicate that a leading indicator system should be structured as much as possible 
like the framework (e.g. the quarterly national accounts) that it is intended to complement, and it must 
contain a broad enough range of component indicators to enable the system to warn of cyclical changes that 
may be generated by any of a large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the current version of Statistics 
Canada’s leading indicator system does not incorporate all the implications of the theoretical guidelines, 
along with the guidelines, it constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in Canada, and will become 
increasingly more so as the system evolves in accordance with the theoretical principles underlying its 
development.

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The residential construction? index also accelerated 
in the quarter, posting its strongest rise in December 
(+13.84%). This reflects the impact of government-aid 
programs for housing and of lower mortgage rates. 
The continuation of these conditions in the first quar- 
ter should prolong the upward trend of these leading 
indicators of activity and assure a steady recovery of 
residential construction in the first half of the year at 
least. While the level of the non-filtered index still 
remains 25% below its peak in April 1981, the recent 
improvement is comparable to that of the strong reco- 
very in 1975 in terms of absolute growth. The subse- 
quent increase in residential construction accounted 
for nearly 40% of the growth of GNP in the second half 
of 1975. 

The indicators for the manufacturing sector gave 
less evidence of recovery in December, particularly 
new orders for durable goods which fell 1.81% after a 
revised decline of 0.81% in November. This weakening 
seems largely attributable to industries related to 
business investment. These declines confirm the 
continued downward trend of business investment in 
1983 indicated by the investment intentions evident in 
the most recent Private and Public Investment Survey, 
and raise the possibility of a sizeable drop in invest- 
mentin plant and equipment in the first quarter of the 
year. The firming of orders evident in the third and 
fourth quarters in the furniture and wood industries 
continued into December, led upwards by the reco- 
very of housing demand. Despite increases of 0.4% 
and 0.5% in the non-filtered version in November and 
December, the ratio of shipments to stocks of finished 
goods was unchanged for the fifth straight month at 
1.36. In December, and for the fourth quarter as a 
whole, shipments for most industries related to hou- 
sehold demand rose, although this was largely reflec- 
ted in a sharp reduction in inventories of finished 
goods rather than an increase in production. Firms 
remained cautious in boosting production, in light of 
the uncertain nature of the recovery of demand in 
several industries, apparently attempting to rebuild 
liquidity before boosting production schedules. The 
drop in the average workweek during the autumn, 
however, stabilized in December (-0.04%). 

The improvement in the indicator of manufacturing 
profit margins continued in December, as the percen- 
tage change in price per unit labour cost rose by 0.13 
to a rate of -0.14%. The rate of increase continued to 
ease, however, due to the upturn of the index of unit 
labour costs in December after subsiding in the 
autumn. The index has been practically unchanged 
over the last six months. The cutbacks in activity in 
industries where the value of output-per-person- 
employed is relatively high partly accounts for the 
increase in unit labour costs. The rate of increase of 
hourly earnings (+6% at annual rates) continued to 
ease, but has firmed relative to producer prices, which 
were practically flat in December. 
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The leading indicator for the United States rose 
0.67% in December. The diffusion of positive forces 
increased, and this broadening persisted into January 
when the published composite index rose strongly. 
These latter developments have been reflected in the 
notable increase of the coincident indicators in 
January (led by a 0.9% gain in industrial output), rai- 
sing the prospects for growth in Canadian exports in 
the first quarter after a decline of 10.9% in the fourth 
quarter. 

The financial market indicators continued to 

improve in December. The Toronto Stock Exchange 
index increased 7.55%, its fourth consecutive 
increase, as the non-filtered version has nearly recove- 
red to the peaks registered in the spring of 1980. The 
rate of descent of the real money supply slowed to only 
-0.11%, as there was an increase of close to 5% in the 
non-filtered version. Mortgage loan and consumer 
credit demand was particularly strong during Decem- 
ber, reflecting the expansion of household expendi- 
ture at the end of the fourth quarter. 
1 The purpose of filtering is to reduce irregular move- 
ments in the data so that one can better judge whether 
the current movement represents a change in the 
business cycle. Unfortunately, all such filtering entails 
a loss of timeliness in warning of cyclical changes. 

All references to leading indicators are to filtered 
data unless otherwise stated. 

We have attempted to minimize this loss in time- 
liness by filtering the leading index and its compo- 
nents with minimum phase shift filters so as to mini- 
mize false signals and maximize lead time. See D. 
Rhoades, “Converting Timeliness into Reliability in 
Economic Time Series or Minimum Phase-shift Filte- 
ring of Economic Time Series”, Canadian Statistical 
Review, February 1980. 

Over the period January 1952 to January 1982 the 
unfiltered index exhibited a six-month average lead at 
business cycle peaks, a two-month lead at troughs, 
and emitted 64 false signals. The filtered index emitted 
only 10 false signals over this period and had a five- 
month average lead at peaks and a one-month lag at 
troughs. Of the 361 months in the period January 1952 
to January 1982, the 10 false signals in the filtered 
version represent an error rate of 2.8%, whereas the 64 
false signals in the non-filtered series represent an 
error rate of 17.8%.

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Department Store Sales and Stocks, January 1983 — 
Advance Information 

Department store sales (without adjustment for sea- 
sonal variations) were $623.4 million in January 1983, 
up 3.9% over January 1982. Sales were higher in 28 of 
the 40 departments with the largest increases for TV, 
radio and music (+26.7%), repairs and services 
(+21.1%) and linens and domestics (+19.5%). The most 
notable decreases were reported for gasoline, oil, auto 
accessories, repairs and supplies (-21.2%), hardware, 
paints, wallpaper, etc. (-16.2%) and piece goods 
(-10.6%). 

With the exception of Alberta (-2.5%) and British 
Columbia (-1.9%) which registered decreases compa- 
red toa year earlier, all the remaining provinces show- 
ed department store sales increases, gains ranging 
from 4.9% in Manitoba to 23.5% in Prince Edward 
Island. Of the 10 metropolitan areas covered by this 
survey, the largest sales increase was in Halifax- 
Dartmouth (+22.6%), while the largest decrease was in 
Calgary (-9.8%). 

Sales by major department store organizations in 
January 1983 totalled $416.1 million, up 2.9% from 
January 1982, while junior department store organiza- 
tions had sales of $207.4 million, an increase of 6.0% 
from a year earlier. 

Department stores took 9.0% of the total retail trade 
market in January 1983, identical to the share recor- 
ded in January 1982. In the previous month (December 
1982), department stores registered 15.2% of total 
retail trade as compared to 15.5% for the month of 
December 1981. 

The volume of sales by the department stores, sea- 
sonally adjusted, decreased 2.1% from December 1982 
to $860.8 million in January 1983. 

The selling value of stocks held in January 1983 at 
$2,724.4 million showed an increase of 1.5% over the 
same month a year earlier.

Consumer Price Index, February 1983 

National Highlights 

The Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada stood at 
114.6 (1981=100) in February 1983, up 0.4% from the 
level of 114.1 registered in January. This latest 
increase marked the eighth consecutive month of 
moderating price change and, as a result, the year- 
over-year increase, between February 1982 and 
February 1983, stood at 7.4%, down significantly from 
the 8.3% increase registered between January 1982 
and January 1983. The latest monthly increase was 
largely attributable to the discontinuation of January 
promotions on certain clothing items and recreational 
services. Also contributing to the monthly rise were 
increased food prices and higher housing charges. 
The impact of these increases was partially dampened 
by a decline in transportation costs. The all-items-ex- 
cluding-food index advanced by 0.3% between 
January and February, after declining by 0.3% in 
January. The food index, which advanced by 0.2% in 
January, increased by 0.6% in February. 

Higher prices for certain beef and pork cuts, fresh 
milk and soft drinks, all of which had been featured on 
special in the previous month, coupled with increased 
fresh vegetable prices, were largely responsible for the 
0.8% increase in the food-purchased-from-stores 
index. The increase in fresh vegetable prices largely 
reflected higher seasonal prices for storage vegeta- 
bles and increased tomato prices. In spite of these 
increases, fresh vegetable prices were, on average, 
still 25.1% lower than in February 1982. In February 
1983, the food-purchased-from-stores index stood 
4.2% above its level of February 1982. The food- 
purchased-from-restaurants index registered no over- 
all change between January and February and stood 
8.5% above its level of February 1982. As a result, the 
aggregate food index advanced 5.3% over its level of 
February 1982, down from the increase of 6.7% regis- 
tered between January 1982 and January 1983. 

The increase of 0.3% in the all-items-excluding-food 
index was largely attributable to the ending of January 
seasonal promotions for certain goods and services. 
Clothing prices, which had declined in January largely 
as a result of post-Christmas sales, advanced by 2.8% 
in February as these sales ended. Seasonally higher 
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prices were also reported for package holiday trips. 
Other notable contributors to the increase in the all- 
items-excluding-food index were increased shelter 
charges for both rented and owned accommodation, 
coupled with increased prices for furniture, prescribed 
medicines, magazines and for alcoholic beverages 
consumed in licensed premises. As well, vehicle regis- 
tration fees advanced in several provinces. Dampe- 
ning the impact of these price increases was a decline 
in gasoline prices in several urban centres due to local 
“price wars” which were in effect for at least half of the 
month. Between February 1982 and February 1983, the 
all-items-excluding-food index advanced 8.1%, down 
from the 8.7% increase registered between January 
1982 and January 1983. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods advanced by 0.4%, while that for ser- 
vices increased by 0.5%. As aresult, between February 
1982 and February 1983, the price level for goods 
advanced by 6.5% while that for services increased by 
8.8%. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, the all-items index 
increased 0.3% in February; this comprised a decline 
of 0.4% in the food index and an increase of 0.4% in the 
all-items-excluding-food index. 


City Highlights 
Between January 1983 and February 1983, consumer 
prices rose in all cities for which CPls are produced 
with increases ranging from 0.1% in Charlottetown/- 
Summerside to 1.0% in Regina. The larger than natio- 
nal average increase in Regina largely reflected the 
ending of gasoline “price wars” in that urban centre 
and an increase in vehicle registration fees which 
affected all urban centres in the province of Saskat- 
chewan. Increases in vehicle registration fees were 
also reported in Nova Scotia, Quebec, Northern Onta- 
rio, Manitoba and Alberta. Other factors accounting 
for the variation in price movements among the cities 
were differing rates of price change for food, ranging 
from a slight decline in Charlottetown/Summerside to 
an increase of 1.5% in Saint John, and for gasoline 
resulting from the impact of various “price wars” which 
were in existence in both January and February. The 
increase in clothing prices was in evidence in all cities. 
Between February 1982 and February 1983, consu- 
mer price increases ranged from 5.9% in Saskatoon to 
8.7% in Toronto. Eight of the 15 urban centres registe- 
red increases of 7.0% or less. 


Main Contributors to Monthly Changes in the All- 
items Index, by City 

St. John’s 

The 0.4% rise in the all-items index was largely explai- 
ned by higher clothing prices, increased shelter 
charges, higher prices for food, in particular for fresh 
vegetables, and advances in local transit fares, news- 
paper prices and selected travel/holiday expenses. 
Gasoline prices declined. Since February 1982, the 
all-items index has risen 8.2%. 


Charlottetown/Summerside 

The all-items index rose 0.1% as the impact of higher 
shelter charges, increased prices for cigarettes, alco- 
holic beverages and clothing, and higher travel/holi- 
day expenses was almost completely offset by de- 
clines in gasoline and food prices. Since February 
1982, the all-items index has risen 6.0%.

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Halifax 

Increased charges for rented accommodation, higher 
prices for clothing and food coupled with increased 
vehicle registration fees and higher travel/holiday 
expenses largely explained the 0.7% rise in the all- 
items index. Within food, higher prices were noted for 
beef, pork and fresh vegetables. Since February 1982, 
the all-items index has risen 8.5%. 

Saint John 

The all-items index advanced 0.8%, largely as a result 
of higher food prices, increased shelter charges, 
higher telephone rates, and higher prices for certain 
women’s wear. Within food, higher prices were ob- 
served for pork, poultry, soft drinks, milk and restau- 
rant meals. Between February 1982 and February 
1983, the all-items index rose 6.1%. 


Quebec City 

Price advances for women’s and men’s wear items, 
increased travel/holiday expenses, higher owned 
accommodation charges and an increase in vehicle 
registration fees, combined with higher prices for beef, 
bakery products, fresh vegetables and beer purchased 
from stores were among the major contributors to the 
0.4% rise in the all-items index. Prices for gasoline and 
for furniture declined. Since February 1982, the all- 
items index has registered an increase of 6.7%. 


Montreal 

The all-items index advanced 0.4%, mainly due to 
increased clothing prices, shelter charges, vehicle 
registration fees and travel/holiday expenses, as well 
as to higher overall food prices, most notably for beef, 
pork, poultry and tomatoes. Gasoline prices declined. 
Between February 1982 and February 1983, the all- 
items index rose 7.0%. 


Ottawa 

The 0.3% rise in the all-items index reflected advances 
in clothing prices and shelter charges, higher prices 
for furniture and appliances, increased travel/holiday 
expenses, as well as advances in alcoholic beverages 
and food prices (particularly for beef, pork, eggs, 
bread and fresh vegetables). Gasoline prices declined. 
Since February 1982, the all-items index has risen 
7.5%. 

Toronto 

Higher clothing and food prices, coupled with 
advances in shelter charges, household furnishings 
and equipment prices and travel/holiday expenses 
were among the main contributors to the 0.7% rise in 
the all-items index. Cigarette prices were up, as were 
prices for alcoholic beverages in licensed premises. 
Between February 1982 and February 1983, an 
advance of 8.7% was recorded in the all-items index. 


Thunder Bay 

The all-items index registered a 0.3% rise, largely due 
to higher gasoline prices, increased vehicle registra- 
tion fees, higher prices for clothing, advances in shel- 
ter charges and travel/holiday expenses and higher 
food prices. Partially offsetting these advances were 
lower admission charges to movies and lower prices 
for cigarettes and home entertainment equipment. 
The all-items index stood 7.4% above its level of 
February 1982. 
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Winnipeg 

Advances in clothing and gasoline prices, increased 
vehicle registration fees and higher prices for food, 
coupled with increased shelter charges and higher 
prices for alcoholic beverages were among the main 
contributors to the 0.9% rise in the all-items index. 
Within food, price advances were noted for beef, pork 
and fresh vegetables. Since February 1982, the all- 
items index has risen 7.5%. 

Regina 

The 1.0% rise in the all-items index was largely due to 
higher gasoline prices and vehicle registration fees, 
advances in food prices (especially for beef, pork and 
bread), increased clothing prices and higher shelter 
charges. Between February 1982 and February 1983, 
the all-items index rose 6.4%. 

Saskatoon 

The all-items index rose 0.5%. Main contributors were 
higher prices for clothing and increased vehicle regis- 
tration fees. Increases were also observed for rented 
accommodation charges, household furnishings and 
equipment costs and for certain recreational 
expenses. Within food, advances in beef, pork and 
bread prices were partially offset by declines in poultry 
and fresh fruit prices. Since February 1982, the all- 
items index rose 5.9%. 

Edmonton 

The 0.6% advance registered in the all-items index 
largely resulted from higher food prices, increased 
shelter and communication charges, and from higher 
clothing prices. Within food, higher prices were repor- 
ted for certain beef and pork cuts, milk, bakery pro- 
ducts, fresh vegetables and for soft drinks. Vehicle 
registration fees advanced while gasoline prices 
declined. Between February 1982 and February 1983, 
the all-items index rose 7.4%. 

Calgary 

The 0.3% increase in the all-items index was largely 
due to higher clothing and food prices and to increa- 
sed vehicle registration fees and travel/holiday 
expenses. Within food, higher prices were reported for 
certain beef and pork cuts, milk, soft drinks and for 
fresh produce. Gasoline prices and shelter charges 
declined. Since February 1982, the all-items index has 
risen 7.0%. 


Vancouver 

The 0.5% rise in the all-items index largely reflected 
higher prices for gasoline and clothing, as well as 
advances in rented and owned accommodation 
charges. Food prices rose marginally, as higher prices 
for beef and pork were virtually offset by lower prices 
for chicken and cereal products. From February 1982 
to February 1983, the all-items index rose 6.6%.

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Notes to Data Users 


Canada-United States trade in automotive products, shown in this special release, is measured by compa- 
ring the import statistics of each country. U.S. statistics on imports from Canada (converted to Canadian 
dollars) are used to represent Canadian exports because this enables a more exact comparison of the two 
trade flows. This greater exactness results from several factors. Customs revenue is collected on the basis of 
import documentation and consequently, the filing and scrutiny of import documents is more rigorous. The 
use of Customs tariff along with the commodity code allows assignment of the trade of certain commodities 
to the automotive sector. Examples of such commodities are tires, hardware, fabric, glass, metal materials, 
lighting fixtures, ignition equipment, etc., which may or may not be related to production of automobiles. As 
a result, the data in this release, for automotive trade with the U.S. differ significantly from data released in all 
other Statistics Canada trade reports such as the Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade (Daily Bulletin, 
catalogue 11-001E) and the monthly Summary of External Trade (catalogue 65-001). Data in these trade 
reports give statistics by commodity which can serve as an approximation of automotive trade; however, they 
should not be expected to agree precisely with this release. 

The data published in Table 1 of this release also appear in the Annual Report of the President to the (U.S.) 
Congress on the operation of the Automotive Products Trade Act of 1965, and are accepted in both countries 
as the official measure of trade in automotive products. 

Exports to all countries except the United States are measured using Canadian export statistics, and not 


the counterpart country import statistics. 


Canada’s Foreign Trade in Automotive Products, 1982 


Trade with the United States (Table 1) 
(The values indicated in the text are generally rounded 
to the nearest $5 million.) 

Canada’s balance of trade in automotive products 
with the United States swung to a $2.85 billion surplus 
in 1982 froma $1.73 billion deficit in 1981. This surplus 
was the first recorded since the $45 million surplus 
posted in 1972. 

The 1982 automotive trade turnaround stemmed 
from a $4.14 billion increase in the surplus on trade in 
motor vehicles — cars, trucks and other motor vehicles 
— coupled with a moderate drop ($305 million) in the 
deficit on parts. Exports were up 29% and imports 
down 6.0% despite a 5.0% increase in parts imports. 


Trade with Overseas Countries - Customs Data (Table 
2) 

The deficit on trade with overseas countries increased 
to $645 million in 1982 from $435 million in 1981. The 
$210 million rise in the deficit was primarily due to a 
50% drop in passenger car exports and an 11% 
increase in parts imports. Overall imports were down 
10% while exports declined 26%. 


Trade with the United States by Car Size - Customs 
Data (Table 3) 

(In the text, numbers of vehicles are generally rounded 
to the nearest 1,000 units.) 

On aunit basis, exports to the United States of pas- 
senger cars classified by car size based on interior 
volume (excluding station wagons and passenger 
cars, n.e.s.) were up 137,000 units, while imports were 
down 124,000 units. The increase in exports was pri- 
marily due to large-size automobiles (up 45% or 69,000 
units) and intermediate-size vehicles (up 34% or 


64,000 units), while small cars rose only 4% (5,000 . 


units). Car imports were down in all size categories: 
large cars were the biggest losers, falling 54% (25,000 


units), while small cars dropped 34% (85,000 units) 
and intermediate cars 11% (13,000 units). Exports of 
station wagons were up 24% (17,000 units), while sta- 
tion wagon imports were down 26% (15,000 units). 


Sources of Canadian Passenger Car Imports Based on 
Number of Vehicles - Customs Data (Table 4) 
Passenger car imports had risen slightly (22,000 units) 
between 1980 and 1981 before falling 25% (183,000 
units) in 1982. This decline had a greater impact on 
imports from the United States (a drop of 30%: — 
140,000 units — to 334,000 units) than on those from 
overseas countries (down 17% — 43,000 units — to 
209,000 units). These figures underline the shift in the 
distribution of imports between the United States 
(whose share fell to 62% in 1982 from 65% in 1981) and 
overseas countries (whose share rose to 39% in 1982 
from 35% in 1981). The Japanese share of Canadian 
passenger car imports rose to 30% in 1982 from 28% in 
1981 despite an absolute decline of 40,000 units. 
Imports of passenger cars from France more than 
doubled (to 18,000 units) following two consecutive 
annual reductions in the average price of these units.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
industries, January 1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show the value of new orders 
received in all Canadian manufacturing industries in 
January 1983, seasonally adjusted, increased 6.3% to 
$15,165.6 million from the revised estimate of 
$14,261.0 million for December. In durable goods 
industries, new orders with an estimated value of 
$6,241.0 million were up sharply, showing a 14.8% 
increase over the revised December value of $5,437.0 
million. Most of the increase can be attributed to again 
of $828.3 million (+58.2%) in the transportation equip- 
ment industry group which reflected a large increase 
in shipments of motor vehicle manufacturers; there 
was also an increase of 6.3% in orders received in the 
primary metals group of industries. In non-durable 
goods industries, new orders received had an estima- 
ted value of $8,924.6 million, up 1.1% from $8,824.0 
million (revised) for December. ' 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of the unfilled orders backlog at the end of 
January was $16,673.5 million, down 1.5% from the 
revised December estimate of $16,926.9 million. Unfil- 
led orders decreased 1.5% in durable goods industries 
— to $14,562.2 million from $14,787.2 million at the end 
of December — and those in non-durable goods indus- 
tries declined 1.3% to $2,111.3 million from $2,139.7 
million. 

Manufacturers’ shipments in January totalled 
$15,419.0 million, seasonally adjusted, up 4.6% from 
December's revised value of $14,740.9 million. Ship- 
ments were higher in 10 of the 20 major groups of 
industries. Shipments of durable goods industries 
were up 9.9% to $6,466.0 million from $5,883.9 million 
with a $596.5 million increase in the transportation 
equipment group accounting for most of the gain. Also 
contributing was the primary metals group which 
registered an increase of 11.2%; partly offsetting was a 
decrease of 12.6% in metal fabricating industries. 
Shipments in the non-durable goods industries rose 
1.1% to $8,953 million in January from $8,857 million in 
December with the major contribution coming froma 
$100 million increase in the chemical products 
industries. 


Seasonally adjusted inventory owned by manufac- 
turers at the end of January was $31,579.6 million, 
down 0.1% from $31,615.5 million (revised) in Decem- 
ber. Total inventory held decreased 0.1% to $32,917.9 
million from $32,964.1 million with decreases of 2.3% 
in finished products and 0.6% in goods in process; raw 
materials were up 2.0%. 

The seasonally adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments at the end of January was 2.05:1, 
down from 2.14:1 in December (the improvement in 
this ratio was due mostly to an increase in shipments). 
The ratio of finished products to shipments declined to 
0.70:1 from 0.75:1; this marked the lowest level since 
October 1981 when it was also at 0.70:1. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in January 1983 were estimated at 
$13,942.3 million, 2.6% lower than the revised Decem- 
ber 1982 value of $14,315.2 million but 2.2% higher 
than the January 1982 level of $13,639.7 million.

There was increased evidence that a recovery of out- 
put and employment began to take hold late in 1982, 
and that these gains were sustained early in the first 
quarter of 1983. Output increased in November and 
December, while employment in February resumed 
the increase initiated in December. These firming 
trends originate in increases in retail sales, housing 
construction, and a few sectors of external demand. 
There are indications, however, that the early stage of 
recovery may be weak compared to past recoveries 
due to the pessimistic outlook for business investment 
and the cautious reaction of firms to the improvement 
in final demand. Firms have boosted production by 
less than the upturn in final sales, resulting in an acce- 
lerated reduction in inventories late in the fourth quar- 
ter. A sustained upturn in demand also will require a 
further strengthening of external demand, for which 
the recent strong improvement of the leading indica- 
tors and Gross National Product in the United States is 
encouraging. 

The accumulating evidence of a recovery is high- 
lighted by the upturn of consumer demand for retail 
goods since November, and by a rapid expansion of 
housing starts between October and January. These 
improvements appear to have been initiated by the 
downward trend in interest rates in the autumn. More 
recently, a firming of real incomes as a result of impro- 
ved employment and lower inflation has reinforced 
this interest rate effect. In addition, the downward 
trend in exports has slowed in response to the recent 
recovery of demand in the United States. 

The effect of the recession in moderating prices 

continued into January as consumer prices (not sea- 
sonally adjusted) and industrial prices fell, after recor- 
ding only marginal increases in recent months. Uncer- 
tainty over the longer-term course of prices, however, 
may be indicated by the fact that nominal interest rates 
of most durations have not declined in line with the 
substantial easing of inflation in recent months. 
® Employment rose 0.3% in February, and has been 
stable or rising for three consecutive months following 
15 straight declines. The firming of employment has 
encouraged a recovery in labour force participation, 
which raised the unemployment rate marginally to 
12.5% in February. 
® Wage increases negotiated in collective bargaining 
agreements siowed from 8.7% in the third quarter to 
6.9% in the fourth, the fourth consecutive quarterly 
slowdown. Most of this moderation originated in the 
federal public sector as a result of legislated wage 
restraints. Average hourly earnings in manufacturing 
had slowed to a 6% trend rate of increase by Decem- 
ber, a more rapid deceleration than is evident in nego- 
tiated wage settlements in this sector. 
e The indicators of personal expenditure on retail 
goods expanded by 2.8% in December after a 2.0% gain 
in November. Sharply higher demand for durable 
goods led this recovery, up 15.2% since August, nota- 
bly for furniture and appliances and passenger cars. 
Unlike previous months, however, sales in December 
strengthened in all regions and in virtually all 
components. 
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e@ The indicators of housing market activity continued 
to advance in December and January, implying a 
strong gain in residential construction in the first quar- 
ter of 1983. Housing starts rose 6.4% in January, while 
building permits gained 10.8% and mortgage loan 
approvals 4.6% in December. 

e Real domestic product increased 0.3% in December, 
following a 0.1% gain in November. These increases 
slowed the fourth quarter decline in output to 0.9% 
from 1.6% in the third. An increase for the first quarter 
of 1983 is indicated by the sustained upturn in 
employment. If realized, this would mark the first quar- 
terly increase in production since the second quarter 
of 1981. Industries related to the consumer, housing, 
and some export sectors account for the improving 
trend of output. 

@ Demand for manufactured goods strengthened in 
November and December as the volume of shipments 
rose 1.5% and 0.5%, while real new orders rose 5.7% 
before declining 6.0%. The large swings in new orders 
reflect special factors in the transportation equipment 
industry, and the 0.8% increase excluding this industry 
in November and December is more reflective of the 
trend in new orders in a majority of industry groups. 
e Real manufacturing inventories fell $242 million in 
November and $260 million in December, reflecting 
the cautious reaction firms have had in adjusting out- 
put to the increases in demand. Another reflection of 
this hesitancy is that production in some industries 
that primarily sell from stock has not recovered quickly 
enough to prevent the backlog of unfilled orders from 
accumulating. The constant dollar ratio of total inven- 
tories to shipments has declined from the cyclical high 
of 2.36 in October to 2.22 in December, although the 
overhang remains at levels burdensome enough to 
exert continued dampening pressure on prices in most 
industries. 

@ Nominal merchandise exports declined 5.0% in 
January, following the 9.6% increase in December and 
a stabilization in November. Imports have followed a 
steadier firming trend, as the 3.2% increase in January 
follows gains in December and November. As a result 
of these recent gains, the trend-cycle for both exports 
and imports slowed to -1.7%, as the recovery of indus- 
trial activity in North America is just becoming evident 
in the trend of exports and imports, notably in the 
motor vehicle and housing sectors as well as some 
fabricated materials. 

e The Consumer Price Index and the Industry Selling 
Price Index declined in January, although the reduc- 
tion in the Petroleum Compensation Charge accounts 
for the absolute declines in the month. Food prices 
also continued to moderate. Within the manufacturing 
sector, the number of industries registering higher 
prices grew for the fourth consecutive month. 
(continued) 
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The composite leading indicator rose 1.58% in 

December, the third monthly gain following 15 conse- 
cutive declines. The non-filtered index posted a record 
increase of 4.0%, reflecting the strong growth of the 
indicators of household demand, particularly for 
durable goods and housing. In total, the leading indi- 
cator suggests that a cyclical upturn is at hand, if not 
already under way. The continued strengthening of 
employment data for February increases the possibi- 
lity of growth in output in the first quarter of 1983. The 
outlook for growth of our exports also improved, in 
light of a notable recovery of the leading and coinci- 
dent indicators for the United States. The indicators of 
the manufacturing sector, however, have not yet 
reflected these upward stimuli, as new orders for 
durable goods were reduced by weakness in indus- 
tries related to business investment.

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Canadian Travel Survey, Third Quarter 1982 — 
Advance Information 

According to estimates derived from the Canadian 
Travel Survey, 35.5 million person-trips were taken by 
Canadians travelling within Canada in the third quar- 
ter of 1982, down 9.9% from 39.4 million in the same 
period of 1981. For trips involving one or more nights 
away from home, the decrease was only 5%. This 
downward trend in domestic travel was probably a 
reflection of reduced business activity in Canadaanda 
decline in consumer optimism over this period. 

Relating these domestic travel statistics to informa- 
tion on international travel (released earlier) shows 
that travel by Canadians to the United States declined 
only 2% over this same period, although for visits las- 
ting one or more nights the decline was 8%. On the 
other hand, travel by Canadians to countries other 
than the U.S. increased marginally by 1% between the 
same two periods. Visits of one or more nights to 
Canada declined by 2% in the case of residents of the 
U.S. and by 6% for residents of other countries.

Gross Domestic Product (Industrial Production), 
January 1983 (Seasonally Adjusted Data) — Advance 
Information 


Industrial production jumped by 5.0% in January 1983 
with the index (1971=100) rising to 122.0 from 116.2 in 
December. Monthly increases were widespread within 
manufacturing, mining and utilities, including a 50% 
increase in motor vehicle manufacturing and a 15.6% 
increase in sawmills. Other notable production 
increases were posted in motor vehicle parts manufac- 
turing, iron and steel mills and major appliance 
manufacturing. 

About one-half the overall gain in industrial produc- 
tion in January was due to the increases in motor 
vehicle and motor vehicle parts manufacturing and a 
very large proportion of the production of these indus- 
tries was exported to the United States. However, if 
these industries were excluded, industrial production 
would still have increased by a vigorous 2.6% during 
the month. The advance in sawmills was due in part to 
increased residential construction activity in both the 
U.S. and Canada and also reflected increased produc- 
tion in advance of possibie imposition of import duties 
on Canadian lumber in the U.S. 


Preliminary data on motor vehicle production for 
February 1983 indicate that output remained relatively 
high compared to recent months.

Industry Selling Price Index, February 1983 — 
Advance Information 


The Industry Selling Price Index (ISP!) for manufactu- 
ring (1971=100) reached a preliminary level of 293.6 in 
February 1983, up 0.3% from the revised January 
index of 292.7. The 12-month rise between February 
1982 and February 1983 was 3.6%, the lowest year- 
over-year movement since December 1971. The 
monthly rise of 0.3% was mainly the result of increases 
in the component indexes for food and beverage 
industries (0.8%), miscellaneous manufacturing 
industries (2.5%), primary metal industries (0.7%) and 
wood industries (0.9%); an estimated 1.0% decrease in 
petroleum and coal products industries provided the 
only significant downward influence on the total ISPI. 

The food and beverage industries index increased 
0.8% in February and stood 4.8% above the year-earlier 
level. Higher prices for beef and pork were mainly 
responsible for a 2.3% increase in the slaughtering and 
meat processors index which was the largest contribu- 
tor to the major group increase. Other major contribu- 
tors to the increase were the poultry processors indus- 
try (up 2.7%) and the cane and beet sugar processors 
industry (up 4.9%). The dairy products industry index 
rose 0.5% as additional industry prices reflected the 
January increase for industrial milk. 

The primary metal industries index increased 0.7% 
in February but still stood only 0.5% higher than 12 
months earlier. The advance in February occurred 


mainly on the strength of a 2.1% rise in the smelting 
and refining industry where an increase of 6.9% for 
precious metals was the main contributor. Higher 
copper prices contributed to the rise in this industry as 
well as to the copper and copper alloy rolling, casting 
and extruding index which rose 2.6%. 

The miscellaneous manufacturing industries index 
advanced 2.5% in February, again in response to 
higher gold and silver prices which caused the index 
for the jewellery and silverware industry to rise 5.5%. 

The wood industries index increased 0.9% in the 
latest month and were up 8.7% from the year-earlier 
level. Higher prices for hemlock and douglas fir lumber 
more than offset lower prices for spruce and pine, 
moving the sawmills and planing mills index 1.0% 
higher in February and up 12.9% from the February 
1982 index. 

The petroleum and coal products industries price 
index decreased an estimated 1.0% in February as 
gasoline prices continued to fall. The group index was 
up 6.1% from 12 months earlier, the lowest year-to- 
year movement posted since July 1975.

Raw Materials Price Index, February 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Raw Materials Price Index (1977=100) rose 0.9% in 
February 1983, largely reflecting price increases for 
vegetable materials (3.2%), animal materials (1.6%) 
and non-ferrous materials (6.0%); ferrous materials 
also increased 1.3%, while the only component to 
show a decrease was textile materials (-0.1%). The 
index excluding coal, crude oil and natural gas rose 
2.0% in February. On a year-over-year basis, the Raw 
Materials Price Index was up 6.2%, while the index 
excluding coal, crude oil and natural gas was down 
0.5%. 

Although the vegetable materials component rose 
3.2% in February, it still remained 13.0% lower than the 
year-earlier level. The main contributors to the 
monthly increase were higher prices for wheat, and 
marked increases for raw sugar (11%) and fresh vege- 
tables (6%). Prices for natural rubber also rose sharply. 
Declines of about 1% were recorded for oilseeds and 
green coffee; oilseeds, green coffee and raw sugar 
remained below their 1977 levels, when the indexes 
were first calculated. 


The animal materials price index advanced 1.6% in 
February to stand 2.5% higher than in February 1982. 
Sharp price rises for hogs (9%) largely explained the 
monthly movement. Cattle and calves, up about 2%, 
also had a significant impact on the total index; partly 
offsetting were lower prices for fish, which fell about 
3% over the month. 

The 6.0% rise in prices for non-ferrous materials in 
February left the index 10.0% higher than a year ear- 
lier. With the exception of lead and antimony, all pro- 
ducts showed price increases, led by silver which 
moved up markedly (18%) and gold (up about 5%). 
Other notable increases were posted for copper and 
non-ferrous scrap; lead and antimony were both down 
in February, and remained below 1977 levels.

Security Transactions with Non-residents, January 
1983 — Advance Information 


Transactions with non-residents in outstanding 
Canadian securities produced a net outflow of capital 
from Canada of $15 million in January 1983, down 
froma $41 million net outflow in December 1982. Non- 
residents continued to be net sellers of Canadian 
bonds, giving rise to a net capital outflow of $47 mil- 
lion. In contrast to the general trend, Japanese inves- 
tors added substantially to their holdings of Canadian 
bonds during the month. In the Canadian equity mar- 
ket, there was a net investment from abroad which 
gave rise to a net inflow of $32 million. There was 
greater activity in the equity market, as shown by the 
value of gross trading with non-residents which rose to 
its highest monthly level in the last 18 months. 

Trading in foreign securities produced a small net 
outflow of $9 million in the current month as residents 
increased their holdings of foreign bonds by $29 mil- 
lion while reducing their holdings of foreign equities 
by $20 million.

Quarterly Report on Energy Supply-demand in 
Canada, Third Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 
The slowdown in activity in the manufacturing and 
mining sectors of the Canadian economy significantly 
reduced the demand for energy products destined for 
industrial and transportation use, according to preli- 
minary demand figures for the first nine months of 
1982. 

The industrial use of coal was down 33% from the 
same period of 1981 to 793 kilotonnes in January- 
September 1982. Declines of 4% were registered in the 
industrial use of both natural gas and electricity, while 
refined petroleum products were off by an average of 
17%. 

The transportation sector used less oil-based pro- 
ducts (-9%) in the first three quarters of 1982, espe- 
cially motor gasoline which declined in volume by 
2 255 megalitres (-9%) compared with January- 
September 1981. 

The residential, agriculture and commercial sectors 
used more natural gas (+18%) and electricity (+6%) but 
consumed less refined petroleum products in the 
January-September period of 1982. 

Larger volumes of coal (+12.3%) were used in the 
transformation processes to other energy types, espe- 
cially electricity: 29 958 KT from January to Septem- 
ber 1982 compared with 26 670 KT in the 1981 period. 
The non-energy use of petroleum products was down 
1 413 megalitres or 21%; more than one-half of this 
decline related to feedstocks supplied to the petro- 
chemical industry.

Unemployment insurance benefits paid during 
January 1983 reached a record level of $1,051 million”, 
an increase Of 18% from the previous month and up 
67% from January 1982. 

The number of unemployment insurance beneficia- 
ries rose by 9% between December 1982 and January 
1983 to 1,492,000* from 1,364,000. On a year-over-year 
basis, a 38% increase was recorded from 1,078,000 in 
January 1982. 

Claims filed by persons applying for benefits in 

January 1983 at 390,000 were little changed from the 
December 1982 level of 388,000 and the year-earlier 
total of 385,000. 
* The count of beneficiaries cannot be related directly 
to the benefit payments.

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Adult Correctional Services in Canada, 1981-82 

On average 24,400 adults were held in government correctional institutions at any 
one time during 1981-82, while close to 73,000 offenders were being supervised in 
the community. This information was extracted from Adult Correctional Services 
in Canada, 1981-82 (catalogue 85-211; Canada: $8.45; other countries: $10.15), 
released today by the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics. 

This publication is the second annual release of a series on adult corrections in 
Canada. The data published cover four fiscal years, 1978-79 to 1981-82, and are 
representative of service delivery provided by the governmental agency responsi- 
ble for adult corrections in each of the provincial, territorial and federal sectors. 
Key indicators showing caseloads handled and resources expended, on both 
custodial and community supervision services, shape the overall structure and 
content of the report.

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Adult Correctional Services in Canada, 1981-82 
Highlights of the above-noted report, released today 
by the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics, include 
the following: 

e Expenditures on corrections totalled $976 million in 
1981-82: over the four-year period from 1978-79 little 
change is apparent in government spending on cor- 
rections when expressed in constant dollars. 

e The average inmate population increased by 10% 
over the four-year period to 24,400 in 1981-82; the 
corresponding community supervision caseload 
increased by 19% to 73,000. 

@ While 75% of the total correctional caseload were 
under some form of community supervision, only 8% 
of the total correctional expenditures were for the pro- 
vision of these services in 1981-82. 

e The median sentence length on admission to pro- 
vincial facilities in 1981-82 was one month; the corres- 
ponding sentence length for inmates admitted to fede- 
ral penitentiaries was 41 months. 

e Inmates admitted to provincial custody are typically 
25 years old and are incarcerated for either a drinking/ 
driving infraction or fine default; federal inmates are 
typically 26 years of age, and are incarcerated for 
either robbery, break and enter, or theft. 

e The average provincial probationer is 22 years of 
age while federal parolees and persons under manda- 
tory supervision average 28 years of age. 

e Female offenders comprised approximately 6% of 
all sentenced admissions to custody during 1981-82; 
the corresponding female admission rate to commu- 
nity supervision was 16%. 

® Compared to the suicide rate for adult Canadians in 
1981-82 (18 per 100,000 adults) the rate for the inmate 
population was about six times higher (115 per 100,000 
inmates).

Gross Domestic Product in constant 1971 prices rose 
1.6% in January 1983 with the index rising to a level of 
137.4 from 135.3 in December. This was the largest of 
three consecutive monthly increases, and in contrast 
to the previous two months, the overall output gain 
was fuelled by an increase in manufacturing produc- 
tion. Some other industries registering gains were 
wholesale trade, construction, forestry, and transpor- 
tation. The largest decreases occurred in agriculture, 
and community business and personal services (partly 
due to a strike). 

An output jump of 50% for motor vehicle manufactu- 
rers accounted for a large part of the manufacturing 
increase; most of this production is exported to the 
United States. (Based on preliminary data, output of 
motor vehicle manufacturers will remain at a high level 
in February.) But gains were widespread in manufac- 
turing, with other notable increases recorded for pri- 
mary metals, sawmills, major appliance and radio and 
television manufacturers, industrial chemicals and 
some other chemical industries and a number of the 
food and beverage industries. Output of sawmills was 
propelled by increased residential activity in Canada 
and the U.S. and expectations of a ruling on the possi- 
ble imposition of import duties on lumber. Anumber of 


non-metallic mineral products industries were also 
affected by the increase in residential construction. 

In primary metals, the two major increases were in 
iron and steel mills (which nevertheless remained 
severely depressed) and iron foundries. 

Most of the increase in trade output occurred among 
wholesalers but retail trade also increased for the third 
month in arow. Wholesale trade also reflected many of 
the movements in the manufacturing industries: out- 
put increases were shown for wholesalers of lumber 
and building materials, electrical machinery and 
equipment and farm machinery. 

In community, business and personal services, both 
educational institutions and hospitals recorded lower 
output due to a strike in Quebec. Hotels also recorded 
a decrease for the third month and restaurant output 
continued its downward trend, reaching the lowest 
level shown since March 1976.

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Railway Transport: Comparative Summary Statistics, 
1977-1981 — Advance Information 

Investment by Canadian railways in road and equip- 
ment property totalled $13.6 billion at December 31, 
1981, up $984.3 million from 1980 and $3.1 billion over 
1977. 

Between 1977 and 1981, railway operating revenues 
increased 73.7% to a total of $6,144.6 million; opera- 
ting expenses, excluding taxes, rose 70.5% over the 
period to $5,376.7 million. Net operating revenues 
increased 99.2% to $767.9 million. The retained 
income account of railways showed a surplus of 
$272.2 million at the close of 1981 compared to a sur- 
plus of $274.9 million in 1980 and a deficit of $5.3 
million in 1977. 

Operating statistics show that freight ton-miles rose 
10.3% between 1977 and 1981 and that the average 
weight of a carload rose to 56.80 tons (51.53 metric 
tonnes-t). Average gross tons per train rose to 4,655 
(4 223 t) from 4,116 (3 734 t) and the average haul rose 
to 590 miles (949 kilometres) from 531 miles (855 km). 

Common carrier railways in Canada operated a total 
of 41,241 miles (66 372 km) of first main track (route- 
miles or route-kilometres) at December 31, 1981, 
some 432 miles (695 km) fewer than in 1980 and 2,235 
miles (3 595 km) less than in 1977. Ontario had the 
largest track length at 9,548 miles (15 367 km), follow- 
ed by Saskatchewan with 7,696 miles (12 385 km), 
Alberta 5,760 miles (9 269 km), Quebec 5,171 miles 
(8 322 km), British Columbia 4,531 miles (7 292 km) 
and Manitoba 3,996 miles (6 430 km). 

The number of train accidents in 1981 totalled 1,304. 
This was the lowest recorded in the five-year period 
from 1977 to 1981. (It should be noted that the number 
of accidents reported here represents only accidents 
in which injuries or deaths occurred.)

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, February 
1983 


On a seasonally adjusted balance-of-payments basis, 
preliminary results indicate that Canada’s exports 
increased 3.5% or $235 million to $6.99 billion in 
February 1983 following a5.3% decline in January and 
a 0.9% increase in December 1982. Imports also rose, 
but only marginally, by 0.7% or $35 million to $5.55 
billion in February after increases of 3.1% in January 
and 7.7% in December. As a result, the merchandise 
trade surplus increased $200 million to $1.44 billion in 
February after retracting by $545 million in January to 
$1.24 billion. 


Short Term Trend 

The declines in the export and import trends conti- 
nued to slow in December. The decline in the export 
trend (after a July 1982 peak) decelerated from a 2.0% 
decrease in October to 0.8% in December. The trend 
for imports also declined at a slower pace from the 
June 1982 peak, down from a decrease of 2.2% in 
August to one of 0.3% in December. The trend for the 
merchandise trade balance peaked in August at a 
$1.65 billion surplus and has since been reduced to a 
level of $1.54 billion in December. 

A substantial slowdown of the decline in motor vehi- 
cle products (19.3% share of domestic exports) was 
the main contributor to the slower pace of decline for 
overall exports. Other contributors were the upward 
trends for lumber (5.0% share), chemicals (5.1% 
share), natural gas (6.3% share), wheat (5.3% share) 
and refined copper (0.6% share). 

The turnaround in the import trend of motor vehicle 
products (21.0% share) in December, combined with 
more widespread increasing trends among compo- 


nents of the end products (60.4% share) and fabricated 
materials sections (18.4% share) were the cause of the 
marked slowdown in the overall import decline. 


Commodity Analysis 


Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest increases posted for domestic exports in 
February 1983 included wheat (up 33% or $100 million 
to $400 million, following a $65 million decrease in 
January), motor vehicle products (up 6.6% or $100 
million to $1.59 billion after a $340 million increase in 
January), aircraft (up 73% or $65 million to $150 mil- 
lion following a $90 million decrease in January) and 
lumber (up 16% or $55 million to $410 million). Pre- 
cious metals were down 40% or $75 million to $115 
million and industrial machinery 25% or $45 million to 
$140 million. 

Short Term Trend 

The decline in the end products exports (34% share of 
domestic exports) trend from a June 1982 peak conti- 
nued to slow with a decrease of 0.5% in December, 
down from a 4.8% decrease in September; this was 
mainly as a result of asimilar substantial slowing in the 
decline for exports of motor vehicle products (19.3% 
share). The pace of decline also slowed for telecom- 
munication equipment (1.8% share), office machinery 
and equipment (1.1% share) and agricultural machi- 
nery exports (0.6% share). 

The recent decline in fabricated material exports 
(35% share of domestic exports) eased slightly from 
1.2% in November to 1.0% in December. Strong 
increases for lumber (5% share) and refined copper 
(0.6% share) and a less pronounced increase for che-

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micals (5.1% share) were offset by larger declines for 
iron and steel (2.1% share), newsprint (4.8% share), 
petroleum and coal products (3.6% share), precious 
metals (2.4% share) and electricity (1.6% share). 

Crude material exports (18.7% share) increased an 
average of 0.5% a month from September to Decem- 
ber, aided by steady increases averaging 1.3% amonth 
from August to December in exports of natural gas 
(6.3% share). Crude petroleum exports (3.8% share) 
peaked in October and declined 2.3% a month in 
November and December. Iron ores and concentrates 
(0.9% share) and nickel ores and concentrates (0.1% 
share) which both plummeted in mid-1982, have star- 
ted to pick up from very low levels. 

Assisted by renewed growth in wheat exports (5.3% 
share), the decline in food, feed, beverages and 
tobacco exports (11.8 share) has moved from a drop of 
4.4% in August to 0.2% in December. 


Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest increase in imports for the month of 
February was for motor vehicle products (up 30% or 
$370 million to $1.62 billion following an increase of 
$375 million over the two previous months). There 
were large declines for crude petroleum (down 53% or 
$250 million to $215 million after an increase of $125 
million in January), precious metals (down 67% or 
$120 million to $60 million following an increase of 
$125 million in January) and industrial machinery 
(down 18% or $80 million to $365 million). 

Short Term Trend 

Led by a turnaround in the trend of motor vehicle 
products (21.0% share) in December, the trend for end 
products (60.4% share) reached a low in November 
after a 12% decline over six months and increased 0.4% 
in December. However, the increasing trends were not 
only confined to the motor vehicle products sector as 
the trends for telecommunication equipment (4.0% 
share), other equipment and tools (6.6% share) and 
other end products (11.1% share) were also picking up 
from recent lows. The trends for industrial machinery 
(7.7% share) and agricultural machinery (2.1% share) 
continued to decline at a fast pace, while imports of 
aircraft and other transportation equipment (3.9% 
share) peaked in November after a 30% increase over 
seven months and declined 0.9% in December. 

The trend for imports of fabricated materials (18.4% 
share) remained at the same level for the six months up 
to October 1982, and then picked up with a 0.4% 
increase in November and a 1.6% rise in December. 
There were definite pickups in chemical products 
(5.8% share), textiles (1.9% share), petroleum and coal 
products (1.4% share) and iron and steel (1.4% share) 
which all increased at a faster pace in recent months. 
Imports of non-ferrous metals (3.2% share) peaked in 
October and have since declined, while the decline in 
the trend of hardware (1.4% share) slowed from 9.1% in 
September and October to 2.7% in December. 

The trend for imports of crude materials (12.3% 
share) declined 3.5% a month in November and 
December, a major impact being the average 2.1% a 
month decline in fourth quarter crude petroleum 
imports (6.5% share). Imports of coal (1.2% share) 
declined an average of 10% a month in the fourth 
quarter, while the decline in imports of metal ores and 
concentrates (2.1% share) slowed from 3.7% in 
November to 1.9% in December. 
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The decline in the trend of the food, feed, beverages 
and tobacco section (7.2% share of imports) slowed 
from a decline of 2.0% a month in August to a levelling 
off in December as fruit and vegetables imports (2.9% 
share) continued to increase marginally from their 
September 1982 low point. 

Trading Partner Analysis 

Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The main contribution to the overall increase in 
February 1983 exports came from the fourth consecu- 
tive monthly increase of exports to the United States 
(up 5.5% or $270 million to $5.16 billion following a 
$205 million increase in January). In addition, exports 
to Japan increased 20% or $65 million to $395 million 
after a decline of $90 million in January, while those to 
“Other O.E.C.D.” countries increased 68% or $60 mil- 
lion to $150 million following a decline of $135 million 
in January. But exports to the United Kingdom were 
down 21% or $45 million to $175 million after a $35 
million decline in January. 

Short Term Trend 

The decline in the trend for exports to the United 
States (69.9% share) appears to have come to a halt 
after five months of declines from the June 1982 peak. 
And the decline in the trend for exports to Japan (5.4% 
share) slowed from 2.4% a month in September and 
October to 0.5% in December. However, the trends for 
exports to “Other E.E.C.” countries (5.5% share), 
“Other O.E.C.D.” countries (2.2% share) and “Other 
America” countries (3.5% share) declined at a faster 
pace in recent months. 

Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

There was one significant increase in imports for 
February 1983: imports from the United States increa- 
sed for the fifth consecutive month — up 7% or $285 
million to $4.28 billion following an increase of $270 
million in January. Imports from Japan also continued 
to increase — up 13% in February or $40 million to $345 
million following an $80 million increase in January. 
The largest decrease was for the E.E.C. (including the 
United Kingdom), down 12.5% or $55 million to $390 
million after a $60 million increase in January. 


Short Term Trend 

The trend for imports from the United States (71.6% 
share) reached a low point in November after a 9% 
decline over five months. Imports from Japan (5.3% 
share) also reached a low in November after a 23% 
decline over 14 months. The trends for imports from all 
other sources (17.3% share) were declining in recent 
months up to December.

Undercoverage in the 1981 Census 


Estimates of the percentage of persons missed in the 
1981 Census for the 10 provinces and Canada (exclu- 
ding the Territories) were released January 18, 1983. 
Tables 1 to 6 provide further estimates for certain sub- 
groups of the population and estimates for occupied 
private households. The undercoverage rate for any 
sub-group of the population is defined as the number 
of persons or households in that sub-group that were 
missed in the census as a percentage of the total popu- 
lation of persons or households in that sub-group that 
should have been counted. (The estimated undercove- 
rage rates were derived from a sample evaluation 
Study and are therefore subject to sampling error; their 
Standard errors are shown in the tables.) 

In general the user can be reasonably certain that 
the true undercoverage rate will be within plus or 
minus two times the standard error of the estimated 
rate (e.g., the Canada level undercoverage rate for 
persons is 2.01%, with a standard error of 0.09%; thus 
the true undercoverage rate should be in the range of 
2.01 - 0.18% or between 1.83% and 2.19%). 


For persons, estimated undercoverage rates for 
Canada (excluding the Territories) are shown in 
Tables 1 to 3. Estimates for sex by age group, sex by 
marital status, and for mother tongue are presented. 
Corresponding estimates for the 1976 Census are also 
shown. 

For the various characteristics shown in Tables 1 to 
3 the general pattern of undercoverage for the 1981 
Census does not appear to have changed significantly 
from that for 1976. The 20 to 24-year-old age group, 
never-married persons 15 years of age and older, 
divorced persons and persons with a mother tongue 
other than English or French continue to have compa- 
ratively high estimated undercoverage rates. At the 
same time there have been significant decreases in the 
rates for persons aged 0 to 4 years and persons with a 
mother tongue of French.

For private households (occupied private dwel- 
lings), estimated undercoverage rates for Canada 
(excluding the Territories) are shown in Tables 4 to 6. 
Estimates by region, tenure status, and structural type 
are presented. Corresponding estimates for the 1976 
Census are shown for regions and tenure status. 

While the pattern of estimated undercoverage rates 
for private households by region has changed from 
1976 — although the rate for British Columbia remains 
the highest — much of this apparent change could be 
due to sampling error. Private households residing in 
rented accommodations have a significantly higher 
undercoverage rate than those in owned (or being 
bought) accommodations.

Travel Between Canada and Other Countries, 
February 1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary statistics for February 1983 show the 
number of United States residents visiting Canada 
totalled 1.5 million, little changed from last year. Visi- 
tors from countries other than the U.S. increased by 
5.2% to 49,700. Canadian residents re-entering this 
country after visits to the U.S. numbered 2.3 million, up 
13.1% from February 1982. Residents returning from 
all other countries increased by 4.7% to 128,300. 

For the first two months of 1983, the international 
travel flows were as follows: 2.9 million U.S. residents 
entered Canada, up 1.1% from the year-earlier level: 
visitors from other countries decreased by 4.7% to 
100,000; Canadians returning from the U.S. climbed by 
15.9% to 4.6 million, while Canadian re-entries from 
other countries numbered 304,200, up 2.2% from 
January-February 1982. 

On a year-to-date basis, long-term entries from the 


U.S. (including overnight or longer auto and bus traffic 


and all plane, train and boat entries) increased by 3.4% 
from 1982 to 624,300.

Canadian tourist re- 
entries from the U.S. numbered 1.3 million, up 4.2% 
from 1982, while Canadians returning from other 
countries increased by 2.2% to 304,200.

Building Permits, January 1983 — Advance 


Information 

The value of construction work authorized by Cana- 
dian municipalities issuing building permits rose 8.4% 
in January 1983 to a seasonally adjusted $1,298.0 mil- 
lion from $1,197.3 million in December 1982. However, 
the January total was off 5.3% from the revised 
January 1982 level of $1,370.4 million. 

Residential permits, which were estimated at a sea- 
sonally adjusted $781.2 million in December declined 
slightly (-0.8%) to a preliminary $774.9 million in 
January. Builders’ applications were approved for 
15,317 dwelling units (9,373 single-detached homes 
and 5,944 multiple units) during January compared to 
14,864 dwellings (10,520 singles and 4,344 multiples) 
in December. In spite of the seasonality which charac- 
terizes the housebuilding industry, the actual numbers 
of new dwellings authorized rose in Prince Edward 
Island, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, and remained 
strong in Ontario in the multiple housing sector. 

Non-residential permits value rose 25.7% in January 
to a seasonally adjusted $523.1 million from $416.2 
million in December, the first significant increase pos- 
ted since July 1982. Building permits value increased 
for all categories of construction: industrial projects 
rose 17.2% to $76.7 million ($65.4 million in Decem- 
ber); commercial projects — consisting mainly of 
stores, office buildings, hotels and recreational facili- 
ties — climbed 34.7% to $224.1 million ($166.3 million) 


and publicly-initiated projects were up 20.6% to $222.3 
million ($184.4 million). Even without taking seasonal 
factors into account, non-residential permits activity 
was estimated to be strong in Prince Edward Island, 
Quebec, Manitoba and Saskatchewan.

New Housing Price Indexes, February 1983 — 
Advance Information 


The Canada composite new housing price index 
(1976=100) remained unchanged overall in February 
1983 from its level of 129.5in January 1983. As aresult, 
the index stood 4.4% lower than the year-earlier level 
of 135.4. In February the Canada “House Only” index 
edged up 0.1% to 129.2, while the “Land Only” index 
decreased 0.2% to 130.2. 

Between January and February, substantial 
increases in new housing prices were recorded in 
Ottawa-Hull (2.7%), Regina (1.3%), Vancouver (1.1%), 
and Quebec City (0.7%). However, a notable drop of 
2.3% was registered in Edmonton and smaller declines 
were posted in Montreal (-0.8%) and in Saskatoon 
(-0.5%). 

On a year-over-year basis, the largest increase in 
new housing prices was recorded in Hamilton (10.6%), 
although prices remained unchanged in that city be- 
tween January and February. Other year-over-year 
increases ranged from 1.3% in both Thunder Bay and 
Regina to 5.7% in Ottawa-Hull and Kitchener. The lar- 
gest annual decreases occurred in Vancouver (-15.2%) 
and Victoria (-12.8%), while other declines ranged 
from 0.7% in London to 11.6% in Edmonton.

Participation, Unemployment Rates, Employment Ratio, Canada 
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The Labour Force, March 1983 


Canada’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
rose slightly to 12.6% in March 1983 from 12.5% in 
February. The participation rate increased to 63.9% 
from 63.8% in the preceding month and the employ- 
ment/population ratio moved up to 55.9% from 55.8%. 

For the week ending March 19, 1983, the seasonally 
adjusted level of employment was estimated at 
10,471,000, an increase of 28,000 from February. The 
level rose by 30,000 for males 25 years of age and over 
and by 8,000 for females in this age group, while it 
declined by 8,000 for females 15 to 24. Employment 
increases were registered in the trade (+13,000), ser- 
vice (+14,000), other primary (+7,000) and construc- 
tion (+6,000) industries; lower employment levels were 
recorded in finance, insurance and real estate (-9,000) 
and agriculture (-9,000). On a provincial basis, 
employment rose by 28,000 in Ontario but showed 
little change elsewhere. 

Seasonally adjusted, unemployment was estimated 
at 1,515,000 in March, up by 18,000 from February. 
Increases were noted for males 15 to 24 years of age 
(+12,000) and for females 25 years and over (+10,000), 
while unemployment decreased by 9,000 for males 25 
and over. Provincially, unemployment increased by 
12,000 in Alberta and 4,000 in Newfoundland but 
decreased by an estimated 8,000 in Ontario. 

Seasonally adjusted unemployment rates for the 
provinces in March were as follows, with February 
rates in brackets: Newfoundland, 20.3% (18.8%): 
Prince Edward Island, 12.7% (12.9%): Nova Scotia, 
13.9% (13.1%); New Brunswick, 16.1% (15.3%); Que- 
bec, 14.6% (14.6%); Ontario, 11.4% (11.6%); Manitoba, 
9.7% (10.1%); Saskatchewan, 7.4% (7.6%); Alberta, 
11.0% (10.1%); and British Columbia, 14.0% (13.8%). 

The unadjusted employment level for Canada was 
estimated at 10,236,000 in March 1983, down 223,000 
(-2.1%) from a year earlier. Unemployment climbed 
35.0% to a record high of 1,658,000 from 1,228,000 over 
the 12-month period. The unemployment rate at 13.9% 
was up from 10.5% in March 1982, the participation 
rate increased to 63.4% from 63.2% and the employ- 
ment/population ratio decreased to 54.6% from 56.6% 
last year.

Industrial Corporations, Revised Financial Statistics, 
Fourth Quarter 1982 — Advance Information 


Fourth quarter 1982 final results confirm the slowing in 
the rate of decline of Canadian industrial corporations’ 
profits indicated earlier in the preliminary release. 
Quarterly net profits after taxes were down 23.7% from 
the year-earlier level compared to declines of 51.2% 
and 53.3% for the previous two quarters. Revised after- 
tax net profits of industrial corporations were $2.5 bil- 
lion for the fourth quarter of 1982, down from $3.3 
billion in the fourth quarter of 1981 and $5.2 billion in 
the second quarter of 1981, just before the recession 
began. 

Revised seasonally adjusted data reveal the change 
in the profits trend that has developed over the latter 
part of the recession. For each of the four quarters 
from mid-1981 to mid-1982, seasonally adjusted pro- 
fits before taxes and extraordinary items declined 
about 16%. However, in the last half of 1982, this indi- 
cator turned around — rising 7.2% in the third quarter 
and remaining flat in the latest quarter, for a net 
increase of 7.2% for the last half of the year. 

A further indication that corporate profitability is 
currently strengthening is reflected in the operating 
margin ratio (which relates operating income to sales). 
This figure stood at 5.9% prior to 1981 and then fell for 
eight consecutive quarters, hitting a low of 2.0% in the 
third quarter of 1982. In the current quarter, however, 
operating income rose to 2.3% of sales, down from the 
fourth quarter 1981 figure of 3.2%, but nevertheless the 
first positive movement in over two years.

Fourth quarter results are now available on balance 
sheet data for corporations with assets of more than 
$10 million. These show that the proportion of profits 
declared as cash dividends rose to 100.2% in the cur- 
rent quarter from 92.7% in the fourth quarter of 1981, 
suggesting that corporations are attempting to main- 
tain the level of dividends paid to shareholders despite 
declining year-over-year profits. Even so, corpora- 
tions declared only $1.8 billion in dividends for the 
current quarter compared to $2.1 billion in the year- 
earlier period. 

According to balance sheet data, corporate short- 
term liquidity has remained flat throughout the four 
quarters of 1982, reflecting a working capital ratio 
each quarter of approximately 1.40, compared to the 
fourth quarter 1981 figure of 1.51. 

The long-term debt to shareholders’ equity ratio has 
increased gradually to .74 in the current quarter from 
.65 in the fourth quarter of 1981. (This ratio measures 
the leverage being used by companies, comparing 
outstanding debt to the equity of the shareholders; it 
indicates a continuing deterioration in long-term cor- 
porate liquidity.) 

The annualized return on shareholders’ equity, rela- 
ting net profit to equity, fell to 6.0% in the current 
quarter from 7.7% in the fourth quarter of 1981.

Year-Over-Year Changes (Not Seasonally Adjusted) 
Firms in the manufacturing sector suffered the worst 
deterioration of income with quarterly net profits 
declining 54% from 1981 levels. The underlying cause 
was continuing poor demand and weak prices, partly 
due to international competition, which led to a sales 
decline of 6.3%. 

There were positive signs in some areas, however, 
most notably the mineral fuels sector. This industry 
recorded the largest year-over-year increases, with 
sales rising 24% and net profits 53%. Oil price 
increases over the year, combined with cost-cutting 
efficiency programs and reduced exploration costs 
contributed to the improved results. 

In the related pipeline industry, sales rose only 5% 
but net profits, benefitting from unusually high divi- 
dends received from the Canadian mineral fuels indus- 
try, nearly doubled to $167 million. 

In the severely depressed metal mining industry, the 
net loss of $235 million posted in the fourth quarter of 
1981 was reduced to $77 million for the current quar- 
ter. However, this amelioration was not due to an 
improvement in operations, but rather reflected the 
effects of extraordinary write-offs of foreign assets at 
the end of 1981. Low demand and prices, and stiff 
competition from Soviet and Third Wor!d exporters, 
continued to adversely affect sales, leading to a 20% 
decline. 


The worst year-over-year decline in profits was 
recorded in the paper industry. Fourth quarter 1981 
profits of $156 million turned to an $88 million loss in 
the latest quarter. A sales decline of 11% reflected poor 
demand and excess capacity in the industry. European 
producers are aggressively increasing exports, and 
this has severely reduced Canadian producers’ over- 
seas and North American sales. 

Data users should note that these figures cover all 
non-government Owned corporations in Canada 
except those in the agriculture, fishing, construction 
and finance industries. Complete income statement 
information is available, as well as balance sheet and 
income statement information for corporations with 
assets exceeding $10 million.

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Farm Cash Receipts, January-February 1983 — 
Advance Information 

Farm cash receipts for the January-February period of 
1983 totalled an estimated $3,766.1 million, up margi- 
nally by 0.4% from the year-earlier level of $3,752.2 
million. 

Receipts from the sale of field crops were down 
slightly to $2,287.1 million in the latest period. Increa- 
sed receipts for wheat, rapeseed and soybeans were 
offset by lower receipts for rye, flaxseed, corn and 
potatoes. 

Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and live- 
stock products increased 6% from the January- 
February 1982 level to $1,429.8 million. A 29% increase 
in hog receipts was largely responsible for the overall 
rise in livestock receipts. 

Estimated farm cash receipts measure gross cash 
returns to farmers from the sale of all agricultural pro- 
ducts. They also include Canadian Wheat Board parti- 
cipation payments, cash advances paid on farm- 
stored commodities, and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance 
has been made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 
producers’ operating expenses and depreciation 
charges, is published annually (catalogue 21-202).

Help-wanted Index, March 1983 (Published only inthe

The seasonally adjusted Help-wanted Index for 
Canada (1981=100) advanced to 36 in March 1983 from 
33 in February. Comparing indexes for the first quarter 
of 1983 with the fourth quarter of 1982, the three- 
month averages remained practically unchanged at 
35.8 and 35.6, respectively. 

On a regional basis, between February and March 
help-wanted indexes showed increases in the Atlantic 
Region (50.5%), Ontario (24.3%) and the Prairies 
(5.1%) but registered decreases in Quebec (-1.1%) and 
British Columbia (-7.0%).

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A Note to Users of Employment Statistics 


The implementation of Statistics Canada’s new Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH) is 
entering an important new phase. 

During September, larger firms with 20 or more employees, and educational institutions were mailed the 
SEPH questionnaire for the first time. Smaller establishments and health and welfare institutions began 
receiving questionnaires in March 1982. 

The broad-based SEPH, designed to answer the current needs of users and reduce respondent burden, 
will cover most of the Canadian economy. Exceptions are hunting, fishing, agriculture, private households, 
religious organizations and the military. 

The new survey will provide Canada’s first current employment, earnings and hours information for small 
as well as large firms. These data will be used to produce estimates of labour income, which accounts for 
about 60% of the Gross National Product at market prices. 

SEPH will provide further benefits to users through the availability of overtime hours and wages informa- 
tion and average weekly and hourly earnings that exclude overtime. These data will enhance Statistics 
Canada’s widely-used measures of productivity. 

With SEPH, four of Statistics Canada’s existing employment surveys will be combined into one, resulting in 
a reduction of 30,000 in the number of respondents to employment surveys. The SEPH design will also 
streamline the processing of data, resulting in more timely and comprehensive estimates. 

Response burden will also be reduced through the use of a questionnaire designed to take advantage of 
employers’ record-keeping practices. Further, only larger firms, and firms with more than one industrial 
activity or operating location, will always be asked to answer the survey. Most other firms will report for one 
year only, and then be replaced by other establishments. 

Statistics will be provided at the national, provincial and subprovincial levels, subject to sampling reliability 
and Statistics Canada’s confidentiality restraints. 

Beginning with the April 1983 survey reference month, SEPH will entirely replace Statistics Canada’s old 
employment surveys. At that time, information now contained in the monthly publications Estimates of 
Employees by Province and Industry (catalogue 72-008) and Employment, Earnings and Hours (catalogue 
72-002) will be incorporated into one volume. Thus, Estimates of Employees by Province and Industry willbe 
discontinued in July 1983.

With respect to the implementation of the new 
employment program (see Note to Users of Employ- 
ment Statistics), anew questionnaire was used com- 
mencing with the survey month of September 1982. 
This had an impact on the currently produced esti- 
mates because some survey terms have been 
redefined. 

First estimates show that the Canada industrial 
composite’ index of employment (1961=100) increa- 
sed 0.3% from December 1982 to January 1983.

Retail Trade, February 1983 — Advance Information 


Total retail sales in Canada, without seasonal adjust- 
ment, were $6,760.2 million in February 1983, up 3.6% 
from the February 1982 level. Among the 28 kinds of 
businesses surveyed, 20 showed increased sales with 
the largest gains recorded for furniture, TV, radio and 
appliance stores (+21.0%), pharmacies, patent medi- 
cine and cosmetics stores (+17.9%) and used car dea- 
lers (+16.0%). The largest sales decreases were repor- 
ted by jewellery stores (-5.7%), service stations (-4.4%) 
and garages (-3.0%). 

Retail sales in February 1983 were up from a year 
earlier in all provinces except Alberta (-3.8%), British 
Columbia (-2.4%) and the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories (-7.9%). Advances ranged from +2.4% in Mani- 
toba to +15.8% in Prince Edward Island. In metropoli- 
tan areas, retail sales were higher in Montreal (+1.8%), 
Toronto (+6.5%) and Winnipeg (+3.4%), but decreased 
in Vancouver (-4.2%). 

Revised total retail trade for January 1983 was 
$6,882.3 million, an increase of 3.6% over January 
1982. 


Cumulative sales for January-February 1983 were 
$13,642.5 million, up 3.6% over the corresponding 
period in 1982. 

Seasonally adjusted, retail sales in February 1983 
dropped 1.7% from the preceding month to a level of 
$8,272.4 million. The largest increases were recorded 
in jewellery stores (+5.3%), women’s clothing stores 
(+5.1%) and general stores (+4.1%), while the largest 
decreases were in household furniture stores (-6.4%), 
household appliance stores (-5.7%) and specialty shoe 
stores (-4.6%). Compared with January 1983, seaso- 
nally adjusted sales were up in Manitoba (+2.0%) and 
New Brunswick (+0.2%) but declined in the remaining 
provinces, with decreases ranging from -0.1% in Bri- 
tish Columbia to -3.7% in Newfoundland.

Residential Building Construction Input Price 
Indexes, February 1983 — Advance Information 


The Canada residential building construction input 
price index (1971=100) rose 0.4% in February 1983 to 
271.6 from the January level of 270.6. This rise was 
mainly attributable to increased prices for British 
Columbia lumber and for crushed stone in Quebec. 
Lesser increases were registered for concrete blocks 
and ready-mix concrete in the Atlantic region. 

The February rise marked the sixth consecutive 
month in which increases have been observed at the 
Canada level. Over the period February 1982 to 
February 1983, the total index increased 9.0%, with the 
labour component index up 12.5% and the materials 
component up 6.8%. 

On a regional basis, residential building construc- 
tion costs showed the largest increase during 
February in British Columbia (1.5%) while increases in 
the other regions ranged from 0.2% (Quebec) to 0.8% 
(Prairie Provinces). The Ontario index declined less 
than 0.1% during the month.

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The Canadian Composite Leading Index (1971=100) 
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A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in the Statistical System 


Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the government and Private sectors are making increased and 
more sophisticated uses of quarterly national accounts and of other macro-economic frameworks in order to 
evaluate the current performance of the economy and to detect its underlying trends. However, by the time 
users have access to the elaborate frameworks which allow them to analyze the economy in a relatively 
disciplined fashion, events with consequences for the near and medium term future may have already taken 
place. The first quantitative manifestation of current economic developments often occurs in a group of 
indicators that lead cyclical movements in the economy and that can be assembled rapidly as events unfold. 
Consequently it is not surprising that “leading indicators” have long played a role in assessing current 
economic conditions. In the last decade the increased severity of recessions worldwide has disabused most 
analysts of the notion that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled interest in the leading indicator 
approach to economic analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of organizations, both in Canada and 
elsewhere, that have developed indicator systems to monitor economic developments is quite impressive. All 
of this activity has stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being carried out and into possible 
directions of evolution of indicator systems. 

These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
minimized while preserving the maximum amount of lead time. A paper on these topics was published in the 
May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis (catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this note we 
can only be suggestive and indicate that a leading indicator system should be structured as much as possible 
like the framework (e.g. the quarterly national accounts) that it is intended to complement, and it must 
contain a broad enough range of component indicators to enable the system to warn of cyclical changes that 
may be generated by any of a large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the current version of Statistics 
Canada’s leading indicator system does not incorporate all the implications of the theoretical guidelines, 
along with the guidelines, it constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in Canada, and will become 
increasingly more so as the system evolves in accordance with the theoretical principles underlying its 
development.

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despite a slight faltering in the non-filtered versions in 
January, as the recent strong gains have been aided by 
transitory factors. The appreciable increase of 
employment in trade in February and March, never- 
theless, underscores the sustained recovery of 
consumer confidence, which continued to respond 
positively to lower interest rates and to the gradual 
improvement in labour market conditions in the first 
quarter. This positive underlying trend of demand was 
reflected in the diffuseness of the average 1.2% 
monthly increase of non-automotive retail sales since 
December. 

The index of residential construction? continued to 
accelerate in January (+13.53%), likely securing an 
increase in activity in the first quarter. While most of 
the recent upturn of this indicator had originated in 
single-family housing in central Canada, the recovery 
now seems to be spreading to other types of housing 
and to other regions at the start of the first quarter. 
Despite this considerable improvement in the non- 
filtered version of the residential construction index in 
absolute terms, comparable to the strong recovery of 
1975, the index remains about 25% below its peak of 
April 1981. 

The signs of recovery were less vigourous in manu- 
facturing, as indicated by the relatively weak contribu- 
tion of this sector to the increase in the composite 
index in January. The downward trend of new orders 
for durable goods slowed to -0.49% in January, while 
the ratio of shipments to finished goods rose to 1.37 
from the low levels recorded over the prior six months. 
These two indicators registered strong increases in 
the non-filtered version of +14.9% for new orders and 
+0.11 for the ratio of shipments to stocks. These indi- 
cators rose sharply due to industries related to house- 
hold and export demand, although this movement has 
not been sufficiently large to slow markedly the steady 
downward trend of business investment. Employment 
in manufacturing was virtually unchanged in the first 
quarter, according to the labour force survey, after an 
accentuated decline of 3.3% last quarter. The average 
workweek was essentially unchanged (+0.02%), as a 
drop in the non-filtered version probably reflected the 
increase in part-time employment. 

Profit margins continued to improve in January, as 
the percentage change of price per unit labour cost 
increased by 0.13 toa level of 0.00%. The increase was 
even greater in the non-filtered version (up 0.22 to 
+0.21%), which improves the prospects for profits in 
manufacturing in the first quarter. Unit labour costs 
resumed the downward trend which began last June, 
particularly due to the strong gain in output-per- 
person employed in January as a result of a 10.8% 
recovery in production of durable goods. Average 
hourly earnings continued to grow at about 6% at 
annual rates, which is markedly higher than the 
increase in consumer prices. Manufacturing negotia- 
ted wage rates in major collective bargaining agree- 
ments in the fourth quarter seem to suggest that there 
will be some resistance to a continuation of the slow- 
down of nominal wages in the short-term. Negotiated 
wage rates were little changed, as the annual rate of 
increase moved from 10.4% to 9.1% in contracts 
without a COLA clause and from 1.2% to 1.9% in 
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contracts before the inclusion of the effects of an 
indexation clause. 

The leading indicator for the United States accelera- 
ted in January, registering its strongest gain (+0.95%) 
since the upturn that began last June. The accelera- 
tion of the index is attributable to a wider diffusion of 
the positive forces since December, which has been 
reflected in a steady increase in our exports to the U.S. 
since that month. The sectors most notably affected by 
this recovery are motor vehicles and parts in particu- 
lar, as wellas anumber of fabricated materials such as 
lumber and paper products, textiles, chemical pro- 
ducts, and fertilizers. The trend of crude materials also 
was positive in February for the fourth consecutive 
month. Despite the prospective increase in our exports 
in the first quarter, the merchandise trade surplus pro- 
bably will be reduced by the more accentuated reco- 
very of our imports, a reflection of the strength of 
domestic demand in Canada. 

The financial market indicators continued to 
improve in January. The Toronto stock exchange 
index increased by 8.05%, the fifth straight increase, as 
the peak levels in the non-filtered version attained in 
1980 were superseded in January. The real money 
supply recorded its first increase in January (+0.60%) 
since the onset of the recession. 


1 The purpose of filtering is to reduce irregular move- 
ments in the data so that one can better judge whether 
the current movement represents a change in the 
business cycle. Unfortunately, all such filtering entails 
a loss of timeliness in warning of cyclical changes. 

All references to leading indicators are to filtered 
data unless otherwise stated. 

We have attempted to minimize this loss in time- 
liness by filtering the leading index and its compo- 
nents with minimum phase shift filters so as to mini- 
mize false signals and maximize lead time. See D. 
Rhoades, “Converting Timeliness into Reliability in 
Economic Time Series or Minimum Phase-shift Filter- 
ing of Economic Time Series”, Canadian Statistical 
Review, February 1980. 

Over the period January 1952 to January 1982 the 
unfiltered index exhibited a six-month average lead at 
business cycle peaks, a two-month lead at troughs, 
and emitted 64 false signals. The filtered index emitted 
only 10 false signals over this period and had a five- 
month average lead at peaks and a one-month lag at 
troughs. Of the 361 months in the period January 1952 
to January 1982 the 10 false signals in the filtered 
version represent an error rate of 2.8%, whereas the 64 
false signals in the non-filtered series represent an 
error rate of 17.8%.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
Industries, February 1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show the value of new orders 
received in all Canadian manufacturing industries in 
February 1983, seasonally adjusted, increased 3.1% to 
$15,659.5 million from the revised estimate of 
$15,182.8 million in January. In durable goods indus- 
tries, new orders with an estimated value of $6,468.7 
million were 3.1% higher than the January value of 
$6,271.4 million: most of the increase can be attributed 
to gains of $71.4 million (+12.5%) in the electrical pro- 
ducts industry group and of $40.5 million (+11.7%) in 
the machinery industry group. In non-durable goods 
industries, new orders received had an estimated value 
of $9,190.8 million, up 3.1% from $8,911.4 million (revi- 
sed) in January. 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of the unfilled orders backlog at the end of 
February was $16,942.1 million, up 0.7% from the revi- 
sed January estimate of $16,817.3 million. Unfilled 
orders increased 0.6% in durable goods industries —to 
$14,771.6 million from $14,683.4 million at the end of 
January — and in non-durable goods industries, the 
estimate was up 1.7% to $2,170.5 million from $2,133.9 
million a month earlier. 

The seasonally adjusted preliminary estimate of the 
value of manufacturers’ shipments in February was 
$15,534.7 million, up 1.6% from January’s revised 
value of $15,293.6 million; shipments were higher in 12 
of the 20 major groups of industries. Shipments of 
durable goods industries were up 0.1% to $6,380.5 
million from $6,375.1 million as a 7.5% gain in the wood 
industry group was partly offset by a 5.3% loss in the 
electrical products industry group. A $145.9 million 
increase in the foods and beverages industry group 
Was the major contributor to a 2.6% gain in the non- 
durable goods industries as shipments rose to 
$9,154.2 million in February from $8,918.4 million in 
January. 


Seasonally adjusted inventory owned by manufac- 
turers at the end of February was $31,796.7 million, up 
0.1% from the preceding month’s revised value of 
$31,755.3 million. Total inventory held remained vir- 
tually unchanged as it went to $33,065.0 million in 
February from $33,051.6 million in January with 
decreases of 0.7% in raw materials and 0.2% in goods 
in process while finished products were up 1.2%. 

The seasonally adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments at the end of February was 2.05:1, 
down from 2.08:1 in January. The ratio of finished 
products to shipments remained unchanged at 0.71:1. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in February 1983 were estimated at 
$14,613.9 million, 5.7% higher than the revised 
January value of $13,829.9 million. Cumulative ship- 
ments for the first two months of 1983 at an estimated 
$28,443.8 million were up 0.6% from the $28,267.6 mil- 
lion January-February 1982 level.

Trusteed Pension Funds, Fourth Quarter 1982 — 
Advance Information 


The book value of assets held in trusteed pension 
funds reached an estimated $71.4 billion at the end of 
the fourth quarter of 1982, an increase of $3.1 billion 
from the previous quarter and $9.9 billion more than 
the amount held one year earlier. 

Income of these funds for the fourth quarter of 1982 
— made up of employee and employer contributions 
of $1.9 billion, investment income of $1.8 billion and 
other income of $170 million — amounted to $3.9 bil- 
lion. Out of this revenue, expenditures of $877 million 
were met, leaving a net cash flow of $3.0 billion.

Energy Supply-demand in Canada, Fourth Quarter 
1982 — Advance Information 


During the fourth quarter of 1982, the transformation 
of the Canadian energy situation continued, character- 
ized by reduced domestic consumption of energy 
products. 

Crude oil and derivatives were among the types of 
energy most affected. During the October to Decem- 
ber period of 1982, availability of (demand for) motor 
gasoline diminished by 7%, middle distillates (diesel, 
light fuel oil and kerosene) declined 15%, while heavy 
fuel oil dropped by 21%. The weak market for refined 
petroleum products slowed down the activities of 
Canadian refineries: production levels were almost 
11% lower than in the same quarter a year earlier. Asa 
result, the need for crude oil diminished, lowering its 
availability for Canadian use to 21 618 megalitres in 
October-December 1982 from 24 092 megalitres in the 
fourth quarter of 1981 (-10%). However, the level of 
crude oil production was not adversely affected 
because of higher export levels (+31%) and a drastic 
reduction in imports (-42%). 


The availability of natural.gas for Canadian 
consumption totalled 12 856 gigalitres in the fourth 
quarter of 1982, down 8% from the same period of 
1981. Due to warmer temperatures, sales by gas utili- 
ties were lower although the number of customers has 
increased to 3,066,019 in December 1982 from 
2,954,700 in December 1981. 

Despite a 5% increase in exports of electricity to the 
United States, generation of electricity declined 
slightly to a total of 98 478 gigawatt hours in the fourth 
quarter of 1982. During the same period, coal produc- 
tion decreased 3%, exports 9% and imports 25%. 
Inventories increased by 1079 kilotonnes, leaving 
10 124 kilotonnes of coal for domestic consumption.

Non-residential Building Construction Input Price 
Indexes, February 1983 — Advance Information 


The non-residential building construction input price 
index for Canada rose 0.1% in February 1983 to a level 
of 290.3 from 290.1 in January. This marginal rise was 
mainly attributable to increased prices for softwoods, 
and concrete blocks and ready-mix concrete. 
Increases were also registered for industrial plywood 
finish and copper used for unalloyed pipe and tubing. 
Wallboard and insulation materials were up fraction- 
ally while prices for steel, metal work and electrical 
equipment were down during the month. 

The February rise in the total index marked the sixth 
consecutive monthly increase. Over the period 
February 1982 to February 1983, the total index rose 
7.5%, with the labour component up 12.1% and mate- 
rials up 3.4%.

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Federal Government Employment in Metropolitan 
Areas, September 1982 — Advance Information 
General government employees (including 36,450 
members of the Canadian Armed Forces with military 
pay and allowances of $84.7 million) working in the 24 
Census Metropolitan Areas numbered 288,529 in Sep- 
tember 1982, with a regular monthly payroll of $568.4 
million. (The data include 486 employees with a 
monthly payroll of $850,000 in Trois-Riviéres, Quebec, 
which was included for the first time as anew metropo- 
litan area.) 

Compared to September 1981, the number of 
employees increased by 2,044 and the payroll grew by 
$68.4 million. The growth was due to increased 
employment in Ottawa-Hull, Sudbury and some other 
metropolitan areas, as well as the newly added Trois- 
Riviéres; this was partly offset by decreases in other 
CMAs, the largest in Montreal, Vancouver and 
Winnipeg. .

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Consumer Price Index, March 1983 


National Highlights 

The Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada stood at 
115.8 (1981=100) in March 1983, up 1.0% from the 
114.6 registered in February. Although the monthly 
change was up significantly from those recorded in the 
last eight months, the year-over-year increase, as mea- 
sured by comparing the index level of March 1983 to 
that of March 1982, decelerated to 7.2% from the 7.4% 
registered between February 1982 and February 1983. 
The latest monthly increase was largely attributable to 
higher transportation costs and increased housing 
charges, primarily reflecting price increases for gaso- 
line and fuel oil. The all-items-excluding-food index 
advanced by 1.4% in the latest month, up from the 
increase of 0.3% registered between January and 
February. In contrast, food prices declined 0.3% in 
March after advancing by 0.6% in February. 

The decline of 0.4% in the food-purchased-from- 
stores index was largely attributable to the impact of 
food price wars in the province of Quebec and to lower 
prices for certain beef and pork cuts and for fresh fruit 
in several western urban centres. Dampening the 
effect of these price declines were higher prices for 
fresh vegetables, most notably for tomatoes. In March 
1983, the food-purchased-from-stores index stood 
2.9% above its level of March 1982. The food- 
purchased-from-restaurants index registered an 
increase of 0.1% between February and March and 
stood 7.8% above its level of March 1982. As a result 
the aggregate food index advanced 4.1% over its level 
of March 1982, down from the increase of 5.3% regis- 
tered between February 1982 and February 1983. 

The increase of 1.4% in the all-items-excluding-food 
index was largely attributable to higher fuel oil and 
gasoline prices, reflecting among other things, the 
delayed impact of the January 1° increase of $4 per 
barrel in crude oil prices. As well, gasoline prices were 
further affected by the ending of gasoline price wars in 
several urban centres and by an increase in the federal 
sales tax. Other factors contributing to the increase in 
the all-items-excluding-food index were higher clo- 
thing prices, primarily for seasonal spring items, 
increased shelter charges and, in the provinces of 
Manitoba and Alberta, higher prices for alcoholic 
beverages. In the province of Manitoba, the provincial 
retail sales tax was increased to 6% from 5%. Dampe- 
ning the impact of these price increases were lower rail 
and air fares, reflecting the impact of certain promo- 
tions, and a decline in the price of household cleaning 
supplies, primarily resulting from supermarket price 
wars in the province of Quebec. Between March 1982 
and March 1983, the all-items-excluding-food index 
advanced 8.1%, unchanged from the increase registe- 
red between February 1982 and February 1983. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods advanced 1.6%, largely reflecting the 
increase in fuel oil and gasoline prices, while that for 
services increased by 0.3%. As aresult, between March 
1982 and March 1983, the price level for goods advan- 
ced by 6.6% while that for services increased by 8.1%. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
rose 0.7% in March; this comprised a 0.4% decline in 
the food index and a 1.0% increase in the all-items- 
excluding-food index. 
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City Highlights 

Between February and March, consumer prices rosein 
all cities for which CPls are produced with increases 
ranging from 0.6% in both Regina and Saskatoon to 
1.8% in Thunder Bay. The major factors underlining 
the variation in price movements among the cities 
were the differing rates of price changes for gasoline 
and food. Gasoline price increases ranged from 6.4% 
in Halifax to 29.8% in Thunder Bay, with the signifi- 
cantly higher rates of increase being attributable to the 
ending of price wars. Food price changes ranged from 
a decline of 1.9% in Quebec City to an increase of 0.6% 
in Halifax. The decline in Quebec City and Montreal 
reflected the impact of price wars among supermar- 
kets.In Winnipeg, the increase in the provincial retail 
sales tax affected the retail prices of all taxable goods 
and services. 

Between March 1982 and March 1983, consumer 
price increases ranged from 5.3% in Saskatoon to 8.4% 
in Thunder Bay. Seven of the 15 cities registered 
increases of 7.0% or less. 

Main Contributors to Monthly Changes in the All- 
items Index, by City 

St. John’s 

Higher prices for fuel oil, gasoline and for household 
furnishings and equipment were among the main 
contributors to the 1.0% rise in the all-items index. 
Higher clothing prices also had a notable impact. 
Moderating these increases were lower air fares, 
decreased electricity charges and lower overall food 
prices. Between March 1982 and March 1983, the all- 
items index rose 7.9%. 


Charlottetown/Summerside 

Increased fuel oil and gasoline prices, coupled with 
higher shelter charges and vehicle insurance pre- 
miums largely explained the 0.9% rise in the all-items 
index. Food prices rose marginally, as higher prices 
for bakery products and fresh vegetables were almost 
completely offset by lower prices for beef, chicken and 
fresh fruit. Air fares declined. Since March 1982, the 
all-items index has risen 5.7%. 

Halifax 

The 1.0% rise in the all-items index largely resulted 
from higher fuel oil and gasoline prices, increased 
shelter charges and advances in prices for household 
furnishings and equipment. Clothing prices were up, 
as were overall food prices, the latter due to higher 
prices for fresh vegetables, soft drinks and restaurant 
meals. Air fares declined. Since March 1982, the all- 
items index has risen 8.1%. 

Saint John 

The all-items index advanced by 1.2% mainly due to 
higher prices for fuel oil and for gasoline, coupled with 
increased shelter charges and advances in prices for 
certain men’s and women's wear items. Food prices 
recorded no overall change as higher prices for fresh 
vegetables were offset by lower prices for pork and 
soft drinks. Air fares declined. The all-items index 
stood 5.8% above its level of March 1982.

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Quebec City 

The 1.4% rise in the all-items index largely reflected 
higher prices for gasoline and fuel oil, increased shel- 
ter charges, higher household furnishings and equip- 
ment costs and advances in clothing prices. Food 
prices declined reflecting the impact of the price war 
among supermarkets. From March 1982 to March 
1983, the all-items index rose 7.1%. 


Montreal 

The all-items index rose 1.0% mainly due to higher 
gasoline prices, increased fuel oil charges and higher 
clothing prices. Higher prices were also noted for hou- 
sehold furnishings and equipment, tobacco products 
and for beer. Food prices declined as a result of the 
price war among major supermarkets. Air fares also 
fell. Since March 1982, the aill-items index has risen 
7.2%. 


Ottawa 

The 1.3% rise registered in the all-items index largely 
resulted from higher gasoline and fuel oil prices, 
increased shelter charges and higher food prices. 
Within food, price increases were reported for dairy 
products and fresh vegetables. Vehicle insurance 
premiums and charges related to package holiday 
trips rose slightly. Air fares declined. Since March 
1982, the all-items index has risen 7.6%. 


Toronto 

Higher gasoline and fuel oil prices, increased shelter 
charges and advances in local transit fares and clo- 
thing prices were among the main contributors to the 
0.9% rise in the all-items index. Food prices were up, 
due mainly to increased prices for fresh vegetables 
and for restaurant meals. Between March 1982 and 
March 1983, the all-items index rose 7.8%. 

Thunder Bay 

The 1.8% rise in the all-items index primarily resulted 
from higher gasoline and fuel oil prices and from 
increased Gomestic gas charges. Higher prices were 
also noted for milk, fresh produce and restaurant 
meals. Air fares declined. An advance of 8.4% was 
recorded in the all-items index since March 1982. | 
Winnipeg 

Higher prices for gasoline, an increase in the provin- 
cial retail sales tax from 5% to 6% as well as increased 
provincial taxes on alcoholic beverages were among 
the major contributors to a 1.5% rise in the ail-items 
index. Higher household furnishings and equipment 
prices and increased shelter charges were also noted. 
Food prices declined as lower prices for beef, pork, 
poultry, eggs and fresh fruit offset higher fresh vege- 
table prices. Since March 1982, the all-items index has 
risen 7.3%. 

Regina 

Advances in gasoline prices, shelter charges and hou- 
sehold furnishings prices, coupled with increased 
prices for certain men’s and women’s wear items were 
the main contributors to the 0.6% rise in the all-items 
index. Air fares declined, as did food prices (especially 
for pork and for bakery products). Between March 


pe and March 1983, the all-items index advanced 
2%. 
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Saskatoon 

The all-items index rose by 0.6%, largely as a result of 
higher gasoline prices, increased shelter charges and 
higher furniture prices. No overall change was obser- 
ved for food prices, as higher prices for chicken, fresh 
produce and restaurant meals were offset by lower 
prices for beef, pork and turkey. Air fares declined. The 
all-items index stood 5.3% above its level of March 
1982. 


Edmonton 

The 0.7% rise in the all-items index largely reflected 
higher gasoline prices, increased shelter charges and 
higher prices for alcoholic beverages purchased from 
stores. Partially offsetting these increases were 
declines in air fares and food prices, especially for 
beef, pork, chicken and fresh fruit. From March 1982 to 
March 1983, the all-items index advanced 6.6%. 
Calgary 

The 0.7% advance registered in the all-items index 
resulted mainly from higher gasoline prices, increased 
owned accommodation charges, price advances for 
furniture and for alcoholic beverages purchased from 
stores, and from higher clothing prices. Overall food 
prices declined, largely due to lower prices for beef, 
chicken, fresh fruit and restaurant meals. Air fares, 
rented accommodation charges and travel/holiday 
expenses also declined. Since March 1982, the all- 
items index has risen 5.9%. 


Vancouver 
The ail-items index recorded a 0.7% rise largely due to 
higher gasoline and fuel oil prices, increased shelter 
charges and higher furniture prices. Clothing prices 
were up, as were those for cigarettes. Food prices rose 
marginally, as higher prices for fresh vegetables and 
chicken were partially offset by lower prices for beef, 
bakery products and fresh fruit. Air fares declined.

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Wealth of Families with Working Wives, 1977 


Released today is Wealth of Families with Working 
Wives, 1977, astudy, based on the last available survey 
of family assets and debts taken in the spring of 1977 
(Survey of Consumer Finances, 1977), that examines 
the impact of working wives on the wealth holdings of 
their families. Wealth is defined as assets (consisting 
of owner-occupied homes, other real estate, farms, 
businesses, etc. as well as financial assets) less debts. 

Only husband-wife families with wives under 65 
years of age were included in the study. A little over 
half (53.2%) of wives in these families worked in 1976. 
When the two groups of families were compared, it was 
found that the average wealth holdings for families 
with and without working wives were, respectively, 
$58,995 and $58,029, a difference of less than $1,000. 
However, when families were divided into comparable 
groups, based on age and income, important diffe- 
rences emerged. For example, comparisons within 
equivalent age groups showed that in four out of five 
age groups, families with working wives had larger 
wealth holdings. Similarly, average wealth of families 
with working wives was greater when compared within 
equivalent income groups (using the size of husband’s 
income for grouping families). Since working-wife 
families were generally younger and incomes of hus- 
bands in these families were also lower, it was conclu- 
ded that the average wealth of these families would 
have been about $18,000 less if the wives had not 
worked. 

Although the report deals primarily with the above 
wealth comparison, it also discusses differences in 
home ownership, value of Owner-occupied homes, 
mortgage debt, and equities in business, farm and 
professional practices between families with and 
without working wives. For example, the estimated 
market value of homes owned and occupied by 
working-wife families as well as the mortgages owed 
by them were larger than those of families where wives 
were not working.

Department Store Sales and Stocks, February 1983 — 
Advance Information 


Department store sales, without adjustment for seaso- 
nal variations, were $604.1 million in February 1983, up 
4.5% over February 1982. Sales were higher in 28 of the 
40 departments with the largest increases in repairs 
and services (+29.7%), plumbing, heating and building 
materials (+20.9%) and TV, radio and music (+19.6%). 
The most notable decreases were reported in hard- 
ware, paints, wallpaper, etc. (-19.0%), gasoline and oil, 
auto accessories, repairs and supplies (-13.1%) and 
sporting goods and luggage (-9.8%). 

All provinces and territories except the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories (-8.6%) showed department 
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store sales increases from a year earlier with gains 
ranging from +2.4% in Ontario to +13.5% in Saskat- 
chewan. Of the 10 metropolitan areas covered by this 
survey, the largest sales increase was in Halifax- 
Dartmouth (+14.4%), while the largest decrease was in 
Calgary (-2.9%). 

Sales by major department store organizations in 
February 1983 totalled $400.1 million, up 3.5% from 
February 1982, while junior department store organi- 
zations had sales of $204.0 million, an increase of 6.6% 
from a year earlier. 

Department stores took 8.9% of the total retail trade 
market in February 1983, identical to the share recor- 
ded in February 1982. 

Seasonally adjusted, the volume of sales by depart- 
ment stores increased 4.0% from January 1983 to 
$895.2 million in February 1983. 

The selling value of stocks held in February 1983 at 
$2,686.8 million showed an increase of 2.6% over the 
same month a year earlier.

Crude Petroleum and Natural Gas Production, 
January 1983 — Advance Information 


Canadian production of crude petroleum and equiva- 
lent hydrocarbons in January 1983 amounted to 
6 760 100 cubic metres, up 2.4% from 6 596 100 cubic 
metres a year earlier. Alberta was the main producer 
with 84.0% of the Canadian total. Imported crude and 
equivalents for the same month amounted to 
1 763 900 cubic metres. 

Canadian refineries received 7 234 000 cubic 
metres of crude petroleum and equivalents in January 
1983. Exported crude and equivalents to the United 
States amounted to 1 318 400 cubic metres. 

Net new production of natural gas in January 1983 
amounted to 9 902.0 million cubic metres, down 6.4% 
from 10 573.7 million cubic metres in January 1982. 
Alberta was the main producer with 88.6% of the 
Canadian total. 

On the disposition side: exports to the United States 
in the latest month were 2 428.3 million cubic metres; 
5 191.8 million cubic metres were sold to ultimate cus- 
tomers in Canada; and 1 711.6 million cubic metres 
were used in fields and processing plants.

Final Intercensal Estimates of Population by Sex and 
Age as of June 1, Canada and the Provinces, 1977 to 
1981 — Advance Information 


In order to produce the final intercensal estimates 
shown in the accompanying tables, the previously 
published postcensal estimates were revised, using 
data for interprovincial migration from the files of 


Revenue Canada and data for emigration from the 
family allowance files. The totals for immigrants, births 
and deaths were updated using the latest figures avai- 
lable. Then the closure errors were recalculated and 
assigned, using a linear distribution; this is the same 
method that was used for the years 1971-1976 (see 
publication no. 91-518, March 1979). Please note that 
the June 3, 1981 Census data were adjusted to refer to 
June 1, 1981 (see Statistics Canada Daily of June 25, 
1982). 

These estimates which supersede the preliminary 
intercensal estimates made available in July 1982 will 
appear in the next few weeks in publication no. 91-518.

Wholesale Trade, February 1983 — Advance 
Information 

Sales 

Sales of Canadian wholesale merchants increased in 
February 1983 by 1.9% from the year-earlier level. The 
largest percentage increases were recorded by whole- 
salers of electrical machinery, equipment and supplies 
(+38.7%), tobacco products (+15.8%), lumber and 
building materials (+12.5%) and household furniture 
and house furnishings (+11.4%). The most significant 
sales decrease was reported by wholesalers of metal 
and metal products (-30.2%). 

An increase in wholesalers’ sales of 32.6% in Prince 
Edward Island was attributable to the food wholesa- 
ling activity which is predominant in that province. 
Inventories 
Wholesale inventories were down 9.0% in February 
1983 from the corresponding period of the previous 
year. 

Major contributions to this downward inventory 
trend came from wholesalers of metal and metal pro- 
ducts (-33.8%), apparel and dry goods (-14.5%) and 


lumber and building materials (-14.4%). The most 
significant percentage increase in the level of invento- 
ries was recorded by wholesalers of tobacco products 
(+13.6%). Lower inventory levels were reported in all 
provinces except Prince Edward Island (+11.0%) and 
the Territories (+7.3%). Food wholesalers in Prince 
Edward Island were responsible for the large increase 
reported.

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1981 Census 20% Sample Database — Phase 2 
Highlights of the information collected from one in five 
Canadian households in the June 1981 Census 
include: 

Family Income 

- Average family income in constant (1980) dollars 
increased from $20,820 in 1970 to $26,748 in 1980, up 
28.5% in real terms over the decade. Part of this 
increase is due to the increase in the number of per- 
sons working per family. 

-|In 1980, 1.7 million families (26.3%) had family 
incomes below $15,000 and 1.5 million families 
(23.9%) reported incomes of at least $35,000. 

- The number of families with incomes less than 
$15,000 in constant 1980 dollars declined by 10.5% 
between 1970 and 1980. The number reporting 
incomes of at least $35,000 nearly tripled over the 
decade. : ; 

- In 1980, of the twelve provinces and territories, the 
Yukon ($31,834), Alberta ($30,390), British Columbia 
($29,132) and Ontario ($28,002) had an average family 
income above the national figure of $26,748. 

- In 1970, of the ten provinces, Ontario had the highest 
average family income but in 1980 Ontario ranked 
third trailing Alberta and British Columbia. 

- While real family income in the Atlantic provinces 
was below the national figure, rates of increase over 
the decade measured in constant 1980 dollars, were 
above the national figure of 28%, ranging from 45% in 
Newfoundland and 37% in P.E.|. to 31% in New Bruns- 
wick and 29% in Nova Scotia. 

- Of all the provinces and territories only Quebec at 
25% and Ontario at 21% recorded rates of increase in 
average family income below the national rate of 28%. 
- Rates of increase in real terms were highest in Sas- 
katchewan (60%)where 1980 family income averaged 
$25,438 and in Alberta (48%) where average family 
income was $30,390. In Manitoba, 1980 family income 
was $24,455 — up 30% since 1970 and in British 
Columbia family income increased by 34% to $29,132. 


Individual Income 

- The average income of Canadian individuals 15 
years and over was $12,993 in 1980. After compensa- 
ting for price changes, this was an increase of 18.6% 
since 1970. 

- In 1980 there were large variations in average income 
of individuals among the provinces and territories, 
with individuals in Prince Edward Island having the 
lowest average income ($9,431) and those in the 
Yukon the highest ($15,580). 

- Of the twelve provinces and territories, the Yukon 
($15,580), Alberta ($14,691), British Columbia 
($14,239) and Ontario ($13,315) had incomes for indi- 
viduals age 15 and over above the national figure of 
$12,993. 

- In the Atlantic provinces, average income for indivi- 
duals ranged from $10,785 in Nova Scotia to $9,431 in 
Prince Edward Island. 

- In real terms, rates of increase between 1970 and 
1980 in average income ranged from highs of 45% in 
Saskatchewan and 35% in Alberta, to lows of 15% in 
Quebec and 12% in Ontario. 

- Female average income as a percentage of male ave- 
rage income rose from 44.1% in 1970 to 49.7% in 1980. 
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- In 1980, nearly eight out of ten females 15 years and 
over reported income compared to six in every ten in 
1970. This increase is due to increased labour force 
participation and a higher proportion of women 65 
years of age and over who are recipients of govern- 
ment old age pensions. 

- The average income of males increased by 19% in 
real terms to reach $16,918 while the average income 
of femaies increased by 34.2% to reach $8,414. Provin- 
cially, the increases in the average incomes of females 
ranged from 29% in Ontario to 55% in Newfoundland. 
- Of persons reporting income, 18% of males and 40% 
of females had incomes less than $5,000 while 50% of 
males and 16% of females had incomes of at least 
$15,000. 

- In 1980, of persons with incomes of at least $15,000, 
21.3% were women, up from 11.4% in 1970. Of persons 
with incomes less than $5,000 in 1980, 65.4% were 
women compared to 62.2% in 1970. 

Religion 

- In 1981, Catholics formed 47.3% of the population 
compared to 41.2% for Protestants. The remaining 
population was divided among those with no religious 
preference, (7.4%), Eastern Orthodox (1.5%), Jewish 
(1.2%) and other small groups (1.3%). 

- In 1981, two provinces were predominantly Catholic 
- Quebec with 88.2% of its population and New 
Brunswick with 53.9%. All other provinces had a Pro- 
testant majority. 

- In 1981, nearly 1.8 million persons, or 7.4% of the 
Canadian population reported themselves as having 
no religious preference. 

- The proportion of the population reporting them- 
selves as having no religious preference increased by 
90% between 1971 and 1981. 

- One-half of persons of Jewish religion live in Ontario, 
where they numbered 148,255 or 1.7% of that pro- 
vince’s population. Another one-third or 102,555 live in 
Quebec, where they account for 1.6% of the 
population. 

(continued) 
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- Buddhists recorded the largest ten-year increase 
among religious groups — up 223% to 51,955. Pente- 
costals had the second largest rate of growth, increa- 
sing 54% from 219,300 to 338,790. Other religious 
groups to grow since 1971 included Mormons (up 36% 
to 89,870); Roman Catholics (up 13% to 11,212,020); 
Jewish (up 8% to 296,425); and the United Church (up 
1% to 3,782,825). By contrast, Unitarians decreased by 
31% in ten years to 14,500; Doukhobours by 27% to 
6,700; Presbyterians by 6% to 812,110; and Anglicans 
by 3% to 2,436,375. 

- The Atlantic provinces and Quebec had the smallest 
proportion of their populations stating no religious 
preference, ranging from alow of 1% in Newfoundland 
to a high of 4% in Nova Scotia. This figure rises to just 
over 7% of the population of both Ontario and Mani- 
toba, to 11.5% in Alberta, 19.5% in the Yukon and 21.5% 
in British Columbia. Just over 6% of the population of 
both Saskatchewan and the Northwest Territories 
reported no religious preference. 

Ethnicity 

- The 1981 Census was the first to recognize more than 
one ethnic origin for an individual. In 1981, 1,838,615 
persons (7.6% of the population) reported they identi- 
fied their heritage as coming from more than one eth- 
nic group. Approximately 76% of these reported Bri- 
tish as one component of their ethnic origin. 

- Among those who provided a single response to eth- 
nic origin, the largest group was British, comprising 
40.2% of the total population. French was the second- 
largest group at 26.7% followed by German (4.7%), 
Italian (3.1%) and Ukrainian (2.2%). 

- Newfoundland had the largest proportion of its popu- 
lation with a common ethnic background, with over 
92% of Newfoundlanders reporting British as their sole 
ethnic heritage. In Quebec just over 80% of the popula- 
tion identified French as their sole ethnic background. 
At the other extreme the population of Saskatchewan, 
with 38% British origin, was the least concentratedina 
single origin. 

- The Northwest Territories was the only area in the 
country where neither British nor French, but Native 
Peoples were the largest ethnic group. 


Citizenship 

- In 1981, 95% of the Canadian population were Cana- 
dian citizens. 

- The majority of persons without Canadian citizens- 
hip (54%) were residents of Ontario where they formed 
7.6% of the total population. 


Place of Birth 

- The 1981 Census revealed that nearly 3.9 million 
persons or 16.1% of the population were born outside 
Canada. This was an increase of 17.3% over the num- 
ber in the 1971 Census. 

- Europe continued to be the main birthplace of the 
population born outside Canada, but the European- 
born population decreased from 79.7% of the total 
foreign born in 1971 to 66.9% in 1981. 

- Between 1971 and 1981 the Canadian population 
born in Europe actually declined by 1.5%. On the other 
hand, there were large increases in the number of 
persons born in Asia, up 228% to 543,495, the Carib- 
bean Islands, up 153% to 172,245 and South and Cen- 
tral America, up 199% to 107,960. 
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- In 1981, 85% of the Canadian born population were 
living in their province of birth. However, this varied 
widely by province from 92.2% for those born in Que- 
bec to 58.2% for those born in Saskatchewan. 

- The impact of mobility on the Canadian population is 
reflected in the fact that nearly 30% of the Canadian 
population were born outside their provice of resi- 
dence in 1981. In British Columbia 54% of the popula- 
tion were born outside the province while at the other 
extreme only 6% of Newfoundland’s population was 
born elsewhere. 


immigrant Population 

- According to the 1981 Census, 3.8 million persons or 
16% of the population came to Canada as immigrants. 
- The structure of the immigrant population has 
undergone substantial change over the past fifteen 
years. Nearly 67% of the immigrant population that 
came to Canada during the late sixties (1965-1969) 
were from Europe. For the recent period 1978-1981, 
the distribution of the immigrant population by place 
of birth was much more diverse with only 29.7% of 
immigrants from Europe, but 43.8% from Asia and 
between five and 10% from each of the United States, 
Caribbean Islands and Central and South America. 

- Of the total immigrant population, 43% arrived before 
the age of 20 years, 42% arrived between ages 20 and 
34 years and 15% were at least 35 years of age when 
they came to Canada. 


Official Language 

- The percentage of Canadians reporting the ability to 
speak both English and French increased from 13.5% 
in 1971 to 15.3% in 1981. 

- Quebec and New Brunswick had the largest propor- 
tions of their populations able to speak both official 
languages. From 1971 to 1981 these proportions 
increased from 27.6% to 32.4% in Quebec and from 
21.5% to 26.5% in New Brunswick. 

- In Quebec, the proportion of the population repor- 
ting the ability to speak English only, decreased from 
10.5% in 1971 to 6.7% in 1981; the proportion able to 
speak French only, decreased slightly from 60.9% to 
60.1%; and the proportion able to speak both lan- 
guages increased from 27.6% to 32.4%. 

- In Quebec, more than half, (53.4%) of all persons with 
English mother tongue reported the ability to speak 
both official languages, up from 36.7% in 1971. 

- Of the 3.7 million people in Canada who consider 
themselves able to converse in both official languages 
30% claim English as their mother tongue and 61% 
French. This compares with 1971 Census data which 
showed that of the 2.9 million Canadians able to speak 
both officia! languages, only 24.5% had English as 
their mother tongue while 68% had French. 

- In 1981, 56.1% of the people who reported being able 
to speak both official languages live in Quebec, ano- 
ther 25.1% live in Ontario and 5.0% live in New 
Brunswick. 

(continued) 
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- There were 743,205 persons with English mother 
tongue, living outside Quebec who reported being 
able to speak both official languages. This was an 
increase of 76% over 1971. Alberta with 76,690 repor- 
ting the ability to speak both official languages sho- 
wed the largest increase over the decade, (158%). 


Home Language 

- The 1981 Census reported 68.2% of the Canadian 
population spoke English most often in the home, 
24.6% spoke French and 7.2% spoke a non-official 
language. Compared with 1971 this represented a 
small increase in the proportion speaking English 
(67.0 in 1971) and a corresponding decrease in the 
proportion speaking French most often in the home 
(25.7 in 1971). 

- In Quebec, the number of persons speaking English 
most often in the home decreased by 8.9% from 1971 to 
1981 while the number speaking French increased by 
7.9%. In Ontario the opposite situation occurred. The 
number of persons using English at home increased 
by 11.9% while the number of persons using French 
most often decreased by 5.5%. 

- The number of persons speaking French most often 
in the home increased in Quebec, New Brunswick, 
Alberta, British Columbia, the Yukon, the Northwest 
Territories and decreased in the remaining provinces. 
- Home languages other than English or French sho- 
wing large increases in 1981 over 1971 levels included 
Indo-Pakistani languages (311.4%), Spanish (190.5%), 
Chinese (140.4%), Arabic (82.9%), Croatian, Serbian, 
etc. (82.4%) and Portuguese (75.1%). On the other 
hand, there were decreases in the use of Italian 
(14.3%), German (23.3%) and Ukrainian (34.7%). 

- Among the ten provinces, the use of languages other 
than English or French varied widely by province ran- 
ging from ahigh of 10.9% in Manitoba to alow of 1% or 
less in each of the four Atlantic provinces. 


Shelter Costs 

- In 1981, just over one-half of Canadian (non-farm) 
homeowners reported that their monthly housing 
costs, including energy, municipal services, mortgage 
and taxes, amounted to $300 or less. One-quarter of 
homeowners reported that their homes cost them 
more than $500 per month. 

- Close to two-thirds of rented accommodation in 
Canada cost less than $300 per month in 1981. Ave- 
rage monthly rental payments of more than $500 per 
month accounted for just 7% of 3.1 million rented 
households. 

- In 1981, more than one out of five (22.2%) of Cana- 
da’s families who were homeowners living indepen- 
dently in their owned dwellings were paying 25% or 
more of their income on the major shelter expendi- 
tures of mortgage payments, property taxes, electri- 
city, fuel and municipal services. 
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- There were significant regional variations in the pro- 
portion of income home owners spent on shelter costs 
(mortgage payments, property taxes, electricity, fuel 
and municipal services). In Alberta, almost three out of 
ten (29.2%) independent homeowning families paid 
25% or more of their income on shelter. On the other 
hand in Newfoundland, only 16% of families expended 
25% or more of their income on shelter. 

- One-third of Canada’s families who were living inde- 
pendently in their rented dwellings were paying 25% or 
more of their income on gross rent which included 
cash rent, electricity, fuel and municipal services. In 
fact, more than one in ten (11.7%) of the renting 
familes expended 50% or more of their income on 
shelter. 

- Among the ten provinces, the proportion of indepen- 
dent tenant families paying 25% or more of their 
income on gross rent (including electricity, fuel and 
municipal services) was highest in Alberta (42.4%), 
British Columbia (41.2%) and Prince Edward Island 
(41.8%). Quebec had the lowest proportion (28.1%) of 
families paying one-quarter or more of their income on 
gross rent. 


Home Values 

- In 1981, the average value of owner-occupied private 
non-farm dwellings was given as close to $74,000. 
However, more than half of all dwellings (55.6%) were 
valued as less than $65,000 and approximately one in 
five were valued at $100,000 or more. 

- The average home value in 1981 was highest in Bri- 
tish Columbia where 58% of all homes had an owner- 
estimated value of $100,000 or more. Alberta had the 
second highest estimated average home value of 
approximately $94,000. 

- Average owner-estimated home values were the 
lowest in the Atlantic provinces, ranging from $38,610 
in New Brunswick to $42,995 in Nova Scotia. 

- In 1981, 37% of Canadian homeowners lived in Onta- 
rio where the average owner-expected value of homes 
was $78,218, slightly above the national figure of 
$73,955. 

- In Quebec, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, homeow- 
ners expected an average of just over $51,000 if they 
were to sell their homes. 

- Average owner-estimated home value in the Yukon 
was $61,528 and $49,123 in the Northwest Territories. 


Steel Ingots, Week Ending April 23, 1983 — Advance 
Information 


Preliminary estimates show that steel ingot production 
for the week ending April 23, 1983 totalled 272 004 
tonnes, a decrease of 1.5% from the preceding week’s 
total of 276 096 tonnes and down 1.7% from the year- 
earlier level of 276 780 tonnes. 

The index of production based on the average week- 
ly output during 1967 of 166 221 metric tonnes equal- 
ling 100 was 163.6 in the current week, 166.1 a week 
earlier and 166.5 a year earlier.

Manufacturing Industries. 


Industry Selling Price Index, March 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Industry Selling Price Index (ISPI) for manufactu- 
ring (1971=100) reached a preliminary level of 295.6 in 
March 1983, up 0.7% from the revised February index 
of 293.4. This brought the year-over-year increase 
between March 1982 and March 1983 to 3.8%, the third 
consecutive month in which it has stood at less than 
4%. An estimated 9.8% increase in the petroleum and 
coal products industries component index was the 
major factor in the 0.7% monthly rise in the total ISPI.A 
1.3% increase in the wood industries index also contri- 
buted slightly to the upward movement, while a 1.2% 
decrease in the primary metal industries index and a 
5.0% drop in the miscellaneous manufacturing indus- 
tries index partly offset the impact of these increases. 

The petroleum and coal products industries price 
index climbed an estimated 9.8% in March reflecting 
the combined result of the lagged impact of January's 
$4 per barrel increase in crude oil prices and the subsi- 
ding of gasoline price wars. The estimated increase 
took the index for this major group to a level 2.0% 
higher than in December 1982. Had there been no 
change in this index in March, the total ISPI would 
have actually decreased slightly. 


The wood industries index rose 1.3% in March and 
was 9.3% higher than a year earlier as prices for 
construction materials strengthened. Spruce, pine, 
cedar and Douglas fir lumber prices were all up as the 
sawmills and planing mills index advanced 1.4%. 
Shakes and shingles were up in price as the shingle 
mills index posted a 2.3% increase in March. The parti- 
cleboard manufacturers index increased and higher 
plywood prices raised the index for veneer and ply- 
wood mills by 2.3%. Non-wood construction materials 
also increased in price: gypsum wallboard was up 2.7% 
and other gypsum products were up over 10%. These 
items are aggregated in the non-metallic mineral pro- 
ducts industries major group index which increased 
0.5% in March. 

The primary metal industries index decreased 1.2% 
over the month and stood ata level 0.9% higher than 12 
months earlier. A drop of 3.5% in the smelting and 
refining industry was the main reason for the lower 
group index; precious metals were also down 16.1% in 
March, while base metals showed a mix of increases 
and decreases.

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The miscellaneous manufacturing industries group 
index dropped 5.0% in March, principally as a result of 
an 11.6% decline in the jewellery and silverware indus- 
try index, attributable to lower gold and silver prices. 

A major factor in the relative price stability in the 
ISPi in recent months has been the behaviour of prices 
in both durable and non-durable industries. In non- 
durable industries such as leather industries, textile 
industries, knitting mills and clothing industries there 
was little or no movement in March and movement of 
about 1% or less for the entire first quarter of 1983. 


Raw Materials Price Index 
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Similar changes occurred in durables industries 
including metal fabricating industries, machinery 
industries, transportation equipment industries and 
electrical products industries which were up less than 
0.1% on average in March and about 0.5% since last 
December.

Raw Materials Price Index, March 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Raw Materials Price Index (1977=100) stood ata 
preliminary 208.5 in March 1983, little changed from its 
revised February level of 208.6. This left the index 5.9% 
higher than in March 1982. The Raw Materials Price 
Index, excluding coal, crude oil and natural gas 
decreased 0.2% in the latest month and was only 0.1% 
above its level of a year earlier. 

Of the eight component indexes in the Raw Mate- 
rials Price Index, two showed decreases in March, 
while the remaining six recorded increases. The lar- 
gest decline was posted for non-ferrous metal prices 
(-7.1%). But largely offsetting this were price increases 
for animal materials (+1.1%), and ferrous materials 
(+3.4%); all other components registered movements 
of less than 1%. 

The non-ferrous materials component index decli- 
ned 7.1% from February to March but still remained 
10.4% above its March 1982 levei. The main contribu- 
tors to the monthly change were sharp declines in the 
prices of gold and silver; however, gold and silver 
prices still remained well above prices of one year ago. 
Marked increases were posted in March for other 
metals and non-ferrous scrap (the index for non- 
ferrous scrap has risen 27.3% in the latest three 
months). 


The animal materials component rose 1.1% in March 
and stood 2.1% above its level of March 1982. The 
impact of a 4% increase in cattle and calves prices was 
largely offset by declines in hog prices. A substantial 
rise in fur prices was sparked by increases for beaver 
and weasel pelts. Fish prices were up 3%. 

The ferrous materials component rose 3.4% in 
March, but still remained 1.0% lower than a year ago. 
The rise was attributable to steel scrap prices, which 
rose sharply in the month and stood 13.4% higher than 
in January 1983.

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Current Economic Analysis, Monthly Review (Based 
on data available as of April 12, 1983)! 

The coincident indicators of economic activity advan- 
ced sharply early in 1983, following a gradual upturn 
late in 1982. Output posted a record gain in January, 
led by a surge in industrial production, while employ- 
ment continued to recover steadily into March. 
Although activity appears to be on an improving trend 
in most of the major industrial nations, the relative 
strength of the recovery in Canada accounts for the 
downturn in the merchandise trade surplus to date in 
the first quarter. Price increases have remained sub- 
dued in spite of the increase in demand and this has 
lent additional strength to the recovery. 

The firming of production late in 1982 originated in 
household demand, notably for housing and durable 
goods. The financial position of households has 
improved significantly since mid-1982. Income availa- 
ble for discretionary purchases has increased over 
that time due to the steady roll-over of mortgages at 
sharply lower rates, to lower prices for food and 
energy, and to increased financial wealth held in the 
form of stocks and bonds. There has been some falte- 
ring of consumer demand early in 1983, which was to 
be expected in view of the slackening in disposable 
incomes due to.increased unemployment insurance 
premiums commencing in January and to wage roll- 
backs in the Quebec public sector in the first quarter. 
Nevertheless, a firming of employment and lower infla- 
tion have encouraged consumer confidence, and this 
may have reduced savings from the record highs attai- 
ned in 1982, indicating that the slack in demand will be 
transitory. 

The initial response of firms to the upturn in final 
demand late in 1982 was an accelerated rundown of 
inventories, with only a marginal upturn in production. 
The sharp acceleration of production early in the first 
quarter coincided with a sharply reduced rate of inven- 
tory liquidation. The improved demand and the better 
financial position of firms also was evident in a steady 
if gradual increase in employment and in signs of a 
bottoming-out in some of the leading indicators of 
business investment in plant and equipment, although 
the coincident indicators remain strongly negative. 
The financial position of firms has continued to 
improve, as the upturn in final sales coupled with 
strong gains in output-per-person employed have 
been parlayed into improved cash flow. 

Overall, price increases have been subdued early in 
1983, as there is little evidence that the increase in 
economic activity has been accompanied by an 
increase in inflation. The most obvious examples of 
demand-led price increases have been in international 
commodity markets, notably for wood products, and 
construction-related products. For the moment, it 
appears that firms are rebuilding profits more through 
a reliance on the cyclical upturn in output-per-person 
employed that has been evident since mid-1982 than 
through an outright increase in prices. It is too early to 
ascertain, however, whether the recent improvements 
in productivity reflect solely a cyclical upturn as typi- 
cally occurs early in a recovery or a secular 
improvement. 
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e Following a marginal strengthening in November 
and December, real domestic product gained 1.6% in 
January, led by a record 5.0% jump in industrial out- 
put. Production increased most rapidly in the automo- 
tive, forestry, and metal mining industries in a conti- 
nuation of the rapid recovery from the very depressed 
levels of activity in these industries attained in the 
recession. 

@ The gradual improvement in labour market condi- 
tions in the first quarter encouraged a substantial 
recovery in consumer confidence in the quarter. Firms 
have been cautious in new hiring, however, as the 0.3% 
increase in employment in March was the first of the 
recent increases to include a gain in full-time employ- 
ment. The gradual firming of labour demand has elici- 
ted an upturn in labour force participation (+0.4% in 
March) as the number of discouraged workers has 
declined. This has limited the improvement in the 
unemployment rate, which edged up to 12.6% in 
March. 

e The indicators of personal expenditure on retail 
goods retreated by 1.2% in volume in January. All of 
the reversal, however, occurred in a temporary set- 
back in auto sales following the exceptional gains in 
the fourth quarter related to special incentives. Non- 
automotive retail sales rose for the third consecutive 
month, although the gain was restrained by a slacke- 
ning of consumer demand in Quebec partly due to the 
rollback in wages in the public sector in the first quar- 
ter. Nominal labour income fell 1.0% in January. 

® The recent strong gains in housing activity appear 
to be slowing in the first quarter. Starts of single-family 
homes in urban centres declined 10.8% in February 
while building permits eased in January for the first 
time since May 1982, as transitory factors have aided 
the recent exceptional gains in central Canada. Starts 
of multiple units continued to recover slowly. 

© Building permits for non-residential construction 
rose 8.8% in November and 4.3% in December in 
constant dollars, following 11 months of rapid decline. 
® The indicators of manufacturing activity improved 
sharply in January, following the diffuse but moderate 
improvement in the prior two months. New orders 
jumped by 8.2% in volume, while real shipments 
advanced by 5.8%. Most industries related to the 
consumer, housing, and export sectors have recorded 
increased demand and output recently. 

e Manufacturing firms recorded an easing in the rate 
of decline in inventories and unfilled orders in 
January, which augurs well for the underlying trend of 
production. Constant dollar inventories fell $121 mil- 
lion in January, compared to declines of over $200 
million in November and December. Most of the slow- 
down originated in an increase of $21 million in stocks 
of raw materials, presumably an indication of increa- 
sed production schedules. This notion is supported by 
the accumulation of higher unfilled orders in a majo- 
rity of manufacturing industries in January, which 
slowed the decline in total real unfilled orders to -1.2% 
in January from -2.7% in December.

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e The recent pick-up of industrial activity in the major 
industrialized nations was reflected ina further streng- 
thening of the indicators of external demand. Mer- 
chandise exports increased 3.5% as exports to the 
United States increased for the third straight month. 
Merchandise imports rose 0.7% in February, the fourth 
straight gain, led by higher imports of consumer goods 
as well as industrial demand for fabricated materials. 
@ The 5.0% jump in industrial output in Canada in 
January was the largest of the diffuse gains in output in 
the seven major industrial nations. Other notable 
advances included a 1.3% increase in the United States 
and a 1.7% gain in West Germany following large 
drops in the fourth quarter, while there were small 
increases in Japan, Britain and France. The sharp 
rebound of activity appeared to lose some speed in 
February in most nations, although the accentuated 
drop in world oil prices in the first quarter should foster 
a strengthening upward trend. 

e Most of the indexes of inflation turned up in 
February, although the increase for consumer prices 
continued to be dampened (+0.4% seasonally unadjus- 
ted in February) by declines for food and energy 
prices. Raw materials prices increased 0.9% after a 
sharp jump in January, and firming prices for agricul- 
tural, lumber, and some mineral products also led a 
0.3% increase in industry selling prices. 

According to the record increase of the leading indi- 
cator in January, a recovery of economic activity is 
occurring, while the coincident indicators of produc- 
tion and employment strongly suggest appreciable 
growth in the first quarter of 1983. The composite 
indicator (1971=100) rose for the fourth straight 
month in January to 114.55, posting both arecord gain 
of 2.34% and a wide diffusion as nine of the 10 compo- 
nents increased. This gain reflects the vigorous upturn 
of the non-filtered index in the last two months (of 4.3% 
in January to 123.9). The increase has been led by the 
indicators of household and export demand, which 
were supplemented by the positive reaction of manu- 
facturing activity in January. The conditions for a more 
sustained recovery of activity appear to be in place in 
the first quarter, with the stabilization of interest rates 
at lower levels, a recovery of activity in the United 
States, and the improved prospects for real labour 
income. It is still too early, however, to determine pre- 
cisely the force or the longevity of the recovery. 
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' All references are to seasonally adjusted data unless 
otherwise stated. Also, the data have been processed 
specifically for the purpose of current analysis.

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Business Conditions Survey, Canadian Manufactu- 
ring Industries, April 1983 (Published only in the Sta- 
tistics Canada Daily and Infomat) 

Economic conditions in Canadian manufacturing 
industries show promise of considerable improvement 
in the second quarter of 1983, according to the April 
Business Conditions Survey. On balance, respon- 
dents indicate improved production expectations, 
rising new orders, a higher backlog of unfilled orders 
and a lower level of finished products inventories. 

Regarding production expectations, results show 
that 46% of the weighted response expect production 
to be higher from April to June than it was in the 
January to March period. In January, only 28% expec- 
ted an increase. The proportion expecting lower pro- 
duction decreased to 17% from 29% in the January 
survey. When the results are classified by economic 
use or type of market served, manufacturers in all 
categories were more optimistic about production in 
the current quarter than for the previous one. The 
provincial results indicate that manufacturers in all! 
provinces except Alberta are more optimistic about 
second quarter production than they were for output 
in the first three months of 1983. 

At the Canada level, the proportion reporting rising 
new orders increased to 40% in April from 20% in 
January, while those reporting declining new orders 
decreased to 22% from 36%. Furthermore, for all pro- 
vinces and economic-use groups, the proportion indi- 
cating rising new orders was higher in April than in 
January and the proportion citing declining new 
orders was down. 

Overall, the proportion reporting a higher than nor- 
mal backlog of unfilled orders increased to 9% in April 
from 3% in January and the proportion indicating a 
lower than normal backlog of unfilled orders decrea- 
sed to 39% from 62%. Similar trends in unfilled orders 
backlog were evident in each economic-use group and 
in many of the provinces. 
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There was a general decline in the level of finished 
products inventory. At the Canada level, the propor- 
tion indicating that finished products inventory was 
too high dropped to 22% in April from 38% in January 
and the proportion citing finished products inventory 
as too low increased to 5% from 3%. 

Regarding production inpediments, a shortage of 
working capital was noted by 6% of respondents and 
shortage of raw materials was cited by 4%. However, 
86% indicated no difficulties were being experienced. 

Response from the April survey represented more 
than 6,200 manufacturing establishments whose 
shipments accounted for over 49% of all shipments 
reported to the 1979 Census of Manufactures. The 
January 1983 results published here have been revised 
to include responses received after the first release of 
results.

Energy Statistics by Selected Energy Forms, February 
1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary figures for February 1983 show that Cana- 
dian crude oil production rose to a total of 6 630 mega- 
litres, up 8% from February 1982. 

Exports of crude oil rose 19% in the latest month and 
receipts of domestic crude by Canadian refineries 
increased to 5 445 ML from 5 276 ML in February 
1982. In contrast, imports of crude oil dropped by over 
50% to 1 044 ML from 2 209 ML. 

During February 1983, production of refined petro- 
leum products totalled 6 825 ML, 7% lower than in 
February 1982. Sales of these products dropped 12% 
to 6 731 ML. Sales of motor gasoline (which repre- 
sents 37% of total sales of refined products) declined 
by only 4%. The more significant declines were regis- 
tered in sales of light and heavy fuel oil (which repre- 


sent 34% of total sales); these products used mainly in 
heating and industry showed a combined decrease of 
more than 20%. 

Production levels for other major energy forms sho- 
wed moderate declines in February 1983: coal and 
natural gas liquids each declined by 3%, while electri- 
city and natural gas levels were each 2% lower than in 
February 1982. However, sales by natural gas distribu- 
tors declined by 14% to a total of 4 857 gigalitres. 
Natural gas exports amounted to 2 021 GL (down 6%). 
Inventories, normally held for winter requirements, 
were depleted to a lesser extent this year due to war- 
mer weather.

Railway Carloadings, Seven Days Ending April 14, 
1983 (Published only in the Daily) 


Revenue freight tonnages loaded by railways in 
Canada during the week ending April 14, 1983 totalled 
3.9 million t, a decrease of 5.4% from the 1982 figure. 
Loadings decreased in the East by 10.7% and increa- 
sed in the West by 0.4%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) tonnages, included 
above, were up in the East by 43.2% and in the West by 
2.9%, with an overall national increase of 30.6%. 

Rail freight loadings for January 1-April 14, 1983 
totalled 52.8 million t, down 9.7% from the year-earlier 
level. Piggyback cars loaded decreased 1.1%.

Output Price Indexes of Non-residential Construction 
(Selected Buildings), First Quarter 1983 — Advance 
Information 


Selling prices for selected classes of non-residential 
construction increased between 0.1% and 0.8% in the 
first quarter of 1983 at the four-city composite level, 
depending on the class of construction. By city, the 
largest price increases were recorded in Ottawa (bet- 
ween 2.0% and 3.8%), while the weakest performance 
occurred in Montreal, where prices for two classes of 
construction fell 1.6% (commercial) and 0.3% (institu- 
tional). In Vancouver, prices declined somewhat less 
for the same classes of construction (-0.2% commer- 
cial and -0.4% institutional). Prices in Toronto rose 
between 0.1% and 0.4%. 

On a breakdown by trades, the architectural trades 
for the three types of construction all showed 
increases in this first quarter of 0.8%, 2.6% and 2.0%, 
respectively. Over the same period, the structural 
trades all showed decreases, of -1.9%, -0.5%, and 
-1.4%, respectively. Mechanical and electrical trades 


prices ranged from a decrease of -1.9% for the mecha- 
nical work in industrial construction to an increase of 
1.4% for electrical work in commercial construction. 

In comparing indexes for the first quarters of 1983 
and 1982, non-residential construction prices in 
Ottawa continued to register strong increases — 
varying between 4.7% and 6.8% — reflecting a buoyant 
construction market. Toronto prices rose between 
1.5% and 2.9%. Lesser increases were recorded in 
Montreal and Vancouver, the latter reporting the smal- 
lest increases (between 0.2% and 0.7%). In all in- 
stances except one, the year-over-year percentage 
changes were sharply lower than three months earlier. 
Montreal prices have softened the most, followed by 
Vancouver. Ottawa prices were most resistant to 
reductions in the rate of increase.

Mother Tongue and Home Language 


In Canada, the number of Anglophones speaking 
French at home rose by 77% between 1971 and 1981 to 
reach more than 122,500. Over the same period, the 
number of Francophones using English as the home 
language increased by 18% to 411,000. The ratio of 
Francophones speaking English at home to Anglo- 
phones speaking French at home declined from 5 to 1 
in 1971 to 3.4 to 1 in 1981. 

In Quebec, the number of Anglophones using 
French as their home language increased by 33,100 
(67.4%) during the decade to reach 82,100 in 1981. The 
number of Francophones speaking English at home 
grew by 44.7% (32,850) between 1971 and 1981 to 
nearly 106,400. 

Outside Quebec, the number of Anglophones using 
French at home doubled to 40,400 while the number of 
Francophones speaking English at home rose to 
304,600 in 1981, up 11% from 10 years earlier.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance Sta- 
tistics, February 1983 — Advance Information 


Between January and February 1983, the number of 
unemployment insurance beneficiaries increased by 
2.5% to 1.529 million from 1.492 million. On a year- 
over-year basis, beneficiaries increased by 35.3%. 

Unemployment insurance benefits paid out in 
February 1983 totalled $997.8 million. For the first two 
months of 1983, benefits paid to unemployment insu- 
rance claimants amounted to $2.049 billion, up 60.4% 
from $1.277 billion during the January-February 1982 
period. This change is explained by an increase in the 
number of benefit weeks (up 48.8%) and a rise in the 
average weekly benefit (up 9.9%). 


* The count of beneficiaries cannot be related directly 
to the benefit payments. Whereas the latter figure 
covers all benefit payments made during the month, 
the count of beneficiaries represents the number of 
persons who qualified for benefits for a specific week 
each month, regardless of when they received 
payment. :

Gross Domestic Product in constant 1971 prices 
remained unchanged in February 1983 from the subs- 
tantially increased level recorded in January. The 
February output level stood 2.0% above the low point 
of October 1982, 6.8% below the peak of June 1981, 
and 2.6% below the corresponding month of 1982. In 
the latest month, significant output increases were 
recorded in manufacturing and utilities; elsewhere, 
declines were widespread. 

Growth in manufacturing in February was fairly 
widespread, with 13 of the 20 major industry groups 
showing improved output. Significant advances were 
reported by manufacturers of pulp and paper pro- 
ducts, plastics, pharmaceuticals, iron and steel, metal 
fabricated products, auto parts, and communications 
equipment. . 

Among the industries registering declines in 
February, education services were off considerably 
due to the Quebec teachers’ strike, and output of secu- 
rity dealers and stock exchanges dropped sharply due 


to lower volume of share trading on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange. Declines in air, railway, and pipeline trans- 
port were instrumental in causing overall production 
in transportation services to fall in the month. Else- 
where, output decreases were reported in forestry, 
agriculture, fishing and trapping, construction and 
trade.

Building Permits, February 1983 — Advance 
Information 

The seasonally adjusted value of construction work 
authorized by Canadian municipalities remained rela- 
tively strong at $1,286.0 million in February 1983, down 
marginally (-1.3%) from a revised $1,302.5 million in 
January. The decrease was almost entirely attributa- 
ble to asoftening of building intentions in the residen- 
tial sector. The February 1983 total was 13.0% higher 
than a year earlier when the value of residential and 
non-residential construction authorized was estima- 
ted at $1,138.1 million. 

Residential permits’ value at an estimated $777.4 
million in February, seasonally adjusted, was down 
1.9% from the revised January estimate of $792.5 mil- 
lion, reflecting a drop in the number of single- 
detached homes authorized to 8,281 from 9,408. The 
number of multiple dwellings for which permits were 
issued remained practically unchanged at 5,907 units 
(5,940 in January). (Worth mentioning is the concen- 
tration of building permits activity in metropolitan 
areas, which accounted for 80% of new housing units 
in the latest month compared to 73% in February 1982 
and 65% in February 1981. This suggests that the 
buoyant activity observed is dependent ona few areas 
— Montreal, Toronto, Ottawa, Saskatoon, Vancouver 
— and raises the question as to whether this buoyancy 
can be sustained in upcoming months.) 

Building permits activity in the non-residential sec- 
tor remained strong in February with the value of 
authorized construction estimated at a seasonally 
adjusted $508.6 million compared to $510.0 million in 
January. The value of proposed new industrial pro- 
jects rose 72.8% to $115.7 million from $67.0 million in 
January, and publicly-initiated projects were up 15.6% 


to $252.4 million ($218.4 million), but new commercial 
projects value dropped 37.5% to $140.5 million ($224.6 
million). Permits activity in the non-residential sector 
was particularly strong in Nova Scotia, Quebec, Onta- 
rio and Alberta during February.

New Housing Price Index, March 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Canada composite new housing price index 
(1976=100) advanced 0.1% to 129.6 in March 1983 from 
129.5 in February, posting the first increase in 14 
months. The index stood 4.1% lower than the year- 
earlier level of 135.2. In March, the Canada “house 
only” index declined 0.2% to 129.0, while the “land 
only” index increased 0.6 to 131.0. 

Between February and March, substantial increases 
in new housing prices were recorded in Kitchener 
(1.5%), Ottawa-Hull (1.2%) and Vancouver (0.9%), 
while London and Saskatoon both registered smaller 
increases of 0.3%. Monthly decreases were recorded 
in Calgary (-0.7%), Victoria (-0.6%), St. Catharines- 
Niagara (-0.5%), Toronto (-0.2%) and Montreal 
(-0.1%). 

Ona year-over-year basis, a relatively large increase 
in new housing prices was recorded in Kitchener 
(7.2%), while other increases ranged from 1.2% in 
Montreal to 6.6% in Ottawa-Hull. Significant year- 
over-year decreases were recorded in Vancouver 
(-12.2%), Edmonton (-11.1%), Calgary (-11.8%) and 
Victoria (-10.1%); other yearly declines ranged from 
-0.4% in London to -6.9% in Toronto. 


Travel Between Canada and Other Countries, March 
1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary statistics for March 1983 show the number 
of United States residents visiting Canada increased 
by 6.0% from a year earlier to 1.8 million. Visitors from 
countries other than the U.S. totalled 71,800, 3.2% 
higher than in March 1982. Canadian residents re- 
entering this country after visits to the U.S. numbered 
3.0 million, up 13.0% from March 1982, while residents 
returning from all other countries increased by 8.6% to 
169,200. 

On a year-to-date basis, 4.7 million U.S. residents 
entered Canada, up 2.9% from the first quarter of 1982. 
Visitors from all other countries decreased by 1.5% to 
171,900. Canadian residents returning from the U.S. 
numbered 7.6 million in the latest period, up 14.8%, 
while those re-entering from other countries increased 
by 4.4% from the same period in 1982 to 473,000.

During the first quarter of 1983, long-term U.S. 
entries (including overnight or longer auto and bus 
traffic and all plane, train and boat entries) increased 
by 8.3% to 1.1 million. Tourists from countries other 
than the U.S. (excluding those arriving by land via the 
U.S. and entering and leaving on the same day) remain- 
ed unchanged at 160,500. Long-term Canadian re- 
entries from the U.S. showed a marginal increase 
(0.7%) to number 2.2 million, while residents of 
Canada returning from other countries totalled 
473,000, up 4.4% from the preceding year.

Non-residential Building Construction Input Price 


Index, March 1983 — Advance Information 


The non-residential building construction input price 
index for Canada (1971=100) rose 0.1% in March 1983 
to a level of 290.7 from 290.3 in February. This marginal 
rise — the seventh consecutive monthly increase — 
was mainly attributable to increased prices for wall- 
board and insulation materials. Increases were also 
registered for asphalt compound, gravel blocks and 
most lumber products, while prices for metallic pro- 
ducts showed a decrease. 

Over the period March 1982 to March 1983, the 
Canada total index rose 7.5%, with the labour compo- 
nent up 12.1% and materials up 3.5%. 


Travel to Work, November 1982 — Advance 
Information 


Between November 1981 and November 1982, the 
number of commuters in Canada declined by 4% to 8.9 
million, in line with the decline recorded in 
employment. 

The number of commuters using automobiles also 
declined by 4% over the period to 6.5 million, while the 
number using public transportation was down 7% to 
1.3 million. This contrasts with a 4% increase between 
1980 and 1981 in the number of public transportation 
commuters, and little change in total and automobile 
commuters between those years. 

The automobile continues to carry 73% of commu- 
ters to work, with public transportation taking 15% and 
most of the remainder walking to work.

Residential Building Construction Input Price Index, 
March 1983 — Advance Information 

The residential building construction input price index 
for Canada (1971=100) rose 0.2% in March 1983 to 
272.2 from 271.6 in February. The rise — the seventh 
consecutive monthly increase — was mainly attributa- 
ble to increased prices for B.C. lumber, ready-mix 
concrete, and concrete blocks in Ontario. Higher 
prices were also registered for gypsum wallboard and 
spray asphalt. 

On a regional basis, residential building construc- 
tion costs showed the smallest rise in the latest month 
in the Prairie Provinces (0.1%) while all the other 
regions recorded 0.2% increases. 

Over the period March 1982 to March 1983, the 
Canada total index rose 8.9%, with the labour compo- 
nent up 12.5% and materials’ prices up 6.6%.

Participation, Unemployment Rates, Employment Ratio, Canada 


(Actual and seasonally adjusted) 
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The Labour Force, April 1983 


Canada’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
decreased slightly to 12.5% in April 1983 from 12.6% in 
March. The participation rate rose to 64.2% from 63.9% 
in the preceding month and the employment/popula- 
tion ratio moved up to 56.1% from 55.9%. 

For the week ending April 16, 1983, the seasonally 
adjusted level of employment was estimated at 
10,534,000, an increase of 63,000 from March. There 
was an estimated 33,000 increase for males 25 years of 
age and over and a 50,000 increase for females in the 
Same age group; however, there were employment 
declines of 9,000 and 11,000 for males and females in 
the 15-24 age group. Employment increases were 
registered in trade (+26,000) and services (+24,000) 
industries, while there was a decrease of 11,000 in 
agriculture. Ona provincial basis, employment rose in 
Quebec (+21,000) and British Columbia (+16,000). 

Seasonally adjusted, unemployment was estimated 
at 1,507,000 in April, down by 8,000 from March. There 
was a 10,000 decrease recorded in the level of unem- 
ployment for females aged 25 and over. Provincially, 
unemployment increased by 13,000 in Ontario and 
decreased by 7,000 in Alberta and by 6,000 in British 
Columbia. 

Seasonally adjusted unemployment rates for the 
provinces in April were as follows, with March rates in 
brackets: Newfoundland, 20.3% (20.3%), Prince 
Edward Island, 11.0% (12.7%); Nova Scotia, 13.4% 
(13.9%); New Brunswick, 15.8% (16.1%); Quebec, 
14.4% (14.6%); Ontario, 11.7% (11.4%); Manitoba, 9.6% 
(9.7%); Saskatchewan, 7.6% (7.4%); Alberta, 10.5% 
(11.0%); and British Columbia, 13.4% (14.0%). 

The unadjusted employment level for Canada was 
estimated at 10,327,000 in April 1983, down 105,000 
(-1.0%) from a year earlier. Unemployment rose 27.3% 
to 1,570,000 from 1,233,000 over the 12-month period. 
The unemployment rate at 13.2% was up from 10.6% in 
April 1982, the participation rate increased to 63.4% 
from 63.0% and the employment/population ratio 
decreased to 55.0% from 56.3% last year.

Farm Input Price Index, First Quarter 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Farm Input Price Index (1971=100) for Canada 
declined 0.6% to 298.5 in the first quarter of 1983 from 
the revised fourth quarter 1982 level of 300.4. Follo- 
wing this third consecutive quarterly decrease, the 
index stood virtually unchanged from its level of a year 
earlier. Major decreases in the component indexes for 
interest (-15.2%), crop production (-2.2%) and machi- 
nery and motor vehicles (-0.6%) in the latest quarter 
were only partly offset by increases in the rest of the 
major input groups, of which the most significant was 
for animal production (+5.0%). 

The decrease in the interest index in the first quarter 
of 1983 was caused by lower interest rates for both 
mortgage and non-mortgage loans: the combined 
index for farm mortgages decreased by an estimated 
16.3% and that for non-mortgage loans by 14.1%. In 


the crop production group of inputs, seed prices 
decreased 2.0% and fertilizer 4.6%, but pesticides rose 
7.1%. Recent price declines for petroleum products 
were the principal factor in the small overall decline in 
the machinery and motor vehicles index. 

The 5.0% increase in the animal production index in 
the first quarter reflected higher prices for almost all 
inputs in the major group: feeder cattle (+5.0%), feeder 
hogs (+8.1%) and feed (+5.4%). Some offsetting 
decreases were recorded for poultry: chicks (-2.8%), 
and turkey poults (-0.5%).

The zero percentage change in the farm input price 
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index in the first quarter of 1983 compared to the same 
quarter in 1982 came as the net result of decreases in 
two major input groups — interest (-20.8%) and crop 
production (-4.8%) — offset by increases in the other 
groups, particularly machinery and motor vehicles 
(+5.0%) and animal production (+3.3%). 

The Farm Input Price Index for Eastern Canada 
increased 0.1% in the latest quarter and was up 0.3% 
from a year ago. The index for Western Canada 
decreased in the first quarter of 1983 by 1.3% and by 
0.2% when compared with the first quarter of 1982. The 
movements of individual major group indexes were 
similar in the two regions, but the decreases in crop 
production input prices had a larger impact in the 
West.

Preliminary estimates show steel ingot production for 
the week ending May 7, 1983 totalled 244 029 tonnes, a 
decrease of 5.8% from the preceding week’s total of 
259 045 tonnes and down 7.6% from the year-earlier 
level of 264 005 tonnes. 

The index of production based on the average week- 
ly output during 1967 of 166 221 metric tonnes equal- 
ling 100 was 146.8 in the current week, 155.8 a week 
earlier and 158.8 a year earlier.

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, March 1983 


Ona seasonally adjusted balance-of-payments basis, 
preliminary results indicate that Canada’s exports 
declined 0.8% or $55 million to $6.92 billion in March 
1983 following an increase of 3.6% in February and a 
decrease of 5.7% in January. Imports also declined 
0.8% or $40 million to $5.53 billion after a 1.1% increase 
in February and a3.1% increase in January. Asa result, 
the merchandise trade surplus edged back $14 million 
from February 1983 to $1.39 billion in March. 

In the first quarter of 1983, exports increased 2.1% or 
$425 million to $20.63 billion following a 9.3% decline 
in the fourth quarter of 1982, a 3.3% increase in the 
third quarter, and a5.3% increase in the second quart- 
ter. Imports increased 9.0% or $1.37 billion to $16.61 
billion in the first quarter of 1983 after a 13.2% decline 
in the fourth quarter, a 3.8% increase in the third quar- 
ter, and a 0.3% decline in the second quarter. In the 
first quarter of 1983, the merchandise trade surplus 
pulled back $940 million to $4.01 billion following 
balances of $4.95 billion in the fourth quarter of 1982, 
$4.70 billion in the third quarter, and $4.61 billion in the 
second quarter. However, the $4.01 billion surplus 
recorded in the first quarter of 1983 was $530 million 
higher than that for the first quarter of the 1982 record 
surplus year. 

Short Term Trend 
The 7% decline in exports between July and 
December 1982 has ended, as the trend increased 


0.1% in January. However, imports which had declined 
8.5% between June and November 1982 increased 
0.1% in December and 1.2% in January. Consequently, 
the trend for the merchandise trade surplus continued 
to retract at an accelerating pace from the August 1982 
peak of $1.65 billion. 

The pickup in the trend for motor vehicle products 
(20.4% share of domestic exports) provided the main 
contribution to the small turnaround for overall 
exports. Other contributors were lumber (5.3% share), 
chemicals (5.3% share), natural gas (6.3% share) and 
wheat (5.3% share). After many months of consecutive 
declines, woodpulp (3.4% share), telecommunication 
equipment (1.8% share), and office machinery (1.1% 
share) bottomed out, and increased in January. 

The main contributor to the import turnaround was 
also motor vehicle products (22.4% share), but wide- 
spread increases among the major components of end 
products (61.3% share), fabricated materials (8.7%

share) produced a stronger growth than that for 
exports. 

Commodity Analysis 

Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest declines for domestic exports recorded in 
March 1983 were for crude petroleum (down 25% or 
$65 million to $195 million), lumber products (down 
16% or $65 million to $345 million following a $55 
million increase in February) and motor vehicle pro- 
ducts (down 3.3% or $55 million to $1.56 billion after a 
$120 million increase in February). The largest 
increases were for organic chemicals (up 94% or $70 
million to $145 million), wheat (up 11.1% or $45 million 
to $445 million following a $100 million increase in 
February), and iron ores and concentrates and scrap 
(up 100% or $50 million to $100 million). 

Short Term Trend . 

The upturn in the trend of end products (34.7% share 
of domestic exports) accentuated in January with a 
2.3% increase as motor vehicle products (20.4% share) 
picked up strongly from the November 1982 low point. 
There was also a recent upturn in the trends of tele- 
communication equipment (1.8% share) and office 
machinery (1.1% share). The trend for exports of agri- 
cultural machinery (0.6% share) and other equipment 
and tools (1.9% share) declined at a slower pace in 
recent months. However, the trends for industrial 
machinery (2.6% share) and other transportation 
equipment (3.4% share) declined at a faster pace. 

The trend for the exports of fabricated materials 
(34.2% share) continued to decline by an average of 
1.2% a month in the three months up to January: 
newsprint (4.7% share), petroleum and coal products 
(3.4% share), and electricity (1.4% share), by registe- 
ring faster paced declines, have been the main contri- 
butors to the export decreases in fabricated materials. 
However, exports of lumber products (5.3% share) 
continued to show strong monthly increases, while 
chemical exports (5.3% share) continued to pick up. In 
addition, woodpulp exports (3.4% share) after 11 
consecutive monthly declines, increased 1.4% in 
January. 

The trend for the crude materials section (18.5% 
share) declined slightly in December and January 
after registering a 1.6% increase from September to 
November 1982. Crude petroleum (3.6% share), metal 
ores (3.3% share), and oilseeds (0.7% share) continued 
to decline at a fast pace in recent months up to 
January. Natural gas exports (6.2% share) increased at 
a slower pace — from 1.7% in September to 0.6% in 
January. 

Exports of food, feed, beverages and tobacco (12.1% 
share) picked up from a November 1982 low, asa result 
of strong increases in wheat exports (5.6% share) and 
smaller decreases in fish and fish product exports 
(1.9% share) in December and January. 

Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 
The largest decline in March imports was for motor 
vehicle products (down 15.7% or $255 million to $1.37 
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billion following an increase of $380 million in 
February). Crude petroleum imports increased 35% or 
$75 million to $295 million after a $250 million decline 
in February. 

Short Term Trend 

The pickup in the trend for end products (61.3% share 
of imports) came as the result of a strong turnaround 
from the November 1982 low point in the motor vehicle 
sector (22.4% share). The trends for telecommunica- 
tion equipment (4.1% share), office machinery (4.1% 
share) and other equipment and tools (6.6% .share) 
also increased, but not as strongly as for the motor 
vehicle sector. Inthe recent months up to January, the 
trends for agricultural machinery (2.0% share) and 
other transportation equipment (3.7% share) declined 
at a faster pace. Industrial machinery (7.4% share) 
declined at an average of 2.8% a month in the three 
months up to January. 

The upturn in the trend for fabricated materials 
(18.7% share) from the October low point was mainly 
attributable to sustained increases in chemicals (6.0% 
share), petroleum and coal products (1.4% share), and 
textiles (2.0% share). Other contributors were iron and 
steel (1.5% share) which reached a low point in Octo- 
ber after 13 months of heavy declines and which has 
since picked up, while hardware (1.5% share) ended 
six months of declines by posting a 1.8% increase in 
January. Imports of wood and paper (1.5% share) 
continued to increase but at a slower pace — down 
from a 5.4% increase in October and November to a 
3.4% increase in January. After an October 1982 peak, 
non-ferrous metals (3.0% share) registered faster 
paced declines. 

The trend for crude material imports (11.5% share) 
continued to decline at a faster pace, mainly as a result 
of crude petroleum (6.2% share). Metal ores, concen- 
trates and scrap (2.1% share) after a nine-month 
decline, increased 2.4% in January. Declines in coal 
(1.2% share of imports) slowed from 10.9% in Novem- 
ber to 5.9% in January. é 

Imports of food, feed, beverages and tobacco (7.1% 
share) picked up slightly after the November low point 
as meat imports (0.4% share) turned around in

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January. Imports of fruits and vegetables (2.8% share) 
and coffee, tea and cocoa (1.0% share) continued to 
increase but at a slower pace. 


Trading Partner Analysis 


Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The decline in March total exports was mainly the 
result of a3.5% or $180 million decline in exports to the 
United States to a level of $4.99 billion following an 
increase of $285 million in February, and a 21% or $85 
million decline to $320 million in exports to Japan 
following an increase of $75 million in February. 
Exports to the United Kingdom increased 24% or $40 
million to $215 million after a $45 million decline in 
February, while exports to “Other America” countries 
increased 20% or $40 million to $260 million. 

Short Term Trend 

The trend for exports to the United States (70.8% share 
of exports), after five months of continuous declines, 
reached a low point in November and picked up again 
with increases of 0.3% in December and 1.4% in 
January. Exports to the United Kingdom (3.0% share) 
increased an average of 2.5% a month in the three 
months up to January. Counterbalancing these 
increases, exports to Japan (5.3% share) and “Other 
America” countries (3.4% share) continued to decline, 
but at a reduced pace. Exports to “Other EEC” coun- 
tries (5.1% share) and “Other OECD” countries (2.1% 
share) posted larger declines in recent months. 


Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The decline in imports for March 1983 was the result of 
a 9.0% or $385 million decline in imports from the 
United States which followed a $265 million increase 
in February. Imports from “Other America” countries 
increased 18.5% or $50 million to $320 million. Imports 
from other destinations changed only marginally. 


Short Term Trend 

The pickup in the import trend, from the November 
1982 low point, was the result of recent increasing 
trends for the United States (71.6% share of imports) 
and Japan (5.4% share). Further, the 2.2% January 
increase in the “Other O.E.C.D.” countries (2.8% 
share) trend marked the end of a year of continuous 
declines. The decline in the trend for “Other E.E.C.” 
countries (5.5% share) slowed from 1.4% in November 
to 0.5% in January. The trends for the United Kingdom 
(2.4% share) and “Other America” countries (6.2% 
share) declined at a faster pace in recent months up to 
January.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, March 1983 — Advance 
Information 


After tentative signs of recovery recorded in the Cana- 
dian auto industry at the end of 1982 and early 1983, 
obscured by a slight sales decline in February, March 
1983 retail sales in units of all new motor vehicles, 
unadjusted for seasonal variations, showed their 
strongest year-over-year gains since September 1978. 
Total sales in March climbed by 17.0% from a year 
earlier to 103,466 units. Sales of North American 
manufactured passenger cars surged 33.6% to 59,184 
units, while domestic commercial vehicles increased 
slightly by 0.4% to 17,914 units. Sales of passenger 
cars built overseas decreased 1.7% from the same 
month last year to 22,022 units, while overseas com- 
mercial vehicles recorded an increase of 11.8% to 
4,346 units sold. 

The share of the Canadian passenger car market 
held by North American manufacturers in March 1983 
was 72.9% compared to 66.4% in March 1982. Japa- 
nese manufacturers took 22.4% of the market and 
European manufacturers 4.7% in March 1983, compa- 
red to percentages of 27.1% and 6.5%, respectively, for 
the previous year. 

Total value of new motor vehicles sold in March 1983 
increased 20.9% from a year earlier to $1, 138.3 million. 
North American passenger cars sold for $624.2 million 
(up 44.7%) and commercial vehicles for $250.7 million 
(down 3.7%). Sales of passenger cars from overseas 


increased 4.3% to $223.9 million, while those of com- 
mercial vehicles were up by 11.8% to $39.5 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 217 
coaches or buses (down 16.9%) valued at $20.7 million 
(up 40.8%). 

Despite the decrease in February 1983 sales, total 
sales in units in the first quarter showed an increase of 
4.5% from the same period last year, reaching 218,164 
units valued at $2,399.5 million, up 5.6%. 

Preliminary estimates of seasonally adjusted sales 
in March 1983 show new passenger cars built in North 
America increased 25.4% to a preliminary level of 
48,027 units from a revised 38,305 units in February. 
Adjusted sales of passenger cars manufactured over- 
seas decreased 5.6% to a preliminary 18,222 units in 
March 1983 from the previous month's revised sales of 
19,305 units. Similarly, adjusted total sales of new 
commercial vehicles were 20.5% higher with 18,329 
units sold compared to the previous month's revised 
sales (15,206 units).

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University Finance — Trend Analysis', 1972-73 to 
1981-82 

Canadian university expenditures rose at an average 
annual rate of more than 11% over the period 1972-73 
to 1981-82. During the same period, Gross National 
Product increased at an average annual rate of 13.6% 
and the Consumer Price Index at 8.0%. Comparable 
rates for enrolment growth were 2.5% for full-time stu- 
dents and 6.7% for part-time students. 

With respect to revenues, provincial governments 
remain the main source of university funding: they 
accounted for 64.4% of university income in 1981-82, 
an increase of 2.8 points over 1972-73. By comparison, 
the portion coming from tuition fees decreased to 9.6% 
in 1981-82 from 12.1% in 1972-73. 

The proportion of general operating expenditures 
allocated to instruction increased by 2.1 points during 
the period, reaching just over 66% in 1981-82, whereas 
the proportion devoted to all other functions (library, 
computing, administration, physical plant and student 
services) decreased slightly. At the provincial level, 
Newfoundland and Manitoba experienced the highest 
increase in the proportion of general operating expen- 
ditures going to instruction: for the years 1977-78 to 
1981-82, it went to 72% from 63% in Newfoundland and 
to 67% from 63% in Manitoba. Also in these two pro- 
vinces, the proportion of expenditures allocated to 
physical plant showed the most substantial decreases. 
As to the portion of general operating expenditures 
allocated to administration, the largest increase 
occurred in the Maritime provinces. 

Analysis also reveals that sponsored research 

expenditures continue to account for a larger share of 
total expenditures, increasing to 12% in 1981-82 from 
10% in 1972-73. Even though federal government 
agencies are the primary source for university 
research funding, their proportion of university 
expenditures devoted to salaries and fringe benefits 
increased steadily until 1976-77 to reach 70% before 
declining to slightly over 68% in 1981-82. Over the 
five-year period 1977-78 to 1981-82, Quebec universi- 
ties moved from eighth to first place among the pro- 
vinces in the percentage of expenditures allocated to 
salaries and fringe benefits. 
' This analysis is based on the financial reports of 
those universities which have participated each year 
since 1972-73 in the survey of university finance 
conducted by the Canadian Association of University 
Business Officers (CAUBO) and Statistics Canada. 
Data appearing in the report may differ, therefore, 
from similar tabulations in other Statistics Canada 
publications where data for all universities are analy- 
sed. /n addition, there are some definitional diffe- 
rences, particularly in the analysis of revenue and 
expenditures for ancillary enterprises.

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A Note to Users of Employment Statistics 
The implementation of Statistics Canada’s new Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH) is 
entering an important new phase. —e | 

During September, larger firms with 20 or more employees, and educational institutions were mailed the 
SEPH questionnaire for the first time. Smaller establishments and health and welfare institutions began 
receiving questionnaires in March 1982. 

The broad-based SEPH, designed to answer the current needs of users and reduce respondent burden, 
will cover most of the Canadian economy. Exceptions are hunting, fishing, agriculture, private households, 
religious organizations and the military. 

The new survey will provide Canada’s first current employment, earnings and hours information for small 
as well as large firms. These data will be used to produce estimates of labour income, which accounts for 
about 60% of the Gross National Product at market prices. 

SEPH will provide further benefits to users through the availability of overtime hours and wages informa- 
tion and average weekly and hourly earnings that exclude overtime. These data will enhance Statistics 
Canada’s widely-used measures of productivity. 

With SEPH, four of Statistics Canada’s existing employment surveys will be combined into one, resulting in 
a reduction of 30,000 in the number of respondents to employment surveys. The SEPH design will also 
streamline the processing of data, resulting in more timely and comprehensive estimates. 

Response burden will also be reduced through the use of a questionnaire designed to take advantage of 
employers’ record-keeping practices. Further, only larger firms, and firms with more than one industrial 
activity or operating location, will always be asked to answer the survey. Most other firms will report for one 
year only, and then be replaced by other establishments. 

Statistics will be provided at the national, provincial and subprovincial levels, subject to sampling reliability 
and Statistics Canada’s confidentiality restraints. 

Beginning with the April 1983 survey reference month, SEPH will entirely replace Statistics Canada’s old 
employment surveys. At that time, information now contained in the monthly publications Estimates of 
Employees by Province and Industry (catalogue 72-008) and Employment, Earnings and Hours (catalogue 
72-002) will be incorporated into one volume. Thus, Estimates of Employees by Province and Industry will be 
discontinued in July 1983.

Employment, Earnings and Hours, February 1983 
(Seasonally Adjusted) — Advance Information 


With respect to the implementation of the new 
employment program (see Note to Users of Employ- 
ment Statistics), a new questionnaire was used com- 
mencing with the survey month of September 1982. 
This had an impact on the currently produced esti- 
mates because some survey terms have been 
redefined. 

First estimates show that the Canada industrial com- 
posite’ index of employment (1961=100) increased 
0.1% in February 1983 from the January level. 
Employment increases were registered in all industry 
divisions except manufacturing, construction and ser- 
vice, which showed decreases. Employment rose in

Quebec and Ontario, remained unchanged in British 
Columbia and decreased in the Atlantic and Prairie 
regions. 

Average weekly earnings at the Canada industrial 
level decreased by 0.2% to $404.50 in February 1983 
from $405.17 in January. With the exception of manu- 
facturing and construction, allindustry divisions show- 
ed lower average weekly earnings. All regions decrea- 
sed except the Atlantic region and Ontario which 
increased.

Transactions with non-residents in outstanding 
Canadian securities resulted in a net capital outflow 
from Canada of $82 million in March 1983, up from the 
$54 million net outflow in February. 

Non-residents reduced their holdings of outstan- 
ding Canadian equities in the current month, produ- 
cing a net outflow of $77 million, an amount similar to 
the previous month. In the Canadian bond market, 
non-residents sold on a net basis $5 million of bonds in 
March, compared with net purchases of $22 million in 
February. 

Canadian residents increased their holdings of 
foreign equities by $72 million in March, following a 
$71 million increase in February. The gross value of 
resident trading in foreign equities — mainly in the 
United States markets — rose toa record $1.4 billionin 
the current month, the sixth consecutive month where 
the gross value of trading activity exceeded one billion 
dollars.

Machinery and Equipment Price Index, First Quarter 
1983 — Advance Information 


The Machinery and Equipment Price Index (1971=100) 
increased to a level of 267.7 in the first quarter of 1983, 
up 0.5% from the fourth quarter of 1982 and an 
increase of 4.2% from the first quarter of 1982. The 
quarterly rise consisted of 0.6% for the domestic index 
and of 0.3% for the imported index. This price increase 
in imported goods reflected a decline in the Canadian/ 
U.S. exchange rate of 0.6%. In comparison with the 
first quarter of 1982, the domestic index rose 4.4%, 
while the imported index went up only 4.0%, an 
increase which included arise of 1.1% in the Canadian/ 
U.S. exchange rate. In almost all industries the trend 
shows moderating annual rates of increase. 

The most significant change posted in the latest 
quarter was in the community, business and personal 
services Component index which increased 1.3% toa 
level of 207.9. This change was mainly due to a 2.3% 
increase in the domestic component, while the index 
for imported goods decreased 0.1%. Since the first 
quarter of 1982, the domestic price index has risen 
4.4%, while the imported price index increased 2.8% 
with exchange rate fluctuations accounting for 
roughly half of this change. Within this division, the 
most significant quarterly movement occurred in the 
domestic component of commercial services which 
rose 2.4%. 

The public administration component index increa- 
sed 0.9% in the first quarter of 1983 to a level of 256.0 
due to advances of 1.0% in the domestic price index 
and 0.8% in the imported price index. Movement since 
the first quarter of 1982 showed the imported price 


index up 6.6% while the domestic price index increa- 
sed 5.9%. Within the public administration division the 
most significant quarterly movement occurred in fede- 
ral government (up 1.2%). 

The transportation, communication, storage and uti- 
lities Component index increased 0.5% from the revi- 
sed fourth quarter level of 255.2 to stand at 256.4, up 
4.6% from the first quarter of 1982. Within the division, 
significant quarterly changes occurred in broadcas- 
ting (domestic) up 3.7%, air transport (imported) up 
2.0% because of a 3.5% increase in the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics series for fixed wing, utility aircraft 
and grain elevators (domestic), up 1.7% during the 
quarter because of a 3.5% increase in fans, air circula- 
tors and air units. 

The manufacturing index increased 0.3% from the 
fourth quarter of 1982 and was up 4.0% from the first 
quarter of 1982. The major upward contribution to the 
quarterly change came from domestic prices which 
increased 0.4%, while the imported price index rose 
only by 0.1%. Within the manufacturing division, four 
industries showed price declines in the first quarter of 
1983, all pulled down by import prices: the industries 
were rubber and plastic products, leather goods, clo- 
thing and knitting mills and petroleum and coal pro- 
ducts industries which showed price decreases 
varying from 0.4% to 1.5%.

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Supplementary Measures of Unemployment 


The double-digit unemployment rates observed in Canada in 1982 brought with 
them increased interest in the statistics and the assumptions underlying the 
measurement of unemployment. 

No single measure can, by itself, give a complete picture of labour market 
conditions. A more comprehensive understanding can be attained by assessing 
the data available from the Labour Force Survey from a variety of perspectives, and 
with this objective in mind, anumber of possible supplementary rates are discus- 
sed inan article entitled “Supplementary Measures of Unemployment”, published 
in the April 1983 issue of The Labour Force (catalogue no. 71-001, $3.70/$37). 
These supplementary measures provide an overview of some generally important 
aspects of the labour market, among them: 

e Longer-term unemployed as a percentage of the labour force 

¢ Unemployment rates among heads of families

Chemical and Petrochemical Piant Price Indexes, First 
Quarter 1983 — Advance Information 


The preliminary first quarter 1983 index for chemical 
and petrochemical plants (1971=100) increased 0.5% 
to 304.9 from the revised fourth quarter 1982 level of 
303.5. Price increases of about 1% for construction 
labour, construction indirects, buildings and engineer- 
ing, design and administration were mitigated by a 
decrease of 0.3% in the machinery and equipment 
category. Contributing to the decrease in the compo- 
nent were reductions for fabricated equipment; piping, 
valves and fittings; and process instruments and 
controls. 

Comparing the index for the first quarter of 1983 
with the same quarter of 1982, the total index advanced 
7.2%. Those components affected by labour costs had 
the most significant impact on the overall movement: 
construction labour had the largest increase of 12.8%, 
while the machinery and equipment component had 
the smallest increase at 4.5%.

Chemical and Mineral Process Plant Price Indexes,

The Chemical and Mineral Process Plant Price Index 
(1971=100) rose 0.6% to a preliminary 301.7 in the first 
quarter of 1983 from its revised fourth quarter 1982 


level of 299.9. Increases of 1.1% for field erection, 0.9% 
for buildings and 1.5% for engineering, design and 
administration were tempered by a 0.2% increase in 
the machinery and equipment category. Within the 
machinery and equipment component, price 
decreases for fabricated equipment; piping, valves and 
fittings; process instruments and controls; and electric 
equipment offset increases in four other components. 

Comparing the first quarter of 1983 with the same 
quarter of 1982, the total Chemical and Mineral 
Process Plant Price Index showed a rise of 6.8%. The 
labour components strongly influenced the increases 
in field erection of 11.2% and buildings of 6.8%, while 
lesser increases were recorded for engineering, 
design and administration (7.7%), and machinery and 
equipment (5.4%).

Research during the past year, carried out in collabo- 
ration with provincial statisticians, resulted in the 
development of improved methods for estimating the 
population of census divisions. Beginning with 1982, 
for each year, Statistics Canada will publish postcen- 
sal population estimates for census divisions at two 
different periods. 

e The first set of population estimates, which is based 
on a regression model and which provides no details 
on components of population change, will be publish- 
ed near the end of September of each year. The 
regression estimates will be based for each province 
on the best available symptomatic indicators of popu- 
lation change: number of family allowance beneficia- 
ries aged 1-14; reference population taken from health 
insurance files (Saskatchewan and Alberta), and the 
number of hydro accounts (British Columbia). For 
each province, the form of the regression as well asthe 
variables selected are based on the criterion of mini- 
mum average absolute error, derived by simulating the 
behaviour of alternative estimation methods for the 
1976-81 period. These new methods are expected to 
result in estimates that are more reliable than those 
actually produced for the intercensal years between 
1976 and 1981. 

e The second set of estimates, produced using the 
so-called component method, will provide details on 
each of the components of population change, and 
should be published about 18 months following the 
reference date. Birth and death data will be derived 
from the appropriate vital statistics, while migration 
data will be estimated from tabulations provided by 
Revenue Canada (Taxation). 

It should be noted that the census counts of June 3, 
1981 were, for purposes of comparability, subjected to 
a Slight adjustment so as to make them refer to June 1, 
1981.

Information 

Canadian farmers’ realized net farm income in 1982 
totalled an estimated $3.5 billion, down 14% from the 
revised 1981 level of $4.1 billion. Farm operating 
expenses and depreciation charges rose about 4% in 
1982, while farm cash receipts were little changed from 
the year-earlier total. 

Total farm cash receipts, including supplementary 
payments, remained unchanged in 1982 from the revi- 
sed 1981 level of $18.8 billion: 
® Cash receipts from crops fell $573 million (6%) in 
1982, despite increased producer deliveries of wheat 
and coarse grains. In 1981, the Canadian Wheat Board 
was able to pay producers a record $1.22 billion in 
combined interim and final payments. Subsequently, 
increased world production combined with slackening 
demand led to reduced world prices and, as a result, 
payments in 1982 were substantially below 1981 levels. 
© Cash receipts from livestock products increased 7% 
in 1982 to $9.6 billion. Receipts from hogs were up 
about 21% from 1981 levels: the increase can be wholly 
attributed to price as pork production in 1982 was 
virtually unchanged from 1981. Cash receipts from 
cattle and calves increased slightly. Cash receipts 
from dairy products increased by 11% on the basis of 
higher prices for milk. Poultry and egg receipts decli- 
ned slightly in 1982 as lower production costs led to 
lower producer prices. 

Farm operating expenses and depreciation charges 
increased by 4% to $15.6 billion in 1982 from $15.0 
billion (revised) for 1981. 

In 1982, two of the three largest eecreinan expenses 

— interest and feed — showed decreases while machi- 
nery expenses showed an increase: 

e Interest expenses declined by 5%, 
because of falling interest rates: 

® Feed expenses were down 4% because of lower feed 
prices; 


primarily 


machinery repair expenses — were 14% higher in 
1982. Fuel costs increased by 23%, while machinery 
repair costs were only up 6%. 

In 1982, the value of inventory change was +$294 
million. When this is added to realized net income, 
total net income is estimated to have reached $3.8 
billion, a decrease of 19% from the revised 1981 level of 
$4.7 billion. (Most of the increase in the value of inven- 
tory change is due largely to increased stocks of Prai- 
rie grain on farms at January 1, 1983.) 

Data users should note that cash receipts, income- 
in-kind and value of inventory change for 1981 and 
1982, as well as taxes, interest and depreciation for 
1981, were revised in part because of the 1981 Census 
of Agriculture. Intercensal revisions for earlier years 
will be released next spring.

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Corporation Taxation Statistics, 1981 Preliminary 
Data for Income Taxes and Provincial Allocation of 
Taxable Income — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show that Canadian corpora- 
tions paid $11,617 million in federal and provincial 
income taxes in 1981, a marginal increase of 1% over 
1980. Corporate profits before taxes, on a National 
Accounts basis, decreased 11% from 1980. (The diver- 
gence between these two trends is largely attributable 
to higher corporate losses in the calculation of book 
profits before taxes (net of losses).) 

Corporate taxes were down substantially in 1981 in 
export industries where a drop in both demand and 
prices led to sharply reduced profits: federal and pro- 
vincial income taxes decreased by more than 69% in 
metal mining, 53% in forestry, 52% in primary metals, 
and 37% to $320 million in paper and allied industries. 
In contrast, taxes increased 59% to $137 million in 
public utilities as capital cost allowance claims 
decreased from the unusually high level recorded in 
1980 in that industry. In transport equipment, a partial 
turnaround from the large decrease in taxes recorded 
for 1980 resulted in a 56% increase in taxes to $272 
million. 

The federal budget of November 12, 1981 brought in 
anumber of measures affecting corporations, of which 
the most notable was a reduction of capital cost allo- 
wance write-offs in the year in which an asset is acqui- 
red. These changes, however, were introduced too late 
in the year to have much impact on the 1981 statistics. 
The October 1980 budget and the National Energy 
Program introduced the Petroleum and Gas Revenue 
Tax at a rate of 8% of revenue or royalties derived from 
the production of petroleum or gas in Canada, and 
reduced depletion allowances for oil and gas explora- 
tion and development activities. These measures have 
contributed to the divergence in the movements of 
taxable income and book profits. 

Taxable income (the tax base) at the Canada level 
increased by only 2% to $29,980 million in 1981. Ona 
provincial basis, taxable income grew fastest in Prince 
Edward Island (up 25% to $65 million) and Newfound- 
land (up 20% to $337 million due mainly to increased 
profits in iron mining in that province). Taxable 
income increased in Alberta by 11% to $6,843 million 
and in Ontario by 3% to $10,653 million. In all other 
jurisdictions, taxable income was down, ranging from 
-35% in the Northwest Territories to -1% in Quebec, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and “other”.

inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
industries, March 1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show the value of new orders 
received in all Canadian manufacturing industries in 
March 1983, seasonally adjusted, fell 3.4% to $15,178.6 
million frorn the revised February level of $15,709.8 
million. In durable goods industries, new orders with 
an estimated value of $6,241.3 million were 4.2% lower 
than the February value of $6,513.8 million. The 
decline was attributable to lower orders in the trans- 
portation equipment group of industries (down $401.8 
million); this drop was partly offset by an increase in 
new orders in the machinery manufacturing indus- 
tries. New orders in non-durable goods industries 
were estimated at $8,937.3 million, down 2.8% from 
$9,196.0 million (revised) in February. 

The seasonally adjusted unfilled orders backlog of 
manufacturers at the end of March was $16,964.6 mil- 
lion, down 0.3% from the revised February estimate of 
$17,013.9 million. Unfilled orders decreased 0.2% in 
durable goods industries to $14,803.6 million from 
$14,832.9 million at the end of February, and in non- 
durable goods industries, the estimate was down 0.9% 
to $2,161.0 million from $2,181.0 million a month 
earlier. 

The seasonally adjusted value of manufacturers’ 
shipments in March was $15,227.9 million, down 1.8% 
from February’s revised value of $15,513.2 million. 
Shipments of durable goods industries were down 
1.5% to $6,270.6 million from $6,364.3 million as a 
$72.9 million increase in metal fabricating industries 
was more than offset by a $167.4 million decrease in 
transportation equipment industries. Shipment 
decreases of $76.1 million in the foods and beverages 
industry and of $87.4 million in the petroleum and coal 
products industry were the major contributors to a 
2.1% drop in the non-durable goods industries as 
shipments declined to $8,957.3 million in March from 
$9,148.9 million in February. 


Seasonally adjusted inventory owned by manufac- 
turers at the end of March was $31,283.0 million, down 
0.9% from February’s revised value of $31,565.6 mil- 
lion. Total inventory held decreased 0.8% to $32,542.9 
million in March from $32,816.1 million in February 
with decreases of 1.3% in finished products, 0.9% in 
raw materials and 0.2% in goods in process. 

The seasonally adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments at the end of March was 2.05:1, up 
from 2.03:1 in February. The ratio of finished products 
to shipments rose to 0.72:1 in March from 0.71:1 in 
February. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in March 1983 were estimated at $16,696.8 
million, 14.4% higher than the revised February value 
of $14,596.9 million. But cumulative shipments for the 
first three months of 1983 at an estimated $45,123.5 
million were down 0.2% from the January-March 1982 
total of $45,200.1 million.

Sales 

Sales of Canadian wholesale merchants in March 1983 
increased by 4.5% from the year-earlier level. The lar- 
gest percentage gains were registered by wholesalers 
of electrical machinery, equipment and supplies 
(+59.2%), tobacco products (+20.1%), drugs and toilet 
preparations (+19.5%) and apparel and dry goods 
(+15.8%). 

On a provincial basis, the most significant percen- 
tage increase over last year was recorded by wholesa- 
lers in New Brunswick (+21.2%). A major contribution 
to this increase came from the food wholesalers of that 
province. 

Inventories 

Wholesalers’ inventories in March 1983 were down 
8.4% from the corresponding period last year. The 
overall decline in the level of inventories was due pri- 
marily to lower stocks held by wholesalers of metal 
and meta! products (-30.0%), lumber and building 
materials (-14.3%) and apparel and dry goods 
(-13.6%). The only SIC groups to show increases in the

(+6.3%). Wholesale inventories were down in all pro- 
vinces except Prince Edward Island (+4.1%) and New 
Brunswick (+0.2%) where the divergent trend was 
attributed to food wholesalers.

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A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in the Statistical System 


Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the government and private sectors are making increased and 
more sophisticated uses of quarterly national accounts and of other macro-economic frameworks in order to 
evaluate the current performance of the economy and to detect its underlying trends. However, by the time 
users have access to the elaborate frameworks which allow them to analyze the economy in a relatively 
disciplined fashion, events with consequences for the near and medium term future may have already taken 
place. The first quantitative manifestation of current economic developments often occurs in a group of 
indicators that lead cyclical movements in the economy and that can be assembled rapidly as events unfold. 
Consequently it is not surprising that “leading indicators” have long played a role in assessing current 
economic conditions. In the last decade the increased severity of recessions worldwide has disabused most 
analysts of the notion that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled interest in the leading indicator 
approach to economic analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of Organizations, both in Canada and 
elsewhere, that have developed indicator systems to monitor economic developments is quite impressive. All 
of this activity has stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being carried out and into possible 
directions of evolution of indicator systems. 

These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
minimized while preserving the maximum amount of lead time. A paper on these topics was published in the 
May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis (catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this note we 
can only be suggestive and indicate that a leading indicator system should be structured as much as possible 
like the framework (e.g. the quarterly national accounts) that it is intended to complement, and it must 
contain a broad enough range of component indicators to enable the system to warn of cyclical changes that 
may be generated by any of a large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the current version of Statistics 
Canada’s leading indicator system does not incorporate all the implications of the theoretical guidelines, 
along with the guidelines, it constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in Canada, and will become 
increasingly more so as the system evolves in accordance with the theoretical principles underlying its 
development.

growth of consumer demand, although since January 
the non-filtered versions of these indicators have indi- 
cated some slackness in this sector. The trend for sales 
of furniture and appliances and for new motor vehicles 
advanced 2.60% and 0.06%, respectively, despite 
drops in the non-filtered data of 5.1% for furniture and 
(continued) 
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appliances and 2.9% for motor vehicles. Data on retail 
sales in total indicates that the slackening occurred 
mainly in Eastern Canada, in particular in Quebec fol- 
lowing the wage rollbacks and strikes in the public 
sector, and in the Atlantic provinces. In addition, there 
was some fallback in sales of durable goods following 
an unusual surge in the fourth quarter of 1982. 
Consumer demand should be firmer in the second 
quarter of 1983 as the effect of these transitory factors 
disappears, as consumers will likely react favourably 
to the general improvement in labour market condi- 
tions and real incomes. Employment increased a sub- 
stantial 0.6% in April. 

The residential construction? index accelerated to a 
12.32% gain in February. The signs of strength have 
become more widespread geographically so that the 
non-filtered index maintained a high level in January 
and February in spite of some weakening in Quebec. 
Indicators of construction of single dwelling units 
point to continued strength in this sector as lower 
mortgage rates replace the beneficial effect of 
government programs, which were responsible for the 
strength in Central Canada in the fourth quarter. Indi- 
cators of multiple unit activity have remained weak, 
however, as vacancy rates have remained high across 
the country, particularly in the West. This situation 
may be reversed if economic activity picks up in Wes- 
tern Canada. Employment improved considerably in 
April in Alberta (+0.5%) and British Columbia (+1.4%), 
while the rate of increase for men in both provinces 
was 1.5%. 

Recovery in the indicators of manufacturing became 
more robust in February, following the relatively weak 
contribution of these indicators to growth of the lead- 
ing index up to January. Increased consumer and 
export demand throughout the autumn has finally 
reversed the trend of new orders for durable goods 
(+0.56%), while the ratio of shipments to finished 
goods inventories registered a second consecutive 
increase, climbing to 1.39. The acceleration in the 
upward trend of the average workweek (+0.27%) indi- 
cates that the trend in employment in manufacturing 
should begin to pick up. According to the Labour 
Force Survey, employment in manufacturing has 
shown little strength in the first quarter, mainly 
because of alarge number of layoffs in industries rela- 
ted to fixed investment expenditures in Ontario. The 
trend of output in manufacturing increased for the first 
month in February (+0.62%). 

The improvement in profit margins continued in 
February as the percentage change in price per unit 
labour cost increased by +0.14 to -0.13%. The impro- 
vement continued to be more evident in the non- 
filtered series (up +0.27 to +0.25%) which, combined 
with increased sales, suggests that profits will increase 
in manufacturing in the first quarter. The improvement 
in profit margins appears to be mainly due to an 
increase in output per employee in January and 
February, as selling prices have increased only margi- 
nally. Unit labour costs posted the largest decline 
since 1964, and the non-filtered series is 1.3% lower 
than a year earlier. This phenomenon may partly 
explain the moderation in increases of industry selling 
Prices in spite of increased demand. 


> 
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The United States leading index accelerated in 
February (+1.37% compared to 1.09% in January) sug- 
gesting that the recovery of our exports to that country 
should continue through the second quarter, follow- 
ing a gain of 10.3% in the first quarter. In total, exports 
were weak in the first quarter, however, because of the 
continued negative trend of exports to Japan and to 
Europe (except the United Kingdom) where, except 
for a brief upturn in the fourth quarter of 1981 and the 
first quarter of 1982, production has been declining for 
several quarters. Nevertheless, the recent upturn in 
leading indicators for the above-noted countries indi- 
cates that demand for exports to these countries 
should improve in the near term. 

Leading indicators related to the financial markets 
also posted strong gains in February. The Toronto 
stock exchange index increased 7.92%, reflecting a 
record level posted by the non-filtered data. The real 
money supply increased for the second consecutive 
month (+1.32%) following two years of decline. The 
number of mortgage loans approved remained at rela- 
tively high levels in February, reflecting the continued 
strength in demand for housing. Consumer credit 
outstanding, however, declined in February in concert 
with the fall in sales of goods in January and 
February. 
1The purpose of filtering is to reduce irregular move- 
ments in the data so that one can better judge whether 
the current movement represents a change in the 
business cycle. Unfortunately, all such filtering entails 
a loss of timeliness in warning of cyclical changes. 

All references to leading indicators are to filtered 
data unless otherwise stated. 

We have attempted to minimize this loss in time- 
liness by filtering the leading index and its compo- 
nents with minimum phase shift filters so as to mini- 
mize false signals and maximize lead time. See D. 
Rhoades, “Converting Timeliness into Reliability in 
Economic Time Series or Minimum Phase-shift Filte- 
ring of Economic Time Series”, Canadian Statistical 
Review, February 1980. 

Over the period January 1952 to January 1982 the 
unfiltered index exhibited a six-month average lead at 
business cycle peaks, a two-month lead at troughs, 
and emitted 64 false signals. The filtered index emitted 
only 10 false signals over this period and had a five- 
month average lead at peaks and a one-month lag at 
troughs. Of the 361 months in the period January 1952 
to January 1982, the 10 false signals in the filtered 
version represent an error rate of 2.8%, whereas the 64 
false signals in the non-filtered series represent an 
error rate of 17.8%. 
2This index is a composite of urban housing starts, 
residential building permits, and mortgage loan 
approvals.

International Travel Receipts and Payments, January- 
March 1983 and Final 1982 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates for the first three months of 1983 
show that this country had an international travel 
account deficit of $1,050 million, down from the $1,090 
million deficit recorded in the first quarter of 1982. 
Canada earned $394 million from international travel, 
up 1.3% from the 1982 period, while payments by 
Canadians travelling abroad dropped 2.4% to $1,444 
million. 

In the January-March 1983 period, receipts from 
United States visitors totalled $266 million, almost 
unchanged from last year, while receipts from travel- 
lers from all other countries increased by 3.2% to $128 
million. Payments by Canadians to the U.S. amounted 
to $966 million, down 3.8% from 1982, while payments 
to all other countries totalled $478 million, up margi- 
nally from $475 million in 1982. 


Final estimates for 1982 show that Canada’s deficit 
on international travel increased by 15.1% to $1,284 
million ($1,116 million in 1981). This country earned 
$3,724 million from international travel ($2,402 million 
from the U.S. and $1,322 million from all other coun- 
tries), while payments by Canadians travelling abroad 
totalled $5,008 million ($3,234 million to the U.S. and 
$1,774 million to all other countries).

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Farm Cash Receipts, January-March 1983 — Advance 
Information 

Farm cash receipts for the January-March period of 
1983 totalled an estimated $4,939.4 million, down 
slightly from the previous year’s estimate of $5,048.7 
million. 

Receipts from the sale of field crops declined 
slightly from the corresponding period in 1982 to 
$2,680.8 million during January-March 1983. 
Increases in wheat, rapeseed and soybeans receipts 
were offset by lower receipts for rye, flaxseed, corn 
and potatoes. 

Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and live- 
stock products were also down slightly from the 
January-March 1982 level to $2,177.4 million in the 
latest period. 

Estimated farm cash receipts measure gross cash 
returns to farmers from the sale of all agricultural pro- 
ducts. Also included are Canadian Wheat Board parti- 
cipation payments, cash advances paid on farm- 
stored commodities, and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance 
has been made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 
producers’ operating expenses and depreciation 
charges, is published annually in catalogue 21-202.

Canadian production of crude petroleum and equiva- 
lent hydrocarbons increased 3.4% to 6 350 400 cubic 
metres in February 1983 from6 132 600 cubic metresa 
year earlier. Alberta was the main producing province, 
accounting for 85.5% of the Canadian total. Imported 
crude and equivalents for the same month amounted 
to 958 300 cubic metres, while exported crude and 
equivalents to the United States amounted to 
1 027 500 cubic metres. 

Canadian refineries received 6 355 800 cubic 
metres of crude petroleum and equivalents in 
February 1983. 

Net new production of natural gas in February 1983 
amounted to 8 515.1 million cubic metres, down 6.5% 
from 9 100.6 million cubic metres in February 1982. 
Alberta was the main producer with 90.1% of the 
Canadian total. 

On the disposition side: exports to the United States 
in the latest month were 2 021.1 million cubic metres;

Consumer Price Index, April 1983 
National Highlights 
The Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada stood at 
115.8 in April, unchanged from the level registered in 
March. As a result, the year-over-year increase, as 
measured by comparing the index level of April 1983 to 
that of April 1982, decelerated to 6.6% from the 7.2% 
increase observed between March 1982 and March 
1983. The latest year-over-year change is the smallest 
increase recorded since January 1977 and continues 
the deceleration of year-over-year increases wit- 
nessed since June 1982. In the latest month, a decline 
in transportation costs — largely due to a decrease in 
gasoline prices — offset price increases in all of the 
other major components. The all-items-excluding- 
food index declined 0.3% in April, after increasing by 
1.4% between February and March. In contrast, the 
food index, which had declined 0.3% in March, registe- 
red an increase of 1.0% between March and April. 
Higher prices for fresh produce, largely reflecting 
the effects of adverse weather conditions in the United 
States and Central America, and beef cuts were largely 
responsible for the 1.2% increase in the food- 
purchased-from-stores index. Price increases were 
also noted for poultry, fish and for eggs. Dampening 
the impact of these increases were lower prices for 
fresh milk (especially in southern Ontario), pork cuts 
and for certain cereal and bakery products. In April 
1983, the food-purchased-from-stores index stood 
3.5% above its level of April 1982. The food-purchased- 
from-restaurants index increased 0.3% between 
March and April and stood 7.1% above its level of April 
1982. As a result, the aggregate food index advanced 
4.6% over its level of April 1982, up from the increase of 
4.1% registered between March 1982 and March 1983. 
The decline of 0.3% in the all-items-excluding-food 
index was virtually entirely attributable to a drop in 
gasoline prices, most notably in Ontario, resulting 
from the impact of “price wars”. Widespread price 
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increases among the other components in the all- 
items-excluding-food index only partially offset the 
effect of the decline in gasoline prices. Electricity 
charges rose in the provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Alberta and British Columbia while tele- 
phone rates rose in Alberta. Increased prices for 
tobacco products reflected, in part, higher manufactu- 
rers’ prices as well as increased provincial tobacco 
taxes in the provinces of Prince Edward Island, Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. Other notable 
increases included higher shelter charges, especially 
for rental accommodation, increased household fur- 
nishings and equipment prices and higher prices for 
certain women’s and men’s wear items. Dental care 
charges rose as did prices for prescribed and non- 
prescribed medicines and for personal care supplies. 
Higher hotel/motel accommodation charges were also 
noted. Between April 1982 and April 1983, the all- 
items-excluding-food index advanced 7.2%, down 
from the 8.1% increase registered between March 1982 
and March 1983. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods declined 0.3%, largely reflecting the 
decline in gasoline prices, while that for services 
advanced by 0.3%. As aresult, between April 1982 and 
April 1983, the price level for goods advanced by 6.0% 
while that for services increased by 7.5% 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
rose 0.3% in April; this comprised an increase of 0.9% 
in the food index and no change in the all-items- 
excluding-food index. 

City Highlights 

Between March and April, consumer prices declined in 
Toronto and Thunder Bay but rose in all other cities for 
which CPls are produced with the increases ranging 
from 0.2% in Montreal to 1.0% in Edmonton. The de- 
clines in Toronto and Thunder Bay largely resulted 
from the effect of gasoline “price wars” in those cities. 
The larger than national average increase in Edmon- 
ton primarily reflected the impact of higher prices for 
tobacco products largely resulting from higher pro- 
vincial tobacco taxes, coupled with increased electri- 
city and telephone charges. Higher electricity charges 
were also observed in Halifax, Saint Jonn and Vancou- 
ver. Gasoline prices rose in Winnipeg, largely resulting 
from an increase in the provincial gasoline tax while in 
Ottawa, higher local transit fares came into effect. The 
other major factor accounting for the variation in city 
price movements was food prices which declined in St. 
John’s and Winnipeg but increased by 1% or more in 
seven of the remaining cities. 

Between April 1982 and April 1983, consumer price 
increases ranged from 5.6% in Charlottetown/Sum- 
merside to 8.2% in Winnipeg. Increases of 7.0% or less 
were registered in 10 of the 15 cities. 

Main Contributors to Monthly Changes in the All- 
items Index, by City 

St. John’s 

Higher provincial taxes on alcoholic beverages pur- 
chased from stores, coupled with increased gasoline 
(continued) 
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prices and advances in electricity and shelter charges 
accounted for most of the 0.3% rise in the all-items 
index. Partially offsetting these increases were lower 
prices for food, notably for beef, pork, poultry, milk 
and soft drinks. Since April 1982, the all-items index 
has risen 8.1%. 


Charlottetown/Summerside 

The all-items index rose 0.4% reflecting the impact of 
higher prices for cigarettes, gasoline and selected 
women's wear items, as well as advances in charges 
for auto repairs, electricity and shelter. The food index 
advanced as prices for poultry, fresh produce and res- 
taurant meals rose. Since April 1982, the all-items 
index advanced 5.6%. 

Halifax 

Main contributors to the 0.5% rise in the all-items index 
were higher charges for shelter and for electricity and 
advances in prices for selected men’s wear, newspa- 
pers, cigarettes and dental care. The food index also 
rose largely due to higher prices for beef and fresh 
produce. Since April 1982, the all-items index has risen 
7.8%. 

Saint John 

Increased electricity and shelter charges, coupled 
with increased prices for selected men’s and women’s 
wear and gasoline largely explained the 0.5% rise in 
the all-items index. Food prices rose marginally, lar- 
gely due to higher fresh produce prices. Between April 
1982 and April 1983, the all-items index registered a 
6.2% increase. 


Quebec City 

The 0.3% rise in the all-items index was largely attribu- 
table to higher prices for food, in particular for 
chicken, bakery products, fresh produce and soft 
drinks as well as to increased cigarette prices and 
higher charges for shelter. Gasoline prices declined 
noticeably due to “price wars.” Since April 1982, the 
all-items index has risen 6.8%. 


Montreal 

The all-items index rose by 0.2%, as increased food 
prices (notably for beef, poultry, fresh produce and 
restaurant meals), higher rented accommodation 
charges, and advances in prices of clothing, cigarettes 
and beer purchased from stores were largely offset by 
lower prices for gasoline and furniture. Since April 
1982, the all-items index has risen 6.6%. 


Ottawa 

Higher food prices, particularly for beef, poultry, fresh 
produce and restaurant meals, coupled with increased 
shelter charges, higher prices for selected clothing 
items, increased automobile repair charges and higher 
local transit fares were among the main contributors to 
the 0.3% rise in the all-items index. Lower gasoline 
prices had a significant moderating effect. Between 
April 1982 and April 1983, the all-items index rose 
7.3%. 

Toronto 

The all-items index fell by 0.5% largely due to a sharp 
decline in gasoline prices. Some portion of this overall 
decline was offset by higher prices for food, particu- 
larly for beef, poultry and fresh produce. Advances 
were also observed for charges relating to automobile 
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repairs and rented accommodation and for prices of 
furniture and appliances. From April 1982, the all- 
items index has risen 6.5%. 

Thunder Bay 

A substantial decline in gasoline prices was the major 
factor in the 0.3% decline in the all-items index. The 
impact of this overall decline was offset partially by 
increased charges for shelter and water, and advances 
in dental care and recreational expenses. Higher food 
prices, especially for beef, milk, eggs, fresh produce, 
soft drinks and restaurant meals were also observed. 
Between April 1982 and April 1983, the all-items index 
rose 7.2%. 

Winnipeg 

Main contributors to the 0.7% rise in the all-items index 
were advances in prices for gasoline (due largely to the 
increase in the provincial gasoline tax), coupled with 
increased furniture and appliance prices. Food prices 
declined marginally, as higher prices for beef, chicken 
and fresh fruit were offset by lower prices for pork, 
bakery products and soft drinks. Since April 1982, the 
all-items index has risen 8.2%. 

Regina 

An increase of 0.8% was recorded in the all-items 
index, originating largely from higher food prices 
(notably for beef, pork, bakery products and fresh 
produce), increased shelter charges, and sales tax 
advances affecting the prices of cigarettes. Higher 
prices for selected men’s wear items, and increased 
charges for automobile repairs and for dental care also 
had a notable impact. Since April 1982, the all-items 
index has risen 6.7%. 


Saskatoon 

The 0.7% rise in the all-items index was largely explai- 
ned by increased rented accommodation charges, 
higher household furnishings and equipment prices 
and by advances in prices for cigarettes (sales tax 
increases) and food, especially for beef. Also having a 
notable impact were higher prices for selected men’s 
and women’s wear items, increased dental care 
charges, higher prices for new cars, and increased 
costs for automobile repairs. The all-items index ad- 
vanced 5.7% since April 1982. 


Edmonton 

Increased cigarette prices, due largely to the rise in the 
provincial tobacco sales tax, advances in telephone 
and electricity rates, higher gasoline prices and 
increased overall food costs (especially for beef, 
chicken and fresh fruit) were among the main contri- 
butors to the 1.0% rise in the all-items index. Since 
April 1982, the all-items index has risen 6.9%. 
Calgary 

The all-items index recorded a0.9% rise, largely reflec- 
ting the impact of higher prices for cigarettes (due to 
the provincial tobacco tax increase) and increased 
prices for food (notably for beef, chicken and fresh 
fruit), as well as advances in telephone charges, gaso-

line prices and dental care expenses. Shelter charges 
declined. Between April 1982 and April 1983, the all- 
items index rose 6.2%. 

Vancouver 

Higher prices for food, particularly for beef, fresh fruit, 
dairy products, bakery products and for restaurant 
meals, coupled with increased charges for electricity 
and for rented accommodation were among the main 
contributors to the 0.5% rise in the all-items index. 
Advances in gasoline prices, dental care charges, tra- 


vel/holiday expenses and cigarette prices also had a 
notable impact. Since April 1982, the all-items index 
has risen 6.5%.

Female reproductive surgical procedures are the most 
common elective surgical operations performed in 
Canada, at a rate of approximately 550 per 100,000 
women. 

According to /n Sickness and in Health: Health Sta- 
tistics at a Glance (catalogue 82-541, Canada: $4.75; 
other countries: $5.70), released today by Statistics 
Canada, this is a significant change from the early 
1970s, when tonsillectomy and adenoidectomy rates 
were far higher, and were the most frequently perfor- 
med operations for both sexes. Operations to repair 
hernias are now the most common elective surgical 
procedures performed on men (450 per 100,000). 

The report indicates that women are admitted to 
psychiatric facilities for neurotic conditions at a higher 
rate than men but men are admitted for alcoholism at 
twice the rate of women. (With neuroses; a person is 
generally handicapped from living effectively by 
impairment of judgment or thinking.) 

The report also notes that men, far more often than 
women, are involved in accidents, which account for 
significant demands on health facilities. Each year, 
accidents kill twice as many men as women. In the 
period between 1969 and 1980, more than 70% of all 
accidental deaths involved men, and half of these were 
due to automobile accidents. 

On a more superficial note, the report shows that 
elective surgery on the nose is the fourth most com- 
mon operation for men, and the rate of this operation 
for men (199 per 100,000) is far higher than for women 
(111 per 100,000).

Industrial Corporations: Financial Statistics, First 
Quarter 1983 — Advance Information 


The long awaited recovery in corporate profits finally 
has begun with a healthy surge in the first quarter of 
1983: book profits of Canadian industrial corporations 
before taxes and extraordinary items jumped 21.1% 
over the previous quarter on a seasonally adjusted 
basis. Even more dramatically, profits after taxes soar- 
ed 36.2% in the quarter reflecting reduced capital 
losses. The current improvement in profitability is a 
result of higher sales (up 2.8%) coupled with savings 
from leaner operating expenses, “pared to the bone” 
inventories, and reduced interest costs. 

A full recovery remains several quarters away, 
however, as profit levels (before taxes) are still more 
than one-third below those of the second quarter of 
1981, just before the recession began. The current 
quarter's encouraging results have been preceded by 
four quarters of sharp declines in seasonally adjusted 
profits (before taxes) up to mid-1982, and a moderate 
6.5% increase over the last half of the year. 

It should be noted that seasonally adjusted profits 
data are highlighted because elimination of seasonal 
fluctuations permits a more valid comparison on a 
quarter-to-quarter basis. This in turn can better reveal 
the current profit picture as distinct from the effects of 
last year's situation. 

On a year-to-year basis, unadjusted data also reveal 
a Stronger first quarter, with profits before taxes rising 
to $5.7 billion in the current quarter from $5.1 billionin 
the first quarter of 1982, an increase of 12.1%. This is 
the first year-over-year increase in profits before taxes 
since the second quarter of 1981.

On the same basis, profits after taxes and extraordi- 
nary items rose 4.2% in the first quarter of 1983 over the 
first quarter of 1982. Excluding the effects of large 
extraordinary items in the first quarter of 1982, how- 
ever, year-over-year net profits increased 20.9%. 

The recent decline in interest rates was a prime fac- 
tor in this quarter's improved results. First quarter 1983 
interest expense of $3,842 million showed a 12.6% 
decline from the $4,326 million incurred in the 1982 
period. 

The strongest performers this quarter were the 
mineral fuels sector and the transportation equipment 
industry. The manufacturing sector as a whole provi- 
ded the weakest profit performance, with 10 of the 22 
industries still registering declines in year-to-year pro- 
fits before taxes. 


First Quarter Results: 1983 Compared to 1982 


The mining sector posted a strong first quarter 1983 
performance, particularly in the mineral fuels industry 
where price increases and extensive cost-cutting pro- 
grams led to a 65% increase in net profits. Falling 
interest rates contributed $84 million to profits on a 
year-over-year basis. 

The manufacturing sector as a whole showed a 1.3% 
decline in profits before taxes on a year-to-year.basis. 
However, one bright spot was the transportation 
equipment industry where first quarter sales increased 
25% and before-tax profits rose to $322 million in the 
current quarter from a $42 million loss in the first quar- 
ter of 1982.

financing programs and a solid demand from the Uni- 
ted States for larger Canadian models have boosted 
the first quarter results significantly. 

The paper industry provided the largest drop in 
year-over-year profits before taxes, falling to a loss of 
$106 million currently from a profit of $187 million in 
the first quarter of 1982. While demand for lumber 
products is picking up, pulp and paper remain severely 
depressed, with massive excess capacity and depres- 
sed prices persisting. 

Also slow to recover has been the primary metals 
industry, where sales declined 19.0% and profit before 
taxes fell to a loss of $66 million from a $177 million 
profit in the first quarter of 1982. Although demand for 
consumer-related items such as home appliances and 
automobiles is on the rise, the larger capital goods 
market has generally been slow to respond. 

While profits before taxes in the trade and services 
sector increased 11.4% year-over-year, net profit 
declined 13.8% over the same period. This anomaly is 
caused by the retail department store industry, where 
large extraordinary gains in the first quarter of 1982 
render a rather distorted year-over-year comparison 
of net profits. Excluding the effects of extraordinary 
items, net profits in the trade and services sector 
increased 8.8% in the current quarter.

Current Economic Analysis, Monthly Review, (Based 
on data available as of May 13, 1983)! 


Partial data available for the first quarter of 1983 indi- 
cate that real Gross National Product grew substan- 
tially during the period. This marks the first quarterly 
increase since the onset of the recession in the third 
quarter of 1981. Employment data available for April 
and the leading economic indicators point to a conti- 
nuation of this growth in the second quarter of this 
year, suggesting that the recovery has firmly taken 
hold. 

The strength during the first quarter appears to have 
Originated in personal expenditure, residential 
construction, and in a substantially reduced rate of 
inventory liquidation. Although exports were up 
somewhat, imports increased considerably more and 
consequently the trade surplus declined. Business 
fixed investment recorded another decline although 
the leading indicators of this sector have strengthened 
recently. 

There is considerable evidence that the recovery has 
built up sufficient momentum to be self-sustaining and 
continue through the second quarter and beyond. The 
prospects for consumer demand for the second quar- 
ter are very good as consumer confidence is up, as are 
manufacturers’ sales expectations. Real disposable 
income apparently has been buoyed by increases in 
employment, a reduction in strikes and wage roll- 
backs, and acontinued easing of inflation. In addition, 
lower interest rates and the prospect of large tax 
refunds commencing in the second quarter bolster the 
notion of continued strength in consumer spending. 
The period of heavy inventory liquidation appears to 
be over as considerably fewer manufacturing firms 
reported excess inventories in the April survey of 
business conditions. The outlook for exports in the 
second quarter has improved somewhat as the U.S. 
economy recorded sharp gains in industrial output in 
March and April, and personal expenditure in that 
Country increased in March and also appears to have 
advanced in April. Except for France, members of the 
seven major industrialized countries in the West finally 


appear to be recovering following recessions that have 
lasted up to three years in some cases. 

The major concerns for the longevity of the recovery 
appear to remain the continued high real rates of inter- 
est, a possible faltering of the global recovery, or a 
resurgence of inflation. The high real interest rates 
have resulted partly from inflationary expectations, 
which in turn have been related to the large federal 
government deficits both in Canada and in the United 
States. In addition to concerns about inflation, the 
deficits have created fears that government demand 
for credit will clash with private demand and that the 
recovery will be compromised by a resulting increase 
in interest rates. For the moment, however, it appears 
that the recovery is being financed by internal sources 
of funds as business and consumer demand for credit 
has remained slack through April. The massive inven- 
tory liquidation that has occurred through this reces- 
sion and into the first quarter of 1983 has provided 
some of these funds. Asa result the crowding-out fears 
do not appear to pose an imminent threat to the reco- 
very, although this theory will be tested as the eco- 
nomy begins to accumulate inventories and to invest 
in fixed capital. 

While the other major industrialized nations do not 
appear to be recovering at the same rate as the Cana- 
dian economy in the first quarter, there are increased 
signs of amoderate recovery taking shape. In addition, 
the United States economy appears to have picked up 
momentum entering the second quarter. Thus, 
although the international environment may temper 
the vigour of the recovery in Canada, there appears to 
be little danger, in the near-term at least, of the reco- 
very being derailed by faltering export demand. 

The recovery in Canada has resulted in a cumulative 
gainin employment of 1.3%, or 139,000 persons, since 
December. Increases in the labour force have almost 
matched te gains in employment, however, and the 
unemployment rate has fallen only marginally since 
December. Employment has begun to increase in most 
regions of the country in recent months, although

older workers have benefitted most from the upturn. 
Since March, however, there have been indications of 
broader diffusion among age groups which is evident 
in a slight increase in employment among those aged 
20-24 years. The recovery has taken longer to employ 
young and less-experienced workers than older wor- 
kers, as employment among those aged 15-24 years 
continued to decline through April. 

Up to this point the recovery appears to have had no 
adverse effect on inflation. Although inflation of both 
consumer and industrial prices was higher in March 
than for several months, most of the upturn was due to 
energy prices, and no further large increases in energy 
costs appear imminent. Excluding energy, both 
consumer and industrial prices exhibit a moderate 
level of increases posted in recent months. An 
increase in productivity that is typical during the early 
stage of expansion appears to have enabled firms to 
improve their profit margins without raising prices 
significantly. The increase in productivity was reflec- 
ted inthe largest drop in unit labour costs in manufac- 
turing since 1964. 

e Real domestic production was unchanged in 
February, following a 1.6% gain in January as transi- 
tory declines due to strikes and cutbacks restrained 
the broad recovery of activity. Output in January and 
February was 1.8% above the average level recorded in 
the fourth quarter. 

¢ Output should turn up again soon, as employment 
accelerated to a gain of 0.6% in April, notably full-time 
employment. The Labour Force Survey reveals, how- 
ever, that the recovery of the economy is leading to an 
upturn in labour force participation, which kept the 
unemployment rate at arelatively high level of 12.5% in 
April. 

@ The indicators of real personal expenditure on retail 
goods declined by 0.3% in February, as sales of auto- 
motive and other durable goods fell for the second 
straight month. Auto sales recovered strongly in 
March, however, and consumer demand should lead 
the growth of final sales in the first quarter. The posi- 
tive underlying trend of consumer demand is most 
evident in the steady recovery of sales of semi- and 
non-durable goods beginning in December. 

® The indicators of residential construction recorded 
some softening entering the second quarter following 
strong gains in the previous two quarters. Housing 
starts fell from 185,000 units at annual rates in March to 
167,000 in April. The drop was attributable to a decline 
in starts of multiple units as occupancy rates remained 
relatively low, particularly for newly completed units. 
e The underlying trend for merchandise exports and 
imports turned positive, despite declines in the 
monthly data for March. The upturn has been more 
pronounced for imports than for exports. This reflects 
the relative strength of domestic demand in the first 
quarter as well as the limited nature of the recovery of 
demand for exports, which has been largely confined 
to the United States. As a result the trade surplus 


declined $14 million in March to a level of $1,389 million. ~ 


® The volume of manufacturing new orders edged up 
0.2% in February, following the 9.0% surge in January. 
Demand continued to strengthen in a majority of 
industries oriented to household and export sales. The 
accumulation of unfilled orders (+0.2% in February) 
serves to reinforce the expectation of higher output in 


the second quarter, while the rate of inventory liquida- 
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from -$101 million in January and a monthly average of 
-$158 million in the fourth quarter of 1982. 

e Most of the 1.0% upturn in the consumer price and 
the 0.8% increase in the industry selling prices in 
March can be attributed to energy costs, for which no 
further large increases appear imminent. This should 
serve to reinforce the slowing trend in other costs, 
notably for labour and for financing. Unit labour costs 
in February were 1.3% below their value in February 
1982, and dropped 6.4% since December. 

e The Business Conditions Survey of manufacturing 
firms conducted in April revealed that the percentage 
of firms reporting that inventory levels were about 
right jumped from 59% in January to 74% in April. 
Firms planning an increase in production rose from 
28% to 46% while those reporting an increase in new 
orders climbed from 20% to 40%. 

@ The prime lending rate fell 50 basis points in April to 
11.00%. For the fifth consecutive month business loans 
in Canadian dollars at chartered banks fell, dropping 
$1,518 million in April, while consumer credit outstan- 
ding declined by $132 million. Residential mortgages 
increased by $300 million in April. 

e Industrial production in the United States gained a 
substantial 2.1% in April following a 1.2% rise in March. 

According to the record increase of the composite 

leading indicator in February, the recovery in econo- 
mic activity will keep its momentum during the next 
few months. In February the composite leading index 
(1971=100) rose for the fifth consecutive month to . 
121.33 from a level of 117.85 in January, a gain of 
2.96%. The sources of strength were widespread as all 
10 component indicators increased, something that 
has not occurred for 10 years. While the initial signs of 
recovery in October were confined to the financial and 
housing sectors, the gains had spread to leading indi- 
cators of household demand and exports by Decem- 
ber, and then to the manufacturing sector in January, 
when the non-filtered index grew by a record 5.2%. 
The non-filtered index increased a more moderate 
2.5% in February to 131.7, mainly because of a transi- 
tory slackness in household demand, most likely rela- 
ted to strikes and wage rollbacks in Quebec in 
February. The outlook for personal income remains 
favourable, however, particularly in light of the strong 
growthin employment through April which, along with 
a continued reduction in interest rates, should assure 
further growth in consumer demand. 
1 All references are to seasonally adjusted data unless 
otherwise stated. Also, the data have been processed 
specifically for the purpose of current analysis. For 
example, in some cases end-point seasonal adjust- 
ment methodology has been used instead of the pro- 
jected factor method employed in the numbers publish- 
ed by the data source.

Preliminary seasonally adjusted data indicate that 
Industrial Production, in constant 1971 prices, decli- 
ned 0.5% to a level of $30,131.0 million in March 1983 
from $30,296.5 million in February. Industrial produc- 
tion for March 1983 stood 2.6% below the correspon- 
ding month of 1982. 

The main contributors to the latest month’s output 
decrease included manufacturers of motor vehicles, 
Sawmills and shingle mills, and the food and beverage 
industries; production increases were recorded in iron 
and steel mills, motor vehicle parts manufacturing and 
other non-metal mines.

Retail Trade, March 1983 — Advance Information 


Data users should note that seasonally adjusted esti- 
mates of retail trade for March 1983 are not yet avail- 
able but will be released on June 3, 1983. 


Total retail trade in Canada in March 1983, unadjus- 
ted for seasonal variations, confirmed earlier indica- 
tions of increased consumer confidence. March 1983 
retail sales totalled $8,124.7 million in current dollars, 
up 9.0% from the March 1982 level — the largest gain 
posted since the December 1981 increase of 9.8%. 
Among the 28 kinds of businesses covered, only 
garages reported decreased sales (-0.7%) on a year- 
over-year comparison, while the largest increases 
were noted for used car dealers (21.6%), automotive 
parts and accessories stores (17.6%) and women’s clo- 
thing stores (16.2%). 

In March, total retail sales increased from a year 
earlier in all provinces except the Yukon and North- 
west Territories (-9.0%), gains ranging from 2.1% in 
British Columbia to 16.4% in Nova Scotia. Sales 
increases were shown in all four metropolitan areas 
covered: Winnipeg (11.3%), Montreal (10.2%), Toronto 
(9.1%) and Vancouver (0.5%). 

Revised estimates for January and February 1983 
show retail sales increased 3.3% and 3.7% over the 
corresponding months last year, to $6,887.0 million 
and $6,772.0 million, respectively. 

Despite the strong improvement shown in March, 
total retail trade for the first quarter of 1983 remained 
relatively weak: overall sales were 5.5% higher than in 
the same quarter last year, reaching $21,783.7 million 
before any adjustment for inflation.

Department Store Sales and Stocks, March 1983 — 
Advance Information 


Department store sales, without adjustment for seaso- 
nal variations, were $787.6 million in March 1983, up 
13.5% over March 1982. Sales were higher in 35 of the 
40 departments with the largest increases recorded in 
toys and games (38.5%), stationery, books and maga- 
zines (34.9%), repairs and services (30.4%) and TV, 
radio and music (30.4%). The most notable decrease 
was reported in the sales of furs (-25.7%). 

All provinces showed increased department store 
sales compared to a year earlier, with gains ranging 
from 1.0% in the Yukon and Northwest Territories to 
30.4% in Nova Scotia. Of the 10 metropolitan areas 
covered, the largest sales gain was posted in Halifax- 
Dartmouth (43.2%) while the smallest increase was in 
Calgary (1.9%). 

Sales by major department store organizations in 
March 1983 totalled $517.5 million, up 10.8% from 
March 1982, while junior department store organiza- 
tions had sales of $270.1 million, an increase of 18.8% 
from a year earlier. 

Department stores captured 9.7% of the total retail 
trade market in March 1983, an increase over the share 
of 9.3% recorded in March 1982. 

Seasonally adjusted, the volume of sales by depart- 
ment stores increased 4.9% from February 1983 to 
$928.4 million in March 1983. 

Cumulative unadjusted sales for all department 
stores for the first quarter of 1983 were $2,015.1 mil- 
lion, up 7.6% over the January-March 1982 period.

Education in Canada, 1982 


Highlights of the report entitled Education in Canada, 
1982 (catalogue 81-229, Canada: $8.45; other coun- 
tries: $10.15) include the following: 

® In 1981-82, 675,100 full-time students were enrolled 
in community colleges and in universities, 5% more 
than in the previous year. 


e Elementary and secondary enrolment is continuing 
to decline: the 5,032,400 students registered in 1981 
represented a 1.5% drop from a year earlier and a 14% 
decline from the 1970 peak. The latest decrease brings 
enrolment down to the 1964 level. 
e The decline is not reflected in private schools, where 
enrolment is increasing. In 1981, 220,000 students 
attended private schools, a 5% gain over the previous 
year. 
e The size of the elementary-secondary teaching 
force has not fallen in proportion to the sharp reduc- 
tion of students. Their numbers peaked in 1976 at 
284,900, and dropped to 274,500 in 1981. 
e Education expenditure in 1980-81 accounted for 
7.7% of the Gross National Product (GNP). The cost of 
education to Canadians was $940 per capita. The three 
levels of government spent 16% of their budgets on 
education.

Energy Statistics by Selected Energy Forms, March 
1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary figures show that exports of Canadian 
crude oil in the first quarter of 1983 slightly exceeded 
imports of foreign crude, reversing the traditional 
trend in Canada. 

Exports of crude oil reached 3 705 megalitres during 
the first three months of 1983, almost 40% higher than 
the levels attained in the January-March 1982 period. 
This increase in exports sustained production levels of 
Canadian crude which totalled 19613 megalitres 
(+3%) during the first quarter of 1983.

In contrast, imports of crude oil declined by 38% 
from the January to March period of 1982 to a level of 
3 682 megalitres. This situation has resulted from a 
slowdown in the activity at refineries in Quebec, Onta- 
rio and the Atlantic Provinces and the substitution of 
domestic crude as a feedstock in those refineries.

Refinery production in Canada was affected by 
weak demand for heating fuels which resulted from 
warmer than normal temperatures recorded in the first 
quarter of this year (heating degree days for Canada — 
days below 18° celsius weighted by the population — 
numbered only 1,872.3 compared with 2,298.1 in 
January-March 1982). Sales of light fuel oils dropped 
by 26%, while total refined petroleum products 
decreased by about 16% (sales of motor gasoline, 
which represents 40% of the total, were only 6.5% 
lower than in the first quarter of 1982). 

Production levels for all other major sources of ener- 
gy were lower in the first quarter of 1983 when compa- 
red with the same period of 1982: this situation also 
reflects the impact of climate on energy demand. 
Natural gas production amounted to 23 997 gigalitres, 
down 7.4%, coal production was 2% lower and electri- 
city generation decreased by 4.6%. (Although produc- 
tion of electric power was down, the decline would 
have been steeper but for higher exports to the United 
States, which totalled 9 140 gigawatts in the first quar- 
ter, up 17% over the January-March period of 1982.)

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance Sta- 
tistics, March 1983 — Advance Information 


Unemployment insurance payments made to clai- 
mants in March 1983 amounted to $1.147 billion’, up 
15% from the previous month and 46% above the year- 
earlier level. 

In March, a total of 1.489 million persons’ received 
unemployment insurance benefits, down 3% from 
1.529 million in February but up 30% from 1.146 million 
in March 1982. 

Comparing the first quarter of 1983 with the same 

period of last year: unemployment insurance benefits 
paid increased 55% to $3.196 billion from $2.064 bil- 
lion, weeks of benefit paid advanced 44% to 21.070 
million from 14.635 million and the average weekly 
benefit rose 10% to $155 from $141. Claims received 
during the same period decreased by 3% to 912,000 
from 938,000. 
' The count of beneficiaries cannot be related directly 
to the benefit payments. Whereas the latter figure 
covers all benefit payments made during the month, 
the count of beneficiaries represents the number of 
persons who qualified for benefits for a specific week 
each month, regardless of when they received 
payment. 


Industry Selling Price Index, April 1983 - Advance 
Information 


The Industry Selling Price Index (ISPI) for manufactu- 
ring (1971=100) reached a preliminary level of 296.0 in 
April 1983, up 0.3% from the revised March index of 
295.2. The year-over-year rise in prices of 2.9% was the 
lowest 12-month increase recorded since July 1971. 
The main factors in the upward movement of the total 
ISP! in April were a 2.1% increase in the primary metal 
industries major group index and a 0.6% increase in 
the food and beverage industries component; an esti- 
mated 3.0% decrease in the petroleum and coal pro- 
ducts industries index had a significant downward 
effect. 

The primary metal industries index was up 2.1% in 
April, but still stood at a level only 1.8% higher than a 
year earlier. The main reason for the rise in the group 
index was a 5.3% increase in the smelting and refining 
industry index. Price increases were registered for 
base metals and for the precious metals, with some of 
the base metal increases quite large. The effects of 
some of these price increases were reflected in a 1.6% 
rise in the aluminum rolling, casting and extruding 
industry index and a 0.5% rise in the copper and cop- 
per alloy rolling, casting and extruding industry index. 

The food and beverage industries index advanced 
0.6% in April and was up 3.3% from the year-earlier 
level. The slaughtering and meat processors index

increased 1.5% over the month as higher prices for 
beef more than offset lower pork prices. Another major 
factor in the higher group index was a 2.9% rise in the 
feeds industry index; increases were also registered in 
the dairy products industry, vegetable oil mills and for 
soft drink manufacturers. 

The petroleum and coal products industries index 
decreased an estimated 3.0% in April as gasoline 
prices fell during another round of “price wars”. The 
group index was up 3.7% from April 1982, its lowest 
12-month movement since 1972. 

The wood industries. major group index increased 
1.4% in April and stood 9.5% higher than a year earlier. 
The sawmills and planing mills component index also 
rose 1.4% in the month, mainly in response to large 
price increases for spruce, pine, cedar and Douglas fir 
(these increases ranged from 1.2% for pine to 7.3% for 
cedar). Generally, prices for these commodities have 
risen by between 24% and 40% from their low points 
(which occurred in 1980 for cedar and 1982 for the 
other three commodities). Notwithstanding these 
recent increases, all of these commodities are still 
between 17% and 25% below their peak index levels, 


posted in 1979. Other component industries showing 
significant increases were sash, door and other mill- 
work plants (up 2.0%) and veneer and plywood mills 
(up 0.9%). 

While the indexes for the other major groups did not 
show many significant changes, a greater percentage 
of industry indexes registered increases in April than 
in the earlier months of 1983, even though many of 
these increases were quite small.

Place of Work, 1981 and 1971 — Advance Information 


For the second time, Statistics Canada is making avail- 
able data that show the patterns of movement of 
Canadians between their places of residence and 
places of work. These data can be tabulated at the 
provincial, census division or census subdivision 
(municipality) level. In addition, for the 24 Census 
Metropolitan Areas (CMAs) and seven of the Census 
Agglomerations (CAs), data are also available at the 
more detailed census tract level. It will be possible to 
examine changes over the past decade in both the 
patterns of commuting between home and work and 
the concentrations of employment in specific geogra- 
phic areas. 

From an initial examination of the data for the CMAs 
several emerging trends are highlighted. Firstly, the 
importance of the CMAs as centres of employment for 
Canada’s work force has remained virtually unchan- 
ged from 1971 to 1981: just over 60% of the total 
employed labour force of Canada continues to work in 
these areas. This is so despite the fact that several 
CMAs have experienced a net population decline and 
infact, only 56% of Canada’s population lives in CMAs. 
Secondly, within the CMAs, the relative dominance of 
the central or largest city as a place of employment has 
decreased in most cases. On average, the central cities 
employed 62.1% of those working in CMAs in 1971 
compared to 57.3% (adjusted) in 1981. The figures for 
each CMA can be found in the accompanying table. 
The five largest CMAs (all with more than 350,000 
persons working in them) average an even lower cen- 
tral city proportion at 48.8%. Notable exceptions to this 
downward trend are the cities of London, Sudbury, 
Chicoutimi, St. Catharines and Winnipeg. For the lat- 
ter three cities, at least part of the difference between 
the 1971 and 1981 figures can be attributed to changes 
in the boundaries of the central city or the remaining 
components of the CMA. This influence is clearly illus- 
trated in the case of Winnipeg, where the percentage 
increased from 62.7 to 98.9. A large portion of this 
significant increase in central city employment is 
explained by the fact that the 1981 boundaries of the 
city of Winnipeg included what were 12 separate 
municipalities in 1971. Because of this rather artificial 
inflation of the increased dominance of the central 
city, two different totals are given in the table for all the 
CMAs. 

If one looks in more detail at the commuting patterns 
within the CMA of Toronto, as an example, the relative 
decline of the formerly predominant central area of 
employment can be observed. Specifically, the three 
inner Metropolitan Toronto cities of Toronto, York and 
East York accounted for 52.8% of the total CMA 
employment in 1971 compared to only 40.3% in 1981. 
On the other hand, the outer three cities of Etobicoke, 
Scarborough and North York, plus the city of Missis- 
sauga employed 45.9% of the persons working in the 
Toronto CMA in 1981 compared to 36.1% in 1971. 

This shift in employment concentration with the 
resulting changes in commuting patterns is merely 
one trend of many that can be analysed in more detail 
using the 1981 place of work data. These data will be of 
use to such diverse groups as urban planners, trans- 
portation systems analysts and site consultants plan- 
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ning the location of new retail services. Special tabula- 
tions can be requested that cross classify the data with 
any number of other 1981 Census data base variables 
such as income, sex, occupation or industry.

Construction in Canada, 1983 — Advance Information 


Construction volume in Canada is expected to total 
$55,543.6 million in 1983, down marginally by $199.6 
million (-0.4%) from the 1982 level of $55,743.2 million. 
That total was, in turn, $1,140.7 million (-2.0%) below 
the 1981 figure of $56,883.9 million. (In terms of 
constant dollar volume, 1982 showed a decrease of 
$1,929 million or 8.9% from the preceding year.) 

An analysis of the total value of work to be put in 
place in 1983 by the various industries reveals some 
significant variations from 1982. Construction expen- 
ditures in more than half the industries are expected to 
drop. The largest percentage decreases are shown by 
the commercial and financial sectors (-20.2% and 
-19.5%), followed by manufacturing (-18.8%) and utili- 
ties (-7.6%). The largest percentage increases are sla- 
ted for mining (9.3%), housing (8.0%) and institutions 
(7.7%). 

Construction expenditures in most of the provinces 
are expected to increase in 1983 with notable 
advances of 20.4% in Newfoundland and 16.8% in 
Nova Scotia. However, decreases are forecast for 
Prince Edward Island (-9.8%), New Brunswick (-5.1%), 
Ontario (-2.7%) and Alberta (-4.1%) during 1983. 

In 1983, new construction is estimated to decline 
1.7% while the repair portion shows an increase of 
6.3%. The proportion of the complete program to be 
performed under contract during 1983 will be 71.4%. 
The value of engineering type construction at 49.4% of 
the total expected volume for 1983 is down 0.3% from 
1982 and the building activity portion (50.6%) is down 
0.4%. The strength (dollar volume) in the engineering 
group of structures is primarily due to projects classi- 
fied under gas and oil facilities and electric power 
construction. As noted above, building construction 
will probably drop 0.4% with the largest dollar volume 
decreases in commercial and industrial type buildings 
such as office buildings, stores, warehouses, factories, 
plants, etc.

Raw Materials Price Index, April 1983 — Advance 
Information 

The Raw Materials Price Index (1977=100) reached a 
preliminary level of 210.9 in April 1983, up 1.2% from 
the revised March level of 208.3 and 6.4% higher thana 
year earlier. The raw materials price index excluding 
coal, crude oil and natural gas increased 2.8% in the 
month and 1.3% over the last 12 months. All eight 
component indexes registered price increases in April: 
a 2.3% increase for animal products had the largest 
impact, but significant increases were also registered 
for non-ferrous metals (5.4%), vegetable products 
(3.6%) and wood products (2.6%). 

The animals and animal products component index 
rose 2.3% in April; however, on a year-to-year basis the 
index was up only 0.5%, the lowest 12-month rise since 
January 1982. (However, this component index has 
now risen 5.7% since November.) Marked. price 
increases for cattle and calves dominated the April 
movement, while hog prices dropped sharply. Hides 
and skins and poultry prices were also up. 

The non-ferrous metals component rose 5.4% in 
Aprilto a level 12.7% higher than a year earlier. Signifi- 
cant price increases for nickel, silver and copper were 
largely responsible for the monthly movement, with 
gold and non-ferrous scrap also moving up. (Despite 
the price strength of recent months, many of the major 
non-ferrous metals still are priced lower than in April 
1982.).

The index for vegetable materials rose 3.6% in April, 
but still stood 4.7% below the level of April 1982. The 
monthly increase was mainly attributable to price rises 
for wheat and other grains, but notable increases were 
also posted for fresh fruit and oilseeds. Prices of raw 
sugar and green coffee declined slightly. 

The wood materials component rose 2.6% in the 
latest month but was still up only 0.8% from April 1982. 
Prices increases were posted for both logs and bolts 
and pulpwood.

Digest, 1981 


For most Canadians, the great travel escape continues 
to take us to... . Canada. 

According to Travel, Tourism and Outdoor Recrea- 
tion: A Statistical Digest (catalogue 87-401, Canada: 
$10.60; other countries: $1 2.70), when Canadians take 
overnight trips for business or pleasure, we leave our 
province only one time in six. Indeed, 78% of accom- 
modation expenses and 74% of travel expenditures in 
Canada are made by Canadians. 

When we leave Canada, nine times out of 10 we are 
travelling to the United States. But, for attracting visi- 
tors to North America, Canada seems to have the edge 
over Our neighbour to the south: we have only one- 
ninth of the population of the United States, none- 
theless we attract approximately one out of four tou- 
rists from Western European countries such as Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Germany. 

As would be expected, most international visitors to 
Canada are from the United States. American visitors 
spend about two-thirds of the total spent by all visitors 
to Canada. 

Highlights of the above-noted report include the 
following: 
¢ Canadians travelling internationally spent an esti- 
mated $1 billion on Canadian airline fares in 1980. 
¢ Air passenger travel rose 57% between Canada and 
the United States, and 34% on scheduled flights be- 
tween Canadian points over the period 1975-1980. 
¢ In 1980, the Calgary-Edmonton air route accounted 
for 700,000 passengers, second in volume to Toronto- 
Montreal with 1,100,000 passengers. 
¢ In 1981, Toronto was the city with the highest ave- 
rage annual hotel occupancy rate (77%). 
¢ Average room rates of hotels were highest in Cal- 
gary in both 1980 and 1981, at $47.33 and $57.16, 
respectively. 
¢ Receipts from food and beverage establishments 
totalled $9.1 billion (1981), while receipts of busi- 
nesses offering traveller accommodation were $4.5 bil- 
lion (1980). 

* Visitor-days spent in national parks rose 30% be- 
tween 1975 and 1980. 

* In 1975, the share of passengers reported by public 
Carriers was 22% air, 11% rail and 68% bus. By 1980, 
this had changed to 25% air, 14% rail and 61% bus.

Final 1981 estimates from the annual Survey of 
Consumer Finances are now available. These 
estimates, which should not be confused with the 
recently-released census data on 1980 incomes, 
were prepared from data collected by a sample 


survey of 37,000 dwellings taken in the spring of 
1982. Comparisons between 1980 and 1981 pre- 
sented in this release are based on the results of 
two consecutive Surveys of Consumer Finances. 


Final estimates indicate that average family income in 
Canada (total money income, before taxes and deduc- 
tions) moved over $30,000 for the first time in 1981 
—average family income was up by 10% over the year 
to $30,440 from $27,579 in 1980. However, when infla- 
tion during 1981 is taken into account, incomes showa 
drop of 2%. 

Provincially, only Ontario, Alberta and British 
Columbia had average family incomes above the 
national average in 1981. Average family incomes ran- 
ged from a low of $23,163 in Prince Edward Island toa 
high of $34,546 in Alberta. Among the largest Cana- 
dian cities, Edmonton and Calgary had the highest 
average family incomes, $37,275 and $37,129, respec- 
tively, followed by Ottawa at $36,825, Toronto at 
$35,616 and Vancouver at $35,344. 

The average income of unattached individuais in 
1981 was $13,535 compared to $11,435 in 1980. After 
adjusting for the rise in consumer prices, the increase 
was 5%. 

Statistics on low income in 1981 indicate: 

@ A total of 3.5 million persons were members of low 
income family units — unchanged from the 1980 esti- 
mate. Due to population growth, however, this repre- 
sents a drop to 14.7% of the population covered in 
1981, compared to 15.1% in 1980. 

® The overall incidence of low income for families 
changed marginally, down slightly to 12.0% in 1981 
from 12.2% in 1980, due largely to the decreased rate 
for families with middle-aged heads (aged 35 to 64 
years). 

¢ For unattached individuals, the situation improved, 
since the incidence dropped to 37.8% from 39.6%. This 
drop reflects decreases in the Atlantic Provinces, 
Ontario and the Prairies which more than offset the 
increased rate for unattached individuals in Quebec. 

Among low income family units: 

e Female headed families (the majority of them single 
parent families) constituted 33.8% of low income fami- 
lies, Compared to only 10.6% of all families. 

e Some 67% of low income unattached individuals 
were females. 

These estimates — which exclude households in the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories, on Indian reserves 
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and the institutional population — are subject to the 
usual errors present in sample surveys.

Retail Trade (Seasonally Adjusted Data), March 1983

Preliminary estimates of seasonally adjusted retail 
sales for March 1983 totalled $8,480.5 million, up 2.0% 
over the revised February 1983 level of $8,315.2 mil- 
lion. Among the 28 kinds of businesses surveyed, 19 
posted increased sales compared to the preceding 
month with the most notable gains for garages (+6.5%) 
and variety stores (+6.0%); the largest decreases were 
reported by household appliance stores (-3.1%) and 
household furniture stores (-4.0%). 

In March 1983, all provinces except Saskatchewan 
(-3.3%) and the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
(-3.1%) showed increased sales compared to the pre- 
ceding month, advances ranging from 0.8% in New- 
foundiand to 5.6% in Nova Scotia.

Bullding Permits, March 1983 — Advance Information 


Although a significant drop in non-residential building 
permits was posted in March 1983, strong residential 
construction intentions maintained the total value of 
permits issued at a relatively high seasonally adjusted 
level of $1,236.2 million, off 4.0% from a revised 
$1,288.0 million in February. In March 1982, the value 
of all building permits issued was $1,185.3 million. 
Builders’ intentions for new housing rose 7.6% to a 
Seasonally adjusted $845.6 million from $785.9 million 
in February. Authorizations for new single-detached 
houses rose to 9,618 units from 8,318 in February, 
while multiple dwellings rose to 6,102 from 5,957 units.

Industrial projects 
dropped 48.2% to $58.1 million from $112.2 million in 
February, and publicly-initiated projects were down 
39.4% to $149.3 million from $246.2 million. Partly off- 
setting these drops, the value of commercial projects 
rose 27.5% to $183.2 million from a depressed level of 
$143.7 million in February. On a provincial basis, the 
value of non-residential permits rose in Ontario, 
Alberta, British Columbia, Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island, but decreased in all other provinces.

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Capital Expenditures of Domestic and Foreign 
Controlled Establishments in Manufacturing, Mining 
and Forestry, 1983 


Statistics Canada produces a number of series 
which indicate the degree of foreign control of 
various sectors of the Canadian economy. The 


present measure is based on establishments and 
it may differ from those measures based on com- 
panies. 


Canadian controlled enterprises in the manufacturing 
industries’ forecast a significant decline of 27% in 1983 
capital spending to $4,124 million (see accompanying 
table). This will result in a decrease in their current 
share of capital expenditures to 45%. Foreign control- 
led firms expect a substantially lower decrease of 9% in 
capital spending from 1982 to a total of $4,976 million 
in 1983. 

Inthe mining sector, United States controlled enter- 
prises predict a 15% increase in capital expenditures in 
1983 to a level of $3,356 million following an 11% 
decline in 1982. This increase comes primarily from 
the oil and gas industry where a $452 million increase 
in capital expenditures by U.S. controlled firms is 
planned. (Based on unpublished data sources, more 
than half of this increase will occur in the province of 
Alberta.) The Canadian controlled firms’ increase of 
0.4% in this sector to $5,695 million in 1983 is derived 
solely from the oil and gas industry; Canadian control- 
led firms in the metal and non-metal mines industries 
expect decreases in capital expenditures. 

A detailed analysis of the manufacturing industries 

reveals that the declines in capital programs by Cana- 
dian controlled enterprises are especially heavy in the 
paper and primary metals industries which show drops 
of 42% and 52% to $736 million and $543 million, res- 
pectively. On the other hand, planned capital expendi- 
tures by U.S. controlled firms in the chemical indus- 
tries show a decline of 33% from 1982 to a level of $610 
million; this decline offsets a significant increase plan- 
ned by U.S. controlled firms in the primary metals 
industries. In the rubber and plastic products indus- 
tries, a 37% decline to $166 million in 1983 capital 
spending is largely a reflection of the decrease in 
expenditures by other foreign controlled firms. 
' As a point of reference, using comparable establish- 
ment data on value of shipments in the manufacturing 
and mining industries in Canada for the latest year 
available (1980), Canadian controlled firms in these 
sectors accounted for 53% and 58%, respectively, of 
the total value of shipments.

Preliminary statistics for the month of April 1983 show 
that 2.1 million United States residents entered 
Canada, up 5.3% from a year earlier. Visitors from 
countries other than the U.S. dropped by 12% during 
the month to 96,500. (This sharp decline was probably 
partly due to the fact that foreign visitors coming to 
Canada for Easter holidays entered in late March, with 
Easter Sunday celebrated on April 3.) Canadian resi- 
dents returning from the U.S. numbered 3.4 million, up 
18.6% from April 1982, while those returning from 
other countries increased by 21.3% to 162,000. 

During the first four months of 1983, some 6.8 mil- 
lion U.S. residents entered Canada, up 3.6% from 
January-April 1982. Visitors from all other countries 
decreased by 5.6% to 268,000. Canadian residents 
returning from the U.S. numbered 11.0 million, up 
15.9% from the year-earlier period, while residents re- 
entering from all other countries increased by 8.2% to 
635,000. 

In the first four months of 1983, long-term entries 
from the U.S. (including overnight or longer bus and 
auto traffic and all boat, train and plane entries) 
increased by 8.0% to 1.6 million. Entries by residents of 
countries other than the U.S. (excluding those arriving 
by land via the U.S. and entering and leaving on the 
same day) totalled 249,000, down 3.0% from 1982. 
Long-term Canadian re-entries from the U.S. advan- 
ced by 3.0% to 3.3 million, while those returning from 
countries other than the U.S. increased by 8.2% to 
635,000.

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University Financial Statistics’, 1979-80 to 1981-82 


Canadian university expenditures in 1981-82 rose 
more than 13% from the preceding year to reach $4.5 
billion, or 1.4% of Gross Domestic Product. University 
spending accounted for approximately 20% of the total 
education budget; by contrast, universities employed 
10% of all full-time teachers and provided education to 
7% of all full-time students. 

Provincial governments contributed more than 65% 
of university revenues in 1981-82, while fees represen- 
ted 10% of the total. On the other hand, direct federal 
government grants to sponsored research amounted 
to $360 million in 1981-82, an increase of 25% from the 
preceding year. 

A breakdown of university operating expenditures in 
1981-82 showed the following percentages allocated 
to the various functions: 57% for instruction, 14% for 
sponsored research, 11% for physical plant, 7% for 
administration, 6% for libraries, 3% for student ser- 
vices and 3% for computing. Universities in Ontario 
and Quebec were responsible for more than 65% of all 
sponsored research expenditures in absolute terms 
(40% and 26%, respectively). 

An analysis of university operating expenditures by 

type reveals that in 1981-82, more than 75% of the total 
budget was allocated to salaries and fringe benefits: 
40% went for academic and research staff, almost 30% 
for other occupational groups and 7% for fringe 
benefits.

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, April 1983 


On a seasonally adjusted balance-of-payments basis, 
preliminary results indicate that Canada’s exports 
climbed 10.5% or $730 million toa record monthly level 
of $7.70 billion in April 1983 following a 1.2% decline in 
March and a 4.3% increase in February. Imports also 
rose, but only 1.9% or $105 million to $5.71 billion in 
April after a 0.5% decline in March anda1.6% increase 
in February. Consequently the merchandise trade 
surplus jumped ahead $625 million to $1.99 billion in 
April following a $55 million pullback in March. 


Short Term Trend 

The increase in April export data confirmed the pickup 
in the export trend from a December 1982 low with 
increases of 1.0% in January and 1.7% in February. The 
turnaround in the import trend, one month earlier than 
for exports, continued to gain momentum with 
increases of 0.8% in December, 2.0% in January and 
2.3% in February. As a result, the retrenchment in the 
merchandise trade balance trend, from the September 
1982 peak, slowed substantially from declines of more 
than $60 million a month in both November and 
December to a $5 million decline in February to stand 
at a monthly surplus level of $1.5 billion. 

The pickup in the export trend continued to firm with 
Strong increases in the trends for motor vehicle pro- 
ducts (21.8% share of domestic exports), lumber pro- 
ducts (5.3% share), chemical products (5.5% share) 
and wheat (6.0% share). Other contributors included 


woodpulp (3.4% share), telecommunication equip- 
ment (1.8% share) and the turnaround in February for 
metal ores and concentrates (3.2% share), agricultural 
machinery (0.6% share) and other equipment and 
tools (1.8% share). 

The stronger pickup in the import trend compared to 
the export trend was the result of more widely based 
increases in major commodity components of the end 
products (62.2% share of imports) and fabricated 
materials (18.8% share of imports) sections. Robust 
pickups were recorded for imports of motor vehicle 
products (24.4% share), telecommunication equip- 
ment (4.2% share), other equipment and tools (6.5% 
share), clothing (1.7% share), photographic goods 
(1.3% share), chemicals (6.0% share), textiles (2.0% 
share) and iron and steel (1.5% share). Other commo- 
dities which have recently started to pick up include 
office machinery and equipment (4.0% share), hard- 
ware (1.5% share) and non-ferrous metals (2.9% 
share). 

Commodity Analysis 

Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest increases for exports posted in April 1983 
were for wheat (up 25% or $115 million to $560 million), 
petroleum and coal products (up 48% or $100 million 
to $300 million), coal (up 133% or $90 million to $160 
million following a $45 million decline in March), 
trucks (up 27% or $90 million to $425 million), crude

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petroleum (up 35% or $70 million to $265 million after a 
$65 million decline in March) and metal ores, concen- 
trates and scrap (up 34% or $65 million to $265 
million). 

Short Term Trend 

After the November 1982 low, the pickup in the trend 
for end products (35.6% share of domestic exports) 
firmed in recent months up to February. The main 
contributors continued to be the motor vehicle (21.8% 
share) and telecommunication equipment (1.8% 
share) sectors which both increased at a faster pace 
after November 1982 lows. Other contributors were 
agricultural machinery (0.6% share) which turned up 
after a 48% decline over a 16-month period, and other 
equipment and tools (1.8% share) which also turned 
up after a 9.3% decline over a five-month period. Partly 
counterbalancing these recent increases, industrial 
machinery (2.5% share), other transportation equip- 
ment (3.1% share) and office machinery (1.1% share) 
continued to decline in recent months up to February. 

The trend for the fabricated materials section (33.4% 
share of domestic exports) halted a five-month decline 
with a 0.3% increase in February. Contributions to this 
turnaround came from increases for woodpulp (3.4% 
share) which reached alowin December and has since 
picked up, petroleum and coal products (3.3% share) 
which ended three months of declines with a 0.6% 
increase in February, and hardware (0.7% share) 
which ended six months of declines with a 0.3% 
increase in February. After low points reached in the 
third and fourth quarter of 1982, strong increases in 
lumber (5.38% share) and chemical products (5.5% 
share) contributed as well to this recent turnaround. 
The declines in the trends for newsprint (4.5% share), 
other paper and paperboard (1.1% share), and non- 
ferrous metals (5.5% share) including precious metals 
(2.1% share) slowed in January and February. Further, 
the declines in iron and steel (1.8% share) and electri- 
city (1.2% share) have slowed in February. 

The trend for the crude materials section (17.9% 
share) remained almost unchanged in the six months 
up to February. Exports of metal ores, concentrates 
and scrap (3.2% share) ended a 39.4% decline over a 
16-month period with a 0.5% increase in February, 
while coal (1.6% share) continued to increase at a 
faster pace from a September 1982 low. Oilseeds (0.6% 
share) and crude petroleum (3.5% share) declined ata 
slower pace in recent months up to February, while 
natural gas (5.9% share) and asbestos (0.6% share) 
peaked in the fourth quarter of 1982 and have since 
declined. 

The trend for food, feed, beverages and tobacco 
(12.4% share of domestic exports) picked up from a 
November 1982 low by increasing 2.8% in January and 
3.8% in February, as a result of faster paced increases 
in cereals and cereal preparation exports (7.4% share). 
Declines in exports of fish and fish products (1.8% 
share) siowed from 6.6% a month in November to 2.2% 
a month in February. 


Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The largest increases posted for imports in April 1983 
were for motor vehicle parts (up 18% or $140 million to 
$920 million, following a $205 million decline in March) 
and other transportation equipment (up 36% or $70 
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million to $270 million). There was a significant decline 
recorded for crude petroleum (down 28% or $80 mil- 
lion to $210 million after a $75 million increase in 
March). 

Short Term Trend 

The trend for end products (62.2% share of imports) 
reached alow in November 1982 and has since increa- 
sed at a faster pace as motor vehicle products (24.4% 
share) recorded stronger increases in the three 
months up to February. Other contributors included 
other transportation equipment, including aircraft 
(3.7% share), telecommunication equipment (4.2% 
share), office machinery (4.0% share) and other 
equipment and tools (6.5% share). The decline in the 
import trend of industrial machinery (7.0% share) slo- 
wed from 2.4% in November to 1.6% in February. Agri- 
cultural machinery (1.9% share) continued to decline 
but at a slower pace in February. 

The main contributors to the pickup in the fabricated 
materials section (18.8% share) were strong increases 
in the trends for chemical products (6.0% share), iron 
and steel (1.5% share) and textiles (2.0% share) as well 
as recent increases from December 1982 lows for non- 
ferrous metals (2.9% share) and hardware (1.5% 
share). The increases in the trends for wood and paper 
(1.5% share) and petroleum and coal products (1.4% 
share) slowed substantially from November 1982 to 
February 1983. 

Crude material imports (10.3% share) continued to 
decline at a faster pace in recent months as a result of 
steeper declines in imports of crude petroleum (5.8% 
share). The trend for metal ores, concentrates and 
scrap (2.2% share) reached alowin December and has 
since picked up. Imports of coal (1.0% share) conti- 
nued to decline but at a slower pace, down from an 
11.3% decline in October to one of 4.2% in February. 

Imports of food, feed, beverages and tobacco (7.1% 
share) continued to pick up from a November 1982 
low, partly as a result of increased imports of meat and 
fish (0.4% share). Imports of fruits and vegetables 
(2.7% share) remained almost unchanged with 
increases of 0.2% in both January and February. 
Trading Partner Analysis 
Exports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 
There were two main contributors to the strong 
increase in overall exports for April 1983: exports to 
the United States (up 5.5% or $275 million to $5.26 
billion following a $180 million decline in March) and 
exports to Japan (up 36% or $115 million to $435 mil- 
lion after an $80 million decline in March). Exports to 
“Other E.E.C.” countries increased 11% or $35 million 
to $350 million, while exports to the United Kingdom 
were down 7% or $15 million to $200 million. 

Short Term Trend 

The recent turnaround in exports was mainly attribu- 
table to higher exports to the United States (71.3% 
(continued) 
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share) and to recent pickups in exports to Japan (5.2% 
share) and to “Other America” countries (3.4% share). 
Exports to the United Kingdom (2.9% share) continued 
to increase but at a slower pace. Exports to the “Other 
E.E.C.” (4.8% share) and the “Other O.E.C.D.” (1.9% 
share) countries, which both declined at a faster pace 
up to December 1982, registered smaller declines up 
to February. 


Imports (Seasonally Adjusted), Customs Basis 

The only significant increase in imports for April 1983 
was for imports from the United States (up 14.1% or 
$545 million to $4.43 billion, following a $400 million 
decline in March). Imports from all other destinations 
recorded small increases or remained at the same 
levels. 


Short Term Trend 

After a fourth quarter 1982 low, imports from the Uni- 
ted States (72.2% share), Japan (5.5% share), “Other 
E.E.C.” countries (5.4% share) and “Other O.E.C.D.” 
countries (2.8% share) continued to increase at a fas- 
ter pace in recent months up to February. Declines in 
imports from “Other America” countries (5.7% share) 
and from the United Kingdom (2.2% share), which had 
become larger from November 1982 to January 1983, 
were somewhat reduced in February.

New Housing Price Index, April 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Canada composite new housing price index 
(1976=100) advanced 0.2% to 129.8 in April 1983 from 
129.6 in March. However, the index still stood 3.8% 
lower than the year-earlier level of 134.9. In April, the 
Canada “house only” index showed no net change 
from March, remaining at 129.0, while the “land only” 
index increased 0.8% to 132.0. 

Between March and April, prices of new housing 
showed the largest increases in St. Catharines- 
Niagara (6.1%), Winnipeg (3.1%), Saskatoon (2.0%), 
Ottawa-Hull (1.3%), and Kitchener (1.0%). Minor 
increases were noted in Vancouver and Victoria (both 
up 0.3%), while Quebec City, Montreal and Windsor all 
registered advances of 0.2%.Notable price declines 
were recorded during the month in Calgary (-2.2%) 
and London (-0.9%), while both Toronto and Edmon- 
ton posted decreases of 0.2%. 


On a year-over-year basis, the largest new housing 
price increases were recorded in Kitchener (8.3%), St. 
Catharines-Niagara (8.2%) and Ottawa-Hull (7.8%); 
other increases ranged from 0.4% in Saskatoon to 4.8% 
in Quebec City. Significant year-over-year price drops 
were recorded in Calgary (-13.8%), Edmonton 
(-10.6%), Vancouver (-10.4%) and Victoria (-8.7%); 
other yearly declines ranged from -1.3% in London to 
-6.9% in Toronto.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, April 1983 — Advance 
Information 


Retail sales in April 1983 of all new motor vehicles, 
unadjusted for seasonal variations, showed a sharp 
20.4% advance to 113,007 units from the 93,849 units 
sold in April 1982. Sales of North American manufac- 
tured passenger cars surged 34.1% to 68,924 units, 
while domestic commercial vehicles increased 10.1% 
to 20,291 units. Sales of passenger cars built overseas 
decreased 7.5% from a year earlier to 19,430 units, 
while overseas commercial vehicles increased 44.2% 
to 4,362 units. 

The share of the Canadian passenger car market 
held by North American manufacturers in April 1983 
was 78.0%, up from 71.0% in April 1982. Japanese 
manufacturers took 18.2% of the market and European 
manufacturers 3.8% in April 1983, compared to per- 
centages of 23.1 and 5.9, respectively, for the previous 
year. 

Total value of new motor vehicles sold in April 1983 
increased 24.6% from a year earlier to $1,244.8 million. 
North American passenger cars soid for $720.6 million 
(up 40.9%) and commercial vehicles for $284.1 million 
(up 10.9%). Sales of passenger cars from overseas 
decreased 2.1% to $200.1 million, while those of com- 
mercial vehicles climbed by 46.1% to $40.1 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 194 
coaches or buses (down 29.5%) valued at $12.5 million 
(down 7.0%). 


Total sales in units during the first four months of 
1983 increased 9.4% from the same period last year to 
a level of 331,171 units valued at $3,644.4 million (up 
11.4%). 

Preliminary estimates of seasonally adjusted sales 
in April 1983 show that new passenger cars built in 
North America increased 8.3% to a level of 53,812 units 
from arevised 49,703 units in March. Adjusted sales of 
passenger cars manufactured overseas decreased 
0.3% to 18,228 units in April from the previous month’s 
revised sales of 18,282 units. Similarly, adjusted total 
sales of new commercial vehicles were 6.1% higher 
with 19,878 units sold compared to the previous 
month’s revised sales of 18,727 units.

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Gross Domestic Product, First Quarter 1983 and 
March 1983 (Based on Seasonally Adjusted Data) — 
Advance Information 
Gross domestic product in constant 1971 prices, sea- 
sonally adjusted at annual rates, increased 0.8% in 
March 1983 to $114.9 billion from $113.9 billion in 
February to continue an upward trend which began in 
November 1982. The increase of 2.4% over this five- 
month period strongly suggests that the long period of 
downturn in the economy following its peak in June 
1981 has ended. During this period, output decreased 
8.6%. 

In the first quarter of 1983, Gross Domestic Product 


increased 1.8% to a level of $114.3 billion from $112.3 


billion in the fourth quarter of 1982, marking the first 
quarterly increase in Canada’s economy since the 
second quarter of 1981. 


A Review of Industries During the Current Cycle! 
Accompanying tables show changes in the output of 
industries during the downturn in the economy — 
June 1981 to October 1982 — and during the upturn 
starting in November 1982. The major contributors to 
the upturn include manufacturing, trade, transporta- 
tion, storage and other utilities, and construction. 
These industries along with mining were also the main 
contributors to the decrease from June 1981 to Octo- 
ber 1982. 

The ranking of industries in terms of their contribu- 
tion to the downturn in GDP and again during the 
recovery shows that many of the same individual 
industries were among the major contributors during 
both periods, although their relative contributions 
vary. For example, the motor vehicle manufacturing 
industry was a more significant contributor during the 
upturn than during the downturn. 
© Construction output fell 15% from June 1981 to 
October 1982 and subsequently increased 5.5% to 
March 1983, mainly as a result of changes in residen- 
tial construction activity. From June 1981 to last Octo- 
ber, residential construction declined by 43% or $840 
million. As mortgage rates declined, residential buil- 
ding activity began to gain momentum in November, 
and consecutive monthly gains amounting to almost 
38% or $430 million were reported for November 
through March 1983. Output of most of the 
construction-oriented industries fell from June 1981 to 
October 1982. Many of the hardest hit of these indus- 
tries were in non-metallic mineral products manufac- 
turing — cement, concrete, ready-mix concrete, glass 
and glass products, and miscellaneous non-metallic 
mineral products manufacturing (which produces 
insulation and gypsum wallboard) — with decreases 
ranging from 11% to 31%. Electric wire and cable 
manufacturers dropped by about 37%. All of these 
industries increased their output in the October 1982 
to March 1983 period — electric wire and cable and 
ready-mix concrete manufacturers were up about 
20%. 

e Pulp and paper mills and sawmills, the two major 
wood-using industries, decreased by like percentages 
from July 1981 to October 1982, leading to a drop in 
forestry output of 18%. A drop in residential construc- 
tion activity in the United States was mainly responsi- 
ble for the decrease in sawmills but domestic demand 
for lumber was also weak, as reflected by decreases in 
a number of wood product manufacturing industries, 
residential construction, and in the furniture manufac- 
turing industries..During the recent downturn in the 
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woodpulp and fine papers were all extremely low 
throughout 1982 primarily due to weak export 
demand, although domestic markets for pulp and 
paper were also depressed with substantial drops in 
other paper industries, in commercial printing, and 
printing and publishing. 

Inthe upturn, output of many of the industries using 
lumber, including several of the other wood industries, 
residential construction and household furniture 
manufacturers increased sharply. Although domestic 
markets for lumber improved, a more significant factor 
in a strong recovery of 11% in sawmills’ output in the 
October 1982-March 1983 period was increased 
demand in the U.S. During the upturn, demand for 
Canadian lumber products was spurred by increased 
housing starts in the U.S., which by January and 
February were about double the most recent low point 
in November 1981 and about three-quarters of the 
most recent peak in April 1978. Lumber exports, which 
were extremely depressed in October of last year, 
began to increase in November and despite a decrease 
in March were almost 18% above the October low 
point. Declines or slow growth in many of the pulp-and 
paper-using industries and, more importantly, weak 
export demand resulted in a slower rate of recovery in 
pulp and paper mills. Pulp exports improved in 
November, while newsprint exports increased in 
March. Domestic demand for newsprint — as reflected 
by the publishing and printing industry — had only 
recovered fractionally by March. 
® Production of motor vehicle manufacturers peaked 
in June 1981 and subsequently slumped almost 38% 
($626 million) to October 1982 before rebounding. 
Output in March was up 33% from October (a gain of 
$340 million). Automobile parts and accessories pro- 
ducers followed a similar pattern, with production 
peaking in June 1981 and falling to its lowest level in 
October 1982. By March of this year, output of motor 
vehicle parts and accessories manufacturers had 
advanced 59%, or about $360 million above the Octo- 
ber low point. Canadian production levels for motor 
vehicles are a reflection primarily of exports, which 
were at relatively high levels in the period covering 
April to August of 1982. A surge in export activity 
began in January of 1983 and continued through 
February, before tapering off slightly in March. Motor 
vehicle dealers’ sales, which reached a high in Novem- 
ber 1981, fell to about 70% of that level by October 1982 
and then increased about 20% from October to March 
1983.

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tube mills increased almost 40%, iron foundries about 
10%, and smelting and refining was up slightly, with 
nickel copper refining increasing, while aluminum 
refining was down. Production in both iron mining and 
other metal mining — mainly copper and nickel mining 
— dropped about 50% from June 1981 to October 
1982. Poor export demand for refined copper and 
nickel and for iron ore, in addition to reduced domestic 
demand, were responsible for this weakness. Follow- 
ing a one-month strike in July 1981 which severely 
lowered production, other metal mines’ output conti- 
nued to grow until February 1982 when production 
began to falter. The production slide continued 
throughout the spring, reaching its lowest point in 
August last year, a drop of 60% or nearly $570 million 
below the February peak level. Production began 
€dging up in September and during the fall, finally 
rising 74% above the August 1982 low point and reco- 
eno $280 million of the drop in production by March 
3. 


* Among agriculture, food and beverage manufactu- 
rers, and related Industries, output changes during the 
downturn were varied with declines in restaurants, 
hotels and motels (which also reflected the weakness 
IN demand for accommodation), and in beverage 
Manufacturing and distribution industries. Most of the 
remaining industries registered moderate declines or 


slow growth rates. From October to March, the rates of 
growth were also varied. The output of retailers of 
foods and beverages increased as did that of restau- 
rants. However, production of anumber of food manu- 
facturers was still weak in the current period, notably 
of meat and poultry products manufacturers and fruit 
and vegetable processors. Although breweries reco- 
vered in the October-March period, wineries and distil- 
leries continued to decrease. 

@ Industries producing and distributing clothing and 
apparel generally also fell during the period of down- 
turn. The decline appears to have been more severe for 
men’s clothing than for women’s and children’s cloth- 
ing among both retailers and manufacturers. 
Decreases in the textile industries were generally more 
severe than among clothing industries, reflecting 
reduced demand for other products using textiles, 
such as furniture, rugs and carpeting, and automobile 
fabrics. In the period of recovery, women’s and chil- 
dren’s clothing continued to be stronger than men's 
clothing but the textile industries had the strongest 
advances. 

® Output of the chemical and related industries gene- 
rally dropped severely in the downturn, reflecting the 
weakness in demand from industries and other

consumers. Decreases ranged from 10% to almost 
30%. In sharp contrast, drug stores and manufacturers 
of pharmaceuticals and medicines both increased 
significantly. During the October-March span, many 
of the chemical industries recovered almost the 
amount of production lost in the earlier period. Once 
again, the pharmaceutical manufacturers moved in 
reverse to the rest of the economy — pharmaceutical 
manufacturers’ output declined and drug stores were 
flat. 

e The generally lower levels of production in the 
goods-producing industries during the economic 
contraction resulted in declines in all industries enga- 
ged primarily in the transportation of goods; rail trans- 
port fell more than 20% or $440 million and moving, 
storage and other truck transport also fell more than 
20% ($360 million). Passenger transport was not as 
weak as goods transport. The largest decline was in air 
transport (down about 12% or $190 million). In the 
upturn, rail transport (up $100 million) and truck 
transport (up $80 million) showed some growth. The 
gain in railway transport resulted from increased car- 
loadings of wheat, other grain, wood, automobiles and 
parts, chemicals, steel, woodpulp and fertilizer pro- 
ducts. By March, air transport was about 4% above 
October. 

e Energy industries were generally weak during the 
period of downturn. The major exception was the 
crude petroleum and natural gas industry. During the 
period of recovery, however, only electric power and 
pipeline transport increased. A relatively warm winter 
may have been responsible for lack of growth in man 
other industries. 


Gross Domestic Product, First Quarter 1983 
Most of the 1.8% increase in the quarter originated with 
the goods-producing industries which advanced 4.9%, 
while output of service-producing industries showed 
no change from the level recorded in the final quarter 
of 1982. 

The main contributors to the first quarter increase 
among goods-producing industries included manu- 
facturina (iin 7 4%) constriction (iin 21%) forestry 


(up 20.8%), and mining (up 2.9%). For the service- 
producing industries, increases recorded in transpor- 
tation services, and wholesale and retail trade were 
offset by declines in finance industries, and commu- 
nity, business and personal service industries. 


Gross Domestic Product, March 1983 
After the 0.8% advance in March, the level of economic 
activity in Canada stood 1.6% below the correspond- 
ing month of 1982. The growth in March was entirely 
due to gains posted in service-producing industries, 
especially transportation, trade and community, 
business and personal service industries. Goods- 
producing industries showed no change from the pre- 
vious month, with some gains recorded in forestry and 
construction offsetting declines in manufacturing. 
Specific industries which performed strongly in 
March included motor vehicle dealers, department 
stores, insurance and real estate services, iron and 
steel mills, education services (due to a strike reco- 
very), and residential construction. On the negative 
side, some weakness occurred among manufacturers 
of motor vehicles and metal fabricated products. 


1 The data shown in these tables refer to Gross Domes- 
tic Product by industry seasonally adjusted at annual 
rates in millions of 1971 dollars. They provide changes 
between June 1981, the most recent peak in the eco- 
nomy, and October 1982, the most recent low point in 
the economy, and again between October 1982 and 
March 1983, the most recent monthly data available.

A Note to Users of Employment Statistics 
The implementation of Statistics Canada’s new Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH) is 
entering an important new phase. 

During September, larger firms with 20 or more employees, and educational institutions were mailed the 
SEPH questionnaire for the first time. Smaller establishments and health and welfare institutions began 
receiving questionnaires in March 1982. 

The broad-based SEPH, designed to answer the current needs of users and reduce respondent burden, 
will cover most of the Canadian economy. Exceptions are hunting, fishing, agriculture, private households, 
religious Organizations and the military. 

The new survey will provide Canada’s first current employment, earnings and hours information for small 
as well as large firms. These data will be used to produce estimates of labour income, which accounts for 
about 60% of the Gross National Product at market prices. 

SEPH will provide further benefits to users through the availability of overtime hours and wages informa- 
tion and average weekly and hourly earnings that exclude overtime. These data will enhance Statistics 
Canada’s widely-used measures of productivity. 

With SEPH, four of Statistics Canada’s existing employment Surveys will be combined into one, resulting in 
a reduction of 30,000 in the number of respondents to employment Surveys. The SEPH design will also 
streamline the processing of data, resulting in more timely and comprehensive estimates.

Beginning with the April 1983 Survey reference month, SEPH will entirely replace Statistics Canada’s old 
employment surveys. At that time, information now contained in the monthly publications Estimates of 
Employees by Province and Industry (catalogue 72-008) and Employment, Earnings and Hours (catalogue 
72-002) will be incorporated into one volume. Thus, Estimates of Employees by Province and Industry willbe

With the exception of forestry, 
construction and finance, insurance and real estate, all 
industry divisions showed higher average weekly earn- 
ings. All regions contributed to the increase. 

Average weekly hours in March increased in mining

Capacity Utilization Rates in Canadian Manufactu- 
ring, First Quarter 1983 — Advance Information 


Capacity utilization in Canadian manufacturing indus- 
tries increased during the first quarter of 1983, turning 
around after a steady decline which began in the third 
quarter of 1981. The increase for total manufacturing 
was 6.0% to 67.2% of capacity from 63.4% in the pre- 
vious quarter. (The current level is still down 18.7% 
from the 82.7% level posted in the second quarter of 
1981, just before the rate began to decline.) 

Durable manufacturing industries showed an 8.3% 
increase in capacity utilization to 58.4% in the first 
quarter of 1983 from 53.9% in the fourth quarter of 
1982, while in non-durable manufacturing industries, 
the increase was 4.1% to 76.1% from 73.1%. 

Date are available on CANSIM from the first quarter 
of 1961 to the current quarter by major manufacturing 
groups according to the 1970 Standard Industrial 
Classification, with aggregates for durables, non- 
durables and total manufacturing.

Note to Data Users 


Data users should note that the statistics presen- 
ted here are estimates and not operating ratios 
based on either engineering measures — such as 
productive machine hours — or Survey results. In 
addition, it should be noted that the indexes are 
preliminary and could be revised as final statis- 
tics On production, investment and prices 
become available. 

Given the many conceptual and measurement 
problems surrounding the notion of Capacity uti- 
lization, the rates shown here are indicative of 
trends and cycles in the utilization of capital. The 
indicated level is only a statistical approximation 
and should be viewed as such. For example, a 
rate close to 100% indicates a high level of capital 
utilization which is considered a peak for the 
period observed. A description of the methodo- 
logy used to derive the rates is given in the publi- 
cation Capacity Utilization Rates in Canadian 
Manufacturing (31-003, $5.30/$21.20).

Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian Balance of Inter- 
national Payments, First Quarter 1983 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, Canada’s current 
account surplus fell substantially from the high $1,054 
million level of the previous quarter to $226 million in 
the first quarter of 1983 due largely to a substantial 
increase in merchandise imports. The merchandise 
trade surplus, however, remained high by historical 
standards as imports were still relatively weak. The 
upsurge in imports and an increase in exports were in 
line with the strengthening of the economy and 
contrasted with the previous‘ quarter when_ both 
imports and exports declined. 

In the capital account’, the net inflow from long- 
term capital continued to stem from new bond borrow- 
ings from abroad. The substantial reduction in the net 
outflow from short-term capital resulted largely from 
the foreign currency transactions of Canadian banks. 
In contrast to the previous three quarters, the banks 
reduced substantially the repayment of their debt to 
non-residents. 

The main quarterly features were: 
® On a seasonally adjusted basis, a decline of $828 
million in the current account surplus to $226 million. 
The surplus resulted from a merchandise trade surplus 
of $4.0 billion and a deficit of $3.8 billion on non- 
merchandise transactions; 

e A surge in imports of 10% to $16.8 billion, while 
exports increased by only 2.5% to $20.8 billion. These 
transactions left the merchandise trade surplus $1 bil- 
lion lower than in the previous quarter. 

— among imports, significant increases were recorded 
in automotive products, chemicals and non-ferrous 
metals. Declines were recorded in crude petroleum, 
coal, and agricultural and industrial machinery; 

— among exports, increases were posted in automo- 
tive products, wheat and lumber. There were declines 
in steel, industrial machinery and natural gas; 

e A reduction of $280 million in the deficit on service 
transactions to $4.0 billion. This was due mainly to 
lower net payments in both investment income and 
business service transactions. The decline in invest- 
ment income net payments was caused by both lower 
interest rates and a reduction in dividends; 

® Unadjusted for seasonal variations, a reduction of 
$546 million from the first quarter of 1982 in the current 
account balance to a deficit of $688 million. This drop 
was attributable to a higher merchandise trade 
surplus; 


® In the capital account, a net inflow of $1.0 billion 
from long-term transactions, compared to a net inflow 
of $0.5 billion in the previous quarter. This resulted 
largely from new issues of Canadian securities which, 
at $2.9 billion, were comparable with the previous 
quarter. The latter was much lower than the high levels 
recorded since the fourth quarter of 1981; 

® On foreign direct investment in Canada, a shift toa 
net outflow of $150 million, in contrast to a net inflow of 
$275 million in the previous quarter. Outflows of $0.8 
billion stemmed from acquisitions by residents of 
foreign direct investment in both the petroleum and 
manufacturing sectors; these were substantially offset 
by inflows from foreign direct investors in their Cana- 
dian enterprises, mostly in mining; 

® On Canadian direct investment abroad, a net out- 
flow of $600 million, up from $110 million in the pre- 
vious quarter. There were no large disposals of direct 
investment interests abroad in the current quarter, as 
had occurred in the fourth quarter of 1982; 

® In short-term capital, a net outflow of $760 million, 
compared to a net outflow of $3.3 billion in the pre- 
vious quarter. While on a net basis there were no major 
flows globally in any of the short-term accounts, there 
were, geographically, large offsetting movements in 
deposits between foreign countries. The Canadian 
non-bank sector reduced its deposits in the United 
Kingdom and increased its holdings in the United 
States. Concurrently, liabilities of Canadian banks to 
these countries shifted in the opposite direction; 

e A statistical discrepancy (net errors and omissions 
in the recorded estimates of current and capital tran- 
sactions) equivalent to a net inflow of $1.0 billion; 

@ An increase of $575 million in net official monetary 
assets, entirely due to an increase in reserve assets, 
e Arelatively stable Canadian dollar which fluctuated 
within a narrow range to close the quarter at 80.83 U.S. 
cents, half-a-cent lower than the closing of December 
1982.

Canada’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
decreased slightly to 12.4% in May 1983 from 12.5% in 
April. The participation rate rose to 64.4% from 64.2% 
in the preceding month and the employment/popula- 
tion ratio advanced to 56.4% from 56.1%. 

For the week ending May 21, 1983, the seasonally 
adjusted level of employment was estimated at 
10,597,000, an increase of 63,000 from April. There 
were increases recorded in all the major age/sex 
groups: employment rose 31,000 for rnales aged 15-24 
and by 14,000 for those 25 years and over, while the 
level increased by 8,000 for females 15-24 and by 
10,000 for those 25 years of age and over. Employment 
gains were registered in May in manufacturing 
(+32,000) and service (+17,000) industries, while it 
decreased by 18,000 in trade. On a provincial basis, 
employment rose in Quebec (+27,000), Ontario 
(+21,000), New Brunswick (+6,000) and Saskatchewan 
(+6,000), while it decreased by 12,000 in British 
Columbia. 

Seasonally adjusted, unemployment was estimated 
at 1,500,000 in May 1983, down slightly by 7,000 from 
April. Unemployment decreased by 13,000 for females 
25 years of age and over and by 8,000 for males aged 15 
to 24. Provincially, unemployment decreased by 3,000 
in New Brunswick, increased by 4,000 in Manitoba and 
showed little change elsewhere. 

Seasonally adjusted unemployment rates for the 
provinces in May 1983 were as follows, with April rates 
in brackets: Newfoundland, 19.4% (20.3%); Prince 
Edward Island, 11.7% (11.0%); Nova Scotia, 13.5% 
(13.4%); New Brunswick, 14.7% (15.8%); Quebec, 
14.3% (14.4%); Ontario, 11.5% (11.7%); Manitoba, 
10.3% (9.6%); Saskatchewan, 7.5% (7.6%); Alberta, 
10.5% (10.5%); and British Columbia, 13.9% (13.4%). 

The unadjusted employment level for Canada was 
estimated at 10,692,000 in May 1983, down 12,000 
(-0.1%) from a year earlier. Unemployment rose 20.3% 
to 1,493,000 from 1,241,000 over the 12-month period. 
The unemployment rate at 12.3% was up from 10.4% in 
May 1982 and the participation rate increased to 64.9% 
from 64.4%, while the employment/population ratio 
declined to 56.9% from 57.7% last year.

Therapeutic Abortions, Canada, 1981 


The annual number of therapeutic abortions perfor- 
med in Canada declined for the first time in 1981 to 
65,127 abortions from 65,855 in 1980. The abortion 
rate (number of abortions per 100 live births) for 
Canada declined for the second successive year after 
reaching its peak level of 17.8 in 1979, falling to 17.5 in 
1981 from 17.7 in 1980. International comparisons 
have shown the Canadian abortion rate to be consis- 
tently lower than the rate of most of the countries inthe 
Western Hemisphere. The 1981 abortion rate for 
Canada (17.5) was less than half the abortion rate for 
Sweden (35.5), Denmark (42.9), Czechoslovakia and 
the United States (42.8 in 1980). It was closer to the 
abortion rate for England and Wales (20.3), and higher 
than the rate for Scotland (13.0). 

As in previous years, the majority of therapeutic 
abortions continued to be performed by a small frac- 
tion of the hospitals with therapeutic abortion commit- 
tees. In 1981, over 73% of the 65,127 abortions were 
performed by 15% of the 267 hospitals with abortion 
committees. Each of the hospitals in this group per- 
formed 400 or more abortions during the year. About 
21% of the 267 hospitals did not perform any abortions 
in 1981. 

The Canadian women who obtained therapeutic 
abortions were mostly young, unmarried and without 
Previous children: based on 1981 data, about 61% were 
under 25 years of age, 66% single and 62% had no 
previous deliveries. More and more women obtained 
abortions at early Stages of pregnancy. Abortions at 
less than 13 weeks of pregnancy asa percentage of the 
total abortions increased to 87% in 1981 from 79% in 
1974. The percentage of cases with abortion complica- 
tions declined to 2.3% in 1981 from 3.1% in 1974.

Retail Trade, April 1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show retail trade in April 1983, 
unadjusted for seasonal variations, totalled $8,371.0 
million in current dollars, an increase of 3.7% from a 
year earlier. Among the 28 kinds of businesses cover- 
ed, 21 posted higher sales with the most notable 
increases for household appliance stores (+15.1%), 
furniture, TV, radio and appliance stores (+12.1%) and 
household furniture stores (+11.3%). Major decreases 
were reported by florists (-6.5%), jewellery stores 
(-5.9%) and service stations (-3.2%). 

Sales increases from April 1982 were posted in all 
provinces except Alberta (-0.7%), and the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories (-14.3%), gains ranging from 
+0.3% in British Columbia to +7.1% in New Brunswick. 
Sales were higher in April 1983 in all metropolitan 
areas covered; Toronto (+4.5%), Winnipeg (+4.3%), 
Montreal (+2.4%) and Vancouver (+0.4%). 

Seasonally adjusted, preliminary retail sales esti- 
mates for April 1983 were at a level of $8,304.5 million, 
down 2.8% from the revised $8,547.5 million estimate 


for March 1983. The largest sales decreases were 
reported for variety stores (-15.6%), florists (-14.0%) 
and department stores (-11.9%), while household fur- 
niture stores (+4.9%), grocery, confectionery and sun- 
dries stores (+2.7%), and personal accessories stores 
(+2.2%) showed the largest sales increases. All pro- 
vinces reported lower sales, decreases ranging from 
-7.7% in New Brunswick to -0.4% in Saskatchewan.

Farm Cash Receipts, January-April 1983 — Advance 
Information 


Farm cash receipts for January-April 1983 totalled an 
estimated $6,220.1 million, down fractionally by 0.2% 
from the year-earlier level of $6,230.7 million. 

Receipts from the sale of field crops declined 
slightly in the latest period to $3,112.7 million; increa- 
sed cash receipts for wheat, rapeseed and soybeans 
were offset by lower receipts for rye, flaxseed, corn 
and potatoes. Cash receipts from the sale of livestock 
and livestock products were up marginally from the 
January-April 1982 level to $2,972.2 million. 

Estimated farm cash receipts measure gross cash 
returns to farmers from the sale of all agricultural pro- 
ducts. Also included are Canadian Wheat Board parti- 
cipation payments, cash advances paid on farm- 
stored commodities, and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance 
has been made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 
producers’ operating expenses and depreciation 
charges, is published annually in catalogue 21-202. 

Data users should note that Newfoundland data 
have been included in the monthly cash receipts esti- 
mates for the first time this month. In the future, New- 
foundland will be included on a regular basis.

Residential Building Construction Input Price Index, 
April 1983 — Advance Information 


The Residential Building Construction Input Price 
Index for Canada (1971=100) edged up 0.1% to 275.7 in 
April 1983 from its revised level of 275.5 in March. The 
rise, the eighth consecutive monthly increase, was 
mainly attributable to increased prices for lumber in 
the Atlantic and Prairie provinces, brick in the Prairies 
and crushed stone in Ontario. Higher prices were also 
registered for siding shingles, selected hardware and 
plumbing materials. With the exception of plywood, 
which registered a drop of 0.6% during the month, all 
other prices and wage rates remained unchanged. 

On a regional basis, input prices of labour and mate- 
rials showed the largest increase in April in the Atlantic 
provinces (0.5%), followed by the Prairie provinces 
(0.2%). In Quebec, a drop of 0.1% was recorded. 

Comparing April 1983 with April 1982, the Canada 
total index rose 9.9%: this comprised a 12.1% increase 
in wage rates and a rise of 8.5% for materials. 


Federal Government Employment, First Quarter 1983 
— Advance Information 


Employees of the federal government (including 
members of the Canadian Armed Forces) and 
government enterprises numbered 579,780 as of 
March 1983, an overall decrease of 5,375 from March 
1982. General government employees increased by 
4,283 (1.0%), while those in government enterprises 
declined by 9,658. 

The growth in general government employment in 
the latest period was due to increased establishment 
and/or term employment in a number of departments, 


mainly: Employment and Immigration; External 
Affairs; National Revenue — Taxation; Energy, Mines 
and Resources; Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment and Royal Canadian Mounted Police. This was 
offset to some extent by decreases in Canada Post 
Corporation, National Health and Welfare and Statis- 
tics Canada. The decline in government enterprise 
employment was due to a large extent to the laying-off 
of employees by the Canadian National Railways, 
Canadair Limited, de Havilland Aircraft of Canada 
Limited and Air Canada. 

Gross payrolls (including overtime and retroactive 
payments) for January-March 1983 totalled $3,659.8 
million, down $68.5 million from the corresponding 
quarter in 1982. 

The January-March 1983 issue of the publication

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The 1986 Canadian Census Tract Manual 
This working paper is the 1986 version of the census tract manual prepared by the 
Geography Division of Statistics Canada. As part of the preparations for the 1986 
Census of Canada, this manual has been written for use in the delineation or 
revision of census tract limits in Canada. 

A census tract is a permanent, small intra-urban geostatistical area for which 
census data are tabulated. This manual defines the census tract concept, provides 
guidelines for delineating or revising census tracts, explains the relationship of 
census tracts to other census geostatistical area concepts, describes some uses of 
census tracts and census tract data and provides examples of data, reference and 
cartographic products available by census tract.

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Notes to Data Users 

Canada-United States trade in automotive products, shown in this special release, is measured by compa- 
ring the import statistics of each country. U.S. statistics on imports from Canada (converted to Canadian 
dollars) are used to represent Canadian exports because this enables a more exact comparison of the two 
trade flows. This greater exactness results from several factors. Customs revenue is collected on the basis of 
import documentation and consequently, the filing and scrutiny of import documents is more rigorous. The 
use of Customs tariff along with the commodity code allows assignment of the trade of certain commodities 
to the automotive sector. Examples of such commodities are tires, hardware, fabric, glass, metal materials, 
lighting fixtures, ignition equipment, etc., which may or may not be related to production of automobiles. As 
aresult, the datain this release, for automotive trade with the U.S. differ significantly from data released in all 
other Statistics Canada trade reports such as the Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade (Daily Bulletin, 
catalogue 11-001E) and the monthly Summary of External Trade (catalogue 65-001). Data in these trade 
reports give statistics by commodity which can serve as an approximation of automotive trade; however, they 
should not be expected to agree precisely with this release. 

The data published in Table 1 of this release also appear in the Annual Report of the President to the (U.S.) 
Congress on the operation of the Automotive Products Trade Act of 1965, and are accepted in both countries 
as the official measure of trade in automotive products. 

Exports to all countries except the United States are measured using Canadian export statistics, and not 


the counterpart country import statistics. 


Canada’s Foreign Trade in Automotive Products, First 
Quarter 1983 

Trade with the United States (Table 1) 

(In the text, values are generally rounded to the nea- 
rest $5 million.) 

Canada’s balance of trade in automotive products 
with the United States strengthened by $280 million in 
the first quarter of 1983, increasing to an $815 million 
surplus from the $535 million surplus posted in the first 
quarter of 1982. 

The higher surplus in the latest quarter reflected a 
slight $55 million increase to $1.8 billion in the surplus 
on vehicles (cars, trucks and other motor vehicles) 
coupled with a $215 million decline in the deficit on 
parts to $1.09 billion. Total exports were up by 26.2% 
as aresult of a31% rise in passenger car exports anda 
sharp 47% jump in parts exports. Overall imports clim- 
bed by 21.6% because of an 82% increase in passenger 
car imports and a 10% rise in parts imports. 

Trade (Customs Basis) with Overseas Contries 
(Table 2) 

The deficit on trade in automotive products with over- 
seas countries more than doubled, rising to $345 mil- 
lion in the first quarter of 1983 from $140 million in the 
first quarter of 1982. The deficit increase of $210 mil- 
lion was due to a 53% drop in exports, rather than arise 
in imports (up only 4%).

On a unit basis, exports to the United States of pas- 
senger cars classified by car size based on interior 
volume (excluding station wagons and passenger 
Cars, n.e.s.) were up by 36,000 units (27%), and imports 
posted a gain of 43,000 units (80%). Export growth was 
strongest in intermediate cars, up by 22,000 units 
(31%); large car exports rose by 12,000 units (27%) and 
small car exports by 2,000 units (12%). The rise in 
passenger car imports was due to increases of 156% or 
26,000 units in intermediate cars, 158% or 6,000 units 
in large cars and 34% or 11,000 units in small cars. This 


jump changed the composition of American imports 
significantly, as intermediate cars accounted for 43% 
of the total (compared with 30% in the first quarter of 
1982); large cars took 11% of the market, a rise of 4 
percentage points, and small cars dropped by 16 per- 
centage points (to 46% from 62%). Station wagon 
exports were up by 3,000 units (14%), and imports 
registered an even larger increase of 7,000 units (71%). 


Sources of Canadian Passenger Car Imports Based on 
Number of Vehicles — Customs Basis (Table 4) 
Following a 59,000 unit decline in the first quarter of 
1982, passenger car imports were up by 51,000 units 
(45%) in the first quarter of 1983. The increase was 
almost entirely due to imports from the United States, 
which rose by 49,000 units (76%) to a level of 114,000 
units. Imports from overseas countries were only mar- 
ginally higher, rising by 1,000 units (3%) to 50,000 
units. The marked increase in imports of American 
cars boosted the United States’ market share to 69.5% 
in the first quarter of 1983 from 57.2% for the same 
period in 1982; as a result, imports from overseas 
countries accounted for only 30.5% of total imports in 
the 1983 period, compared with 42.8% in 1982. Despite 
an 8,000 unit increase in the first quarter, passenger 
car imports from Japan slipped back to 26.6% of 1983 
imports from 31.8% for the same period in 1982. 
Imports from all other countries (excluding the United 
States and Japan) declined by over 6,000 units (50%) 
between the first quarter of 1982 and the same period 
in 1983; as a result, their share of imports dropped 
sharply to 3.8% in the first quarter of 1983 from 11.2% 
in the first quarter of 1982.

Non-residential Building Construction Input Price

The Non-residential Building Construction Input Price 
Index for Canada (1971=100) was ata level of 290.0 in 
April 1983, down 0.1% from 290.3 in March. This mar- 
ginal decline, which ended six consecutive months of 
increases, was mainly attributable to lower prices fora 
broad range of commodities which were almost offset 
by increases for other building materials. The largest 
changes occurred for electrical materials (-0.7%) and 
lumber and lumber products (0.8%).

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The Canadian Composite Leading Index (1971=100) 
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A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in the Statistical System 


Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the government and private sectors are making increased and 
more sophisticated uses of quarterly national accounts and of other macro-economic frameworks in order to 
evaluate the current performance of the economy and to detect its underlying trends. However, by the time 
users have access to the elaborate frameworks which allow them to analyze the economy in a relatively 
disciplined fashion, events with consequences for the near and medium term future may have already taken 
place. The first quantitative manifestation of current economic developments often occurs in a group of 
indicators that lead cyclical movements in the economy and that can be assembled rapidly as events unfold. 
Consequently it is not surprising that “leading indicators” have long played a role in assessing current 
economic conditions. In the last decade the increased severity of recessions worldwide has disabused most 
analysts of the notion that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled interest in the leading indicator 
approach to economic analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of organizations, both in Canada and 
elsewhere, that have developed indicator systems to monitor economic developments is quite impressive. All 
of this activity has stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being carried out and into possible 
directions of evolution of indicator systems. 

These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
minimized while preserving the maximum amount of lead time. A paper on these topics was published inthe 
May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis (catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this note we 
can only be suggestive and indicate that a leading indicator system should be structured as much as possible 
like the framework (e.g. the quarterly national accounts) that it is intended to complement, and it must 
contain a broad enough range of component indicators to enable the system to warn of cyclical changes that 
may be generated by any of a large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the current version of Statistics 
Canada’s leading indicator system does not incorporate all the implications of the theoretical guidelines, 
along with the guidelines, it constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in Canada, and will become 
increasingly more so as the system evolves in accordance with the theoretical principles underlying its 


ee 


development. 


The Canadian Composite Leading Indicator, March 
1983 — Advance Information 


The size and breadth of increases in the composite 
leading indicators’ in March 1983 suggest that the 
economic recovery will continue through the next 
several months at least. The composite leading index 
(1971=100) advanced 3.01% in March to a level of 
124.86, as all 10 components continued to increase. 
The non-filtered? version rose 1.69% to 133.5. The 
sources of strength in final demand appear to be 
consumer demand, exports and housing. The period 
of massive inventory liquidation appears to be over, 
with the result that increases in final demand are now 
being reflected in increased employment, especially in 
manufacturing. 

The indicators of personal expenditure on goods 
continued to rise in March, indicating that consump- 
tion should continue the upturn that began in the 
fourth quarter of 1982. Sales of new motor vehicles and 
of furniture and appliances grew 1.37% and 1.04%, 
respectively. Signs of a slowdown in household 
demand early in the first quarter dissipated as the 
non-filtered sales of cars (and of many other durable 
goods) regained strength following two consecutive 
months of decline. Although the weakness in sales of 
furniture and appliances (non-filtered) continued into 
March, this apparently was viewed by retailers as a 
transitory phenomenon as manufacturers’ new orders 
for furniture and appliances jumped 9.3% in March. 
These expectations of a recovery in demand are sup- 
ported by strong gains in the indicators of residential

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construction, and by the vigorous growth in employ- 
ment in April and May, which has considerably impro- 
ved the outlook for real incomes in the second quarter. 

The residential construction? index continued to 
advance rapidly in March, up 10.90%. This virtually 
guarantees growth in residential construction 
throughout the first half of 1983. Moreover, the surge 
in the non-filtered housing starts and building permits 
early inthe second quarter suggests that the growth in 
residential construction could extend over most of the 
year. The surge in housing starts in May (to a level of 
254,000 at annual rates for non-filtered data) is partly 
an irregular movement due to the termination of assis- 
tance programs for housing. It also reflects, however, 
the underlying positive trend in housing that has 
emerged gradually since last September. Underlying 
demand for new housing, particularly for single-family 
units, may be buoyed by the changing distribution of 
the population which, at the current time, should imply 
a greater rate of property acquisition. 

Recovery in the manufacturing sector proceeded in 
March. The growth in household and export demand 
since autumn succeeded in reversing, in the first quar- 
ter, the downward trend in new orders for durable 
goods and in the ratio of shipments to finished goods 
inventories. The improvement continued into March 
with these series rising 0.64% and 0.02, respectively. 
The improvement was not sufficient, however, to raise 
employment in manufacturing, which, according to 
the labour force survey, remained practically flat 
through April. However, the improved outlook for 
consumer demand, for residential construction, and 
for exports, should improve the performance of the 
manufacturing sector. Supporting this notion, the ave- 
rage workweek climbed 0.40% in March and employ- 
ment in manufacturing was up 1.8% in May. 

The improvement in the indicator of profit margins 
accelerated in March, reflecting the substantial growth 
in profits in the first quarter. The percentage change in 
manufacturers’ price per unit labour cost advanced 
0.15 to 0.02%, while the non-filtered series was up 0.15 
to 0.39%. Profit margins continued to improve because 
of productivity gains as output per employee increa- 
sed and unit labour costs posted another large decline. 
Hourly earnings advanced 0.5%, higher than the 0.2% 
rate of increase in prices, muting somewhat the bene- 
ficial effect of the productivity gains. Although wage 
gains have become more moderate, in the short term 
they will likely continue to partially offset the effects of 
productivity increases, as negotiated settlements in 
manufacturing advanced 5.9% in the first quarter. 

The leading index for the United States accelerated 
in March (+1.61%), indicating that the recovery of our 
exports to that country should continue in the second 
quarter, following a 10.3% gain in the first quarter. 
Exports to the U.S. increased 5.5% in April after a 
one-month downturn in March, due mainly to a pause 
in automobile trade between the two countries. The 
strengthening of exports in April was widespread as all 
major commodity groups registered increases, reflec- 
ting the improved demand by the United States. 
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Demand in Europe and Japan improved also as 
exports to both these regions grew in April, reflecting 
the recent increases in the leading indicators for most 
major OECD countries. 

Leading indicators of the financial sector continued 
their advance in March, although a slowdown became 
evident in the non-filtered data. The index of stock 
prices on the Toronto exchange gained 7.03%, and the 
real money supply was up 1.27%. Increased expendi- 
tures for residential housing were reflected ina growth 
in demand for mortgages but, excluding mortgages, 
consumer Credit remained weak, suggesting that hou- 
seholds are financing their expenses from current 
income or from asset liquidation. 


1 The Composite Leading Indicator has been updated 
in order to include the annual revisions made to the 
data at the source during the last 18 months. 

2 The purpose of filtering is to reduce irregular move- 
ments in the data so that one can better judge whether 
the current movement represents a change in the 
business cycle. Unfortunately, all such filtering entails 
a loss of timeliness in warning of cyclical changes. 

All references to leading indicators are to filtered 
data unless otherwise stated. 

We have attempted to minimize this loss in time- 
liness by filtering the leading index and its compo- 
nents with minimum phase shift filters so as to mini- 
mize false signals and maximize lead time. See D. 
Rhoades, “Converting Timeliness into Reliability in 
Economic Time Series or Minimum Phase-shift Filte- 
ring of Economic Time Series”, Canadian Statistical 
Review, February 1980. 

Over the period January 1952 to January 1982 the 
unfiltered index exhibited a six-month average lead at 
business cycle peaks, a two-month lead at troughs, 
and emitted 64 false signals. The filtered index emitted 
only 10 false signals over this period and had a five- 
month average lead at peaks and a one-month lag at 
troughs. Of the 361 months in the period January 1952 
to January 1982, the 10 false signals in the filtered 
version represent an error rate of 2.8%, whereas the 64 
false signals in the non-filtered series represent an 
error rate of 17.8%. 

3 This index is a composite of urban housing starts, 
residential building permits, and mortgage loan 
approvals.

Sales 
Canadian wholesale merchants’ sales in April 1983 
increased by 5.6% over the corresponding month last 
' year. The most significant increases were recorded by 
wholesalers of electrical machinery, equipment and 
Supplies (+46.7%), lumber and building materials 
(+19.6%), farm machinery, equipment and supplies 
(+18.8%) and apparel and dry goods (+17.1%). 
Provincially, the largest percentage increase over 
the 1982 level was registered in New Brunswick 
(+20.7%). Major contributors to this increase were the 
food wholesalers of that province. 


Inventories 

Wholesale inventories in April 1983 were down 8.5% 
from the corresponding month last year. The overall 
decline in the level of inventories was due primarily to 
wholesalers of metal and metal products (-30.9%), 
apparel and dry goods (-15.9%), motor vehicles and 
accessories (-14.7%) and household furniture and 
house furnishings (-14.3%).

Transactions with non-residents in outstanding 
Canadian securities produced a net capital outflow 
from Canada of $42 million in April, down from the 
March $82 million net outflow. Non-residents conti- 
nued to reduce holdings of outstanding Canadian 
equities, producing a net outflow of $91 million. This 
compared with a net outflow of $77 million in March. 
The net outflow in the current month was partially 
offset by a net inflow of $49 million from non-residents 
acquiring outstanding Canadian bonds. 

Residents of Canada increased further their hold- 
ings of foreign equities, continuing the trend which 
started in late summer of 1982. Net purchases resulted 
in anet capital outflow of $90 million, up from the net 
outflow of $72 million in March. Over the last six 
months, Canadians have acquired, on a net basis, 
some $400 million of foreign equities, mainly United 
States issues. In April, residents added to their hol- 
dings of foreign bonds, resulting in a net outflow of $13 
million.

Department Store Sales and Stocks, April 1983 — 
Advance Information 


Department store sales, without adjustment for season- 
al variations, were $775.3 million in April 1983, down 
1.7% from April 1982. Sales were higher in 16 of the 40 
departments with the highest increases recorded in 
furs (+31.2%), repairs and sevices (+21.4%) and linens 
and domestics (+13.1%). The most notable decrease 
was reported in the sales of girls’ and teenage girls’ 
wear (-18.4%). 

Four provinces showed increased department store 
sales compared to a year earlier, with gains ranging 
from 8.7% in Saskatchewan to 0.5% in Ontario. The 
decreases in sales ranged from 11.9% in the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories to 0.4% in New Brunswick. Of 
the 10 metropolitan areas covered, the largest sales 
gain was posted in Halifax-Dartmouth (+9.9%), while 
the largest decrease was in Calgary (-9.6%). 

Sales by major department store organizations in 
April 1983 totalled $496.5 million, down 1.4% from 
April 1982, and junior department store organizations 
had sales of $278.8 million, down 2.4% from a year 
earlier. 

Department stores captured 10.8% of the total retail 
trade market in April 1983, an increase over the share 
of 10.2% reported in April 1982. 

Seasonally adjusted, the volume of sales by depart- 
ment stores decreased 11.9% from March 1983 to 
$818.3 million in April 1983. 

Cumulative unadjusted sales for all department 
stores for the first four months of 1983 were $2,790.4 
million, up 4.9% over the January-April 1982 period. 
Sales of major department stores totalled $1,830.2 mil- 
lion, an increase of 3.9% over 1982, and junior depart- 
ment stores had sales of $960.2 million, up 6.7%. 

The selling value of stocks held in April 1983, at 
$3,261.6 million, showed a decrease of 2.2% from the 
same month a year earlier. The seasonally-adjusted 
value of stocks at $3,003.6 million was 7.7% lower than 
in the preceding month.

Who are the recent migrants in Canada? How do the characteristics of migrants 
differ from those of non-migrants? 
_ An article entitled On the Move: Results of a Special Survey on Migration, 
published in the May 1983 issue of The Labour Force (catalogue no. 71-001, 
$3.70/$37) looks at various aspects of migration. The paper uses data from a 
survey conducted in August 1982 as a supplement to The Labour Force Survey. 
The perspective used in the analysis is that of the province of residence at the time 
of the survey. According to the data, an estimated 9.1% of Canadians aged 15 years 
and over changed their province or country of residence between June 1, 1976 and 
August 21, 1982. The following facts can be observed from the survey results: 
® one out of five individuals in the working-age population in Alberta was a 
migrant, compared to one out of 25 in Quebec. 
® more than 50% of all migrants were located in Ontario and Alberta.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
Industries, April 1983 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates show the seasonally adjusted 
value of new orders in all Canadian manufacturing 
industries increased 4.3% in April 1983 to $15,866.8 
million from the revised March estimate of $15,214.4 
million. In durable goods industries, new orders with 
an estimated value of $6,582.5 million climbed 7.9% 
from the March value of $6,099.6 million: most of the 
increase reflected gains of $145.2 million in electrical 
products industries, $120.2 million in primary metal 
industries and $117.5 million in transportation equip- 
ment industries. New orders received in non-durable 
goods industries had an estimated value of $9,284.3 
million, up 1.9% from the revised estimate of $9,114.8 
million for March. 

The seasonally adjusted unfilled orders backlog of 
manufacturers at the end of April was $16,756.0 mil- 
lion, down 0.7% from the revised March estimate of 
$16,869.8 million. Unfilled orders decreased 0.8% in 
durable goods industries to $14,537.9 million from 
$14,650.3 million, and in non-durable goods indus- 
tries, the estimate was down 0.1% to $2,218.1 million 
from $2,219.5 million a month earlier. 

The seasonally adjusted value of manufacturers’ 
shipments in April was $15,980.6 million, up 4.1% from 
March’s revised value of $15,358.5 million. Shipments 
of durable goods industries jumped 6.6% to $6,694.9 
million from $6,282.2 million: increases of $180.8 mil- 
lionin transportation equipment industries and $167.6 
millionin primary metals industries provided the major 
contributions. In non-durable goods industries, ship- 
ments were up 2.3% to $9,285.7 million from $9,076.3 
million: a $95.8 million increase in petroleum and coal 
products was the major contributor, but increases 
were noted in most of the major groups.

Seasonally adjusted inventory owned by manufac- 
turers at the end of April was $31,239.2 million, down 
0.1% from March's revised value of $31,265.8 million. 
Total inventory held decreased 0.2% to $32,486.0 mil- 
lion in April from $32,538.8 million in March: increases 
of 0.4% were posted for both raw materials and goods 
in process but finished products declined by 1.3%. 

The seasonally adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments at the end of April was 1.95:1, 
down from 2.04:1 in March; this measure was at its 
lowest level since July 1981 when it stood at 1.93:1. 
The ratio of finished products to shipments declined to 
0.67:1 from 0.71:1, marking a low for this ratio since 
August 1981. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in April 1983 were estimated at $15,842.1 
million, 5.9% lower than the,March value of $16,833.3 
million. Cumulative shipments for the first four months 
of 1983 at an estimated $61,102.1 million were up 1.3% 
from the $60,346.4 million level for January-April 1982.

The estimates were obtained by adding to, or sub- 
tracting from, the June 3, 1981 Census data (adjusted 
to June 1), plus the changes of population in eight 
components by marital status, age and sex from June 
1, 1981 to May 31, 1982. 

Two components were obtained by new methods: in 
the case of interprovincial migration, data were taken 
from Revenue Canada tax files; and numbers of emi- 
grants were estimated using the Family Allowance file 
M0024 and the Revenue Canada tax files. 

Data on the remaining components (immigration, 
births, deaths, marriages, divorces and new widow- 
hood) were updated to take into account the 1981 final 
statistics.

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Input-Output Data on CANSIM 


In their full dimensions, the Input-Output tables present the most detailed accounting of the Canadian 
economy available. The tables encompass interrelated industry and commodity accounts which chart the 
source of each commodity by industry and from imports and the disposition of each commodity by industry 
for intermediate use and by category of final demand. The tables are published with summarized industry 
and commodity classes in The Input-Output Structure of the Canadian Economy, 1971-79 (catalogue 
Seas and The Input-Output Structure of the Canadian Economy in Constant Prices, 1971-79 (catalogue 

Selected data pertaining to all 191 input-output industries and 602 commodities and primary inputs 
(except for confidential entries) can now be obtained from the CANSIM Cross-Classified Database. The 
industry and commodity information are available in current and constant prices for all years from 1961 to 
1979. 

— the industry tables in current prices display the value of intermediate inputs used in each industry, net 
indirect taxes, wages and salaries and supplementary labour income, and the other elements of gross 
domestic product. These sum to the output of the industry, which is also displayed; 

— the industry tables in constant prices are similar, except labour income and the other elements of gross 
domestic product are combined, and the number of persons employed is also shown; 

— the commodity tables show in current and constant prices for each commodity the total output by 
domestic industries, the value of intermediate use of the commodity by domestic industries, the value of 
exports, imports, and other final demand. 

From these data a number of ratios can be derived for any or all years. For industries, one can calculate an 
industry's share of the GDP of all industries or of the whole economy. For commodities, one can calculate the 
domestic availability, the import share, or the export share. A more complete description of the analytic 
potential of the Input-Output CANSIM Cross-Classified Database or the complete Input-Output Tables can 
be found in The Input-Output Structure of the Canadian Economy, 1971-79, Catalogue 15-201E, particularly 
Appendix B.

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Radio and Television Broadcasting, 1982 — Advance 
Information 

Preliminary results indicate that privately-owned radio 
broadcasting revenues for the year ended August 31, 
1982 were up 2% from the previous fiscal year to $454 
million. Programming, technical, sales and adminis- 
trative expenses rose 5% to $397 million. Depreciation 
was $15 million, interest expense $26 million, and 
other income $20 million. Net profit before tax was $36 
million compared with $39 million in 1981. 

Television broadcasting revenues increased 13% to 
$739 million in the year ended August 31, 1982. Pro- 
gramming, technical, sales and administrative 
expenses rose 12% to $545 million. Depreciation was 
$24 million and interest expense $30 million. Other 
adjustments produced income of $2 million. Net profit 
before tax was estimated at $143 million, an increase of 
12% over 1981. 

In addition, CBC operations produced revenues 
from sale of air-time of $111 million compared to $109 
million in the previous period. The net cost of opera- 
ting the CBC during the 1982 fiscal year was $694 
million compared to $586 million for the previous 
period.

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Gross National Product, First Quarter 1983 


Gross National Product rose 3.4% in the first quarter of 
1983 to a level of $374.5 billion, seasonally adjusted at 
annual rates. After allowing for an overall price 
increase of 1.6%, real GNP rose 1.8%. This growth 
follows a 6.5% decline in the volume of GNP from the 
peak in the second quarter of 1981 to the fourth quarter 
of 1982. 

Evidence that a recovery of economic activity had 
begun to take shape in the fourth quarter of 1982 was 
confirmed in the first quarter of 1983. Final domestic 
demand rose 0.2% in volume, the second consecutive 
increase following five quarterly declines. The reco- 
very in consumer expenditure, which was concentra- 
ted in interest-rate sensitive durable goods in the 
fourth quarter, was diffuse in the first quarter. Residen- 
tial investment continued to recover at rapid rates with 
the source of strength switching from increased sales 
of existing homes in the fourth quarter to increased 
construction of new homes in the first quarter. The 
sharp inventory liquidation of $4.19 billion in real 
terms in the fourth quarter set the stage for a recovery 
in production as industrial production rose 6.0% in the 
first quarter, the first quarterly increase since the 
second quarter of 1981. Asa result of faster recovery of 
sales relative to overall production however, invento- 
ries were drawn down a further $1.23 billion in real 
terms in the first quarter, bringing stock-to-sales ratios 
down significantly. Early indications are that the reco- 
very in production continued into the second quarter 
as the labour force survey has estimated sharp 
increases in employment for April and May. 

Personal expenditure rose 0.7% in volume terms in 
the first quarter, the second quarterly increase follow- 
ing a decline of 3.1% over five quarters. The wide- 
spread recovery reflected improved financial positions 
and employment prospects of consumers. Purchases 
of durable goods rose a further 1.2% in the first quarter, 
the strength originating in expenditure on cars. The 
recovery of expenditures on semi-durable goods acce- 
lerated and services increased a further 0.9%. 

Residential investment recorded a robust volume 
increase of 13.9% following a similar increase in the 
fourth quarter of 1982. The strength was due to increa- 


- sed construction activity following a 43% jump in hou- 


sing starts in the fourth quarter. Housing starts have 
continued to climb in the first five months of 1983 
reaching 254,000 units at annual rates in May, the 
highest level recorded since 1978 and indicating a 
continuation of increased activity in this sector. 
Business fixed investment in plant and equipment 
was a major restraining factor in final domestic 
demand. The volume of non-residential construction 


fell 4.8% to a level 17.5% below the peak of the fourth

quarter of 1981. Investment in machinery and equip- 
ment fell 3.3% in real terms, a deceleration from the 
average quarterly declines of 1982. Demand for new 
motor vehicles has picked up, although demand for 
ndustrial and agricultural machinery remains weak. 
The volume of non-farm business inventories was 
‘educed by $1.45 billion, a slowdown of $2.93 billion in 
he rate of decumulation from the fourth quarter. One 
hird of the slowdown can be accounted for by aswing 
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Revisions 
With the release of the first quarter, it is normal 
practice to publish revised estimates for the pre- 
vious four years. This year, however, data have 


been revised from 1976 to 1982 inclusive, to 
incorporate revisions to source data and metho- 
dological improvements. A summary of the 
effects of these revisions is presented in the last 
section of this release. 


from a large reduction in stocks of automobiles at the 
retail level in the fourth quarter, to a small accumula- 
tion in the first. Most of the rundown of stocks in the 
first quarter was recorded in those manufacturing and 
wholesale industries which produce and sell goods 
related to business fixed investment. In these indus- 
tries the realignment of stocks with sales has lagged 
due to continued weak demand. In the remainder of 
industries the rate of decumulation slowed 
significantly. 

The merchandise trade surplus weakened as the 
volume of merchandise imports rose more rapidly than 
merchandise exports. Increased purchases of motor 
vehicle products accounted for most of the 12.9% 
recovery in imports. Exports of merchandise recove- 
red 5.9% in volume in the quarter, with the increase 
also largely originating in the auto industry. Partially 
offsetting the lower merchandise trade surplus was an 
improvement in the non-merchandise deficit as 
imports of services declined more rapidly than exports 
of services. 

The major source of strength on the income side of 
the National Accounts came from the sharp increase in 
corporate profits. Following a decline of 46.7% from 
the first quarter of 1981 to the third quarter of 1982, 
profits recovered 15.1% in the fourth quarter and 22.5% 
in the first. A large reduction in interest costs (due to 
lower interest rates and sharply lower inventories) and 
higher sales combined to improve the financial posi- 
tion of firms. The largest profit gains were made in 
merchandising and financial industries. Despite the 
two quarterly increases, profits remain below pre- 
recession levels. 

Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income 
rose 0.6% in the first quarter. Wages and salaries were 
virtually unchanged in the quarter despite the small 
increase in paid worker employment and average 
hours worked. The wage rollback in January and civil 
service strikes in February in Quebec were the major 
offsetting factors. Supplementary labour income 
increased due to higher employer contributions to 
unemployment insurance. 

The slowing of inflation evident throughout 1982 
continued into the first quarter of 1983. The revalua- 
tion of inventories owned by Canadair had the effect of 
lowering the implicit price index in the fourth quarter 
and therefore understating the slowing of the under- 
lying rate of inflation in the first quarter. The implicit 
price index excluding inventory change rose only 
(continued) 
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0.5%, slowing from a 2.5% increase in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1982. The implicit price deflator for final domes- 
tic demand also slowed, showing an increase of 0.7%. 
A substantial deceleration of the prices of consumer 
services and non-durable goods was recorded in the 
first quarter. The implicit deflator for personal expen- 
diture recorded a moderate 1.1% increase compared 
to 1.5% in the fourth quarter of 1982. 


Revisions 

Revisions to the annual estimates fall into two catego- 
ries. AS per normal practice, data are revised to incor- 
porate revised source data and seasonal patterns. 
These revisions have had the most significant effects 
on labour income, corporate profits, non-merchandise 
trade, business fixed investment and the value of phy- 
sical change in inventories. In addition, as part of the 
ongoing historical revision, a review of data sources 
and methodologies has resulted in revisions to sup- 
plementary labour income, gross and net rent, hou- 
sing depreciation, wholesale inventories and net 
exports. Due to the significant size of these revisions 
they were carried back to 1976 in order to minimize 
statistical breaks in the time series. The opportunity 
was also taken to revise some quarterly methodology, 
particularly in the personal expenditure estimates. 

Labour income was revised to incorporate the 
Department of National Revenue tabulation of wages 
and salaries from T-4 forms for 1981. As part of the 
review of data sources and methodologies, supple- 
mentary labour income was also revised to include 
revisions to employer contributions to health insu- 
rance programs and pensions from 1976 on. Revisions 
to corporate profits and depreciation resulted from the 
incorporation of 1980 taxation data and revised projec- 
tions for 1981 and 1982. The revisions to the balance of 
payments data affected primarily the non- 
merchandise component of exports and imports while 
the revisions to business investment in plant and 
equipment in 1981 and 1982 reflected incorporation of 
the results of the survey of Private and Public Invest- 
ment in Canada. 

Information from the 1981 Census and a re-working 
of data sources resulted in an upward revision to the 
gross and net rent estimates. These revisions affected 
personal expenditure on services, net income of unin- 
corporated business including rent, and capital 
consumption allowances. 

The net effect of these and all other revisions has 
been to change the overall growth rates as follows:

1977 — Published, 2.1%; Revised, 2.0%

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Consumer Price Index, May 1983 


National Highlights 

The Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada stood at 
116.1 (1981=100) in May, up 0.3% from the level of 
115.8 registered in April. As a result of this latest rise, 
the year-over-year increase, aS measured by compa- 
ring the index level of May 1983 to that of May 1982 
moderated to 5.4%, compared to the rise of 6.6% 
observed between April 1982 and April 1983. The latest 
year-over-year Change is the smallest increase recor- 
ded since December 1972 and continues the decel- 
eration witnessed since June 1982. The latest monthly 
increase was largely attributable to higher prices for 
food and for tobacco and alcohol. The impact of the 
increases was dampened considerably by a decline in 
transportation costs, due to a decrease in gasoline 
prices. The food index increased by 1.6% between 
April and May, following the advance of 1.0% registe- 
red between March and April. The all-items- 
excluding-food index decreased 0.1% in May, the 
second consecutive month in which this index has 
declined. 

Higher prices for fresh fruit and vegetables (up 6.0% 
and 13.4%, respectively) reflecting the combined 
impact of depleting domestic supplies of storable pro- 
duce and adverse weather conditions in major grow- 
ing areas in the United States and Central America, 
coupled with increased beef prices, were largely res- 
ponsible for the 2.1% rise in the food-purchased-from- 
stores index. Price increases were also noted for 
cereal and bakery products, sugar, confections and for 
soft drinks. Dampening the impact of these increases 
were lower prices for fresh milk (especially in southern 
Ontario) and for certain pork cuts. In May 1983, the 
food-purchased-from-stores index stood 3.0% above 
its level of May 1982. The food-purchased-from- 
restaurants index increased 0.5% between April and 
May and stood 7.0% above its level of May 1982. Asa 
result, the aggregate food index advanced 4.0% over 
its level of May 1982, down from the increase of 4.6% 
registered between April 1982 and April 1983. 

The decline of 0.1% in the all-items-excluding-food 
index was virtually entirely attributable to a drop in 
gasoline prices during the first half of the month, most 
notably in Quebec and Ontario, and to a decline in 
furniture and major household appliance prices, pri- 
marily resulting from the temporary removal of the 
provincial retail sales tax in the province of Ontario. 
Significantly dampening the impact of these price 
declines were higher prices for tobacco products, 
especially in the provinces of Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick and Ontario, principally reflecting the 
effect of changes in provincial taxes on such products 
as announced in recent budgets. In addition, the pro- 
vincial retail sales tax on taxable goods and services 
was increased from 8% to 10% in the province of New 
Brunswick. Other notable increases included higher 
air fares, increased outdoor recreational equipment 
prices, higher fees and dues for recreational activities 
and increased shelter charges. Between May 1982 and 
May 1983, the all-items-excluding-food index advan- 
(continued) 
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ced 6.0%, down from the 7.2% increase registered bet- 
ween April 1982 and April 1983. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods advanced 0.3%, while that for services 
advanced by 0.4%. As a result, between May 1982 and 
May 1983, the price level for goods advanced by 4.5% 
while that for services increased by 7.1%. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
declined 0.1% in May: this comprised an increase of 
1.2% in the food index and a decline of 0.4% in the 
all-items-excluding-food index. 

City Highlights 

Between April and May, consumer prices declined in 
Thunder Bay, remained unchanged in Ottawa and 
Vancouver and rose in all other cities for which CPls 
are produced, with increases ranging from 0.1% in 
both St. John’s and Toronto to 2.0% in Saint John. The 
decline in Thunder Bay, as well as the lower than 
national average increases registered in Ottawa, 
Toronto and Vancouver, largely resulted from the 
impact of gasoline “price wars” in these cities. The 
larger than national average increase in Saint John 
primarily reflected the impact of the increase in the 
provincial retail sales tax, higher ad valorem tax rates 
on gasoline and tobacco products and increased 
alcoholic beverage prices as announced in the provin- 
cial budget of May 8, 1983. The other major factor 
accounting for the variation in city price movements 
was food prices which declined in St. John’s but 
increased by 2% or more in four of the other cities. In 
the Ontario cities, the impact of the temporary removal 
of the provincial retail sales tax on furniture and selec- 
ted major household appliances was virtually offset by 
the imposition of the provincial retail sales tax on 
tobacco products. 

Between May 1982 and May 1983, consumer price 
increases ranged from 3.9% in Thunder Bay to 7.6% in 
Winnipeg. Seven of the 15 cities registered increases 
of 6.0% or less. 


Main Contributors to Monthly Changes in the All- 
items Index, by City 

St. John’s 

The all-items index rose 0.1%, as advances in new Car 
prices, air fares, shelter charges and prices for alcoho- 
lic beverages purchased in licensed premises were 
virtually offset by lower cigarette and gasoline prices, 
a decrease in electricity charges and a decline in food 
prices. Since May 1982, the all-items index has risen 
7.0%. 

Charlottetown/Summerside 

The all-items index rose 1.0%, largely as a result of 
higher shelter and electricity charges, increased tele- 
phone rates, higher prices for food and cigarettes, and 
advances in air fares and recreational expenses. 
Within food, higher prices were observed for beef, 
fresh produce and restaurant meals. Between May 
1982 and May 1983, the all-items index rose 5.8%.

Halifax 

The 0.4% rise in the all-items index largely reflected 
higher prices for food, clothing and cigarettes coupled 
with increased air fares, recreational expenses and 
shelter costs. Within food, higher prices were noted for 
beef, bakery products, fresh produce, soft drinks and 
for restaurant meals. Since May 1982, the all-items 
index has risen 6.3%. 

Saint John 

The increase in the provincial retail sales tax from 8% 
to 10%, coupled with higher ad valorem taxes on gaso- 
line and tobacco products and an increase in the 
prices of alcoholic beverages were among the main 
contributors to the 2.0% rise in the all-items index. 
Higher food prices, especially for beef, fresh produce 
and restaurant meals also had a notable impact. From 
May 1982 to May 1983, the all-items index rose 7.4%. 


Quebec City 

An increase of 0.3% was recorded in the all-items 
index, originating largely from higher food prices 
(especially for beef, fresh produce, soft drinks and 
restaurant meals), increased shelter charges, higher 
prices for alcoholic beverages purchased in licensed 
premises, and advances in air fares. Declines in gaso- 
line prices, vehicle insurance premiums and movie 
admission charges had a moderating effect. Since May 
1982, the all-items index has risen 5.8%. 


Montreal 

The all-items index rose 0.5%, mainly due to higher 
food prices, especially for beef and fresh produce. 
Also having a notable impact were advances in shelter 
charges, cigarette prices, charges for personal care 
services and air fares. Prices for gasoline and for cer- 
tain men’s and women’s wear items declined. From 
May 1982, the all-items index rose 5.8%. 


Ottawa 

The all-items index registered no overall change. 
Higher prices for food coupled with increased prices 
for tobacco products, largely reflecting the removal of 
the retail sales tax exemption on such products were 
offset by lower gasoline prices and the temporary 
removal of the retail sales tax on certain furniture and 
major household appliance items. Since May 1982, the 
all-items index has risen 6.1% 

Toronto 

The all-items index rose 0.1%, as higher prices for 
food, especially for beef, fresh produce and restaurant 
meals, and for tobacco products, largely reflecting the 
removal of the retail sales tax exemption on such pro- 
ducts were virtually offset by lower gasoline prices and 
the temporary suspension of the retail sales tax on 
certain furniture and major household appliance 
items. Since May 1982, the all-items index has risen 
5.1,

Thunder Bay 

The decline of 1.4% registered in the all-items index 
was largely attributable to a decrease in gasoline 
prices, and, to a lesser extent, to lower furniture and 
major household appliance prices resulting from the 
temporary suspension of the retail sales tax on such 
products. Partially offsetting these increases were 
higher prices for tobacco products, largely due to the 
removal of the retail sales tax exemption, increased 
local transit and air fares and higher food prices. Bet- 
ween May 1982 and May 1983, the all-items index rose 
3.9%. 

Winnipeg 

Higher overall food prices (especially for beef, fresh 
produce and soft drinks) and advances in the prices of 
cigarettes and in beer purchased from stores, coupled 
with increases in owned accommodation charges and 
furniture prices were among the main contributors to 
the 0.9% rise in the all-items index. Between May 1982 
and May 1983, the all-items index rose 7.6%.

Replacement of Industrial Corporations CANSIM Matrices 6627-6779 


Data users should note that the fourth quarter 1982 release of /ndustrial Corpora- 
tions: Financial Statistics (catalogue 61-003) incorporates a new CANSIM format. 
Matrices 6627-6779 have been replaced by matrices 4780-4936. 

The new matrix block — which has new Data Bank numbers — was created to 
remove series numbering inconsistencies, add a new aggregation ‘total other 
industries”, and make room for future expansion. This expansion is planned to 
include the addition of aggregations such as “total retail trade” and “total whole- 
sale trade” as well as analytical financial ratios. 

Both the old and new matrix blocks will co-exist on the CANSIM Main Base from 
June 1983 to early 1984, at which time the old block will be deleted. Both blocks are 
now listed in the Main Base Directory and will be updated simultaneously each 
quarter. 

The CANSIM Mini Base, though, has space for only one block. Thus it will be 
early in 1984 before the old block will be replaced by the new block on the Mini 
Base. At this time a new Mini Base Directory will be issued.

For the first three months of 1983, net generation of 
electricity totalled 105 284 GW.h, down 3.4% from the 
January-March 1982 level of 109 003 GW.h. Exports of 
electricity were up to 9 041 GW.h from 7 843 GW.h and 
imports advanced to 677 GW.h from 606 GW.h.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance Sta- 
tistics, April 1983 — Advance Information 


Benefits paid to unemployment insurance claimants in 
April 1983 totalled $937 million*, down 18% from 
March but 36% more than the $691 million disbursed in 
April 1982. Payments for the first four months of 1983 
rose to $4.134 billion, up 50% from the same period in 
1982. Most of the increase reflected additional weeks 
of benefit paid. 

Preliminary data show that 1,438,000 claimants* 
qualified for unemployment insurance benefits for the 
week ended April 16, 1983, down 3% from the previous 
month but 22% more than in April 1982. 

Some 248,000 claims were filed by persons applying 

for benefits in April, a decrease of 2% from March and 
down 11% from April 1982. During the first four months 
of 1983, claims totalled 1,160,000, down 5% from the 
year-earlier period. 
' The count of beneficiaries cannot be related directly 
to the benefit payments. Whereas the latter figure 
covers all payments made during a month, the number 
of beneficiaries relates to persons who qualified for 
benefits for a specific week each month, regardless of 
when they received payments.

Current Economic Analysis, Monthly Review (Based 
on data available as of June 14, 1983)!1 


The forces propelling the economic recovery seem to 
have shifted somewhat entering the second quarter of 
1983. In the first quarter the strength originated in 
exports, personal expenditure, residential construc- 
tion, and in a substantially reduced rate of inventory 
liquidation. Early in the second quarter export demand 
took on new vigour, whereas personal expenditure 
appears to have lost some of its vitality, although the 
outlook for personal outlays remains positive. The 
inventory sector should remain a source of strength as 
the period of inventory liquidation appears to be near- 
ing an end, implying that gains in demand will be 
matched by increases in production and employment, 
which in turn will generate income and revenues for 
further spending and aid the self-sustainment of the 
recovery. Another record increase of the Canadian 
leading indicator in March supports this view of the 
current stage of the recovery. In addition to exports 
and inventories, the economy will benefit from a 
strong housing sector in the second quarter, while the 
outlook for business fixed investment appears to have 
improved slightly. 

The improvement in exports reflects a surprising 
acceleration of the United States economy to rates 
that have caused many forecasters to revise upwards 
(continued) 
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their forecasts for 1983. As a result, exports to that 
country increased a significant 5.3% in April, led by 
end products, especially automobiles. As well, the 
economic recovery of many other countries appears to 
be gaining momentum, and our exports to those coun- 
tries rose very strongly in April, led by sales of raw 
materials. The export data support the optimism 
expressed by export-oriented manufacturers in the 
April survey of business conditions. Imports rose only 
marginally in April, led by end products such as auto- 
mobiles and other consumer goods. As a result, the 
merchandise trade surplus rose to a new high. 

The sluggishness evident in personal expenditure in 
January and February returned in April. Retail sales in 
current dollars fell in April following an increase in real 
retail sales in March, the only gain in real sales this 
year. Although some of the slackening in April appears 
to be due to technical factors associated with unusual 
seasonal movements, it seems that personal expendi- 
ture has, in the short run at least, lost some of its 
vitality. This view is supported by a fall in employment 
in retail and wholesale trade in May. Nevertheless, the 
outlook for consumer spending remains positive as 
overall employment has increased 202,000 since 
November, inflation remains below the rate of increase 
in wages, and consumer confidence remains high. 

Inventory liquidation in manufacturing accelerated 
in March to almost double the rates posted in January 
and February. This appears to bring us close to the end 
of the period of inventory liquidation as the number of 
manufacturers who judged their inventory levels to be 
about right jumped substantially in the April survey of 
business conditions, and in May employment in manu- 
facturing posted a large gain, the first significant 
increase since the onset of the recession in July 1981. 

The housing sector exhibited renewed strength in 
the second quarter as starts of single family dwellings 
accelerated to record levels. Much of the strength 
appears to have been borrowed from the future, how- 
ever, as builders rushed to complete starts in time to 
qualify for the federal government's Canadian Home 
Ownership Stimulation Plan which expired in May- 
June. Nevertheless, these starts representa glimpse at 
a relatively robust near-term future, reflecting relati- 
vely low mortgage rates and an improved outlook for 
employment, which have permitted the realization of 
pent-up demand due to demographic factors. 

Although investment is still expected to decline for 
the year, the outlook has improved slightly due to the 
unexpected strength of the recovery and to the impro- 
ved profitability and liquidity of firms in the first quar- 
ter. The Conference Board's survey of business in the 
first quarter indicated that weakness of demand (not 
interest rates) was the most important factor now 
underlying the ongoing decline in investment. At the 
same time, the increase in demand raised capacity 
utilization in manufacturing moderately in the first 
quarter, commencing the removal of this impediment. 
This favourable movement was reinforced by the 
improved profitability and liquidity of firms in the first 
quarter, and it would not be surprising if investment 
were to exceed the intentions expressed in the 
January survey of Private and Public Investment Inten- 
tions. The inertia of this sector is so great, however, 
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that even if the forecast intentions are exceeded, it will 
not be by a large margin. 

The recovery has carried production to the first 
quarterly increase since the second quarter of 1981 as 
both gross domestic and gross national product grew 
sharply in the first quarter. Growth had become relati- 
vely widespread by Marchas the trend-cycle of output 
was growing in over 50% of industries at that time. The 
greatest gains were made in industries whose sales are 
relatively sensitive to variations in interest rates, and 
these same industries declined the most during the 
recession, reflecting the large role that interest rates 
have played both in the recession and in the recovery. 

By May, employment had increased 202,000 from its 
trough in November, and gains were registered in most 
areas of the country. In May, the number of young 
workers employed increased more than did those 25 
years and over. Employment in manufacturing was up 
1.8%, the first appreciable increase since the onset of 
the recession. Despite the growth in employment, the 
unemployment rate has fallen only marginally as 
increases in the labour force have almost matched the 
gains in employment. 

Price increases have become more widespread but, 
with a few exceptions, have remained moderate in size 
as the recovery has progressed. Consumer prices 
were flat in April while manufacturers’ prices increa- 
sed only marginally. At the same time over 75% of 
manufacturing industries recorded increases or no 
change in their prices in April, in comparison to less 
than 60% in September 1982. This combination of 
widespread yet moderate increases in prices is in 
contrast to the periods of rapid inflation in the 1970s 
when at times the number was over 90%. The gasoline 
price wars, increased productivity, more moderate 
wage settlements, and improved profitability and 
liquidity lie behind the continued moderation in price 
increases in April. 
® Real domestic production was up 0.8% in March, 
contributing to the 1.8% gain in the first quarter. By 
March, 54.3% of industries registered an increasing 
trend for output, in comparison to a low of 25.9% in 
May 1982. 

e Employment gained 0.6% in May, identical to April's 
increase. In May, however, 39,000 young workers 
found jobs in comparison to 24,000 for those 25 years 
and over, reversing a trend that had prevailed through 
April. Employment in manufacturing was up 1.8%, 
while in wholesale and retail trade it fell by 18,000. 

© Retall sales gained 2.5% in volume in March. In cur- 
rent dollars, sales fell 2.8% in April, negating the 2.8% 
current dollar increase in March. Delayed tax refunds, 
the early Easter, and unusually wet weather in April 
may have distorted the seasonal movement of this 
series, and the movement over the two-month period is 
more reflective of the trend of current dollar retail 
sales. ’ 

@ The indicators of residential construction accelera- 
ted in May following some softening in March. Hou- 
sing starts registered 254,000 units at annual rates in 
May, mainly due to single starts, compared to an ave- 
(continued) 
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rage of 174,750 from January to April. Building permits 
were up 10.1% in March and 0.9% in April to a level of 
190,300 units. 

e@ With inclusion of the April data, the underlying trend 
for merchandise exports and imports increased by 
1.7% and 2.3%, respectively, with the larger gain in 
imports reflecting the more robust recovery in Canada 
through the first quarter. Entering the second quarter, 
however, there was increased evidence of an accelera- 
tion in the recovery in the United States and in the 
European and Japanese economies. This was reflec- 
ted in the 10.5% gain in exports in April, compared to 
the 1.9% increase in imports. As a result the merchan- 
dise trade surplus reached a record level of $1,993 
million in April. 

@ New orders in manufacturing fell 2.5% in volume in 
March, as shipments dropped 1.3% and inventories fell 
by $169 million (1971 dollars). This represents the 
second consecutive month of slackness in manufactu- 
ring and parallels similar weakening of consumer 
demand in January and February. This weakness 
appears to be transitory as, according to the business 
conditions survey, the number of manufacturing firms 
planning an increase in production rose to 46% in April 
from 28% in January. 

@ Consumer prices (not seasonally adjusted) were flat 
in April while manufacturers’ prices edged up by 0.2%, 
and prices for raw materials climbed 1.2% (not seaso- 
nally adjusted). 

® Output per employee increased 0.7% in March and 
wage settlements have continued to become more 
moderate as the annual rate of increase in base rates 
for all contracts settled in the first quarter was 4.3%. 
Excluding COLA contracts, the rate of increase was 
6.6% compared to 7.3% in the fourth quarter. 

The size and breadth of increases in the composite 
leading indicators in March suggest that the recovery 
will continue through the next several months at least. 
The composite leading index (1971=100) advanced 
3.01% in March to a level of 124.86, as all 10 compo- 
nents continued to increase. The non-filtered version 
rose 1.69% to 133.5. The sources of strength in final 
demand appear to be consumer demand, exports and 
housing. The period of massive inventory liquidation 
appears to be over, with the result that increases in 
final demand are now being reflected in increased 
employment, especially in manufacturing. 
| All references are to seasonally adjusted data unless 
otherwise stated. Also, the data have been processed 
specifically for the purpose of current analysis. For 
example, in some cases end-point seasonal adjust- 
ment methodology has been used instead of the pro- 
jected factor method employed in the numbers publish- 
ed by the data source.

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Employment, Earnings and Hours, April 1983 — Preliminary Estimates 


Important Note to Users of Employment Statistics 
The employment, earnings and hours estimates presented in this release are the first data to be published 
based on the revised Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours. 

Effective with the April 1983 reference month, the estimates contained in the new publication 72-002 
(Employment, Earnings and Hours) replace those previously published in catalogue numbers 72-002 
(Employment, Earnings and Hours) and 72-008 (Estimates of Employees by Province and Industry). 

The major characteristics of the revised survey are as follows: 

@ It includes firms of all sizes; 

e |t covers all industries except agriculture, fishing and trapping, household services, religious organiza- 
tions, and military personnel; 

e It makes use of census and sampling methodologies with a part of the sample rotating each month; 

e It uses the 1970 version of the Standard Industrial Classification and the 1981 version of the Standard 
Geographical Classification; 

® It groups employees according to the method of payment (i.e. salaried employees, hourly-rated 
employees, other type of employees); 

® |t produces statistics on overtime earnings and hours; 

® |t aggregates data according to different mixtures of the units selected in the survey sample (i.e. all units, 
take-all units, take-some units). 

The new survey has been designed to produce reliable estimates at the broad industry division levels for 
provinces, and at the ‘“3-digit” industry level for Canada; the reliability of the estimates decreases at more 
disaggregated industrial or geographical levels. 

More detailed statistical tables and information on concepts and methods will be published in the new 
publication which will be released shortly. 

The new estimates also appear in the Canadian Socio-economic Information Management System 
(CANSIM). 

In order to assist users in making the transition from the old to the new estimates, link factors are being 
calculated for most series previously published. These factors will be contained in the Statistics Canada 
catalogue 72-518 (Employment, Earnings and Hours — Linkage of March to April 1983 Data), scheduled to 
be released in late July. A complimentary copy of this publication along with the revised Employment, 
Earnings and Hours publication will be sent to all present subscribers of 72-002 and 72-008.

@ The Industrial Aggregate is the sum of all industries with the exception of agriculture, fishing and trapping, 
religious organizations, private households, and military personnel.

@ Service Producing Industries include transportation, communication and other utilities, trade, finance, 
insurance and real estate, community, business and personal services (except religious organizations and 
private households) and public administration (except military personnel).

Building Permits, April 1983 — Advance Information 


Building permits issued in April 1983 rose 2.4% to a 
preliminary seasonally adjusted level of $1,346.1 mil- 
lion from $1,315.0 million (revised) in March, reflecting 
a surge of last minute applications for the $3,000 grant 
under the Canadian Home Ownership Plan (CHOSP) 
which ended May 5. However, the surge in residential 
permits was almost entirely offset by a drop in permits 
for non-residential building construction. In April 
1982, the total value of permits issued was $1,038.6 
million. 

The value of builders’ applications for new housing 
construction was estimated at a seasonally adjusted 
$1,003.5 million in April, up 11.7% from $898.3 million 
in March. The number of new dwelilings authorized 
rose to 18,330 units in April — 13,066 singles and 5,264 
multiples — from 16,775 units in March — 10,073 sin- 
gles and 6,702 multiples. The April value of residential 
permits was more than double the year-earlier esti- 
mate of $450.1 million. (The surge of residential per- 
mits in March and April 1983 is consistent with the high 
level of housing starts recorded in May and will, there- 
fore, have little impact on the June starts expected to 
be announced next week.) 

Permits for building construction other than resi- 
dential decreased for the third consecutive month in 
April, reflecting the weakness of intentions in the non- 


residential sector. The value of permits for industrial 
projects rose a marginal 3.9% to $61.5 million from the 
depressed level of $59.2 million in March, while com- 
mercial projects were up 2.9% to $199.2 million from 
$193.6 million. Institutional projects tumbled 50.0% to 
$81.9 million from $163.9 million in March. In total, 
non-residential permits amounted to $342.6 million, 
off 17.8% from the $416.7 million authorized in March. 

Partial returns for May 1983 indicate a possible drop 
of 50% in the number of single-detached homes autho- 
rized but an increase of 26% in multiples, compared to 
April. f

Industry Selling Price Index, May 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Industry Selling Price Index (ISPI) for manufactu- 
ring (1971=100) reached a preliminary level of 298.5 in 
May 1983, up 0.5% from the revised April index of 
297.0. The year-to-year increase from May 1982 to May 
1983 was 3.4%, marking the fifth consecutive month in 
which the rise has been less than 4%. The main factor 
in the upward movement of the total ISPI in May was a 
6.2% increase in the wood industries major group 
index; rises of 0.3% in the food and beverage industries 
index and 0.7% in the primary metal industries index 
contributed to a lesser extent. 

The wood industries index advanced 6.2% in May 
and showed a year-over-year rise of 16.4%. The saw- 
mills and planing mills index climbed 9.6% in the 
month as lumber prices posted strong increases, ran- 
ging from 1.1% for maple to 21% for spruce; the 
increases occurred in both the domestic and export 
markets. Other construction materials showed strong 
price increases as well: these advances were reflected 
in rises of 6.5% in the shingle mills index, 2.0% in the 
veneer and plywood mills index and 4.1% in the hard- 
wood flooring plants index. 


The primary metal industries index advanced 0.7% 
in May, to stand 3.8% higher than the year-earlier level. 
Price increases of 1.0% in the smelting and refining 
industry provided the main stimulus for the increase in 
the group index. Refined copper prices were up 3.6% 
and precious metals rose 2.4%. 

The food and beverage industries index increased 
0.3% in the latest month to a level 2.3% higher than in 
May 1982. The slaughtering and meat processors 
component index was down 1.0% — mainly in res- 
ponse to lower beef prices — and the fish products 
industry index declined 4.1%; however, these 
decreases were more than offset by increases of 17.6% 
in the cane and beet sugar processors index, 4.4% in 
the confectionery manufacturers index and 2.3% in the 
feeds industry index. 

The indexes for the other major groups did not exhi- 
bit many significant changes. In May, 47% of the indus- 
try level indexes registered increases, 22% posted 
decreases and 31% showed no change from the pre- 
vious month.

Raw Materials Price Index, May 1983 — Advance 
Information 


The Raw Materials Price Index (1977=100) was at a 
preliminary level of 211.6 in May 1983, an increase of 
0.1% from 211.3 (revised) in April and up 5.5% from the 
May 1982 index level. The raw materials price index 
excluding coal, crude oil and natural gas increased 
0.4% over the month but was still 0.38% lower than a 
year earlier. Four of the eight component indexes 
showed increases in the month, one decreased and 
three remained unchanged; significant increases were 
posted for vegetable products (4.3%) and non-ferrous 
metals (2.7%), while the animals and animal products 
index declined 1.6%. 

The vegetable products component index advanced 
4.3% in May — largely on the strength of sharp price 
increases for raw sugar (38%), fresh vegetables (9%) 
and fresh fruit (8%) — but was still down 1.9% from the 
year-earlier level. Despite the increases in May, the 
fruit and vegetable indexes remained 20% lower than 
in May 1982.

The non-ferrous metals component rose 2.7% in the 
latest month and showed an increase of 21.5% over the 
12-month period. While significant price increases for 
precious metals provided the main impetus to the 
monthly change, notable advances were also posted 
for copper, zinc and non-ferrous scrap. 

The animals and animal products index decreased 
1.6% in May, mainly because of declines in cattle and 
calf prices which were only partially offset by price 
increases for hides, skins, sheep and lambs. Since May 
1982, the component index has declined 6.2%.

Production of coal in Canada fell by 13.4% to 3 490 
kilotonnes in March 1983 from 4 033 KT a year earlier. 
Exports of coal declined to 1 098 KT from 1 508 KT, 
while landed imports rose to 106 KT from 13 KT. 

Coal production during January-March 1983 total- 
led 10 709 KT, down by 2.2% from 10 950 KT in the 
year-earlier period. Exports of coal declined to 
3 481 KT from 3 605 KT, while landed imports increa- 
sed to 296 KT from 33 KT in the first three months of 
1982.
